Agreeably to this resolution, the Rev. Ralph Wiliiston, from the 
diocese of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Allen C. Morgan, a candidate for 
holy orders, took seats in Convention. 

The Right Rev.T. C. Brownell, Bishop of the Diocese, agreeable 
to the45th Canon of the General Convention, delivered the following 

ADDRESS. 

My Brethren of the Clergy and of the Laity : — 

Another of those interesting periods has returned, when we are ac« 
customed to assemble together, for mutual information concerning the 
several portions of our Zion, and to deliberate on such measures as, 
with the blessing of God, may be conducive to her peace and pros* 
perity. May we all be deeply impressed with gratitude to the Divine 
Being, for the abundant mercies he has bestowed on us during the 
past year. May we feel a deep sense of our entire dependance oa 
Him ; and may we humbly and fervently seek his blessing on our 
present deliberations. 

The 45th Canon of the General Convention, requires that, on this 
occasion, I should lay before you a view of the state of the Diocese, 
and an account of the Episcopal acts I have performed since our last 
annual meeting. 

My visitations through the Diocese, in the course of the past year, 
have been extensive, and, in general, highly satisfactory. They have 
enabled me to bear testimony to the fidelity of my brethren of the 
Clergy, and to the cordiality with which their e£forts have been se- 
conded by the Laity, wherever they have been exerted with zeal and 
constancy. Our Church is, probably, less subject to sudden fluctua- 
tions than other religious cojpmunions. We look for no high excite- 
ments. We expect no sudden and rapid growth, which is often as 
sadden in decay. To be steadily progressive, in extent, in zeal, and 
in piety, is what we most desire. Such, I believe, is the present 
state of the Church in this Diocese. If its progress does not wholly 
keep pace with our wishes, it is perhaps as auspicious as we can rea- 
sonably expect. 

The gradual increase of the Clergy may afford no incorrect 
index of the general state of the Church. Little more than eight 
^ears ago, when I was first called, in the course of divine Provi- 
dence, to preside over the interests of the diocese, the number of its 
clergy was but forty-two ;* the number at the present time, isj^ity- 
niney and there are 3 or 4 vacant cures, each of which would afford

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tfdequate support to n clergyman. The worldly inducements to enter 
CD the ministerial office, have never been a matter of temptation in 
this country. Perhaps they have not been more humble, in any part 
of it, than in Connecticut. But it is believed that the clergy are as 
liberally provided for, at the present time, as at any former period^ 
and without any oppressive burthen on the parishes. 

]f the tone of religious feeling has, withm the last few years, been 
somewhat raised throughout our Church, there is i^ood reason to be- 
lieve that this diocese has participated in the animating spirit. An 
increasing zeal is evinced in supporting stated ministrations in the 
several parishes, in providing for the rehgious instruction of the ris- 
ing generation, in the dissemination of religious knowledge, and in 
the missionary cause. We have abundant reafton to bless God for 
these encouraging indications of increasing zeal and piety, and to pray 
that they may continue and abound more and more. 

The exertions that have been made for the promotion of education, 
are not less encouraging than the indications of increasing zeal in the 
cause of religion. It is but few years, since the youth of our com* 
jnunion were educated almost exclusively by persons of other reli- 
gious persuasions. This is not mentioned as ground of complaint, 
but as resulting from the circumstances under which our Church hat 
grown up, in a community dissenting from her doctrines and worship. 
But such a state of things must have greatly impeded her growth, and 
we have reason to congratulate ourselves that a more propitious era 
has commenced. We have now, under the auspices of Episcopalians, 
Seminaries for the education of females, of as high grade as any in 
our country. We have, besides the well endowed Institution at 
Cheshire, respectable Academies at Norwalk, at Granby, and at Sha- 
ron. And we have a College at Hartford, which at present numbers 
nearly 90 students, and gives a fair promise of extensive and lasting 
usefulness. 

It is thus that our Church is beginning to take a stand among the 
religious denominations, by which she is surrounded, and to partici- 
pate in those equal privileges which are accorded and secured by the 
constitution of our country. We neither enjoy nor desire exclusive 
privileges, nor would we give to our Institutions an exclusive or party 
character. We would place Ihem on the same footing with those of 
other religious persuasions ; and conducting them with a liberality 
and charity surpassed by none other in our country, we may reasona- 
bly expect that these institutions will not be regarded as objects of 
jealousy, and that we shall ourselves escape the uncharitable imputa- 
tion of sectarianism. 

The situation of Cheshire Academy will doubtless occupy the atten« 
tion of the present Convention. The Trustees of the Institution, 
pursuant to a vote of this body, at the last annual meeting, proceeded 
to the election of a Principal, who was recommended as well qualifif 
for the station ^ but owing to the precarious state of his health, 
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declined the appointment. The Board of Trustees have taken no 
eabsequent measures on the subject ; but the Prudential Committee of 
the Board, deeming it highly expedient that the Academy should be 
opened, appointed the Rev. Henry M. Mason, to the provisional 
l;harge of the Institution. This gentleman is well qualified by his 
learning, to fill the station of Principal, with reputation and useful* 
ness ; but the small number of students who have been attracted to 
the Academy, indicates the necessity of giving to the Institution a new 
organization, to accommodate it to the improvements which have re- 
cently been made in the methods of Academical instruction. 

The education of our youth is a subject of deep interest, under 
whatever aspect it may be viewed. It is peculiarly so in reference 
to our Sunday Schools. In this Diocese, the general diffusion of e]e« 
mentary education enables us to devote these schools exclusively to 
their appropriate object, religious instruction. Perhaps no more 
efficient method of effecting this object could be devised. It extends 
its influence to the instructors, as well as to the pupils. The former 
are generally taken from the young people of the parish, at the inter- 
esting period of life when they begin to feel the responsibility of their 
station, as members of the community, and as probationers for another 
state of existence. At such a period, they cannot inculcate upon the 
children committed to their care, the great truths and duties of reli- 
gion, without feeling the peculiar force with which they rest upon 
themselves. I believe Sunday Schools are now established in almost 
every parish of the diocese. 1 have watched their progress, and 
marked their influence, with the deepest interest. I cannot but see, 
in these schools, the members and supporters of the Church, as it is 
to exist, only a few years hence ; and I cannot but feel how deeply 
its welfare will be indentified with their piety, their zeal, and their 
soundness in the faith. I recommend to the Convention, the passing 
of a resolution or canon, directing returns of the Sunday Schools to 
be annexed to the annual parochial reports, indicating the number of 
the scholars and of the teachers, and when the schools are, or are 
nbt, connected with the General Sunday School Union of our Church ; 
or that some other course be adopted, calculated to strengthen that 
Union, and to diffuse its benefits more extensively to the schools ia 
this diocese. 

The religious and charitable Institutions of the Church in this Dio- 
cese, as well as those established under the sanction of the General 
Convention, have been pressed upon the consideration of this body, 
in most of my previous addresses. I will only add, at the present time, 
that, in my estimation, these institutions have lost none of their inte- 
rest, and that I regard, with high satisfaction, the increasing favor witl\ 
which they are viewed, and the increasing zeal with which they are 
fostered by the members of our Church. 

In the course of my visitations, during the past year, I have officia- 
ted in several parishes^ where no duties peculiarly pertaining to th«i 
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Epiicopal office, were required. These ordinary mioistrations lia?e 
afforded me facilities for becoming better acquainted with the state of 
the parishes ; and the counsels which any special occasions may have 
called for, have always been cordially received. The rite of confirm- 
ation cannot be profitably administered in the smaller parishes, oftener 
than once in two or three years. In the larger parishes, it is required 
more frequently. Durmg the past year, I have administered this holy 
rite in the following parishes, viz. :

On my visit to the Parish of Kent, on the 29th day of August last, 
I consecrated the new Church erected there, by the name of St An- 
drew's Church. This is a very handsome stone edifice, built in the 
Gothic style of architecture, and is the fourth Church erected, in 
four adjoining Towns, under the auspices of the Rev. George B. 
Andrews. 

On the 13th of May last, I laid the corner stone of a new Church, 

which is now in the course of erection, at Hartford. This will be a 

very spacious stone edifice, and it promises to be one of the finest 

specimens of Gothic architecture in our country. A new stone 

. Church is also erecting at Norwich. 

The following ordinations have been held during the past year. 
On the 8th of August, at St. Peter's Church, Hebron, I admitted the 
Rev. George C. Shepard, Rector of that Parish, to the Holy Order of 
Priests. On the 2d of September, at St. John's Church, Bridgeport, 
I admitted Mr. Nathan Kingsbury, and Mr. Edward W. Peet, the 
latter a graduate of the General Theological Seminary, to the Holy 
Order of Deacons. The former is employed as a teacher of an 
Academy at Brooklyn, Long Island ; and the latter is at present offi- 
ciating as a Missionary in the Diocese of Virginia. On the 15th of 
February, at Christ Church, in the City of Hartford, I admitted Jacob 
Oson, a man of color, to the Holy Order of Deacons, and on the fol- 
lowing day to that of Priests. This person had been for some time 
a candidate, and had been useful as a Catechist and Lay-reader, among 
the people of color, in the City of New-Haven. He was admitted to 
Holy Orders, at this time, in consequence of his appointment as Mis- 
sionary to Liberia, in Africa, by the Directors of the Missionary So- 
ciety, established by the General Convention. 
* On Monday last, the 2d inst. at St. John's Church, Huntington. I 
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admitted the Rev. William H. Lewis, Rector of that I'amb, to the 
Holy Crderof Priests ; and this day, in your iiresence, I have admit- 
ted the Rev. William A. Curtis, Rector of the Parishes of Oxford, to 
the same grade of the Ministry. 

K* Among the changes which have taken place in the Diocese, since the 
last Convention, 1 have to record the decease of the Rev. Thomas K. 
Peck. He was zealously employed as a missionary in the easfero 
part of the diocese, anci was called from hW labors, when there was 
the fairest prospect of success ; — another example of the inscrutable 
providence of God, which is calculated to inspire us with humility 
end reverence, and which should incite us to pray to the Lord of the 
harvest, that he would send forth new labourers into his harvest. 

It is known to the Convention, that the Rev. Menzies Rayner has 
relinquished his Ministry in this Church, and connected himself with 
another religious communion. Having communicated to mc in writing, 
the relinquishment of his ** official standing as an Episcopal Clergyman 
in the Diocese," that I might '' record" the same, according to the 
provisions of the Canon, in that case made and provided, ^' and also 
take such other measures, as in my judgment, the canon might require;" 
I have, therefore, recorded his said declaration, so made ; and also, in 
the presence of the Rev. George W. Doane, and the Rev. Norman 
Pinney, have pronounced the said Menzies Rayner to be suspended 
from the exercise of the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and have recorded his suspension, pursuant to the provisions of the 
Canon above referred to. — The Rev. Mr. Rayner, by making his sus- 
pension the result of his own voluntary act, has greatly relieved me 
from the pain which such an act of discipline is otherwise calculated 
to create. And however we may regret the cause which has led to 
it, we are not to be judges of other men's.consciences : — '' to his own 
Master he standeth or falleth," 

The Rev. Sturges Gilbert, has received letters dimissory, and re- 
moved to the Eastern Diocese. The Rev. Bennett Glover has re« 
ceived letters dimissory to the Diocese of Pennsylvania. And the 
Rev. George W. Doane, lately a Professor in Washington College, 
having been called as assistant Rector of Trinity Church, Boston, has 
taken his dimissory letters from this Diocese. 

The Rev. Enoch Huntington, with letters dimissory from the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania,has taken pastoral charge of the Parish of New- 
Milford. The Rev. William H. Lewis, and the Rev. William A. Cur- 
tis have presented to me letters dimissory from the Diocese of New 
York. The former has accepted the pastoral charge of the Parish 
of Huntington, and the latter that of the Parishes of Oxford. The 
Rev. Francis L. Hawkes. with letters dimissory from the Diocese of 
North Carolinia, is officiating with peculiar acceptance, as Assistant 
Minister in the Parish of New Haven. The Rev. John Wurts Cloud 
has presented to me letters dimissory from the Diocese of Mis.Hissippi | 
and the Rev. Horatio Potter,lately assistantminister of Christ Churchy 
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BostODv haviDg been appointed Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy in Washington ^College, has become a resident of this Di- 
ocese. 

The pastoral connexion between the Rev. Benjamin Benham, and 
the Parish of Brookfield, being dissolved by mutual agreement, I have 
assented thereto, and that parish is now vacant. The Rev. Ezra B. 
Kellogg has resigned his charge of the Parishes of New Preston and 
Milton, and has been appointed a missionary for the eastern part of the 
Diocese. The Rev. James Keeler has taken charge of the Parish of 
Meriden, in connexion with that of Northford. The Rev. Peter G. 
Clark has accepted the pastoral charge of the Parishes of East Had* 
dam and North Killingworth ; And the Rev. William Jarvis has ac« 
cepted the rectorship of the Parish of Essexborough. 

The following Cures and Parishes are now vacant. The cure of 
Woodhnry, Roxbury and Washington, by the removal of the Rev. 
Mr. Gilbert. The Cure of New Preston and Milton, by the remov- 
al of the Rev. Mr. Kellogg. The Parish of Brookfield, by the resig- 
nation of the Rev. Mr. Benham. And another Cure may be formed, 
by an union of the vacant Parish of Trumbull, with that of Weston, 
4>r Monroe. Besides these, there are several small Parishes which 
receive only occasional services, from the Clergy in their vicinity. 

The following persons are now candidates for Holy Orders in this 
Diocese, viz ; — Harry Finch, Charles W. Bradley, and William H. 
Judd, (who are pursuing their studies at the General Theological 
Seminary,) and William Croswell, Allen C. Morgan, John T. AdamS| 
and Oliver Hopson. 

Brethren ; — having laid before you this statement of the affairs of 
the Diocese, I will detain you no longer from the business of Con- 
vention. — May we enter upon it, in the fear of God, and with an earn- 
est desire to promote his glory through the welfare of his Church. 
And may he, who by his Holy Spirit, did preside in the councils of 
the blessed Apostles, direct our deliberations, preserve us from the 
evils of prejudice, ignorance and error ; and by the same Spirit, so 
^sanctify and govern us in our present work, that the portion of his 
Church which he has committed to our care, may be built up in the 
most holy faith, and that the comfortable gospel of salvation may be 
truly preached, truly received, and truly followed,in all places,through 
Jesus Christ our Lord.

On motion of the Rev. J. S. Stone, William Dunning, Esq. a 
vtober of the Church in Litchfield, was admitted to an honorary 
■eat in Convention. 

The following rules of order were read by the Secretary, and adopt- 
ed by the Convention : — 

1. The business of every day shall be introduced by prayer. 
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2. When the Pre(tideDt takes the chair, no member ihall continae 
standing, or shall afterwards stand unless to address the chair. 

3. No member shall absent himself from the service of the con- 
vention.- unless he have leave from the house. 

4. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any 
matter to the convention, he shall rise from his seat, and without ad- 
vancing, shall with due respect address himself to the President, con- 
fining himself strictly to the point in debate. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, 
without leave of the house. 

6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment 
of the convention, and shall not be again drawn into debate during 
the same session. 

7. While the President is putting any question, no one shall hold 
private discourse, stand up, walk into, out of, or across the house, or 
read any book. 

8. Every member who shall be in the convention when any ques- 
tion is put, shall on a division be counted, unless he be particularly 
interested in the decision. 

9. No motion shall be considered as before the house, unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

10. When any question is before the convention, it shall be deter- 
mined on before any thing new is introduced, except for adjournment. 

11. The question on a motion for adjournment shall be taken be- 
fore any other, and without debate. 

12. When the convention is to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leai'e the chair. 

The Rev. H. Croswell, corresponding Secretary of the Society, 
for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, read the following report 
of the proceedings of the Society, which was accepted : — 

At the request of the President of the Society for the Promotion 
•f Christian Knowledge, and in behalf of the Board of Directors, the 
Corresponding Secretary begs leave to present the following report : 

As the expenditures of the Society, have been confined, for several 
years past,to the support of Missions ; and as the President is author- 
ized, with the advice of a committee of the Board of Direction, to* 
make the appropriations for this object ; it has not been found neces- 
sary to call any special meeting of the Board. — From the report of 
the Treasurer, the Convention will perceive, that the annual receipts 
of the Society are still small, and inadequate to any extensive opera- 
tions. — With the exception of an allowance for a portion of the past 
year, to the Rev Mr. Beach, Salisbury, and the Rev. Mr. Kellogg, 
New-Preston — and ^50 to the parish of Weston, the like sum to the 
parish of Middle-Haddam, and ^25 to the parish of New-Canaan — 
appropriations have been made for missionary labors only in the east- 
ern part of the diocese. — In this section, the Rev. Mr. Peck labored, 
witb encouraging prospects of usefulness, until removed by deaths 
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md bis place is now supplied by the Rev. JMr. Kellogg. — With regard 
to appropriations for the special benefit of wesik or decayed par-* 
Khes, the Board fell persuaded that nothing can be done with any due 
degree of equity, unless the Convention can devise some measures 
for fixing and defining the limits of the respective cures in the diocese. 
— Were all the parishes arranged in suitable and convenient cures, 
very few of these cures would be found unable to maintain a clergy- 
man ; and in these few instances, such aid might be afforded, as would 
prevent the officiating clei^men from seeking the residue of his sup* 
port in a parish belonging to another cure. — Perhaps there are but 
few cases, in which a cure should consist of more than two parishes ; 
and no more than three should ever be associated under the care of 
one clergyman. 

The Board regret the necessity of saying, what they now feel bound 
to repeat, that the resources of the Society are too small to meet 
the fair demand for missionary labors within the diocese. — They ven- 
ture to hope, however, that their operations, even with their very 
limited means, have been such, as to secure to the Society, not only 
the countenance, but the more liberal patronage of the friends of 
the Church, throughout the diocese. 

On motion by the Rev. Mr. Croswell — Resolved, That a Commit- 
tee be appointed to arrange the parishes composing this diocese 
into separate cures, and to report the same to this Convention, with 
such resolutions on the subject, as they may deem it expedient for 
the Convention to adopt. 

The Rev, H. Croswell, the Rev. Ashbel Baldwin, and Stephen 
Betts, Esq. were appointed on this Committee. 

On motion by the Rev. Mr. Humphreys — Resolved, That the part 
of the Bishop's address, which relates to Sunday Schools be refer- 
red to a Committee. 

The Rev. H. Flumphreys, the Rev. D. Burhans, and Col. Daniel 
Putnam, were appointed on this committe. 

On motion of the Rev. B. G. Noble — Resolved, That the part of 
the Bishop's Address, which relates to the Episcopal Academy at 
Cheshire, be referred to a committee. The Rev. Messrs. Noble, 
Croswell, and Wheaton, and Wm. R. Hitchcock and Wm. H. Imlay, 
Esqrs. were appointed on this committee. 

On motion by the Secretary — Wm. R. Hitchcock, Esq. was appoint- 
ed assistant Secretary of the Convention. 

The following report of the proceedings of the Standing Committee, 
daring the last year, was laid upon the table by their Secretary the 
Rev. N. S. Wheaton. 

Mttract of the proceedings of the Standing Committee, between the 

Conventions of 1827, and 1828. 

Hartford, June 7th, 1827. 
The Standing Committee, consisting of the Rev. H. Croswell, Rev. 
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N. S. Wheaton, Rev. R. Sherwood, Rev. D, Baldwin, and Re?« £. 
Rutledge, met, and chose the Rev. N. S. Wheaton, Secretary. 

The chairman submitted certain docnments, relative to the elec- 
tion of the Rev. H. U. Onderdonk, Assistant Bishop of the Diocese 
of Pennsylvania — which document being found satisfactory, the tes- 
timonials, required by the Vth canon, were signed by each of the 
members. 

Adjourned without day. 

Hartford, August 1st. 

At a meeting of the S. C. all the members being present — Joha 
Turrill Adams was recommended to the Bishop, as a candidate for 
holy orders ; and Nathan Kingsbury, a candidate, was recommended 
to receive the holy order of Deacons. Edward W. Peet, a candid- 
ate for Deacon's orders, also presented his testimonials, which were 
approved. 

Adjourned till the following day. 

August 2d. 

The S. C. met — the whole number being present ; and recommend- 
ed Ekiward W. Peet to receive the holy order of Deacons. — Adjourned 
till the evening. — At a meeting in the evening — all the members being 
present — the Rev. George C. Shepard presented the requisite testi- 
monials, and was recommended to receive the holy order of Priests. 

Adjourned. 

Nov. 7th. 

At a meeting of the S. C. held in Stratford — present, the Rev. 
Messrs. Croswell, Sherwood, Baldwin, and Rutledge : — 

The chairman submitted a communication from the Secretary of the 
Domestic and Foreign Church Missionary Society, announcing the 
appointment of Jacob Oson, a man of colour, and a candidate for holy 
order in this Diocese, as a Missionary, to serve in Liberia ; — 

Whereupon it was unanimously resolved. If the said Jacob Oson 
shall accept the appointment, that the committee will recommend him 
to the Bishop for holy orders. 

The following document, signed by one of the Presbyters, and a 
layman of the P. £. Church in Connecticut, was received, and laid 
before the S. Committee. 

Whereas it is commonly reported and believed, that the Rev. Men- 
zies Rayner, a Presbyter of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Connecticut,! is in the habit of countenancing and dissem- 
inating opinions, which are contrary to the Doctrines of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, in the United States — and also, that the said 
Rayner is in the habit of public preaching, without using the liturgy of 
the Church — and further, that his conduct, for some time past, has 
been unbecoming the character of a Christian minister :-^ 

Now, therefore, we the undersigned, earnestly desirous that the 
truth of the said reports should be investigated, agreeably to the fourth

charge the said Menzies Rayner, with the above recited offences, 
and present the same for the consideration of the Standing Commit- 
tee. Signed &c.

Whereupon, the S. Committee having been informed by the Rt. 
Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, that the said Menzies Rayner had 
given him assurances that he would immediately make the declaration 
required by the seventh Canon of , the General Covention of 1820, 
to enable the Bishop to suspend him from the ministry of the church 
without a trial — it was unanimously resolved to postpone all proceed* 
ings on the charges, until further information be received from the 
Bishop. Adjourned. 

New Havew, Jan. l6th, 1828, 

The S. C. met in New Haven, all the members being present.-^ 
Jacob Oson, a man of colour, offered testimonials of his qualifica- 
tions for the ministry, which were approved : — 

Whereupon, he was recommended to the Bishop, to receive the 
holy order of Deacons, and also of Priests ; for the purpose of la- 
bouring as a missionary in Liberia, or of exercising the ministry 
among the people of colour in the United States of America. 

The Rev. William H. Lewis, Deacon, presented the requisite tes- 
timonials, and was recommended to the Bishop to receive the holy or- 
der of Priests. 

Information having been received from the Rt. Rev. Bishop Brown* 
ell, that the Rev. Menzies Rayner has been suspended from the min- 
istry : — 

Thereupon, Resolved^ that all farther proceedings in reference to 
the said Menzies Rayner be for the present suspended. 

Adjourned.

Report of the Rev. Henry M. Masen, Minitter of St. Peter^t Churekt 

Qieshire. 

In consequence of an invitation received from this parish, I as- 
sumed the pastoral charge of it in the month of February last. Dur- 
ing the period of my connexion with the congregation, 1 have expe- 
rienced much to excite, and little to discourage exertion, in the pros- 
pect of their improvement, and my own usefulness. The connection 
between what we are obligated to believe, and commanded to practice, 
is inseparable ; and I have therefore endeavored to inculcate among osy 
people sound and catholic principles, as the best means of exciting 
them to evangelical practice. My labors have, I trust, been attended 
with the divine blessing. The zeal of many is commendable for be- 
ing accompanied with knowledge, and their piety the more attractive 
for being unostentatious. Occasionally I have performed divine ser- 
vice on Sunday night in private houses ; but always with strict regard 
to the Canon, enforcing the use of the book of Common Prayer. Ex- 
tempore lectures have also, under the same restrictions, been deliver- 
ed in the Episcopal Academy once, and sometimes oflener, during the 
week, A Bible Class has been formed, which meet every Thursday 
evening, and whose progress and attention have afforded me much 
satisfaction^ A flourishing Sunday School, in connection with the 
Union, of more than seventy scholars, and nineteen teachers, affords 
some evidence of the spirit which exists among the younger part of 
the congregation, who are laudably engaged in the business of instruc- 
tion. A library for the school, is now being established ; and the 
books, employed in the course oi^ instruction, are those issued by the 
Society, under the patronage of the Church. The number of fami- 
lies now attached to the parish, e^tials if it does not exceed 78, and 
that of the communicants is in the ratio of one to every family. Nine 
infants have been baptized, and I have recently admitted 7 persons as 
recipients of the Lord's Supper.

9 ; Sanday Scholars 76 ; Baptisms, infants 9 ; Fnnerall 5.

Parish of Middle-Haddam, 

In this parish, it was stated in the last report, that efforts were ma- 
king to repair the house of worship which was decayed ; and also to 
obtain the services of a resident minister. 

Through the timely assistance of the '* Society for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge,'* and through the benevolent aid and exer- 
tions of one or more individuals in New York, we are now happy to 
state, that the former of these objects has been accomplished. The 
bouse is neatly repaired, and is now ready for consecration. The as- 
sistance received from the '^ Christian Knowledge Society" and others, 
had the effect, under the divine blessing, to call forth the most stren- 
uous efforts from the members of the congregation ; and these efforts 
have, in this respect, been crowned with success. 

As to the other and more important object, that of obtaining the 
concentrated exertions of a resident minister, it has thus far been ef- 
fected ; but, in this respect, the resources of the parish enable them 
to make only a partial and temporary arrangement. 

What has been done, however, is the cause of many grateful ac- 
knowledgements on their part. And we may add, that one more of 
the wcute places of our Zion, has in a measure been built up ; and 
we hope and trust that here the interests of pure and undefiled religion 
have been promoted, and that some at least have been edified by the 
truth as it is in Jesus. 

Number of families connected with the parish 42 ; Number of new 
Communicants 5, former 30, removed 1, died 1 , remaining 33 ; Bap- 
tisms 2i 1 adult, and one child ; Carriages 3 ; Burials 3. 

The Sunday School has beei connected with the General P. £. 
Sunday School Union, and has 9 Teachers and about 50 Scholars ; for 
whom exertions are making to obtain a Sunday School Library.

Last winter the ladies also of St. James' Church, with a pious and 
truly commendable zeal, formed themselves into a society which 
meets semi-monthly. At each meeting, after prayers are offered^ 
, they devote three hours to labor, in sewing and other needle work, 
one of them being engaged in the mean time, in reading some approv- 
ed religious book. The avails of their good work, are to he applied 
to the general interests of the parish, in supplying, if necessary, de- 
ficiences in my salary, which is here raised entirely by voluntary 
subscription, in aid of our Sunday School, and in other contributioos 
for the general welfare of our church. 

From the result of their operations thus far, we have great reason 
to trust that they will prove themselves to be ** in deed and in truth 
/ nursing mothers'^ to our church. 

Our S. School in both Parishes is now in successful operation. 

Our churches in both Parishes have been put in good repair and 
painted. 

We have had much to do ; bufa small sum will be paid in aid of 
the *' Society for Promoting Christian Knowle^e" ; — ^From Derby 
^1 50 ; Humphreysville $\ 25 ; $2 75.

As one great object of our meeting in annaal Convention is, to gain 
correct knowledge of the state of the Church, an object to be obtain- 
ed only by a more full and particular account of our respective Par- 
ishes, than have heretofore been given — ^the undersigned would 
atate, for the information of his brethren, that since the year 1816, 
the time when he came to the charge of this Church, the Parish has had 
the services of a clergyman the whole time, a privilege it had never 
before enjoyed, as the services of his predecessors were divided be-> 
tween this and other Parishes. 

During this period, of almost twelve years, the people of this Par- 
iah have generally manifested a very commendable degree of zeal 
and liberality to their Church, as well as of kindness and indulgence 
to their Rector. 

As evidence of thi^, the following facts may be stated. — By a vol- 
untary subscription, commenced soon afler he came to the Parish, in 
which all did well, and some few beyond all praise, a permanent fund 
was raised, the interest of which is adequate to ttie support of the 
Rector. 

During this time they have also, at a considerable expense, new 
roofed and painted their Church inside and out, and moreover have 
repaired, considerably enlarged, and painted their Parsonage. 

In addition to this, they have erected and on their own ground, a 
large and commodious Academy, in which is now in successful opera- 
tion a flourishing male and female Seminary. 

Speaking of this School, the undersigned would remark, as well 
io attract to it the notice of his brethren,a8 to encourage them to 
like undertakings, that it is decidedly a Church School, raised and 
conducted under the influence of the Church. 

And although, for reasons not necessary noiy to mention, its friends 
have not been able to carry into execution, in all respects, their ori- 

§inal plan, yet they have persevered, and after struggling with many 
ifficulties, and encountering much opposition, have at length succeed- 
ed in planting and raising, to some degree of respectability, an Epis- 
copal School, in Fairfield county. 

The number of scholars, in both departments of this Seminary, is 
sixty, who are under the immediate care and instruction of two 
teachers, a gentleman and lady, who for their faithfulness and ability, 
deserve the respect and gratitude of their employers — and the patron- 
age of the Church. This School, it is true, makes no ostentatious pre- 
tensions. There is litttle in it that is mechanical, and nothing design- 
ed merely for effect ; nor yet is it known by any high sounding 
epithets. It is simply a School of ** higher order," wherein young 
ladies may acquire a thorough and accomplished education, and where 
young gentlemen may be fitted for College, the counting house and 
other useful stations in society ; and if it be the legitimate object of 
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5uch a school to train its papila to stady — ^to discipline the mind, 
in a word, to Uam them to think, nothing is hazarded, it is thought, in 
saying it is second to no other. 

And when it is remembered, how powerful is the influence of 
Schools, and also how important it is that Churchmen should take in 
some manner, into their own hands, the education of their children, 
it is hoped this, though humble example, may not be without its effect 
on other Parishes. 

In relation to the temporalities then, or the monied matters of the 
Parish, it may be stated, that besides smaller sums, for different pur- 
poses, and in which, it is hoped, this people have evinced a considera- 
ble degree of liberality ; and exclusive of the salary of their clergyman, 
they have within the last eleven years, devoted to the Church of 
their substance, a sum amounting to between 14 and 15,000 dollars. 

That a correct judgment may be formed of the spiritual concerns of 
the Parish, the following statement is submitted. 

The present Rector since his connection with the Parish, has bap- 
tized about 420 persons, 34 of whom were adults, about 60 of them, 
however, belonged to neighboring Parishes, destitute of a clergyman, 
leaving 360, who have been added to this Church within the last twelve 
years, or an annual average number of 30. 

Next to Baptism comes confirmation, at the first administration of 
which, by Bishop Hobart, 103 persons received this holy rite ; and 
at 14 subsequent administrations by Bishop Brownell, 125 have been 
confirmed, making in all 228, who have here received confirmation 
within the last twelve years. About 30 of these new members were 
of other Parishes, leaving 198 for this Parish, or an average number 
of 16 per year — a little more than half the number baptized, and of these 
198 persons confirmed, about one half have come to the communion. 

The subject next in order will respect the Communicants. — \Vhen 
the present Rector came to the charge of the Parish, there was, 
according to the best information that could be obtained, about 100 
communicants ; of these, 30 have died and 12 removed, leaving 
abont 60 alive, who were communicants under his predecessors. 
Within the last twelve years, 133 have been added ; of these, 14 have 
died and 18 removed, which leaves remaining of the new communi- 
cants 101, and which, added to the 60 old communicants, makes the 
present number about 160. From this statement it will appear, that 
within the last twelve years, something more than the whole number 
of communicants at the commencement of this period, have been 
added to the communion. It will also appear, that while the annual 
average addition has been about 11, the annual average increase, by 
reason of deaths and removals, has not been more thiHIJb'' These 
160 communicants constitute, it is supposed, about onSMIrth of the 
whole number of the congregation, and will average, it is believed, 
about one and an half to every family — a lai*ger proportion, it i^ 
thought, than will be found in most congregations. 
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Next io order of public offices, is the iDStitution of Marriage — The 
rite has been solemnized to about 90 couple, 6 or 8 of which were of 
other parishes, leaving something over 80 for this parish, and the an- 
nual average of 7. 

The last subject of record — ^the last trouble of life — <^the last ene- 
my that shall be destroyed" — ^aod of course the last act to be noticed, 
is Death — The undersigned has attended 214 funerals, of which 
about 190 have been in this parish. The greatest number who have 
died in any one year, is 29, viz. in 1819 ; and the smallest number, 
is 6, viz. io 1818 ; making an annual average of about 16. — Suppos- 
ing then, the whole number of souls in the parish, including men, 
women, and children, to amount to 700, which is thought a large cal- 
culation, we find that a number nearly equalling one third of the 
whole congregation, has, within the last twelve years, been numbered 
with the dead : And if on this computation, which is certainly a rea- 
sonable one, we extend our views forward, it will be found that within 
the short space of thirty-six years, there will have died in this parish, 
a number fully equalling the whole congregation at the commence- 
ment of this period. *' Teach us, O Lord, so to number our days, 
that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom."

Since my last report, the greatest part of my services have been 
confined to the Parish of St. John's Church, Salisbury. As this 
Parish has made an attempt to defray the expenses for services dur- 
ing the past year» it has not been considered Missionary ground. — ^A 
statement of the condition of the Parish will be found in my Paro- 
chial Report. I had designed te give my whole attention to the in- 
terest of the Church in Salisbury ; but in the month of July last, I was 
urged to visit the people of Canaan, about 6 ar 8 miles east of Salis- 
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bary* In complying with this request, I found a number of familief ^ 
wishing to enjoy the services of our Church, an<i to become inore per- 
fectly acquainted with its doctrines, usages, and worship. Jiuipn^ it 
to be expedient, although it was very difficult, I ens^as^^d to ^ive them 
occasional services which have been performed with the exception of 
one Sunday, and two or 3 Weekly Lectures, on Simrinys at 5 oVIock, 
after having previously performed service, and preached twice in St. 
John's Church, Salisbury. 

In the whole^ I have preached in Canaan 13 times, baptized 2 adults, 
and 5 infants, attended 2 funerals, and prepared for colirmatioD 1 2 per- 
sons, who received that rite at a recent visit of the Bis'iop at that place. 

It is very desirable that Missionary services to some extent, may 
be afforded to this place the present year, and indeed, 1 have givea 
the people encouragement that they shall have occasional services.

It is with great satisfaction that the Rector is able to report the 
flourishing state of the Sunday School connected with his parish. 
Under the very able and active Superintendence of Mr. James M. 
Goodwin, seconded by many ladies and gentlemen of the parish, it has 
attained a degree of efficiency, which, he believes, is not common, 
even in the best regulated schools. While a number of the Fiibli- 
ations of the S. School Union, are put into the hands of the pupils, 
great attention is paid to instructing them in the use of the Prayer 
Book, and they are thus taught to bear a prominent part in Divine 
Service. The school is under the Superintendence of Mr. Goodwin^ 
assisted by a lady of the parish ; and the classes are taught by 2^ 
Instructors, 9 male, and 14 female. — From 130 to 140 pupils gener- 
ally attend. 

The new Church is already considerably advanced, and with great 
unanimity on the part of the parish. In the mean time, the unpre- 
cedented demand for seats, has created inconveniences which would 
be severely felt, were it not for the prospect of a speedy enlargement 
of Church accommodations. 

The Rector is not aware, that any yery unusual attention to i^eli- 
gion, has existed in his parish for some time past ; bnl he is persuad- 
ed there has been no decline in the aggregate amount of piety. The 
Report exhibits a rather large proportion of adult baptisms, and a 
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respectable number of oew commuDicants, in whose fature cbristian 
walk be has, in general, great confidence. Every year of bis minis- 
try convinces him more and more, of the great utility of frequent 
personal conversation with bis people, on their spiritual concerns — 
of availing himself of any serious impressions which may exist, to 
bring the subjects of them to the ordinances of grace. It is in these 
private efforts, that he finds his ministry the most highly blessed, in 
adding to the Church such as he hopes will be saved, in the day when 
he must give an account of bis stewardship.

I entered on the pastoral care of this Church, January 2 let, 1827. 
That part of the parish, however, known by the name of the Milton 
Society, has not been included in the sphere of my labors, but has 
been under the pastoral care of the Rev. Elzra B. Kellogg. 

As nearly as I can ascertain, the whole parish contains about 180 
families, and 120 Communicants. But in that part of the parish to 
which my services have been confined, there are : — Families, 135 ; 
Communicants 69, added 18, removed 3, died 3 — 81 ; Marriages, 12 ; 
Baptisms, 7 ; persons confirmed, 12. 

There are, in the parish, two Sabbath Schools, one containing 110, 
and the other 70 scholars, making in all 180, with a prospect of fur- 
ther additions the present season.

The Rev, D. Somers begs leave to submit the following statement: 

I have officiated in the Church at New-Canaan on.e half of the time 
during the last summer, and commencing early in March, renewed 
my services this season. But, as these services by contract, and in 
fact are, confined almost exclusively to Sundays, and the desk and 
pulpit of the parish at other times, is as much and as truly the care of 
any and every one of the neighboring clergy as my own, who baptize, 
fnarry, and bury ; the data, of course, from which any specific de- 
tailed report is to be drawn, must be very deficient, scarce afibrding 
a definite number of communicants. — I can only say, there are 
about 30 ; some new ones have been added. I have attended 
'but one funeral ; the holy ordinance of baptism has been admin- 
istered to two children. I am pleased to state, the congregation 
is in an increasing state as to numbers, seriousness and zeal. They 
tlesign building a new Church — a committee has been appoint- 
ed and a subscription paper opened for the purpose ; and if there 
are some circumstances, which, for a moment seem to darken the 
prospect, these, it is hoped, will vanish as the morning cloud, and the 
-desired work be fully accomplished. I know of no place where a 
new Church is more wanted. 

The Sunday School, the operations of which have heretofore been 
very limited, is now in a state of improvement, a more regular organ- 
ization is in progress, and we hope, under the divine blessing, for a 
beneficial result. 

Collections have been made in the Church to the amount of j^21, 
in aid of the funds of the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
rledge, of which $\2 have been paid over to the Treasurer, an^d 
An yet to be forwarded. 
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Si. Andrew^ $ Chmrek^Ntw-PresUm, and the Chvrch at WaMngton. 

The Rev. £. B. Kello^ being Ihe minister of these parishes, dur- 
ing the year 1827, reports to the Bishop as follows : — 

Si. Andrew^s Church Xew-Preston. 

Number of Families 61 ; Communicants G2 ; added 5 ; Baptismi 
7 ; Marriages 3 ; Funerals 5. 

Church at Waihington. 

Number of Families 18 ; Communicants 14 ; Baptisms 3 ; Mar 
riages 1 ; Fun^ls 1. 

For several months past, the prospects of this parish, have been 
considered more favorable, than at any former period. The people 
are anxious to have the services of the Church among them, and it is 
hoped their destitute condition may soon be remedied. At Milton 
where I have officiated one third of the time for the past year, the 
same wants and wishes are felt. The state of the last mentioned par- 
ish, will be given by their present Rector, the Rev. Truman Marsh. 

The circumstances of the Church at Brooklyn, will be communica- 
ted by the Delegate from this parish. 

At Pomfret a parish was organized the 27th of May last. The 
prospect of collecting a congregation here, is thought to be encour- 
aging. We trust the prayers of the faithful will not be wanting that 
God may bless and build up his Church in this place. The present 
Dumber of Episcopal families in Pomfret is 8 ; Communicants 12. 
E. B. KELLOGG, Missionary at BroMyn and Pomfret. 

Christ Church, Middletown — B. G. Noble, Rector. 

No. of Families 120 ; Marriages 6 ; Baptisms 12 ; CommuDicaots 
116 ; Sunday Scholars about 100, Teachers 15 ; Funerals 16. 

The Sunday School in this parish is more flourishing than in any 
former year. It has been united to the Protestant Episcopal Sunday 
School Union, and has been organized according to the system pro* 
posed by the parent institution. The Board of Managers have mani- 
fested much zeal in the discharge of the duties assigned them. A 
larger number have offered themselves as Teachers, than at any pre- 
vious period. The prosperity of the school is to be attributed, in a 
great measure, to the ardor and faithfulness with which the Teachers 
have devoted themselves to this benevolent work. The Sunday 
School Library consists of a valuable collection of books, adapted to 
the use of the school, lately purchased at considerable expense. 

The contribution from this parish to the funds of the Society for 
the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, owing to the unavoidable ab- 
sence of the Rector when it was taken up, and perhaps to other cir- 
cumstances, is less than in former years. For a series of years, its 
contributions to the Society were creditable to its zeal and liberality. 

The auxiliary to the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, has 
been in some degree efficient. The amount of its annual contribution 
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to the fandi of the parent loslitution, has been from 6% to seventy 
dollars. 

The general condition of the congregation has not been materially 
altered. The legacy from the estate of Capt. S. Clay, estimated at its 
settlement at |{1 1,000, has been greatly diminished by losses, and the 
depreciation in the value of property ; and a considerable part of it is 
so situated as to be unproductive. The present income from all the 
funds of the Church, amounts to about ^280. The condition of the 
pews in the Church,one half of them being private property, has been a 
source of great difficulty and embarrassment. While^hq^e belonging 
to the Church have rented for nearly double the amount of any for^ 
mer year, owing to peculiar circumstances very little has been real- 
ized from a large proportion of those which belong to individuals. 

Notwithstanding the circumstances referred to, the parish has beeq. 
gradually increasing, and, for the last four years, there has been a 
want of Church room ; in consequence of which, we have failed of 
making some valuable accessions. The subject of building a new 
Church, excites much interest among a large proportion of the congre- 
gation, and was bronght forward for consideration at the last meeting 
of the Vestry^ This event so much desired, and so important to the 
prosperity of the parish, might now be accomplished, could the mem- 
bers of the parisb be brought to umte in it ; but this, under the cir- 
cumstances alluded to above, is hardly to be expected. The measure, 
however, is one which I have considered for five years indispensable 
to the further increase of the congregation. 

I have avoided, in former reports, the detailing of particular local 
circumstances connected with the prosperity and spiritual condition 
of the Church, of which it has pleased God that I should have the 
chaise for more than fifteen years, and whose prompt, zealous, and 
efficient co-operation with me, in former years, in the various insti- 
tutions of the Church, though their means have been comparatively 
small, has been my irejoicing before God. 

It has seemed to me, under all the circumstances due, in the annual 
report required by the Canon concerning Parochial reports, that the 
above statenient should be respectfully submitted. 

On motion, by the Rev. Mr. Croswell — Resolved, That the Paro- 
chial Reports be referred to the committee on the state of the Church. 

The Rev. Messrs. Judd, Sherwood, and Andrews, and A. Landon. 
and G. A. Foote, Esqrs. were appointed the committee on the state or

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GeDe||l Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union, have received 
much assistance and benefit from adopting, so far as it has been appli- 
cable, their established course of instruction, and, it is believed, the 
extension of that system will be of great advantage to the interests of 
true religion — 

Therefore Resolved, That this Convention do again strongly re- 
commend to all the Sunday Schools in this Diocese, to enter into that 
Union, and to follow the general plan of its instructions. 

Whereas, it is believed that the interests of the Sunday Schools in 
this Diocese, may be greatly promoted by the establishment of a Dio- 
cesan Sunday School Union,auxi1iary to the General P. E.S. S.Union — 

Therefore Resolved, That such Union be established, under the 
following rules and regulations : 

1. The Ministers and Lay-Delegates from those parishes whose 
Sunday Schools are connected with the General Union, shall consti- 
tute a Diccesao Sunday School Union. 

2. The several Sunday Schools within this Diocese, in connection 
with the General Union, shall transmit to the Convention annually, a 
copy of the reports which are sent to the Secretary of the General 
Society. 

3. The aforesaid Ministers shall constitute a Board of Directors 
for the Diocesan Union, and shall hold two meetings annually, viz. 
at the lime and place of the meeting of the Convention, and the other 
at the time and place of the meeting of the Convocation, during the 
autumn, of which Board the Bishop shall be ex officio President, and 
the Secretary of the Convention, Secretary. 

4. It shall be the duty of this board, to take efficient measures for 
providing at some convenient depository, a supply of books and tracts, 
suitable for premiums and libraries, for the Sunday Schools withiu this 
Diocese. 

5. That the Directors of the Society shall be a committee of the 
publications. By order of the Committee,

The Rev. A. Baldwin, offered for consideration, the following re- 
solution : 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Church in this Diocese, be 
amended, so as to read in the first article — ** There shall be a Con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in this State, alternately 
at Hartford and New-Haven, on the second Wednesday of May in 
each year." 

After some discussion, the previous question on the above resolu- 
tion was called for and carried.

It shall be the duty of the CoDventioD, from time to time, toetatn- 
ine and declare the limits of the several cures within the Diocese—^ 
and in the settlement and maintenance of clergymen, the several par- 
ishes shall steadily adhere to such arrangement, except in casesof im- 
perious necessity, and with the advice and consent of the ecclesiastical 
authority. — And any parish refusing to acquiesce in such arrangement, 
shall, while such refusal continues, be thereby excluded from repre- 
sentation in the Convention. And further, no clergyman of this Dio- 
cese shall accept a settlement in any of the Parishes in this State 
which may refuse to acquiesce in the arrangement of the Convention 
ns to cures, unless for special causes, it may seem good to the eccle- 
siastical authority of the diocese to dispense with the provisions of this 
canon. 

CBtJUxm SCHOLARSHIP SOCIETY. 

The Convention then proceeded to transact the bdsiness of the 
Church Sfcholarship Society. 

Tiie following report of the Board of Managers, >pva8 read, and or- 
dered to be printed with the Jotirnal of the Convention : 

REPORT. 

The Church Scholtirship Society^ founded in ptirsuance^of a commu* 
nication to the last Convention, by the Bishop of the Diocese, is pre- 
sented with the first Annual Report of the Board of Directors. The ac- 
count of their proceedings will necessarily be short, and on this first re- 
currence to the period of our organization, it is natural to review solne 
of the principles and motives by which we were guided. The utility 
of the Institution will not now be questioned. Many members of the 
Convention had long seen the need of an Education Society to be for* 
med on principles somewhat varying from others then in beidg, and 
the interest which they took in its establishment, has received sub- 
stantial approbation in every portion of the Church, where its claims 
have been presented. If the object were one of doubtful utility or 
success ; if while promoting the good of our fellow-men, it did not 
exercise and improve some of the best of hiiman feelings ; or if it did 
not promise, in some good degree, to advance the interests of true 
religion, the Directors would hesitate to urge its further considera- 
tion. But if there be truth in the makim that knowledge it power ^ and 
if it be important to enlist this power in the cause of the Church, 
surely we cannot falter in our endeavours to procure the means for 
so desirable an end. That meritorious young men, members of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, studying under the embarrassments of 
poverty, may be assisted and prepared for usefulness, either as mem- 
bers of our Laity or Clergy, the friends of the Church Scholarship 
Society hope, by the blessing of heaven on their labors, abundantly to 
accomplish. 

It will be recollected that the Constitution requires no restraint on 
tht choice of a profession, at so early a stage in education as to render

AQ unbiased decision difiicoU or improbable. It will not be lUsj^uified, 
that we earnestly desire to edacate many ministers for oar altan^, but 
we would putnosucb bond on tbe conscience of any, and least of nit, 
would we apply to any mind, an unworthy motive to a choice, which 
however deliberately formed by a young and ardent spirit, a further 
knowledge of the world, and a deeper insight into the hidden things 
of tbe heart, might make it desirable to rescind. We would not that 
any indiFidual, however much his talents might promise, should be- 
come a candidate for the Sacred Office, from motives of mere grati- 
tude to his patrons, or indeed without feeling himself, on the deepest 
and most rational convictions, moved thereto by the Holy Ghost. 

The cause of this Society, then, is the common one of learning and 
religion ; and it will be successful in proportion as men of real worth 
and talents shall be aided to surmount the difficulties of poverty, and 
to occupy useful stations in the learned professions. It is true that 
genius will, at some rate, work its own way, in spite of all obstacles ; 
and we would be far from lending encouragement to inaction, and 
from sparing any young men in straightened circumstances, the salu- 
tary necessity of making themselves. Such a scheme would be unne* 
ces9ary,and unwise, if not positively hurtful. We would have no dronei 
£ittening upon the fruits of our labors. Our wish is to extend only 
a partial support — enough, however, to enable our young friends to 
toil their arduous pathway up the hill of science without lagging under 
the lengthened chain of debt, by which many generous spirits are 
dragged down, and lost to that sphere of usefulness, which a little suc- 
cour would have empowered them to reach. They, whom we would 
aid, should learn to rely on themselves ; to put forth all their ener- 
gies ; and they should seek no indulgence but that of equal privileges 
for study with those whose collegiate course is uninterrupted. But it 
is common for such young men, after expending their scanty means, to 
leave their standing in class, and go in pursuit of a fresh supply from 
the tedious and poorly requitedlabors of school-keeping. Funds ob- 
tained by this means, during college life, are a miserable pittance com- 
pared to rewards which might be ensured to some two or three years of 
additional education, provided they could have in the mean time» 
facilities for acquiring its usual honors and recommendations. Be- 
sides, an intermitting course of hard study and extra teaching too oftea 
impairs the constitution, and excessive struggles unfit the scholar for 
active life at the precise period when his literary attainments would 
ensure him success. To take by the hand young men so circumstan- 
ced, to encourage them to advance with comparative ease and cer- 
tainty, and to give them ability, not only to refund their loans to the 
treasury, but in some good degree to discharge their debt of gratitude 
for the nursing care of the Church, are objects which cannot fail to 
interest the friends of religion as well as those of learning ; — since 
every alumnus of such bounty, if he do not become a zealous minister 
of our holy religion, will at least be made the minister's friend.

The scholar who bus experienced the need of industry and econo- 
my to provide the means for an education, will naturally know much 
more of the worth of time as well as of money, than one who has 
never been brought into conflict with obstacles like these. The Con- 
stitution therefore limits our assistance to the form of loans, to be re- 
paid, without interest, within three years from the time when the 
student leaves college. By his own note, he becomes responsible 
for the sums received, which will thus be a perpetual means of doing 
good. To suppose that no one will fall by the stroke of death and 
disappoint our hopes, would be a measure of success not accord- 
ed by heaven to any human institution, however holy may be its pur- 
poses ; and that no scholar whom the Board may approve, will ever 
fall under the insidious approach of temptation and doubly disappoint 
Qs, is a hope more sanguine than the ordinary foresight and prudence 
of men will allow us to cherish. — Still, however, as the candidate 
most obtain from a clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
iotisfactory testimonials of his literary and moral qualifications ; and 
as his claims must be scrutinized by the Board of Directors, it is thought 
the interests of the Society will be as little liable to abuse on this 
score, as those of any institution within our knowledge. While, on 
the other hand, the choice of a profession being leflfree, there will 
be every reason to look for superior ardour and energy of character 
in the business thus voluntarily chosen. Especially from them, who 
under such circumstances shall think it their duty, (and it is hoped 
many will think this) to preach the Gospel to a world lying in wickedness, 
may we rationally expect an uncommon share of that devotedness to 
the sacred cause, which is determined to know nothing save Jesus 
Christ and him crucified. 

Considering the limited amount and the conditions of these loans, the 
Directors believe they will be sought by few who are not fortified with 
a meek and patient spirit, and with strict habits of study and econo- 
my, to render such assistance an adequate supply for their wants. The 
use of one hundred dollars per annum, is^all that can be allowed to 
any individual ; and however competent a subsidy this may be to a 
necessitous but active student, it must be a poor stay indeed to any 
idler. 

The claims of the Society have been urged hitherto but in few 
places, yet the success has been such as would, in the opinion of the 
Directors, warrant the employment of an agent, to enlarge its funds. 
Though no more than a beginning, indeed, has been made, an abstract 
from the list of subscriptions will show the following gratifying re- 
sult: —

Of the above sum, {278 96 have been loaned to three yoangmeD, 
fnembers of Washington College, each of whom, it is believed, wiU 
l)ecome a Clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Charch. 

The Directors repeat, this is but a beginning ; but they hope it is 
t>ne, which will lead to the most happy results in regard to the 
Church, not only in time but \p eternity. There are other young 
men for whom the Directors would gladly furnish the same meaus, 
were it in their power, and for which they confidently look to their 
brethren to afford, from the abundance with which Grod hath blessed 
them. A small contribution to the funds of this Institution will per- 
haps go farther, in the great work of doing goodf than if thrown into 
almost any other channel of benevolence. 

If for some three or four years to come, there should be added to 
the funds annually no more than the amount raised during the past 
jear, it will be seen that ten or eleven scholars could be carried, under 
the circumstances contemplated, through their collegiate course, 
labile the same sum if expended on gratuitous education, as a mere 
charity, would not support more than one fourth of that number, and 
with no further prospect of being useful to others. 

Believing they have need only to state thus briefly the wants, the 
objects and the expectations of the Society to secure a more exten- 
sive co-operation with ourselves for its interests, among the friends of 
the Church, the Directors desire to commend their cause to the Lord 
of the haroestt beseeching Him, by his Holy Spirit to put into all our 
minds good desires, and by His continual help to bring the same to good 
effect, through the same Jesus our blessed Lord and Saviour.

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op BrownelPs letter, accepting his appointment, under the circutn- 
st.mces ju8t niuned, completed the contract between the parties ; 
whereby the Diocese became bound to cause to be paid to him 
1,500 dolhirs a year, for the maintenance of his family, whi>e he 
continued in the discharge of his Episcopal duties. Since that time, 
the Treasurer has paid him what he was authorized by his duty to 
pay. The annexed statement will shew that all, which could with 
propriety be paid, has been considerably less than what we covenant 
ted, — that there has been every year a deficiency in the sum we bound 
ourselves to raise for his support, — and- that the combined amount of 
this deficiency, for the period of between eight and nine years that 
the Bishop has resided with us, and computing to the end of the pres- 
ent half year, is j^2730 01, without stopping to compute interest 
thereon ; which, if we were able, it would be as much our duty to 
pay as the principal, — since the party, not fulfilling his contract, is 
bound of course to make good to the other, the evils which arise 
from his own non-performance. 

If, by the blessing of Divine Providence, our Fund should ever be 
80 productive as to yield an income greater than the amount we have 
stipulated to pay the Bishop, the Treasurer would feel it his duty to 
pay him the excess, and, while he held the office, continue to do so, 
until such time as we had performed to the letter the amount of obli- 
gation we had contracted. This might even now be the case, if the 
delinquent parishes in our Diocese, which as yet have contributed 
nothing towards this laudable object, would learn, from the example 
of their more hberal brethren, to *' go, and do likewise.'' Of these, the 
names of twenty-nine can be found, who are delinquents to this day, 
10 the list furnished the Convention, and printed in its Journal for 
1817. We certainly have a claim on the justice of these, which 
they ought not longer to neglect to fulfil, and the force of which is aug-^ 
mented by the consideration of the losses we have sustained, as be- 
fore recited. 

Whether any measures can be adopted, by which the further col- 
lection of funds can be made from those, whose duty it is to contrib- 
ute in an equal proportion with others who have already given, is 
left for the wisdom of the Convention to decide. The Treasurer has 
felt it his duty, however, to lay the subject before the Convention, 
and to exhibit to them the inadequacy, to a certain extent, of the ex- 
isting provision to fulfil the object for which it was intended.

CONSTITUTION 

OF TBB 

VWMTBaTAXT BPISOOPAL OHUKCH, 

IN THE 

Diocese of Connecticut 

[IVfade in CoDYention, June, 1821 — And adopted by more than three-fourths 

of the Parishes.} 



Article 1 . There shall be a CooveDtion of the Protestant Episcopal 
Charch, in this State, on the first Wednesday of June, in each year, 
at sach place as shall have been determined upon by the Bishop ; 
and in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 

Art. 2. The Protestant Episcopal Church in Connecticut, as a con- 
stituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States 
of America, accedes to, recognizes and adopts the General Consti- 
tution of that Church, and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

Art, 3. Every Conveation shall be opened with prayer, and the 
celebration of the Lord's Supper—And it shall be the duty of the 
Bishop, either to deliver a charge, or sermon, or to appoint one of 
his clergy to preach, at the opening of each Convention :-*-and in case 
of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shall ap- 
point. 

Art. 4. The Bishop shall preside in Convention ; but in case of 
absence, or of vacancy in the Episcopate, the oldest presbyter pres-* 
ent shall preside. 

Art. 6. The Bishop shall have power to call a special Convention, 
when he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; or when 
applied to for that purpose, by the Standing Committee, or five pres- 
byters. And in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing 
Committee shall have power to call a special Convention. 

Art. 6. The Convention shall be composed of both Clergymen and 
Laymen. Every officiating minister of this Church, regularly ap<« 
pointed to the charge of a congregation, in union with this Convea* 
tion ; ministers employed as Missionaries, under the appointment of 
the Ecclesiastical Authority ; clerical instructors of youth, in any 
Seminary of learning in this state, constituted by civil or ecclesiastic- 
al authority ; and ministers whom age, or infirmities prevent from 
exercising their clerical functions ; shall be members of this Con-

rention. E-'ich parish in this stute, which shall have been received 
into onion with the Convention, shall be entitled to a representation 
in Convention, by one delegate ; and if it shall consist of more than 
fiAy families, by two ; to be chosen by the parish. But before any 
delegate shall take his seat, he shall produce a certi6cate of his ap- 
pointment, signed by the wardens, or parish Clerk. And one third of 
the members of the clerical order, and twenty members of the lay 
order, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; bat 
a smaller number may adjourn. 

Art. 7. The Clergy and Laitj in Convention shall deliberate in one 
body ; and on every question a majority of the votes of those pres- 
ent, shall decide : — But if upon any question, it be required by five 
members, the two orders shall vote thereon separately, and a concnr- 
rence of a majority of each order shall be necessary to give validity 
to any measure. 

Art. 8. When the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become vacant 
by deaths or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall call a special 
Convention, within three months from the time when such vacancy 
shall happen^at Hartford or New-Haven. And the time and place shall 
be notified in three or more respectable newspapers in this state, at least 
four weeks previous to said meeting ; when the Convention may pro- 
ceed to an election, or adjourn to such time and place as may be deem- 
ed expedient. 

Art. 9. The election of a Bishop of this Dicoese, shall be in the 
following manner ; — The two orders shall separate, and the order of 
the clergy shall choose, by ballot, some fit and qualified presbyter, 
for that office ; and thereupon, such choice shall be communicated 
to the order of lay-delegates ; and if, on ballot, the person so chosen 
is approved by the lay order, he shall be declared to be duly elected. 
— In the above mentioned election, a majority of each order shall 
determine a choice ; provided, that two-thirds of all the clergy en- 
titled to vote, be' present ; and two thirds of all the congregations 
entitled to vote, be represented ; — otherwise, two-thirds of the votes 
of each order present, shall be necessary to determine a choice. 

Art. 10. A Secretary shall be chosen immediately upon the ope- 
ning of the Annual Convention, from the clerical members thereof^ 
It shall be his duty to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve 
their journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
faithfully to deliver into the hands of his successor, all books and pro- 
ceedings relative to the concerns of the Church, which may be in his 
possession. And it shall also be his duty to notify, through the chan- 
nel of such public prints, as may be designated by the ecclesiastical 
authority, the time and place appointed for the meeting of the suc- 
ceeding, or special Convention. 

Art. 1 1 . The Standing Committee shall be elected at the Annual 
Convention ; and shall be composed of five clerical members, who- 
shall bq rectors of parishes^ or instructors of some Seminary instita- 
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ted by the ecclesiastical or civil authority of this state. The first 
member elected, shall be president ; and at their first meeting, which 
shall always be on the day of their election, they shall appoint a 
Secretary, who shall keep a journal of their proceeding^l, subject to 
the inspection t)f the Convention. Any three of the Committee, (the 
whole having been summoned,) shall be a quorum, except for such 
purposes as, agreeably to their own rules, or the canon of the General 
Convention, may require a larger number. 

Art, 12. The Secretary and Standing Committee of this Conven- 
tion, shall be appointed by ballot, and shall continue in office until 
their successors shall have been appointed. 

Art. IS. A Treasurer shall be appointed by the Convention, to 
continue in office during their pleasure ; and it shall be his duty to 
receive and manage all funds, which may at any time belong to this 
Convention ; and to lay before the Convention an annual statement 
of all such funds* 

Art 14. Each order in Convention shall appoint delegates to 
the General Convention by ballot ; and the delegates thus appointed 
and con&rmed by the concurrent vote of both orders in Convention, 
shall continue in office three years, or the time that may intervene be* 
tween the stated meetings of the General Convention. 

Art, 15. No clergyman shall be suspended, or receive any public 
censure, from the Bishop, or Standing Committee of this Diocese, 
without having been adjudged thereto, in the way to be provided for 
by canon. 

Ari. 16. This Constitution shall be unalterable, except in the fol- 
lowing manner : — A proposition for amendment shall be introduced 
in writing, and considered in Convention ; and if approved of, shall 
lie over to the next Annual Convention ; and if again approved of 
in the next Annual Convention, by two-thirds of each order voting 
thereon. separately, the amendment shall take place,and the Constitu- 
tion so altered shall be valid and obligatory. 

Art, 17. The foregoing Constitution shall be printed, and submitted 
io the consideration of the several parishes in this Diocese, for 
their approbation ; and if approved of by three -fourths of said 
parishes, in their Annual Meetings, the evidence of which shall be bj 
certificates, under the hands of the Clerks of the several parishes^ 
the same shall become the Constitution of the Episcopal Church of 
this Diocese.. 



CANONS 



OF THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 

IN THE 

BZOOSSS or OOVNSOTZCUT. 



Canon I. — Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports, (1826.) 

In order to give effect to the 40th Canon of the General Conven- 
tion« it is hereby required, that every minister of this Church shall 
keep a record of all the Baptisms, Marriages, and Funerals solemniz- 
ed by htm, specifying the names of the parties married, the names of 
the persons baptized, and of the persons buried, and the time when 
each rite was performed. He shall also keep a Register of the names 
of the persons confirmed, of the communicants, and of the families 
belonging to his parish* And it shall be the duty of every minister to 
report to the Annual Convention, an abstract of said registers, together 
with a written account of the state of the parish. 

Canon II. — Prvcidingfor the Convention Fund. (1825.) 

The several Parishes in this Diocese shall annually pay to the Con* 
vention Fund, at the r<ite of fifty cents on every one hundred dolian 
paid to their respective clergymen, as their annual salary. 

Canon III. — Declaring the offences^ for which a Clergyman may ht 

brought to trial. ( 1 825.) 

Disorderly and immoral conduct, vicious or unseemly diversions, 
neglect of duty, disregard to the constitution and canons of the Gene- 
ral or State Convention, a deviation from the rubrics, and disseminating 
or countenancing opinions which are contrary to the doctrines of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, are offences for 
which a clergyman may be brought to trial. 

Canon IV. — Of the manner in which a Clergyman shall he brought to 

trial. (1825.) 

In order to bring a Clergyman to trial before an ecclesiastical court, 
a charge shall be made in the first place to the Standing Committee, in 
writing, under the proper signature of at least two persons, one of 
whom shall be a presbyter of this Diocese. And if the Standing 
Committee shall deem the offence charged, as coming within the offen- 
ces enumerated in the canons of the Diocese of Connecticut, or of the 
General Convention, they shall present the same to the Bishop, in the 
following form : 

To A. B. Bishop of the Diocese of Connecticut — 
The Standing Committee of this Diocese respectfully represent,

thai C, D. has been accused, under the hand of E. F. and G. H. cf 
[here recite the charge or charges] , and the Coroniittee are of opinion, 
that there is sufficient ground for presenting the snid C. D. for trial, 
agreeably to the canons in such case made and provided. 

[Signed by the Standing (^mroittee ] 

Whereupon the Bishop shall summon nine presbyters to meet, at 
some time, not within ninety days, at some place within the county 
where the accused shall reside or officiate, for the time being ; five of 
whom shall be sufficient to constitute a court for the thai of the 
charge or charges. If more than five of the persons summoned shall 
appear, the accused may object to any individual over that number, at 
his own discretion. If no objection be made, the whole number pre- 
sent shall sit on the trial. 

The Bishop shall forthwith give notice to the Standing Committee^ 
of the time and place of the meeting of the court. And the Standing 
Committee shall act as prosecutors in the case ; and at least sixty days 
before the trial, shall furnish the accused with a copy of the present- 
ment — notice of the time and place of trial — and a specification of the 
facts on which they expect to maintain the charges. And the accu- 
sed, at least thirty days before the trial, shall furnish the Standing 
Committee with a statement of the grounds of his defence, on each 
specification. 

At the time fixed for the trial, the members of the court shall 
eboose a President from their own number, and a Secretary, either 
from their own number or otherwise, as they shall see fit ; and they 
shall, before they proceed, adopt and declare the rules by which the 
trial shall be conducted : Provided, however, that no layman shall act 
as advocate for either party on the trial ; though both parties may, at 
their option, employ or consult legal or other advisers. 

If the accused shall neglect or refuse to appear, or to answer to the 
chaises in the manner herein prescribed, the court shall order judg- 
ment to be entered against him, by default. But if he shall appear, 
thetourt shall proceed to a fair and impartial hearing of the whole 
matter, and shiii adjudge him guilty or not guilty, according to th6 
evidence : and if guilty, the sentence which, in their opinion, ought 
to be pronounced. v 

The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings — con- 
taining a copy of the presentment — of the specifications— of the no- 
tice to the accused, and of his answer — with a statement of all the 
evidence, both oral and written — and the final judgment of the court : 
And an attested copy of this record shall be forthwith delivered to the 
Bishop. If the judgment be, not guilty, the Bishop shall give a certi- 
ficate of cLcquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of the present- 
ment and specifications : and the accused shall not be subjected to a 
second trial on the same facts. If the court judge him guilty, on one 
or more points at issue, the Bishop may disapprove the judgment, and 
brder a new trial, stating bis grounds for such decision : or he may 
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approve the judgment ; and in that case he shall, within thirty day&, 
^)rocsed to ^iich eccle^iasticnl censure, as the case may, in his opinion, 
require — whether it be admonition, sui^pension, or degradation from 
the ministry. 

Canon V. — Concerning the manner in which Clergymen are to take 
charge of Parishes and their separation from them, ( 1 826.) 

No clergyman shall take the charge of any parish in this Diocese, 
without having first obtained the written permission of the Bishop, or 
in case there be no Bishop, of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 
Nor shall any clergyman having the charge of a parish, relinquish the 
same without the written permission of the Bishop, or if there be no 
Bishop, of the Standing Committee. And every violation of this 
Canon shali constitute an offence for which a clergyman may be tried 
under the canon of 1825, providing for the trial of clergymen. 

Canon VI. — Providing for the preservation of the records of the 

Standing Committee. (1826 ) 

It shaH be the duty of the Sec'retary of the Standing Committee to 
prepare an abstract of their proceedings, from year to year, and pre- 
sent the same to the Convention at its annual meeting. The abstract 
shall !)pecify the time and place of each meeting of the committee, 
during the year— the number present — the names of the candidates 
presented for admission, with the decision of the committee in each 
case — and the substance of all other matters which shall be broaght 
before them, and such abstract shall be entered on the jonrnals of 
the Convention, and published therewith. 

Canon VII. — Concerning collections far the Society for the Promotion 

of Christian Knowledge, 

It shall be the doty of the Sector and Wardens, or of the Warden? 
where there is no Rector, of every parish in the Diocese, to make an 
annual collection for the benefit of the Society for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge. 

Canon VIII.^ — For the regulation and maintenance ofX^ures. (1828.) 

It shall be the duty of the Convention, from time to time, to exam- 
ise and declare the limits of the several cus^ within the Diocese — 
and in the settlement and maintenance of clergymen, the several par- 
ishes shall steadily adhere to such arrangement, except in cases of im- 
perious necessity, and with the advice and consent of the ecclesiastical 
authority. — And any parish refusing to acquiesce in such arrangement, 
shall, while such refusal continues, be thereby excluded from repre- 
sentation in the Convention. And further, no clergyman of this Dio- 
tsese shall accept a settlement in any of the Parishes iu this State 
which may refuse to acquiesce in the arrangement of the Convention 
as to cures, unless for special causos, it may seem good to the eccle- 
siastical authority of the diocese to dispense with the provisions of this 
QanoD.

ADDRESS. 

* 

My Brethren of the Clergy, and of the Laity : 

The goodness of God has permitted us to witness another of 
those returning seasons, when we are accustomed to assemble 
together as the organs of his church, to present unto him our 
prayers and thanksgivings, and to take counsel toother concem- 
ilig the welfare of tnat portion of his heritage which he has com- 
mitted to our especial care. Already we have united in the so- 
lemnities of public worship ; at the holy altar, we have professed 
our disciplesnip to our cpmmon Lord and Saviour, and itave ac- 
^owled^d tne bands which unite us together as brethren in 
Christ. In the reniaining duties which we have met toperr 
form, may vee be enabled, by divine grace, to act worthy ofthe 
vocation wherewith we are called : May we be " saved from all 
error, ignorance, pride and prejudice," and be disposed, in all 
our acts, to have a single eye to the glory of God, and to the 
prosperity, peace, and union of his Church. 

Tnat we may the better understand the condition of that por- 
tion of the Church with whose welfare v^e are chaiged, the 45tii 
Canon of the Greneral Convention requires that every clerey- 
man shall present to the. Bishop a full report of the state of iiis 
parish, and these reports are to be read and entered on our jour- 
nals. In addition to this provision, the Bishop is himself required 
to deliver an annual Address to the Convention, containing an 
account of the episcopal acts which he has performed, and a fiill 
exposition of the state of the Diocese. The parochial reports criF 
the Clergy vrill presently be called for, and laid before the Con- 
vention. In fulfilling the duty which particularly devolves upgn 
mjsdfj I have abundant reason to be thankful to the ereat VS^ 
of the Church, that he still continues to smile upon mis povikHi 

2 
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of his vineyaitL Nothii^ hn occurred to disturb the peace and 
unioii which to happily subsists among us, and whicn the dis- 
Iraistioiis m other portions of the Church should teach us the 
more carefiiHy to priie* and to cherish. The evils of heresy 
and acfaisniy which every where surround us» have not been par- 
netted to corrupt or divide us. And may we not hope, with 
Arvaiit aspirations for its increase, that the spirit of pure and on- 
defiled religion is more and more extending its blessed influence 
amongst ust 

Suioe the kst annual Convention, I have visited more than 
half the parishes in this Diocese ; and, owing to its compactness, 
and the facility of intercourse, have had opportunities for receiv- 
ing injformation firom most of the others. While a few of these 
parishes continue to languish, through adverse dispensations of 
IVovidence, or firom a want of zeal in the people, the general as- 
pect of the Diocese is calculated to inspire us with hope, and to 
fill us with gratitude. Most of the congregations appear to be 
increasinff in numbers and strei^th ; and, in several instances, 
where a few jrears ago the united exertions of two neishborinyg 
coiigregations could hardly support a clergyman, each one is 
now in the fiill enjoyment of the regular mimstrations of the gos- 
peL Some new parishes have recently been organized ; and I 
paTe lately received pressing calls for missicMiary services, with 
a fiur promise of usefulness, in places where the ministrations 
of our Church have never yet been dispensed. Since my re- 
moval to this Diocese, little more than nine years ago, I have 
c<msecrated eleven churches, nearly all of which have bc^n 
Ibnilt within that period. It gives me peculiar satisfaction to add 
that active exertions are, at the present time, in progress, for the 
erection of ten new churches ; three of which are in parishes 
newly oiganized. Within the period above alluded to, the num* 
ber of the clei^ belonging to the Diocese, has increased from 
tkbiy'four* to fifty-nine ; and there are at the present time five 
vacant parishes capable of supporting settled clergymen, besides 
one vacant missionary station. If the spiritual state of our 
Church diould have advanced in improvement, in the same ra- 
tio wtUi its external growth, we should indeed have great cause 
Ibr mutual felicitations. Within the last few years, a decided 
revival of christian zeal seems to have pervaded the great body 
of bur Church, and may we not hope that this Diocese has par- 
ticipated, ill no small degree, in its animating spirit ? 

since the last meeting of the Convention, I have administered 
the bcdy rite^.Confirmation in the follovring Parishes, viz : — 

In tw parish of Cheshfare to f20 persons ; Middle Haddam, 6 ; 
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Easex Borouffh, 7 ; New London, 11 ; East Haddam, 19 ; Ox- 
ford, 9 ; Quuer's Farms, 10; North Branford, 2 ; New Haveu, 
33 ; East Haven 6 ; Wallingford, 4 ; North Haven, 8 ; Milfonl, 
3; Southington, 3; Granby, 12; New Canaan, 5; Ridgefidkl, 
5 ; Wilton, 13 ; Danbory, 4 ; Newtown, 16; Weston, 6 ; Fair- 
fidd,13>-Inall,215. 

In several of the parishes which I have visited there were no 
candidates for Connnnation, and it will be perceived that the 
wfade number confirmed is less than has usually been reported 
from the same number of parishes. This must be attributed to 
the frequency with which the episcopal visitations are made. 
Yet there are so many salutary effects connected with these vi- 
sitations, that it seems not desirable to postpone them to longer 
intervals. The Clei^ cannot too often make a general inspec- 
tion of their parishes, for the special purpose of in<]uiring into 
the religious state of the vouth, and the manner in which they 
have been instructed by their parents and sponsors, in the na- 
ture of the obligations connects with their baptism. The peri- 
odical visits of the Bishop present a special call upon the Cleigy, 
and aff<mi them an excellent opportunity, for the dischai^ge of 
this important duty. Since my settlement in the Diocese, I have 
administered the rite of Confirmation to 3^4 persons. 

On the 11th of September last, I consecrated the church in 
Middle Haddam, by the name of Christ Church. Two other 
cburcfaes are now readv for consecration. 

On the 13th of July mst, the Rev. Harry Finch, a graduate of 
the Theological Seminar v, was admitted to the hoty order of 
Deacons, in St. Peter's Church, Cheshire ; and on the 9th of 
August, the Rev. William H. Judd was admitted to the same 

Eade of the ministrv, in Christ Church, Hartford. On die 14th 
y of December last, the Rev. Horatio Potter, Professor of 
Mathematics and Natural Philosopher in Washin^on College, 
was admitted to the holy order of Priests, at Christ Church, in 
the city of Hartford. On the 25th day of January last, at Trini- 
W Church, New-Haven, the Rev. Francis L. Hawkes, Assistant 
Kector of that Church, was admitted to the holy order of Priests, 
and the Rev. William Croswell to the order of Deacons. 

The following persons are now candidates for holy orders in 
this Diocese, viz. — Charles Bradley, John Morgan, Joseph Scott, 
Oliver Hopson, Allen C. Morgan, William Walter, Gurdon S. 
Coit, Robert A. Hallam, Fitch W. Taylor, and J. Smyth Rc^rs: 
the first three of whom are pursuing their studies at the Theo- 
logical Seminary m New- York. 

Since the last annual Convention we have lost several valua- 
ble clergymen hy removal to other Dioceses. The Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Lewis, Rev. J. W. Cloud, and Rev. N. Kingsberry have 



received letters dimissory to the Diocese of New-York : The 
Rev. Henry M. Mason has removed to the Diocese of New-Jer- 
sey, the Rev. Edward Rutledge to that of Pennsylvania, and the 
Rev. J. S. Stone to that of Maryland. The Rev. William Cros- 
well has accepted an invitation to the Rectorship of Christ 
Charch,in the city of Boston. The Rev. Rodney KosriterhaiB 
nvigped the chai^ of the parishes of St. Matthew's and St 
Fster^s, Plymouth, and has accepted the Cure composed of the 
parishes of Monroe and Trumbull. The Rev. Birdsey 6. NoUe 
nas resigned the Rectorship of the parish of Middletown. 

There has, during the past year, been an accession of sevemi 
clerfl^en from other Dioceses. The Rev. Samuel Fuller, froto 
the Diocese of New-Yoi^, has accepted the office of Tutor in 
Washington College. From the same Diocese, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Banow has accepted the Agency of the ^ Church Scholar- 
idiip Society," and the Rev. Palmer Dyer has assumed the Edi- 
torial charge of the '* Episcopal Watchman.'' The Rev. Smyth 
Pyne, from the Diocese of New-Jersey, has accepted the Rec- 
torship of the parish of Middletown; the Rev. Joseph S. Covell, 
fipom the Diocese of Maryland, has taken charge of the parish of 
Brookfield ; tmd the Rev. William Lucas, from the Diocese of 
Pennsylvania, has accepted the charge of the Cure composed of 
the parishes of Woodbury, Roxbury and Washington. The 
Rev. Harry Finch has been settled over the parisl^ of New- 
Preston and Milton, vacated by the removal of the Rev. Mr. 
Kellogg to the eastern part of the Diocese. The Rev. William 
Jarvis has resigned the chai^ of the parish of Essex Borough, 
and accepted me Rectorship of the parish of Chatham. 

The following parishes are now vacant, and are desirous of 
obtaining the services of competent clergymen, viz. — Litchfield, 
Pljrmouth, Huntington, Stratford, and Essex Borough. A cler- 
gjrman well qualified to act as a missionary is also much needed 
to officiate in the eastern part of the Diocese. 

The Rev. Orson Y. Howell, now residing in Tennessee, but 
subject to the ecclesiastical authority of this Diocese, having ex- 
pressed to me in writing his determination to withdraw frbni the 
clerical profession, I have recorded his said declaration, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the 7th Canon of the General Conven- 
ti<Hi of 1820, and pursuant to the further provisions of the Cancm, 
I have declared the said Orson V. Howell to be indefinitely sus' 
pended from the ministry of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
and have pronounced and recorded that sentence, in the pre- 
sence of the Rev. Daniel Burhans, and the Rev. Seth B. Pad- 
dock. 

In my last address, I stated to you that the Rev. Jacob Oson, 
9. man of colour, had been admitted to holy orders, with a view 
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to miMkmaiy services^ in the Colony of Liberia^ on the coast of 
Afiicak Tlie ardenthraesof usefulness which he had cherishedy 
were frustrated bjrbis death, as he was about to embark for the 
scene of his labours. By this dispensation of divine Provideiioef 
one of the first efibrts in our Church in the cause of foreign mis- 
ncms has been defeated. May it operate as a salutary trial of 
our Mth and patience, and stimulate us to renewed exerticms in 
so holy a cause ! There are now at the African Mission School, 
in this city, three very promising younff men of colour, in a 
course of- preparation for the same fiekl of labour. Two of 
these are so fiur advanced in education as to be wholly occupied 
in theological studies. 

The deneral Theological Seminary, the General Missbnary 
Society, and the Sunday School Union, as well as the benevo- 
lent societies under the social' auspices of this Diocese, hsve 
been so frequently commended to your attention, in my former 
addresses, that I think it unnecessary now to reiterate considera- 
tions which must be already familiar to you. I will cmly remark 
that I deein the welfare of the Church to be essentially connect- 
<Mi vrith the success of these institutions ; and that those mmre 
particularly require your attention which relate to the education 
and preparation of young men for the ministry. A want of 
clergymen is now the most formidable impediment to the growth 
of our Church. There are probably more than one hundred 
vacancies, where there are adequate means for the support of 
ministers, if they could be obtained ; and twice as many more 
might be usefully employed as missionaries, if we had sufficient 
resources for their support. It is obvious, therefore, that the 
first efforts of the Church ought to be directed to the education 
of young men for the sacred ministry. 

The situation of the Academy at Cheshire will doubtless oc- 
cupy the deliberations of the Convention. The Board of Trus- 
tees, in obedience to the instructions of the Convention, have 
sought in vain to obtain a suitable person for a Principal of the 
Institution. Whether, under present circumstances, the Acade- 
my can be put in successful operation seems extremely doubt- 
ful. The expedients which have been adopted by the Trustees 
have hitherto failed of success. The funds of the Academy 
were raised for the education of youth, under the auspices of 
the Church, and it is obvious that they ought to be sacredly ap- 
plied to this object. They cannot be diverted to the support of 
a parish minister, nor to constitute a sinecure for a nominal prin- 
cipal It therefore becomes a question, attended with no little 
embarrassment, how this Convention, and the Board of Trus* 
tees, shall best fulfil their duty to the founders of the Institution 
and especially to those inhabitants of Cheshire who contributor 
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towards its endowment If no better resources can be devised, 
1 recommend the continuing of the funds at interest, to accumu- 
late till the sum lost by the ftudure of the Eagle Bank shall be 
restored. 

The consideration of the proposed alterations in the Liturgy 
of our Church was postponed to the present Convention. I had 
purposed to avail myself of this occasion fully to express my 
views on the subject. But the sense of the Church appears to 
be so decidedly averse to the alterations that 1 think there is no 
probability of their receiving the approbation of the General 
Convention. Under these circumstances a discussion of them 
would be superfluous. Although, at the last General Conven* 
tion, I voted in favor of submitting these alterations to the con- 
sideration of the Church, it was partly in deference to the opin- 
ions of others, and on the intimation that such a measure would 
tend to promote harmony in the Church, and uniformity in the 
ministrations of the Clergy. For myself, I desire to see no fur- 
ther attempts made for changes in the Liturgy ; and I beUeve 
this to be the general sentiment of this Diocese. I might indeed 
fancy myself wle to make improvements in it, if it were left to 
my discretion. Many others would probably enter on such a 
work with greater confidence than myself. But I am persuaded 
that there is no part of the Liturgy but has become endeared to 
so many pious people, that nothing could be altered or expunged 
without doing great violence to feelings which every ingenuous 
mind should respect. I rejoice in the decided expression of 
opinion which has been evinced m regard to the proposed alter- 
ations, and consider it as more auspicious to the integrity of the 
Liturgy, than any enactments of the Greneral Convention which 
could possibly be devised. 

Brethren — I have only to add my prayers for the divine bles- 
sing on our present labours: and may He who has ''built his 
Church upon the foundation of the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus 
Christ being the head comer stone, grant us so to be joined to- 
gether in unity of spirit by their doctrine, that we may be made 
a holv temple acceptable unto him, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.'''

The corresponding Secretary of the Society for the Promotion 
of Ctu-istian Knowledge, presented the following Report of the 
proceedings of the Society, which was read and accepted. 

The corresponding Secretary of the Society for the promotion 
of Christian Knowledge, is authorised by the President, to fur- 
nish the Convention vrith the following report of the expendi- 
tures of the past year : 

To the Rev. Mr. Kellogg, who has organized a promising con- 
gre^ion at Pomfret, which is now zealously engaged ill building 
a suitable house of worship, $300. To the Rev. Mr. Beacb» 
$50, for Missionary services in Canaan and Hitchcocksville— in 
the former place, lus labors have been prospered ; and in the 
latter eminently so, as a regular parish has been organized, the 
members of which are engaged in erecting a commodious stcme 
church. To the Rev. Mr. Somers, $50, for Missionary servjkses 
in New Canaan, the fruits of which are evinced in the exertions 
of the parish to erect a new Church. To the Rev. Mr. FotteTf 
$50 has been appropriated for services at Milford ; and the like 
sum to the Rev. Mr. Garfield, for services at North BranfbnL 
The allowance of $50 per annum, was also continued to the 
Rev. Mr. Steele, wUle he remained at Middle Haddam, which 
place he left in December last. The Board will' probably deem 
it necessary to continue a considerable portion of the salary of 
the Rev. Mr. Kellogg for another year, as all the resources of the 
parish are requiredior the erection of the new church. It vrill 
be defisrable also, should the funds permit, to aid those new or 
feeble cures, which are arranged agreeably to the directions of 
the last Convention : but in no case will the Board feel authori- 
zed to assist any parish or cure, which does not conform to this 
arrangement. 

The reix)rt of the state of the funds of the Society for the Pro- 
motion of Christian Knowledge, was read and accepted. {See 
Afpendix, No, 1.)

Durbiff the last year, I have performed divine torvice two 
thirds of the time. The congregation has been generally re- 
qiectable. A veiy considerable number of prayer books and 
tracts have been distributed amon^ the families of the congrega- 
tional society, who have united with the parish for social wor- 
ship until next Easter, and almost one half the children that re- 
mhrly attended the Sunday School last summer, belonged to 
mat society. What will be the final result of this union, cannot 
with any certainty be calculated upon. But there are about eight 
or ten families that are very favorably disposed to the Church, 
and r^iularly join in the services of the same. 

There are at present 30 Families belonging to the Church. No. 
of Baptisms during the year, 10 — 4 ^uTts, 6 infsoits ; No. of 
Communicants, 40; New do. 4; No. of Confirmations, 4; 
No. of Marriages, 4 ; No. of Sunday Scholars, 60 ; No. of

Driniiy Church, North-Haven, — The Rev. Ashbel Baldwin, 

Rector. 

. This Cpngre^tion for a number of years has been occasion- 
ally supi^ied with ministerial services from abroad, and that but 
a small part of the time. When I took charge of tiie Parish, 
there appeared to be a division among its members, and several 
bad lodged certificates. I have regularly officiated one thud of 
the time in the Church, and have f^quently visited and lectured 
in diflferent parts of the Parish. At present there appears to be 
unanimity amone the members, and every &mily, but one, have 
returned to the oosom of the Church. During all the revolu- 
tions and changes which have taken place since the organization of 
the Parish, they have never failed to open the Churdi, and when 
destitute of a cleigyman, which has been the greatest part of the 
time, the public service has been read by one of its members. 
The p^sent state of the congregation, though very feeble^ is 
flf|tteiCin^- . They are not wanting in zeal . and attention, and it 
is. my f^inion, that if they can t>e regulariy supplied with minis- 
terial services one half the time, the congregation woijdd grei^tly 
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improve. A proposition has been made to the Parish of North- 
fora to unite with Wallingford and North-Haven in forming a 
Cure, agreeable to the recommendation of the Convention of 
1828, which proposition has not been agreed to on the part of 
Northiford.

Christ Churchy Guilford^ — The Rev, David Batdwinf Hector. 

The Parish of Christ Church, in Guilford, has had only the 
partial services of a clei^gyman. Until three or four years past 
the services of the Church have been performed by a minister 
only about twenty Sundays in a year ; since that time about 
thirty Sundays in a year. The other part of the time the ser- 
vices have been perfonned by a lay reader. This lay i«adii>g 
has been attended with the happy effect of preserving the unity 
and devotion of the members. 

The number of Families much the same as in the last repcnrt ; 
Communicants, 64; Baptisms, 5- — adults 1, children 4; Mar- 
riages 3 ; Funerals, 7 ; Sunday Scholars, 50. 

St JohrCs Church, North-Chiilford, — TJie Rev. David Baldwin, 

Rector. 

This Parish has had the services of a clei^yman onlv about 
twenty Sundays in a year. The other part of the time the 
members depend upon lay reading, which has the good efiect of 
bringing them together one day in seven, and keeping them in 
the unity of the faith. They feel, however, some depression in 
consequence of the failure of the Eagle Bank. A part of their 
little mnd was vested in that institution as privileged stock. 

There are belonging to this Parish about 30 Families ; Com- 
municants, 35 ; Baptisms, 1 ; Funerals, 3 ; Marriages, 2. 

Trinity Church, Neujtoum, — The Rev. Daniel Burhans, Rector. 

This Parish is gradually recovering from her pecuniary losses 
through the failure of the Eagle Bank, by voluntary contribu- 
tions. But of more importance is the spiritual improvement pro- 
moted by the late sickness and mortality which removed so ma- 
ny of its valuable members. In addition to several charituble 
societies, the ladies have established an institution for the benefit 
of Sunday Schools and other charitable purposes. Sunday 
Scholars, about one hundred. 

Baptisms, 17 — adults 2, infants 15 ; Confirmations, 16 ; Mar- 
riages, 10 ;' Burials, 15 ; Communicants, about 275. 
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Chrisi Church, Bethany^^The Rev. Joteph T. Clark, MimHer. 

. Since my last report it will be seen that very considerable ad- 
ditions hare been made to our communion, winch is perimps the 
best evidence that an increased attention has been excited to 
the interests of our Church. The Parish in Bethany is b^gin- 
ing to evince a more firm attachment to our invaluable litui^gr, 
am to take a more lively interest in the religious improvement of 
the young. The Sunday School, consisting of about fifty sdioU 
ars, is in a more encouraging condition than at any former peri- 
od. The tone of religious feeling generally, has gradually in- 
creased since my last report. The Society at Amity, to whidi 
one ibarth part of my attention has been confined (owine to an 
uncontrolled coiftbination of circumstances) Ims remained near- 
ly stationary. 

A small degree of assistance niicht at this period be of great 
advantage to the interests of our C%urch in that place. At pre- 
aenty the Society bein^ composed of four different denominations, 
has no definite object m view. They are however, beginning to 
be convinced that little can be effected for the interests^ reli^pon 
while this union is supported, and I have little doubt if miision- 
aij aid could be extenaed to them it would produce the denned 
enect. 

In the Parish of Bethany there have been Baptisms, adults 10, 
infents 37 — total 47 ; Marriages, 9 ; Funerals, 33 ; New Com- 
municants, 47 ; Died, 6 ; Whole number, 118 ; No. of FROiilies 
about 100. 



TMnity Church, New-Haven, — The Rev. Harry CratmUt Rec- 
tor; Rev. Francis L. Hawks, Assistant. 

Baptisms^ 33 — adults 4, children 19; Marriages, 9S ; Burials, 
35; fTew Communicants, 34; whole number of Communi- 
cants, about 480. 

The affairs of this Parish still continue in a fiourisbii^ oondi* 
tion. The measures adopted during the past season for the 
erection of a Chapel of ease, to meet the increasing demands of 
the congregation, nave been actively prosecuted, and the boild- 
inff is a&eady in a state of forwardness. The corner-stone was 
laid on the 18th of April last, and it is expected that the edifice 
will be ready for consecration early in December. It is to ha a 
&ie Gothic structure of .substantial stone-work, 101 by 94 fi^^t, 
inchidinff the tower, and affording an audience-room 80 t^jr 00 
feet, wiUk accommodations for about 1800 persons. A Skmety 
has been organized in the Parish, for the Pioiiioti«m of Qiri|tia& 
Knowledge, by the gratuitous distributmi of BS>le9i Prajper- 
Boofcs and Tracts, ami by aiding the Diocesan Socie^ m the 
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floppoit of Mistimw. Begohr monthly meetings of the Society 
are beU in Trinity Church, for the purpose of communicating 
information in relation to the religious societies and institutiont 
patrcminsd by the Protestant Episcopal Church, both abroad and 
at home. Donations from this society to the Diocesan Societyt 
m aid of missions, may be expected from time to time, as the 
state of the funds will admit. The Sunday School, in connee* 
tion with the General Union, is gradually increasing, and now 
contains about 250 pupils. Several Bible and Litui^y classes 
are also orjopmized in the Parish, and meet regularly every week 
ibr instruction. Evening lectures, which have been continued 
in the Parish for many years, are uniformly well attended, and 
appear to be prodoctitve of very beneficial effects. 

I Orace Churchy Hamdenj — The Rev. John M, Garfield^ 

Minister. 

In consequence of the indisposition of the Rev. Mr. Perry, I 
have been called (the six months past) to officiate in the Parish 
of Hamden. The affairs of this Church are in a flourishing 
state. The funis have been recently increased b^ a donation of 
one thou«md doliu^. There has just been established a Sunday 
School, (in union v^h the general institution) which has com- 
menced under ausp^^ous circumstances. The Parish has 
made arran^ments w^h secure to the society the regular ser- 
vices of their clereyman^very Lord's day. 

P^ilies, 48 ; Marriage, 6 ; Sunday Scholars, 36 ; Fune- 
rals, 4.

The parishes above named uniti ^q form a mission about fif- 
teen years ago. Since that time I ^^g h^d the charge of them, 
and am happy in now being able to^^ that my labors have not 
been wholfy m vain. A rapid growt ^^f churches, however, is 
hardly to be expected in places wherg^^ciety limits have long 
been estabUshed, and more especially in ^^ces where emigration 
greatly retards the increase of a general ^pulation. Such lim- 
its are no sooner fixed, than they call fortnt|g interested ffielinga 
of4KHne, the prejudices of others, and in son. measure the habits 
of all, to ddfend them. Yet these churche^ye had vafuabte 
acqointions vnAi few or no losses, except by ^g^th, or by remo- 
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vals to other and distant places, where some of them have been 
useful in building up and sustaining the cause of our common 
Lord and Master. -.i 

Taking alarm at that clause of our state constitution which 
places young men when coming of age, on neutral ground with 
regard to the sup^rt of society, unless at this usually unsettled 
period of their life they should make a voluntary surrender of so 
much of their liberty, these parishes made an effort at the time, 
and succeeded in raising in each one of them a small permanent 
fund. Depending on these funds, some part of which is still re- 
tained in the hands of the original subscribers, taxation for all 
ordinary purposes, as that of paying their annual salary and de- 
fra}dng other contingent expenses, is abolished. A measure of 
this kind, to which the smaller of these parishes is no doubt in- 
debted for its present existence, except in name,' could not be ef- 
fected without an effort, as is well known to all those, who, un- 
der similar circumstances, have attempted such an experiment. 
That effort was made, and the object promptly met. Nice 
hundred dollars of the parish fund, belonging to Watertown w^re 
lost by the failure of the Eagle Bank in 1825. ^i^ce that dme 
the society has reaUzed a legacy from the esta*^ of Edward E. 
Porter, deceased, and has now in prospect from the estate of 
our venerable friend, Asa Woodward, enois^ probably to make 
their original fund entire. 

What might have been the present co^'^'9" of these parishes 
as it regards the means of supportin/ ^''gion, and what their 
prospects, had no such measures bee^^opted, it is not easy to 
determine. I was in favor of such course, and thought these 
were good reasons not only to justy such an attempt, but to 
render it highly expedient. It is hf^^^er much to be regretted, 
(and we are not apt to know thing"^uch faster than experience 
leads the way) that so good a t*^g as that of a parish fund 
should ever be misimproved. ™ man who is actually labor- 
ing to acquire an estate, or he ho is still endeavoring to live 
comfortably though he has no^J.will feel differently from him 
who has gained both of these ^M^^^s, and so he will conduct. 
Zeal and enterprize will nr^ ^}^ conduct in the one case ; 
while in the other, his real j^sessions beget feelings of security, 
which, to say the least of fr^* ^^^^ ^^ tendency to awaken ex* 
ertion or to call forth ac^j^Y* ^"^'^ '"^y *^ave been, in some 
degree, the effect of our ^sh funds, or rather the consequence 
of settling it in our mir^ ^^^^ ^® would no longer be taxed for 
the support of religir ^^^ situation of these parishes as it 
regards temporal crumstances, must on the whole, be cal{pd 
good ; and perhaps^^^ ^^^ few, if any people, more punctual 
in all they engage "^ ^^* 
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There yet remaiiui a more important inquiry, as to their re- 
ligious state — Parishes like single persons are supposed to pos- 
sess a character in this particular ; — that character to be truly 
estimated, should be compared witii the infallible standard of 
God's word, and how few, alas ! on such a comparison, would 
not be found wanting ! To do our duty in some respects, and to 
neglect it in others, to be orthodox in some points of faith, and 
at the same time, to hold dangerous errors, to be often inconsis- 
tent by condemning ourselves in that thing which we allow : is 
a course of conduct that sometimes marks the character of the 
same person. It is truly, then, no matter of surprise that a simi- 
lar diversity of opinion and practice should distinguish the char- 
acters of different individuals of whom parishes are composed. 
On ^ this point, however, 1 should not be willing to say less than 
was^ saicf by the pious and faithful curate of Donoughmore, 
** there is a fair proportion of religious men amongst them, with 
a due allov^ance of profligates." 

: I have found in the course of a ministry already exercised for 
a longer term of time than is usual in the same place, that while 
God, his word, his church, and ordinances, change not ; man is 
ever changing, sometimes from one sin to another, and always, 
until reformation commences, from lesser to greater degrees of 
the same sin. The oftener he resists the calls of God to repent- 
ance, the less will be the effect of those calls repeated, till he 
relapses into that dangerous state sometimes denominated '^gos- 

1. hardness of heart." That freedom and plainness demai^ed 
y.such circumstances, I am persuaded, is the only course, 
which can make me useful as a preacher in my present situa- 
tion. . I have therefore aimed at what is by some called "close 
preaching," endeavoring to correct my own manner in this par- 
ticular, by coming at the truths of the gospel in a more direct 
way, and by making a more pointed application to my hearers. 
The effect, as far as I am able to judge, has been good. Gene- 
ral remarks ^m the pulpit, applying alike to all persons, ex- 
cept it may be they were designed especially for the absent — 
qualifying clauses thrown in sometimes to avoid the suspicion of 
enthu&aasm, but implying that these are dangerous errors, and 
that some persons have fallen into them, together with the prac- 
tice of preaching down Christians of other denominations, I 
have found unprofitable, and calculated to leave the sinner con- 
tented with his own condition, rather than to produce those 
pungent convictions which sometimes produce " a death unto 
sp, and a new birth unto righteousness." Allowing for that par- 
tiality which no man can have greater cause than myself to feel 
towcundshis people, I shall be pardoned when I say, that the re- 
ligion of Christ in connexion with our Catholic and Apostolic 
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Cburcb, has already in these poiislies, many true fiieode, and I 
think the number gradually increasing.

The number of Communicants in tlMSse Churches is 8&^ — 
Five new Communicants have been added the last year, and 
f&ur Imve died. The number of Families has been mcreased 
"by the accession of some who before had made no distinct pro- 
fessions of reliffbn, and has been dimimsbkl, on the other hand, 
by the removal of several families, leaving the whcde number, 
without much variation from 90, — the same as rmitad at the 
last Convention. Within the last three years the cnorchee have 
been repaired and painted, and during the year pteoedk^, 
have been fiunished with bells. In additkm to the staled ser- 
vices on Sunday in the seasons of Lent, annually, I have per- 
formed weekly services and preached in different parts of the 
Parish at Wilton, and have often officiated at a third senrioe in 
the Parish in Ridgefield. The important duty ot the fMic 
worship of Grod in general commands zealous and devout atten* 
tkm ; tnoqgh in stormy and unpleasant weather — many of .the 
people living three and four miles from Church— the Co^gre* 
gations.are small. A Sunday School, (in union with the Gene- 
ral Sundav School Union) 1ms every year, in the pleasant sea- 
son, been kept in successfiil operation at Wilton, ymih die addi- 
tion the last year of a Bible class cmisisting of about 90 yoang 
persons. At Ridgefield I am in the practice, on my regular 
days of service, m frequently teaching and eralaininj^ to the 
chddrenof the Parish the Catechism aiui parts or the Litugyof 
the Church.

I am hapjj^ in being able, this year, to present a more favora- 
ble report of'^the pari^es under my care, than I have heretofore 
Even. These parishes a few years since, '(especialty St. James^ 
ul b«it ^ a name to live." By the blessing of God improve- 
ments have been made, but more in the last than in Bnyprevi" 
mts year. By the praiseworthy liberality of the LacUes' Societ^y 
a new and elegant suit of hangings has been put on the pulpit 
and d^sk of St. James'. This Societv has rendered assistance 
Mho to the committee. Lamps, for the convenience of evening 
Lectures, which during the winter were given statedly on Fn- 
.cb^ evenings, have been furnished by a few young gentlemen of 
4|e Furish. Last Easter we were, for the first time, enabled (by 
' edotenl of the owners) to rent the greater part of the slips in this 
Churdiu They sold readily for a sum sufficient to pay my sala- 
fat half the time. This measure, which has long been desira- 
f htti ted a most happy effect. A new impulse nas been pr- 
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en. The congregatioii has considerably increasedi and during 
the past week, a sum has been raised amply sufficient to pur- 
chase and put up a beD of twelve hundred pounds weight. The 
bell has been ordered, and is expected in two or thrce weeks. 
A spirit of unanimity twwj seems to prevail throughout the Pa- 
rish. The Parish of Union Church have also, within the last 
year, procured a bell, of suitable dimensions, for their Church, 
and made other improvements in and about the Church. In 
this parish the slips rented this year for a sum considerably lai^r 
than they heretofore sold for, and amply sufficient for the pre- 
sent demands on the parish. 

Our Sunday &ho(M, which is in union with the General Pro- 
testant EpiscojMd Sunday School Union, is in successful opera- 
tion in both parishes, and will number about one hundred scIkJ- 
arsin each. In my last report I ventured to express a hope that 
4D would be added to my Ust of Communicants, during the year 
now pa^t. We have done better timn this. The number added 
since my last report, includin^g 3 who have given their names, 
and will, (Providence permitting) come forward at the next ad- 
ministration, is 60 in the two parishes. 

Communicants added, 60; died,?; several removed ; present 
number in both parishes, 230 ; Families about 180 ; Baptisms, 
53 — adults 7, infants 45 ; Burials, 29 ; Marriages, 14. 

The assessment for printing the Journals, &c. has been made.* 
Owinff to unfavorable weather and some other circumstances, 
no coUection has yet been made for the benefit of the Society 
for Promoting Cluistian Knowlec^, but I pledge myself that 
(God willing) one shall shortly be made, and the money trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer of the Society. 

Our S. School is under the general supervision of the Rector, 
and is conducted by a suitable number of Superintendants and 
Teachers. We have a S. School Library in Doth my parishes. 
In St. James' sixty-five volumes. In Union Church one hun- 
dred volumes. 



St. Jdkvlt Churchy Bridgeport^ — The Rev. JET. R. Judah^ Rector. 

The Rector begs leave to report, that the prospects of the 
Church, in which he ministers, are still encouraging. Although, 
there is much to lament of lukewarmness and wondly-minded- 
ness among the prbfessors of Christ's Religion — and of inatten- 
tion to Uie *' great salvation" among those, who by baptism have 
put on Christ — ^still he is encouraged to believe, that God is 
giving an increase to his labors, in the gradual advance of pure 
and undefiled religion— of deeper interest in the missionary 
cause, aiui of d^dded attachment to the institutions and doc- 
trines of the Church of Christ. The Sunday School attached to 
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the Church, is Bcalteri^g the teed of divine truth among the 
lambs of the flock, and numbers one hundred and sixty attend- 
ants, with a libnuy of 300 volumes.

In compliance with the canon passed last Convention, re* 
specting parochial cures, and the request of the Church at South- 
ington, at Easter, 1 reUnquished the pastoral ttharge of the pa- 
xiSies of Branford and Northford, and accepted of that of South- 
ii^gton in connection with Meriden. The Church at Southing- 
ton is small, consisting of only 17 Families, and 20 Communi- 
cants. It is now perhaps on as good a footing to be prosperous 
as it ever has been. 

St. Andrew's Church, Meriden, has 50 Families, and 65 Com- 
mmiicants. There have been three Baptisms, (infants^ 4 Mar- 
riages, and 5 Funerals. This Churoh has a Sunday School of 
about 60 scholars, 4 Superintendants, and 16 Teachers, undeir 
the immediate patronage of the congregation. The Superin- 
tendants are authorised, with the approbation of the Rector, to 
oiganize the school, appoint teachers, and transact all the busi- 
ness, of the school. The harmony existing in this congregation, 
their regular and increasing attention to the services of the 
Church, the cheerfulness and ardour vnth which they all engage 
in the support of the Sunday School, is an evidence that they 
are increasing in piety as well as christian knowledge, and that 
as they grow in age they are growing in ^*ace. The minister

The increase of families in this parish has been prevented the 
pVt year by the want of church room. The new church is 
iieai% compIelcKi and will be ready for consecration in a few; 
weeks. It is a neat Gothic stone edifice, 67 feet by 52, vnth a 
biMnWDt 52 by 30. The basement room is finished and used 
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for Sunday Schools, eveniiig lectures, and the Uke. The Sun- 
day School is in connexion with the Union, and contains 
116 scholars, and 11 teacheis, with a library of 300 volumes* 
The teachers and some o[ the older scholars form a Bible class 
which meets every Thursday evening. These meetings are al* 
ways attended by the Rector, who makes explanatory and prac- 
tical remarks upon the questions given out in the preceding 
week. It is truly gratifying to witness the interest manifesto 
in these -meetings, and the promptness and correctness with 
which most answer the questions. 

During the past winter the ladies of the parish have formed 
themselves into a society to promote the general interests of the 
Church by their labor. They meet weekly, and one reads some 
religious book, while the others are engaged in their work. 
The prospect is that they will provide the means of doing much 
good. 

Upon the whole we have much to encourage us. Both the 
temporal and spiritual condition of the parish was never more 
promising. But while we acknowledge with devout ^titude 
the goodness of God, for putting it into the hearts of his people 
to erect a house to his honor and worship, and for inspiring the 
congregation generally with an increased piety and zeal, and for 
adding to his church some, we trust, of such as shall be saved, 
we would not forget that much remains yet to be done, nor 
fail to implore the author and giver of all good things, to graft in 
our hearts the love of his name, and to increase in us true reli- 
gion. 

The Parish now consists of 83 Families ; Communicants 72 ; 
new, 6 — ^total 78 ; Baptisms, 19 — adults, 4, infants, 1 5 ; Mar- 
riages, 4 ; Funerals, 2, six of which were of other denominations.

ilies, 137. 

In reporting the state of his Church, the Rector has to lament 
the increased embarrassments which have been experienced du- 
ring the past year from the want of more church room, and the 
effect it has had in arresting the growth of the parish. This ob- 
stacle will probably be removed next autumn by the completion 
of the new church. 

Through the assistance voluntarily rendered by the officers of 
Washington College, the Rector has been enabled for some time 

East to hold three services in the church every Sunday, and to 
icture on an evening during the week, besides superintending a 
class engaged in the study of the scriptures. 

The Sunday School continues to flourish under the active and 
devoted attentions of the former superintendant, Mr. Goodwin, 
seconded by the zeal of the teachers, among whom are a number 
of the students of Washington College. Probably no school m 
the Church is better organized, or conducted with more efficien- 
cy. Great embarrassment is felt, however, from the want of 
suitable books for the higher classes ; and to the S. S. Union of 
the P. E. Church we confidently look for a supply. The pecu- 
niary wants of that institution having been lately stated in a 
meeting called for another purpose, it was resolved to forward 
a sum to the treasurer without delay ; which was accordingly 
done to the amount of 158 dollars. 

Notwithstanding the heavy burdens incurred by the erection 
of an expensive church, there has been no diminution in the sums 
raised during the past year for missionary purposes, and others 
of general utility ; and the example furnishes new proof of a 
fact, which cannot be too deeply impressed, that religious chari- 
ties mutually aid each other. 

Amidst the arduous and perplexing duties which have devolv- 
ed upon the Rector by the. undertaking in which the parish are 
embarked, he is conscious that much time has been necessarily 
withdrawn from parochial duties, but which he hopes speedily 
to resume.

At Christmas 1 received a call from this parish to officiate 
three Sundays before Easter. After which time they gave me 
an invitation to officiate one quarter of the time. Having ob- 
tained permission of the parishioners of St. Pauls, I engaged 
with them. 

The society attached to this church is small, but our congre- 
gations are lai^ and attentive, and the strong prejudices that 
formerly existed against the church are graduaOy giving way. 
The prospect of building up the church here is very fair. A 
Sunday School will shortly oe commenced.

St. Andreufs Church, New-Preston, — The Rev. Harry Finch, 

Minister. 

Number of Families, 70 ; removed, 1 ; Communicants, 62 — 
removed, 1, added, 3; Baptisms, 5---adults 2, infants 3; Mar- 
riages, 5 ; Funerals, 4 ; Collection for the Society for tbs FtO' 
motion of Christian Knowledge, $2,16. 

A Sunday School has been organized in this Parish, auxUiary 
to the Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union, and the sjrs- 
tem of instruction of that society has been adopted. The num- 
ber of teachers are 8, and scholars 32. In addition to tliisi a 
class of young persons assemble once in two weeks for the por- 
puse of receiving mstruction in the holy scriptures. This pro- 
mises much useftilness, particularly as a preparatory exarcise 
for teachers m the Sunday School. 

A piarish library has also been formed and is already in eflbct-

tial qieratkm. Thkii^ertiUiihed as macb'with a viewto bene^- 
fit the children, as the adoh part of the congregation. 

Churches of WashingUm^ Raocbury and Woodbury^ — The Rbv. 

frUUam Lucas^ Rector. 

Early in November, 1828 I entered upon the duties qf these 
parishes. The CkMigregation at Washington are entiUed to much 
credit for the fimmess with which they have met and overcome 
many and serious difficulties. Their church is now unusually 
well attended, and strong hopes are entertained of its increitsing 
prosperity. 

• Of Roxbury I cannot give so fitvorable an account. The ti- 
tle to the cfaurai and the ground on which it stands is diqmted, 
and the parish has consequently become involved in a very har- 
rassing litigation. 

At Woodbury the Congregation has increased veiy much 
within the last six months. A perfect unanimity prevails in the 
parish, and an increasing attention is paid to reiiffious subjects. 
Tl^re is a Sunday School consisting of 60 scholars. A Bible 
'chss also has reoentF^ been <Nrganized, vdiich promises to be a 
means of much osefiwiess.

Church at MUUmi — The Rev, Truman Marshy Rector^ and the 
Rev. Harry Finchy Assistant-Minister.

The prospects of this Church are much more encouraging 
than at any former period. The congregation is ^nerally laq^ 
and attentive. And as an evidence of its increasing prosperity 
it has for a part of the last, and the whole of the present year, 
made provision for having divine service one half of the time. 
Previous to the last year it has never been able to secure the 
services of a clergyman, more than one third of the time* 

ChriH Churchy MiddletouMy — The Rev. Smith Pyne^ Rector. 

The present Rector commenced his duties in this parish, the 
last week in January, and not having obtained an exact census 
of the congregation and of the communicants, is unable to give 
more than a general view of the circumstances of his Church. 

The prosf^cts of the Church here are highly encouragiqg* 
An increased attention to rehgion, and a ^vring^attadmient to 
our services are apparent and most gratifying. ' 4 

/ There have been several accessions to the number of the cw, 
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gregation, and some additions, to the commMJCtotii aad it is 
hoped and expected that after the admiiiistnition of the rite of 
confirmation, the period for which is at hand^ there will be manjr 
more. 

There have been two Baptisms and two Funerals. The Son- 
day School has been re-oi^ganized, and is in a prwuriqg condi- 
tion. The nomber of pupils is 106, who are geuertUv regular in 
their attendance, and seem to take more tun usual interest in 
the exercises of the school. There has been a Society formed, 
auxiliary to the Church Scholarship Socie^. 

A weekly lecture on the sospel of St Matthew has been in^ 
stituted and well attended, but has been suq)ended in conse- 
quence of the attention the Rector has been obGged to devote 
to the candidates for confirmatk>n. 

St. Thomtuf Churchy Canterbury^ — Peter ^fietTf Senior- 
Warden, 

The state of this paridi is increasingsince it was received in 
union with the other churches. The Rev. Mr. Boivess has of^ 
ficiated four Sundays since the last Convention ami has admin- 
istered the communion once. Exertions are making to erect a 
place of worship. 

Number of. Families, about 20 ; Communicants, 8 ; Bap- 
tisms, 1. . 

The Convention adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 8 
o'clock. 

Christ Churchy Thursday June 4. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment IVayers were 
read by the Secretary. The journal of yesterday was read and 
a{mroved. 

The following Missionary Reports were then read. 

Report of the Rev. Stephen Beach, Missionary in Litchfield 

County. 

2b the Right Rev. T. C. Broumellj Bishop of the Diocese of 
Conn, and President of the Society for the promotion of Chris- 
tian Knowledge — 

Right Rev. SiR-^Since the date ofmylastreport^ I have spent 
the greater part of the Sundays in performing divine service and 
preachii^ in St. John's Church, in the townofSalidbninr, which for 
the five years last past, has been the principal place ofmy ministe- 
rial labors. Aldiough I am sensible this place has not, - for the 
last tvro years been considered missionary ground, I trust it wOl 
not be deemed improper to express my fears, that uidfiss aid is 
again extended to this Parish, itsgrov^h and prosperi^'will ne- 
cessurily be retarded, if it does not actualty beccMne dimimshed, 
<Mr at best, stationary. Certain reasons, not necessary to be 
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mentioned in th» Report, eppear now to render it extremely 
neoeflsary that the Chorch in Salisbury should be kept open as 
ocmstantiy as possible en Sundays, and that the Parish shoold 
enjoy the active and almost exclusive duties of a resident cler- 
gyman. Its present alnlit^, however, will not afibrd him an ad* 
equate support Your missionary has believed its increasing 
aixlity would have been, ere this, competent to this purpose, but 
notwithstanding there is cause 6f thankfulness to the great Head 
of the Church for his favours there bestowed, certain causes 
have {Mrevented that rapid increase of means to support a cler- 
ffjrman which had been fondly anticipated. The Parish has ever 
been ready to do all that could be expected for tibe support of 
the Gospel, and perfect harmony and union have prevailed among 
the fomilies of which it is composed, and between them and thdr 
Rector. There are now belonging to the Parish about 67 fami- 
lies, who senerallv attend public worship at the church on Sun- 
days: Tm numoer of communicants who have received the 
Holy Supper, is 27. There have been six children baptised— 
four mamages, and twelve funerals. A Sunday School under 
prosperous circumstances, belongs to the Congregation, consist- 
ing of fifty children, superintended and instructed by six teach- 
ers. 

In the town of Canaan there are between twenty and thirty 
families of respectability and influence, who decidedly prefer oar 
mode of worshq>and discipline. These I have firequently visit- 
ed as belonging to my cure. I have performed divine service in 
that town since the date of my last report, eighteen times — for 
the most part, lectures on Sundays, after having performed di- 
vine service and preached twice the same day in Salisbury. In 
Canaan 1 have baptised eight children, performed three marria- 
ges, and attended five fimerals. There are seven communicants 
who attend St John's Church for the Holv communion. On 
Sunday the 26th of October, I visited Hitchcocksville, a flour- 
iaUng village, situated en both sides of the Farmington river, 
near its junction with the waters of Still river, beir^ near the 
western boundary of the town of Barkhamsted. There I vras 
pleased to find a number of families ardently attached to our 
mode of worship and discipline ; and with them I performed di- 
vine services and preached three times. Having previoudy 
fowea encouragement, I again visited that place on the 7th of 
the following December-— performed divine service and preach- 
ed as before ; baptised two adults and four children, and admin- 
istered the holy communion to eighteen persons. I visited the 
same village again, performed divine service, and preached on 
Christnias Eve, and on Christmas day. On the evening^ 



meta number of the inhabitants of that place* 
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•ddrened them on the importance and ntilily of 
aCborchfiM' the wonUp <^ God in this village-— after "vduch^ 
(they remlTing it to be expedient) a subscription was opened 
for that porpoae, and a considerable amount subscribed^ — a 
committee was then appointed to make further elSbrts to pro- 
tnare subscriptions for that object On Sunday the fkirt of 
llarch, I again visited the villaAe, performed divine service* 
and preached three times to an attentive audience, who per- 
formed their part of the services of our Church adpiirably 
well for a people which had enjoyed no greater advantages 
to become accustomed to the use of our Liturgy. On the eve- 
ninff of the following day, according to previous notice, I assist- 
•dtne inhabitants of the village and its vicinity; 4n organizing 
themselves into an Episcopal Society, agreeably to the law of 
this State, to be known by the name of ** The Protestant Episco- 
pal Society of Union Church in Hitchcocksville.'' The Society 
has acceded to the Constitution and Canons of this Diocese, am 
now wish to be received into union with this Convention. On 
Smxlay the 10th of May^ I aoain perfotmed divine service- 
baptised one infant, and preached tmee times in that place. At 
this time I was highly gratified to learn that they had so far suc- 
ceeded in obtaining funds for the laudable object of building a 
Church, as to have fixed on its dimensions, and a site for its erec- 
tion—it bein^ an eligible piece of ground, presented to the Soci- 
ety by the distuiguwhed sentleman who has been a princmal 
founder uid promoter of that crowing Village, which bears his 
name. I was informed that a building committee had been ap- 
pointed, who had contracted for laying the foundation, and that 
they had fixed upon the 4th davof July next, for laying the cor- 
ner stone of their pew Church. May God in mercy bless and 
prosper this new Parish and rising place, for his honor and wor- 
ship. 

• On the 7th of September last, agreeably to request, I visited 
the place called Wolcottsville, a manufacturing village, in the 
town of Torrington. There I performed divine service, and 
preached a sermon to an apparently serious and attentive con- 
ffregati(m. In. the evening a number of gentlemen called at my 
todgings and stated that the services of a clergyman of our Chorcn 
in ueir village were much desired, and that a considerable sum 
could be raised immediately to remunerate him for his ^servioety 
could one be obtained. I gave them some encouragement of 
again visiting them, but other appointments have hitherto pre- 
vented me. 

' Your Missionary is of opinion that a field for active usefufaieas 
would be opened for a clergyman by dividing his time and aei*- 
tices between the two villages of Hitchcocksville and Wolcotts- 
ville, and he haa^been informed by gentlemen reskUng in thoae 
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plMefltfaajkaboiilfSOOiiiaybe rais^ making 

IkidO'per amniiiit towuds the suf^rt of an Episcopal clergy- 
man to administer to tbmn the woitl of life. These villages are 
distant fitmi each other about ten or tweWe miles, and connect- 
ed, by an excellent turnpike road. After one or two years lbs* 
tering care, 1 believe these parishes would become one of die 
most important country Cures in the Diocese. 
. May ue Great Head of the Church raise up an active labour- 
er for this importantfield of his harvest

Report of the Rev. E. B. Kello^, Missionary at Brooklyn and 

PoiSfret 

Jbthe President of the Society for the promotion of Christian 

Knomedge. 

RiQHT^ Rbv. Sir, — The labours of your Missionary for the 
year past, have been chiefly confined to the above parishes, as 
directed. The number of families who consider themselves as 
beloraing to Trinity Churchy Brooklyn^ cannot be accurately 
statedLlK those who constantly attend our services in tins 
l^ace, the number is about 20. 

Communicant, 28 — New Communicants, 4 ; Baptisms 13, 3 
adults, and 9 children ; Marriages, 1 ; Funeral, 1 ; Sunday 
Sdiplars, 36. The Sunday SchocJ is flourishing. The Teach- 
ets are well informed, and deserve much praise for their unwea- 
ried labours. The Library attached to the School, has been 
selected with care, and amounts in books of every description, 
to 680. 

In ccmsequence of former misfortunes, I found this Parish in a 
broken, and almost ruined condition. Many families who were 
once attached to our spiritual Mother had forsaken her. A pros- 
efyting mint had gone forth. The whole grounds about our 
2iiQn had been reaf^. The rake had even passed over the very 
deanings of the harvest, and few indeed were the scattered ears, 
rar ^ the stranger and the poor." But God has been pleased to 
via^ this interesting Parish, with somethinff of his former mer- 
cies. They now begin to hope that they shall yet do well ; and 
indeed, the following statements will serve to show, that they nol 
oriyA^^done weU, but that others have done well, for thenu 
Tba boose and ^ebe, which once bekunged to the Society^ andj 
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were sold to diachai^ a ddbt» have been redeemed. Six bundled 
dollars for this parpose, were sobscribed by se^en individuals of 
the Parish. Two hundred m(»e, were furnished by a benevolent 
fiiend in Boston* and fifty dollars were received in this ctty. 
Add to this, a kind benefactor in New York, whose name is un* 
known, has given the Parish one hundred and twenty dollars, to 
be expended in the necessary repairs of the house and glebe ; 
and two worshippers belonging to Trinity Church, Boston, (whose 
names are also unknown,^ have granted another hundred for the 
same object. The Parish have also made some material altera- 
tions for the better, in the interiour of their Church. From 
Trinity Church, Boston, they have been presented with hand- 
■omeand appropriate dressings for the Pulpit, Reading Desk, and 
Ahar. The Parish is out of debt, and authorize me to state, 
that they are able to dispense, for the year ensuing, with fifty 
d<rflars of the sum furnished them last season, by the Society 
jbr promoting Christian Knowledge. The redemption of the 
riebe will serve ais a future bond of union to this Society — ^help 
Uiem essentially to support a minister, and we doubt not, will 
prove to them and their children, a permanent blessing. A spir- 
it of confidence is beginning to revive among those, who a year 
a|p>, looked upon this insulated porticni of oor Church vnth a 
dutrustfiil eye. 

The coiun^gation has evidently increased) and I would teixk 
hope, that He who has blessed us outwardly, has not given this 
as our only and better portion. A Bible class composed of the young 
and middle aged, have met on Sunday evening during the past 
winter. I have endeavoured to give them such instructions as I 
coukL The event is left with the •* Giver of good things." To 
the Society for the promotion of Christian Knowlec^, this Par- 
irti is indebted under God, for the benefits of the past year. 
With the continuance of such aid as may be needed, they v?ffi 
look to the future with comfortable hopes. They transmit to 
your Society, $13 37 1-2. 

Parish at PomfreL 

The number of families who attend Church here, is d[>oiit.the 
same as at Brodclyn, and there is the same difficidtv of aseer** 
taining precisely, who among them ai^ willing to be called by our 
name. Communicants, 15 — ^New Commumcants, 3— ^Baptismiil^ 
4-— Marriages, 1 — ^Fmierab,2 — Sunday Schcdarsyfrcffis t5to90« 

The Lilmry belonging to the Schod is not kuge, but tiM 
books in general are wel chosen. This Parish was oi^ganiMfd 
iftMay^ 1828, and received into union bv this ConvenlieB ai 
tbeir uust estting. They are nov^ contemplartfaig die ereetibii e# 
aChwdk IMmensioiiir 50 by 3^ A vtfiiable lot for the fitf- 
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pose, has been given by Charles Hall, Esq. of Harlem. The 
stone, and most of the timber for the building is prepared, and 
the work it is thought, will soon be commenced. 

The Parish however, will not be able to complete their Church 
at present, unless aid should be received from their brethren 
elsewhere. The inconvenience of the place in which we as- 
sembled for worship, and the difficulty of accommodating those 
who are disposed to attend our services, has driven them to the 
necessity of building thus early. Upon the completion of the 
edifice, will depend very many of the benefits which they hoped 
to derive from a new Church. Could it be finished, the pros- 
pects of this infant Parish would be every way encouraging. 
The peculiar circumstances of the surrounding population are 
well known to the President, and need not here be repeated. 
Owing to the burden of the work in hand, they solicit the con- 
tinuance of the same aid granted them by the Society for the 
last year. The blessings of peace, rest upon the bene&ctors of 
thi^ little flock I 

As your Missionary is the only one employed by the Society 
in Windham county, perhaps it may not be deemed improper, 
should he speak of those who are not under his inunediate 
charge. At Plainfield, there are several respectable and wealthy 
famiSes, who are anxious to obtain (as soon as may be) the ser- 
vices of an Episcopal Missionary. In consequence of some en- 
couragement to this effect, they have secured to their use a va- 
cant Meeting-house, near a Factory, a few miles from the.villa^, 
and also a lai^ School house in the village itself. Their wish 
is, that the Missionary may officiate alternately at each. For his 
support, (as 1 am informed) they can raise two hundred dollars, 
and are looking to the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, to supply what else may be necessary. It is the 
opinion of those who have the best opportunity of judging, that 
could a proper Missionary be sent to riainfield, a numerous con- 
gregation might soon^ and certainly be collected. 

Indeed, it is a source of lamentation to the friends of our Zion 
on the Eastern border, that so promising a field should remain 
nnocGujpied ; and especially, to be witnesses of that sickness of 
heart, which springs from " hope deferred."

The following report was read and accepted, and on moticM!, 
the subpined resolution passed : The committee to which was 
Inferred so much of the Bishop's Address as relates to the Ei^ 
copal Academy at Cheshire, have had the same under consicte- 
ration, and respectfully beg leave to report — That from the view 
taken by your committee of past events, they are constrained to 
believe that any union between the church of Cheshire and the 
Academv, is to be deprecated as injurious to the best interests 
of the Church. Experience confirms the correctness of this 
view; nor is it difficult to assign causes for such a consequence. 
The services of a minister div^ed between the care of a school 
and that of a church, must of necessity, be in a^reat decree in- 
efficient The charge of such a parish as Cheshire is quite 
enough to occupy the undivided time of one man. If it should 
be said that the pecuniary circumstances of the parish are not 
such as will enable them to provide themselves with the contin- 
ual services of a clergyman, — in reply to this objection which has 
occurred to your committee, they would answer, that they are 
unanimously of opinion, and they believe that facts justify this 
opinion, that the spiritual prosperity of any parish will be more 
advanced by the parochial services of a clergyman one half of 
the time, than by the regular Simday services of a minister en- 
cumbered with the cares of a school. On an examination of the 
original constitution of the Academy as submitted to the Legis- 
lature of this State at the time of its incorporation, your com- 
mittee have come to the conclusion that the suggestion made by 
our Diocesan in his address, cannot be adoptedby the Conven- 
tion, because it transcends its powers. The Convention has no 
control over the funds of the Academy. The management of 
those fimds is confided to a Board of Trustees appointed by the 
Convention ; and to the Convention belongs also the right of ap- 
pmnting the Principal of the Institution : here its power ter- 
minates. Under the conviction before expressed of the ill con- 
sequences resulting from the union of the Academy and Churdi; 
jwr committee respectfully and unanimously recommend the 
ad^tion of the foUovnng resolution : 

Resolvedf That in the opinion of this Convention it is inei^pe* 
dient that th^ same gentleman should fill the offices of Principil 
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(rf* the Episcopal Academy at Cheihire, and pastor of the Epis- 
copal Congregation in that place.

The Consti- 
tution of the Church Scholarship Society, as amended by a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose, was reported by the president,

The Rev. Mr. Judd from the committee on the state of the 
Church, made the following report, which was read and ac- 
cepted: 

Your Committee on the State of the Church have to regret 
that the very limited time for making their report, precludes ev- 
&ry thing like a minute detail of the circumstances relating to 
the subject presented to their consideration ; but from informa- 
tion communicated, they have the pleasure of presenting to. the 
consideration of the Convention, and through them to the 
Church in this Diocese, something that is encouraging to the 
friends of our Zion. 

Contemplating the field in which it hath pleased the Great 
Head of the Church to place us, and the difficulties that have 
been encountered ; we have much cause of thankfulness for the 
blessings that have attended the efibrts of die servants of God, 
ifi raising to the present condition of comparative prosperity, 
tMl part of his spuitual building. To Sfiy nothing of the prmr 
diOii that our Zion has encountered, the change "from small be- 
filiaingi to its present condition, is evidence of the power of timt 
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blessed ipirit that reitt upon them that worship and serve God 
in sincenty and truth. 

Comparing the situation and the prospects of the Church now 
with what they were when our forefathers laid the foundaticm, 
we have many reasons for grateful acknowledgments to the 
Giver of every good and perfect gift^ and many incentives to 
fervent adoration and increased efforts to extend the borders, 
and to vmter the fields that holy men of God have planted. 
We have the pleasure of seeing new and improved CJhurches, a 
gradual increase of worshippers, an unusual number of fiButhfiil 
iab(M^rs» seminaries of learning to supply deficiencies, societies 
that have efiected something and promise more towards the ex- 
tension of reli^ous knowl^ge, by means of the Bible, prayer 
book and missionaries, to which we may add the Schoiarsoip 
Society, African School, Bible (classes, and Sunday Schools, all 
useful instruments in the hand of Providence for streng[theninff 
the weak, instructing the ignorant, reclaiming the wandering, and 
building up this holy temple to the Lord. 

Although we contemplate what has been done with thankful- 
ness, yet when we look forward to what remains to be accom- 
KUshed, we may well say who is sufficierUfor these things? As 
>ng as sinners are to be found there is room for zealous exer- 
tions for their reformation ; and success cannot be anticipated 
without fervent prayer and laborious efforts. 

In viewing the spiritual condition of our Zion we have the 
happiness to contemplate an increase of theological attainments, 
piety and zeal in her clergy, and of liberality and devotedness 
to her cause among the laity, with harmony of feeling and unity 
of exertion. 

With all these flattering prospects, much room remains for 
improvement, and the more we see doing and done the more 
we shall see to be accomplished. Lukewarmness and a reluc- 
tance to make suitable efforts in the cause of Christ is too evi- 
dent in some sections of the Church, while in other places a too 
sreat devotedness to the world and its vanities paralyzes the ef- 
forts of both ministers and people. The souls of men are of too 
much value to be trifled away for the charms of the world, and 
when men who call on the name of the Lord and look for salva- 
tion to the merits of Christ, can be induced to lend their hearts 
to the pomps and vanities of the world, alarming dangers are to 
be apprehended. 

To seeing the.iiiture prosperity of the Church, the harmoni- 
ous effoits of bdth ministers and people must bring mto action 
the feelings of the heart, the powers of the mind, and the devo- 
tedness of the soul to God. The extemtus of religion may be 
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beautiful and splendid, and the fi>nn of ffodliiieni may ipiead 
far and wide ; but what are these 'mien its power is not 
deeply felt, or when the holy truths seated by the blood of i^xm- 
tles and martyrs are rejected or coldly assented to 7 Tlie smful- 
ness of the human heart must be felt, fiiith in the atoning blood 
of Christ must be consented to in the affections, and all the do- 
ties of Christianity practised, to render the spiritual building of 
God aU glorious within. Sacrifices must be made, and the 
standard of the cross must be raised over the ruins of pride and 
selfishness and vanity, for the safety of our own souls, and the 
souls of our fellow men. 

Churchmen have reason to be thankful for the sacredness of 
their ministry and sacraments, for the purity of their formularies, 
wA the hopeful stabilitv of their doctrines and institutions ; but 
to commend the Church to them that seek the truth, it becomes 
us to adorn the doctrine of God our Saviour in all tkinfi^s. The 
Church built upon the Apostles and Prophets, Jesus Chnst himself 
being the chief corner stone, will never fail, nor can the gates of 
heU prevail against it ; but they who will hasten tte time when 
men shaU see eye to eye^ must be valiant for the truth to that end. 
Churchmen who love the Church, will not let present attainments 
satisfy their expectations ; but forgetting those tkinsrs which are 
behind and reaching forth unto those things thai are before^ they 
wiU press toward the mark for the prize of the high calling of 
Ood in Christ Jesus. 

The Convention separated for the purpose of electing dele- 

Ktes to the General Convention. In the house of cleria3mem- 
rs of the Convention, the Rev. Mr. Croswell, the Rev. Mr. 
Wheaton, the Rev. Mr. Burhans, and the Rev. Mr. Sherwood, 
were elected. In the house of lay delegates, Mr. Richud Ad- 
ams, Mr. Samuel Tudor, Mr. Phillip S. Galpin, and Mr. Sam- 
qel W. Johnson, were elected. On motion, 

Resolved, That in case of the invalidity or indisposition of any 
of the above named delegates to attend tne Greneral Convention, 
the ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese be authorised to ap- 
point a substitute or substitutes. 

On motion. 

Resolved, That the thanks of this Convention be given to ihe 
Rev. Professor Humphreys, for his sermon preached at the 
opening of this Convention : and to the Rev. Mr. HaiK^ for hb 
sermon preached last evening in behalf of the Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge. 

The following resolution was offered, and after an animated 
discussicm, was unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That this Convention views with gratification Ihe 
enlaiged^ operations of the Domestic and Foreign Misoonary

J. J. Robertson, a Missionary of the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Eplsco^l 
Church in the United States ; the Rev. Harry Fincbi from the Die* 
cese of New Jersey ; and the Rev. Russell W. Wheeltr« from the 
Biocese of Nevi^ tork ; and Mr. Fitch W. Taylor, and VLt. Charies

The Rt. Bat. Bishop Brownell, agreeably toihe 45th Cation of the 
General Convention of 1808^ '' providing for aaaccntatt tiow of the 
^ale of theChocch,*' delivered the following 

ADDRBSS^ 

Jifybrdhrmqf Vie Cletgy and of ihe Laily : ' 

The course of time has brought us to another of thosltf perioidi^ 
when we are accustomed to assemble together for mutual counsel and 
eocouragemtot, and to devise such measures as, with the divine bles- 
sing, may. conduce to the weUare and prosperity of our Zion. It is a 
season of mach interest to ourselves and to the Church. Wear6 
natarally led to review the events of the past year, and to inquire 
what we have done to. advance the cause of our divine Risdeemer. 
We bring forwmrd a record of our labors, and a statement of the 
condition of those portions of the Church which constitute t|iei|phere 
of onr respective duties. . It must lead us into an inquiry as to thn 
fidelity with which we have discharged our trusts, and to a gratefiil 
i^ecogoition of the divine agency where our labors have been piet* 
pered. The lights which we bring together serve to aid us ia oar 
cooaseb; and as^nseof oerown imperfections, which a rttiesr of 
iba past cannot fail to inspire, must lead tre to s^k that dirine ditec* 
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lion and assistaoce, without which all our consultalioot are but Taio, 
and all oar labors oielesi. 

Since oar last annoal ineetiiie, I ha? e had ample opportooities of 
witnessiog the condition of the Charch at laige, as weU as ia our own 
particolar diocese. The survey has been higblj encoor^guigy and 
soch as shonld animate oor eiertions in the caose of primitife tiwth 
and order. In the month of Jane last, I attended the ezaminathm* 
and the C6mm€MeemeHt of onr General Theological Seminanr, estab- 
lish^ at New York. This Institution will haye its salotary infloeMs 
esteoded, and its permanency secored, by the monificent bequest ef 
ood hundred thoosand dollars, to be derived from the estate of flie 
late Mr. Khone, after the decease of his widow. It is greatly to be. 
lamented, that so few of our candidates for Holy Orders avail them- 
selves of the advantages which this Seminary presents. So far as 
they are deterred by considerations in regard to the expense, may ^e 
net hope that a remedy will soon be found in the beneficence of the 
iHends of the Church. 

In August last, I attended the meeting of the General Conventim 
of our dhurch, at Philadelphia. Its proceedings were highly inter- 
esting ; and Uie Report on the state of the Church, presents such k' 
view or the prosperity of the several Dioceses, as should call Airtfi 
our thankfulness to the great Shepherd and Bishop of souls, who 
watches over them. The Right Rev. Dr. Meade was consecratedim, 
Assistant Bidiop of Vii^nia ; and two new dioceses, Kentucky vid 
Tennessee, were received into union with the Convention. 

At the request of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Sociel;y IfT 
our Church, I have made an extensive Tour through those w es te rn 
and southern States of the Union, which are not under the jurifdic- 
tioQ of any Bishop of our Church | for the purpose of perfonniog 
such Episcopal offices as ^might be desired, to visit the Alissionarj 
stations established by the society, and to take a general survey of the 
ccitintrtr, for the purpose of designating such other Missionary stUHons 
as mignt be usefully established. A summary Report of this Yiflte* 
tiori has been made to the Board of Directors of the Society, ft aniy 
suffice, for the present occasion, to state, that something more tlMB 
doe-third of the past year has been devoted to this Visitation. Dttr^ 
ing which time, 1 have travelled nearly six thousand miles ; preach^ 
or assisted at divine service, seventy-four times ; administered the 
sacrament of the Lord's Supper on several occasions ; baptjtM 
twenfy-two children, and twelve adults ; administered the holy rkeiof 
Cpnfirmitiob, in sieven parishes, to one hundred and fbrtv-two "per- 
sijns ; consecrated the churches at Lexington and Louisville in KdB'- 
tucky, at Natchez, Jefferson, and Woodville, in Mississippi, aJMl «C 
New Orleans, in Louisiana. I also admitted the Rev. JohnC. POrtiir; 
of .the diocese of Mississipj[>i, to the Holy Order of Priests. Fn*^ 
course of my visit to Louisiana and Alabama, I presided at Conria- 
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(ions for the regular orgaQization of the Church in those States. 
Preltminnry measures were also taken, at these ConveotioDSyfor uoit- 
ing the Churches of Mississippi, Louisiana, and Alabama, into a 
Souih'JVestem Diotete. At the next meeting of tbe General Conven- 
tioDy It IS probable that these measures may be so matured, as to open 
the way for the consecration of a resident Bishop, to preside ofer the 
concerns of the Church in this interesting portion of our country. It 
is probable, too, that mesisures will soon be taken, by the Dioceses of 
Kentucky and Tennessee, for the election and consecration of a Bish- 
op, whose administrations may be extended over the Jiorih'fVtiterfi 
portion of the Union. Such arrangements would open a wide region 
for the extension of the institutions of our Churchy and must pro?e 
highly auspicious to the cau^e of religion in tbe West. 

It is with the most grateful recollections, that I avail myself of this 
opportunity to acknowledge tbe conliality and kindness with which I 
was every where received during my visitation. I could not but 
esteem myself happy , in being regarded by the scattered members of 
our communion in the West, as the messenger and voucher of the 
fijrrapathies of their Eastern brethren. It is my constant prayer to 
the great Head of the Church, that these sympathies may not be sufier- 
e J to languish ; that the religious intercourse which has been so favor- 
ably commenced between the East and the West, may be continued and 
enlarged, and that it may be abundantly blessed by the promotion of 
])are and undefiled religion in our own hearts, and in the dissemina- 
tion of it among our distant brethren. 

The various avocations devolving on me, after so long an absencej 
hare rendered my visitations in this Diocese, during tbe Spring sea- 
son, less extensive than I could have wished. In the course of the 
past year, however, about the usual number of Parishes have been 
visited. 

Many of these Parishes have not required the performance of any 
of those offices which are now to be reported, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the 45th canon of our Church. 

Since the last annual Convention, I have administered the Holy Rite 
of confirmation in the following Parishes of this Diocese, viz. : 

In Simsburv to 4 persons — Meriden, 18 — Middletown, 23 — Nor- 
wich, 20— Salem, 26— Waterbury, 26 — WateYtown, 16 — Woodbury, 
10— Washington, 4 — New Preston, 12— New Milford, 8— Kent, 6— 
Sharon, 14— Salisbury, 13 — Milton, 8— Northfield, 6— Monroe, 9— 
Trom^ull, ll — Pomfret, 10 — In all, to 242 persons. 

The fbllowing Ordinations have taken place during the past year, 
viz.— On the 3d of September, in St. John's church, Woodbury, I 
adnlitted the Rev. Wm. Lucas to the Holy Order of Priests ; on the 
6th of September, in St. Andrew's church, New Preston, I admittied 
tbe Rev. Harry Finch to the Holy Order of Priests ; and this day, I 
Jiare admitted the Rev. Norman Pinney to the same holy office. 
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I have consecrated live churches, since the last annual Coovenfion: 
\iz :— St. Andrew's Charch, Simsbury ; Trinity Church, Southiog- 
ton ; Christ Church, Norwich ; St. Paul's Chapel, New-Haven, and 
Christ Church, Pomfrct. Three other churches are nearly ready for 
consecration, and arrangements are in progress for the erection of 
three or four more. The new edifice erected by the Parish of Christ 
Church, HartfordfWas consecrated, during my absence, by the kindness 
yf the Rt. Rev. Bishop Ilobart. 

Four new Parishes have been organized during the past year, from 
which applications will be made to be received into union with this 
Convention. 

Great changes have taken place among our brethren of the Clergy, 
since our last meeting. The Rev. Smith Miles, of Chatham, the Rev. 
Joseph Perry, of New-Haven, the Rev. Daniel Somers of Norwalk, 
and the Rev. William H. Judd, who was performing the duties of a 
Missionary in the State of Alabama, have been removed by death.-— 
^hile we bow, with humble submission, to these dispensatioaa of Di- 
vine Providence, we cannot fail to be admonished to remember oar 
own frailty, and to redouble our diligence in our Master's canae ; and, 
while we view the scanty number of the laborers, and the abundance 
of the hurvest,we must feel constrained to pray to the Lord of thehaf- 
vest, that he would send forth more laborers into his harvest The 
Rev. $amue1 Fuller h(«8 received a dimissory letter to the Eastern 
Diocese, the Rev. William Shelton to the Diocese of New- York, the 
Rev. Harry Finch to the Diocese of New-Jersey, and the Rev. Francis 
L. Hawks to the Diocese of Pennsylvania. The Rev. Palmer Dyer 
has relinquished the editorial charge of the Episcopal Watchman, and 
returned to the Diocese of New- York. The Rev. Birdsey G. Noble, 
who haid relinquished the Parish of Middletown, and removed to the 
Diocese of New-Jersey, previous to the last Convention, hat since that 
tune received a dimissory letter to that Diocese* The accessions to 
the Diocese have not been equal in number to these losses which It has 
sustained. The Rev. Richard Peck has exhibited to me letters dimiss- 
ory from the Eastern Diocese, and has taken the charge of the Parish 
of Hnntington ; the Rev. Christian F. Cruse', with letters dimissory 
from the Diocese of New- Jersey, has accepted the office of Principal 
of the Episcopal Academy at Cheshire. The Rev. Ulysses M. Wheel- 
er, from the Diocese of New- York, is officiating as Mmister crf'the Pa- 
rish of Woodbury. The Rev. Charles Smith has presented dimivory 
letters from the same Diocese, and is officiating in the Parish of Fur- 
field, and the Rev. John S. Stone, from the Diocese of Maryhmdi has 
accepted the station of Associate Rector of Trinity Churdi, New-Hft> 
ven.— -There have also been several removals within the Dioces^ dnr- 
iagthe past ye^ur. The Rev. George C. Shepard has removed fimn 
the Parish of Hebron to that of Stratford. The Rev. Asbbel Steele 
has removed from Stratford to the Parish of Essex Borough. The 
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Kef* Alpheus Geer hai lemoved from the Parish of Waterbury tothut 
of Hebron. The Rev. Wm. Lucas lias removed from Woodbury to 
the Pfeuish of Litchfield. The Rev. Joseph T. Clark has removed 
from the Parish of Woodbridge, to that of St. Peter's Church, Ply. 
mouth. Attd the Kev. Reuben Sherwood has resigned the Parish of 
Norwalk^ and accepted the station of Rector of Uie Hartford Aca- 
demy. 

The following persons are now candidates for Holy Orders, in this 
Diocese, viz.— -Charles Bradley, John Morgan, Joseph Scott, Oliver 
Hopion, Allen C. Morgan, William Walter, Ourdon S. Coit, Robert 
A. Hallam, Fitch W. Taylor, Hobart M. Bartlett, Levi H. Corson, 
and Edward Jones and Augustus O. Caesar, men of color, who are 
destined as Missionaries to Africa. — Eight of the above named candi- 
dates are alumni of Washington College. May we not hope that this 
Institntion will prove a nursery to the Church ? 

TJie Act is now becoming generally known, that the greatest bin- 
dnmce to the eitension of our Communion arises from the inadequate 
number of our Clergy. Such has been the growth of the Church, that 
the sopplj has by no means kept pace with the demand. It is obvious, 
Ultt«lbre» that the principal efforts of Episcopalians should be directed 
to the edocation of pious young men for the sacred ministry. Under 
these circamstances, our academies and colleges, and all institutions 
which iadlitate this important object, become doubly interesting to us. 
But It will be in vain to look to our literary institutions for an adequate 
supply of candidates for Holy Orders, unless they are aided by the co- 
operation of education Societies. The sacred profession holds out few 
worldly allorements to young men of enterprize ; and few will be in- 
doced to embrace it, except those who are urged to it by a strong sense 
of religious duty. It is to be lamented too, that a great portion of the 
SODS of wealthy parents are educated in habits which indispose them 
toao sacred and self-denying a profession. The chief resource of the 
Chorch most be sought among the youth of piety and of talents, whose 
drcomstances in life have not subjected them to the severe temptations 
of wealth and ambition. The experience of other denominations of 
Christians has taught them to look to such resources. The American 
Eldaeation Society, composed chiefly of the Congregational and Pres- 
byterian denominations, has now four hundred beneficiaries under its 
charge, who are designed for the ministry in their communion. Un- 
ion wt would see the Church languish and decline, and unless we are 
wiUing to abandon it to the ministrations and instructions of other de« 
nooirinations, we must make corresponding exertions. Yonngmen 
whose piety would lead them to embrace the sacred office, and whose 
taloDts would qualify them to adorn it, but who have not the peconiary 
moans of obtaining a competent education must be assisted. Such 
jTOOths are to be found. The experience of the Ckureh SAolank^ 
Sbcutg has demonstrated this fact. There have beien many more 
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ttppUcatkmt ioi aid, than te fondi could rdiere. The coEWtioiMi wbicii 
have been auMle ia this Diocaw, io behalf of the Church SchobtsUp 
Society^ hive aliwdj idbrded impertant aid to thiiteea yooDg witn^who 
are prepariBf themeelvet for Holy Orden. I earoestly hq>e that its 
meiM of beni^&oeiice may be eolar^, and that tiniihir tSbrU any be 
put forth io every other Diocese io the Uoioo. 

The ^ Society for the PromotioD of Christian Knowledge^' does Mt 
eiert that efficiency which it« important objects demand. The fundi 
lahkh come Into its treasury result entirely from the canon of ibe 
Convention which reqaires parochial collections^ and are akogetlior 
independent of any infloenoe of tbe Society. Indeed, the Boatd 
of IHrectors is so constituted as to preclude the practicability of any 
ometinif, eicept during the session of the Convention, wliin 
there is no time afibrd^ for deliberation If some more e ffi ci ea t 
organisation should not be devisedi I would recommend tHe 
afipointment of a Standing Committee of the Board, residing near 
to each other, and to whom the active operations of the SodtiyshmjlM 
Im confided. j-. 

The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, estabUsbed |gr w 
Goneral Convention of our Church, has within the last year osMMfti* 
cod a must auspicious course, and has received the most uoequifonsJ 
proofii of the public favor. A wide field for its enterprize ims bosn 
opened. Abundant proof has been afibrded that there is no wtuitaf 
seal and liberality in the Church, for tbe support of Missiona ri es*** 
But tiie discouraging &ct b now disclosed, that duly qualified Misrioa* 
aries are not to be obtained, to supplv the demand for them ; tima«f* 
fording another evidence that the first and greatest effiNts ofitlie 
Clrarch slmuld be directed to the education of pious young pmb Amt htr 
Mmistry. A general education society should be established* TfH 
tliis measure is accomplished, or something equivalent toltfOfitfaerthe 
General Seminary, nor the General Missionary Society can adequalo* 
ly fulfil the objects for which they are designed, and our vacant |Miilb- 
€S Bsost remain udsupplied.. 

Jify Brethnn of th9 Clergy :— 

To us tkt present season is peculiarly interesting. We have wei 
together Jto take counsel of each other in relation to those great con- 
cerns which constitute the occupation and business of our Uvea. Jbtt 
us prajr Qod to free our minds from all error, prejudice and pride, and 
to inspire us with a sincere desire for the promotion of his glory, 9md 
the welfare of his Church.

St Every member who shall be in the convention when any question 
is put, shall on a division' be counted, unless he be particularly interest- 
ed in the decision. 

9. No motion shall be considered as before the house, unless it be 
seconded, and reduced to writing when required. 

10. When any question is before the convention, it shall be deter- 
mlne4 on before any thing new is introduced, except for adjournment. 

11. The question on a motion for adjournment shall be taken before 
any otheri and without debate. 

12. When the convention is to rise, every member shall keep his seat 
until the President leave the chair.

Art. 4. The Secretary shall keep a register of the names of the 
members and donors, with the amount of their contributions ; and a 
record of the collections made in congregations or by Auxiliary Socie« 
lies. 

Art. 5. Ail monies received for the bene6t of the Society, shall be 
subject to the order of the Board, and shall be by them appropriated 
to tne purposes S|>edfied in Article 3. 

Art. 6. Persons contributing one dollar annually shall be members 
of the Society : those who contribute five dollars at one time shall be 
members for life ; and those who contribute twenty dollars shall be 
patrons. 

Art. 1. There shall be divine service, and a sermon; or addresses, 
delivered at every annual session of the Conventioni^and a collection 
made for the benefit of the Society. 

Art. 8. The B<Nurd shall make an annual report of their proceed- 
ings to the Convention ; and the Treasurer shall also make a report 
of the state of the funds, which reports, or so much of them as tlie 
Convention may direct, shall be entered on the Journals.

The Church in Kent haye suffered losses by death, and have been ra* 
ther depressed by their exertions in erecting, by their small number, 
their church edifice, but are now in a measure, through the Divine 
goodness, recovering from this transi^t pressured They acknowledge 
with gratitude the donation from the parish of Hartford, (a parish ever 
public spirited and liberal,) of one hundred dollars, the only aid ob- 
tamed OMt of their own limits. To Him — all whose deci^ops are 
wisdom and perfection, they commit their concerns* 

St. PauPi Oiurch, Wallingfordy — The Rev, Ashhel Baldwin^ Rector. 
During the last year, I have performed divine service in this Church 
one half the time ; and when the weather was favorable, the congre- 
gation has been large and respectable At present, there are 85 
fanulies belonging to the parish. A considerable number of fainilies 
also, belonging to the Wells Society, are regular attendants^ and sonie 
of tliem join in the service, having supplied themselves with Prayer 
Books. At Easter, 1829, the parish of Northford agreed to unite 
with this Church, agreeable to recommendation of the Convention, In 
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Gobsequ^nce or wliicli union, I was necetiiiated to reduce my services 
in this Church, from tiro-thirdi to one-half the time.

Divine service has been attended by me in this Parish 22 Sundays 
the past year ; and when I have not been present, the Church has 
been opened, and the service conducted by a Lay-Reader. Thei« is 
belonging to this parish, a very good Library, consisting of Standard 
Works, written by the most eminent divines of the English, and Amc* 
rican Churches. Unanimity and harmony prevail among the mem- 
bers of this Congregation, and the Church is generally wefi attended. 
A Bible cl»B9 consisting of 20 young persons, have been very regular at- 
tendants at the lectures appointed for that purpose, and have made great 
improvement in their knowledge of the Holy Scriptures. There are 
ahout 40 numbers of the Children's Alagazine taken in the two So- 
cieties. Besides regular Sunday services, I have attended weekly 
Lectures In different parts s>( the Cure, about two days in each week 
through the year. 

Number of Families, 30 ; No. of Baptisms, 6 ; No. of Commoni- 
cants 4 ; No, of Marriages, 3 ; No. of Funerals, 5; No. of Sunday 
Scholars, 26. 

The Parish of Northford at their meeting on I^t Easter Monday, 
resolved to disconnect themselves from this Cure, and I am informed, 
they are to be supplied with occasional services by a Clergynan firotik 
some distance. Whether this arrangement has been nmde, hj the per- 
mission and advice of the ecclesiastic^ authority, agreeably to th^ 
Canon regulating Cores, I have not been advised. 

Parishes of Guilford and Nonh-Quilford^-^The Rev. David BaUfmin, 

Rector, 
Nb g(reiit alteration has taken place in these Parishes since the laat 
Convention. The services have been regularly performed, and the 
ordinances duly administered to devout and attentive audiences. There 
have been occasional evening Lectures in the Church in Guilfoni, dnr- 
ibg the Festivals and Fasts. From this parish there have been aever- 
al removals the last year. 

The Parish in North-Guilford are in a measure relieved ftom their 
depression in consequence of their loss by the Eagle Bank. They have 
lately realused a legacy from Mrs. Ruth Johnson, the intefestof which 
is to be applied to the support of the Gospel.

Report qfBev. Stephen Bioeh^ Rector of St. Johns Churchy Salisbury, 
amd Munonary'in Canaan and HitchcocksvilU. 

The Hector of St. John's Church, Salisbury, has been absent from 
this Chorch one third part of the Sundays during the past year, when 
the ienricei hare been conducted and sermons read by Laymen. I 
hare officiated as missionary one fourth part of the Sundays in the 
town of Canaaui and the remaining Sundays I have spent in mission- 
ary labors in Union Church, Hitcbcocksrille. 

The namber of Communicants belonging to St. John's Church, 
Salisbury, is, added 4 — removed 3 — died 1 — now belonging, K ; 
Number of Communicants in Canaan, 12 ; whole number 34 ; mar- 
rii^gie8,4 ; Fonerals, 14 ; Sunday Scholars, 55 ; Sunday School Teach- 
ers, 8. A Female Sunday School Society, connected with the General 
Bjpwcopal Sunday School Union, contributes greatly to the promotion 
ot Sunday School instruction in the Parish of St. John's. 

Trinity Churchy Newtown^ — The Rev. Daniel Burhans^ Rector. 

Baptisms 95— adults 2, Infants 33 ; Marriages 11 ; Funerals 18 ; 
Families 214; Communiccinls about 300. 

This large and flourishing Parish commenced in 1732, with three 
families under the cure of the Rev. John Beach, Missionary from the 
Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign parts. His su- 
perior talents, called into action by a fervent piety, and correct views 
of the distingaished doctrines of the apostolic Church, inculcated 
by Mr.' B. soon overcame the prejudices of a few of his former Pa- 
rishiooers, while a Congregational minister. Id about two years 
they erected a house for public worship. And through the unwea- 
ried labors of Mr. B. and the idfluence of a well chosen Theologi- 
cal Library, he brought from England, which he constantly loaned to 
all who would read, an excitement was made, and a serious inquiry 
became prevalent ; upon the validity of Presbyterian ordination — 
upon the antiquity, and scriptural evidence of Liturgies, and the doc- 
trines of Calvinism. These inquiries soon produced large acces- 
sions to the Church : verifying the often remark, ** that great is truth 
nnd it will prevail," and proving what universal experience confirms, 
that where Episcopacy and prescribed forms of prayer, accompanied 
with the doctrines of free grace, agreeable to the thirty nine articles, 
are explained and properly enforced, the church, although it may 
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be flloir in growtii, will, tike the towering cedar, become ttable, ttead- 
fatt and immoveable. 

While on the other hand, the amalgnmating principlei ttf the iq^, 
under the falfle colors of liberality* will prove the untempered bmw- 
tar, that will mar the walls of oar spiritnal Zion ; and the wm 
even of God's own planting will become a sicklj plant* and wither 
and die. 

Although through the Revolutionary war the Parish toffered imich 
— ^yet as says Dr. Bochanan, " these willt" as thev did, ** preaenre a 
church in the worst oftimes." Hence, when Mr. Beach died io I l$t, 
aged 81, having been the Rector of this Parish 50 yean, there were 
about 100 families, and between 80 and 90 communicants. A better 
informed and more happy Parish perhaps never eiiated aiAce the 
apostolic age. 

In 1786, the late Rev. Philo Penv took the cbam of the Parish 
under whose mild, pious, and faithful ministrations, the Jncreese was 
more rapid. In 1 792, they completed the third chorch| and m 1798, 
Mr. Peny died, universally lamented, aged 45. The mimbcr of 
communicants, at this period, was 150. The vear ibllowfav, the 
present incumbent was instituted Rector. The church haa stillMpt 
her coarse of improvement till within a short period. Having loat 
through the failure of the Eagle Bank, some part of the fbodi which 
in 1823, amouQted to about j^9000, principally raised fay volohtary 
contributious. Owing to the existing laws, respecting becoming mem- 
bers of religious Societies, they have found it difficult to fill op their 
funds : and yet there are about 2 1 4 families generally in easy circnm- 
stances — so much so, that the last winter they raised ^1000, and 
formed an auxiliary to the Scholarship Society : and are abandantly 
able, (and no doubt wilt,) by the first of November next, (as the pre- 
sent Rector has mutually united with the Parish, to resign Discharge, 
agreeable to the 32d Canon at the above period,) give a CiecgynaD a 
handsome support : notwithstanding the Eastern. part of the Pkriah 
called Zoar, have, owing to their local situation, being from 4 to 7 
miles distant from the Church, formed a New Parish by the naoM of 
St. James' which now includes only 45 families, if granted by this Con- 
vention, leaving the old Parish 169. ' During my ministry in thia Pariah 
30 years, t have admitted into the Church by the sacrament of Bap- 
tism, 1350, and presented to the Bishop for con 6rmation about 400--- 
admitted to the lloly Communion 302 ; which 1 charitably hope may 
be among the seals of my ministry in the great day of accoeD(,wben 
all will be judged according to the deeds done in the body. And I 
would embrace this opportunity to recommend these pariahea to the 
prayers, patronage and friendship of the Church in generaU and (o 
the Bishop and Clergy of this Diocese in particular. 

N. B. The Sunday School has greatly increased owing to the aaal 
of a few Gentlemen and Ladies, with the aid of the Female Charitable 
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Society of Triaity Cburcb, Newtown. Their Juveailc or Sunday 
School Library consists of aboat 200 voluoies, from 40 to 400 pages 
each) end they are ia uoioD with the General Protestant Epiicopal 
Stmday School. 

Ckurchei in Bethany and Amity ^ — The Rev. Joseph T. Clark, Rector, 

Until Within the last 3 weeks, my services have been divided between 
the Parish at Bethany and the society in Amity. In the last named 
socMtf, no material alteration has taken place, and so long as it com- 
priaes to&r different denominations perhaps little can be expected. 
The Pariah in Bethany are now engaged in repairing the church. 
A GOOiiiderBfale sum must necessarily b^ expended in order to accom- 
pUsh what is oow in contemplation, and considerable zeal has been 
manifasted in raising the sum required. The Parish (with the ex- 
Ci^ilioD of my removal) is in much the same condition as at the time 
of the last report. 

The oiwiher of funerals is 7 ; Baptisms, 8 ; marriages* 6 ; com- 
mttnicaots, 1 added — ^whole number, 115. 

On the 16tb of May, I relinquished the charge of Bethany, and 
rnmoved to Plymouth. Of this Parish I am unable to make any par- 
ticular report at present. During the residence of the Rev* Mr. 
Harris, six months ending May 9tb, the number of funerals was 9 ; 
Baptisms, 6, and one marriage. I have also baptized one, and attend- 
ed one marriage. The number of communicants is about 1 13. The 
Sunday School is in 9 prosperous condition, and numbers 81 scholars. 

Sim SUphcn^s and Union Churches, East Haddam, and Killingworth, — r 

The Rev. Peter G. Clarke, Rector 

The Rector has the satisfaction to represent this Cure as being in 
a BBore flotirishing condition at present, than at any former period 
since his connection with it. He has made it a uniform practice, for 
many aonthf past, to preach on Sunday evenings in different districts 
of Jim parishes, which has resulted in much apparent good to their 
prosperity. 

The Care has two Sunday Schools in connexion with the P. £• S. 
S. Union. That of St. Stephen's Church, since its establishment, 
has by Ar exceeded our expectations ; — both as it regards the emu- 
latioo and pleasare produced among its scholars — as well as the firm 
and increasing interest taken in it, by their parents and guardians. 

Bntila present happy and useful effects on the minds of its schol- 
ars—its toidisocy to make them punctual and interested attendants on 
the wotahip of the church, as well as cultivating a decided mutual in- 
tereal and pleasure among the parents, are but a small part of the 
Ueasiiigs, which may be safely anticipated, — for it is storing their 
yooQg and tender minds with that divine knowledge which is so essen- 
tial t(»tbefliy for becoming pipus, wdeat and qowavering members of 
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the blessed and undivided Cborch of the Redeener, to which we 

belong. 

The Sunday School of Union Church has but just commencedj bat 
under prospects equally flattering.

St. PauVs Church Brookfieldy-^Tke Rev. Joseph S. GoveU, Afctor. 

The number of families attached to this church, is 88 ; Commii- 
nicants, — added 9, died 5, whole number 79 ; Baptismit 6 iofknts ; 
Marriages, 6 ; Funerals, 8. 

The Sunday School organized upon the plan of the Genenl Pro- 
testant Episcopal Sundrty School Union consists of 60 acliolan, an« 
der the instruction of eight teachers, superintended by the Rector, 
who is constantly employed with the teachers, endeaToring to inpsurt 
instruction to each class, by way of reflection or expUasCiODy which 
he has reason to believe, has added much to the prosperity of the 
school, and seems to be a means of increasing the attechasent of the 
children to their minister, so that he is enabled to impart some useful 
instruction to them whenever he meets them in their respectire fam- 
ilies. We have a Sunday School Library commenced, eonslstiiig of 
40 volumes. The Children's Magazine is introduced into ahnost 
every family of children. 

The ladies of the parish, during the past year, have formed them- 
selves into a charitable association, whose object is to assist the poor 
children of the parish, that they may be enabled to attend oo Sonday 
School instruction, and to render some assistance in increasiiig the 
library. 

During the season of Lent, I increased my labors bj visiting my 
people, and by preaching on every Wednesday, in the different 
districts of my parish, which has been the means of addiB|( to the 
number of my congregation on Sunday, and my eameat nnjer is, 
that it may be the means, by the blessing of God, of addug. to the 
number of those who are the true followers of the Lord Jesos Christ 

Upon the whole, we think that the prospects of the church' in this 
parish, are quite encouraging. 

Our church, on Sundays, is generally full and very attentive. 
Though we have much to lament on account of the great loke- 
warmness and worldly- mindedness among the professon of Christ's 
religion, and of inattention to the great salvation, amonc those, who 
by baptism have put on Christ, still we are encoaraged to heliefe 
that God is giving an increase to our labors, in the gradnal advance- 
ment of pure and undefiled religion, and a spirit of inquiry into the 
distinctive principles of the chrurch. 

On account of some other expenses of the parish, there has been 
no collection taken for the society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge ; but shall be attended to in a short time. 
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-Sr, Mark's Churchy Bridgewaitr^ — The Rev. Joseph S. Ckrvell, Reelor^.

1 haye officiated in this parish, during the past year, eight Sundays 
besides aeverat times on a day of the week. 

The prospects of ad? ancing the interests of the church here, are 
still ferjf evcoqraging. The* numbers that take a part in our admira- 
bte setTiee, are Increasing. Within a short time, I hare distributed 
one dozen tod a half of prayer-books, principally to persons who 
never used them before. 

A spirit of inquiry into th6 doctrines and distinctive principles of 
tbe church, is gone forth, and bringing many who a short time ago« 
were strong^y-'prejadcced against it, and would think it a sin to attend 
upon berservicei, to believe that she possesses the true faith, once 
delivered to the saints. We labor under very great inconvenience 
on acconnt'of not having n private house sufficiently large to accom- 
ropdite our bearers. We have lately thought of undertadEing to erect 
a church, but on account of the feeble state of the parish, I have not 
urged it. Could we obtain the sum of three hundred dollars, we 
should undertake It immediately, which would be the means of finally 
establishing the pariah, and greatly increasing her numbers. 

Parish of Trinity Church, (including Trinity Church and Si. Paul's 
Chapel,) New Haven — The Rev, Harry Crosvell, Rector; the Rev- 
John S, Stone, Associate Rector. 

Baptisms, 42 ; Marriages, 10 ; Burials, 54, of irhom 14 were 
commutiicants ; New Communicants, 15 ; whole number of Com- 
mnnieants about 480. 

Since the last Convention, the Chapel commenced by the Parish, 
daring the paist year, has been finished and consecrated-; and is now 
supplied with regular services by the Rector and his Associate, alter- 
nately. This Chapel is a fine Gothic structure, of substantial stone 
work, 101 feet in length, including the towers, with an audience- 
room 80 by 60 feet, and a lecture and vestry-room in the basement, 
occupying the same space. — The Pews, both in the Church and 
Chapel, with very few exceptions, are rented and occupied — the 
parish having received, within a late period, very considerable ac- 
cessions, from the increase of the City and other caqses. The 
monthly meetings of the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, have been continued during the year, except when 
omitted for unavoidable reasons. The Sunday School, in connection 
ivith the General Union, having been divided into two branches, has 
r^rv much increased, and now contains about 300 pupils* with a 
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regular supply ol' com|>eteDt and ezperieoced teachers. Bible aoil 
Liturgy classes are continued as hitherto, besides Pastoral Visits and 
iSrening Lectures. The present Associate Rector has been called 
and settled with entire unanimity — a spirit of harmony prevails — 
and the affairs of the Parish, by the blessing of God, still continue in 
a highly prosperous condition. 

St. Piter's and Christ Churches, Oxford,— Tlie Rev. IVxlliam A. Cur- 

tht late Rector, 

My report of the state of the Churches which form mj carci will 
embrace a period of two years, as they were not represeotcd in (be 
Conyention of 1889. During this term, I hare admitted into the 
Church of Christ, by the ordinance of holy Baptism, 72 penona, of 
whom 12 were adults ; 19 have been confirmed by theBuhop, and 
13 have been added to the communion; the number of marriages 
which I have solemnized is 1 1 ; and 17 have been removed by death. 
The whole number of families, iVho may be considered as attached 
to the Episcopal Church in Oxford, may be computed at 80 — having 
received an augmentation of 17, within the last two years; bat I 
have to regret the removal of several of the roost zealous sapport- 
hn of the Church. Within a few months past, a very liberal indi- 
vidual, from whom the Society of St. Peter's has already received 
benefiictions to a considerable amount, has made a farther donation 
of a hoase, soitable for a Parsonage, and 20 acres of land anncswd : 
from the avails of which the Society of Christ (Ibarch is to receive 
a legacy of 200 dollars. 

The latter Society contemplate patting their house of worabip in 
a state of complete repair, and new painting it» in the coone of the 
summer — and preparations are makingfor that purpose. This Church 
has received much benefit from the establishment of a Sunday 
School ; as well from the religious knowledge acquired by the chil- 
dren, as by the salutary effect produced through their impMveflMnt 
and influence, upon the parents. The books we have used, have been 
those furnished for the " Protestant Episcopal Sunday School Union.'' 
At present, the Churches of Oxford are destitute of the ministrations 
of the Gospel— my connection with them having lately expired. 

St. Andrew^s Churchy New Preston — The Rev. Harry Finch, loU Rector * 
Families, added 1, whole number 71 ; Communicants^ added 15, 
whole number 77 ; Baptisms, adults 4, infants 8, whole number 12 ; 
Confirmed 12; Funerals 6 ; Sunday Scholars 40; Teachers, ^0; 
collection for the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, 

Church at Milton, — The Rev. Truman Marsh, Rector ; the Rev. Harrn 

Finchy Assistant Minister.

40. It it with great satisiaction that the Rector is able to report the 
flourishing state of this new Church. Owing to the munificence of 
aeyeral pious individuals, theAinds of the Parish have been consid^ 
erably enhanced, so as to engage his services the past year, forty -five 
Gandays. The Siunday School is well organized, and punctually at- 
tended* Although the Rector is not aware thut any unusual attention 
to religion has existed the past year ; yet he is persuaded- that there 
is amoDg its members a growing attachment to the services of the 
Church, and a gradual increase of its members. 

JSt. Peter* s Churchy Hebron^ and Christ Churchy Middle Haddam, — 
The Rev. Alpheut Gear, Cfficiating Minister, 

As I have but just entered dpon my duties in these parishes, I 
shall be unable to render a full account of their present condition. 
The Society of Hebrou I find on examination, is extended over a 
coosiderable extent of country, which as yet, renders it- difficult for 
me to ascertain their numbers. From the report of the Rev. Mr. 
Shepbard, the former Rector of this Church, it appears the number 
of CMMlies attached to this congregation, is about 70 ; and communi- 
cants, about 40. I have recently organized a Sunday School in this 
pariilht consisting as jet only of 44 scholars. 

The Church in Middle Haddam, 1 find has labored under some 
discouraging circumstances, but from the activity and zeal of its mem- 
ben » arrangements are now making, for the ministration of the word 
and sacraments among them one half the time, the present year. I 
organ'ueed a Sunday School in this parish last Sabbath, consisting of 
42 scholars. ' 1 only add that the prospects of this Church, as well 
as that of Hebron, appear promising. 

As I have but recently relinquished my charge of the church in 
ATaterbnrj, it may be proper that 1 present something lilce a parochi- 
al report of that parish. Having spent. fifteen years and a half in 
Cheaenrice of my Lord and Master among that people, — the follow - 
i ng are among the results of my labors. I have admitted to the com- 
xxmnioo, about 100 persons— *have presented 322 for confirmation, 
suid luive baptized 356, children jind adults. The number of deaths 
daring this time, hais been 135, and removals to other parts of the 
ooQntrjr, n^ore than 60 faniilies. During the many changes of for- 
^Tine in this period of time, thi^ church has retainefl a respectiible. 
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raDk among the neigbboriog parishes, aDd it is hoped will soon resuufc 
their former prosperos condition. 

Christ'i Churchy H^ateriown.-^The Rto. Frederick Holcomb^ Rector, 

Namber of Families, 103 ; Commanicants, 95 ; Baptisma-^-adolts, 
S, infants 1 1 ; Marriages, 12 ; Deaths 8 ; Sunday School Scholars, 80. 

Church in Northfidd. — Number of Families, 38 4 Commanicants, 
30 ; Marriages, 3 ; Deaths 3 ^ Sundaj School Scholars, S6. 

Probably we shall not be able to claim for these parishes, a nomer^ 
ical increase during the past year. Changes hare taken place, and 
thpte which have had a tendency to keep the number either station- 
ary, or perhaps, leave it a very little diminished, were occasioned 
by deaths or removals. 

Aside from the diminishing influence of such unavoidable canses, 
these parishes may, 1 think, be reported in a flourishing state. While 
some have been taken away from our communion, others have added 
the weight of their influence, and the worth of their example, to fill 
the ranks of those who surround the Lord^s table. 

Both of these churches have undergone considerable repairs dur- 
ing the past year. That at Northfield, especially, is repaired 
throughout. A small, but generous people, have met the exigency 
with promptness, and in this respect certainly set an example iforthy 
the imitation of their more numeious and wealthy brethren of other 
charches , in the neighborhood. 

St. Maithew'i Church, WiUofiy—The Rev. Origan P. UolcorrJf^ Rector. 
Baptisms — adults, 4 ; children^ 10 — 14 ; Funerals, 9 ; Marrii^ges, 6 • 

Church in Ridgefield. — Baptisms — adults,!; children^ 5 — 6; Fu- 
nerals, 4 ; Marriages, 3. 1 have attended 1 funeral in the parish of 
Weston, and two in that of Norwalk, since the removal of the Rev. 
Mr. Sherwood. 

The whole number of families in the parishes of Wilton and 
Ridgefield, is now not less than one hundred, several having 
been added the past year. There are 15 subscribers for the Epis- 
copal Watchtnan. 

The Sunday School of St. Matthew's Church, has been in anion 
with the G. S. S. Union, three years. The number of children that 
have joined and are expected to, the present year, will amoant to 
about 40. There is one male and 4 female teachers. There if, also, 
a Bible Class, under the constant charge of the Rector', cdDtisting of 
15 young persons. Within the year preceding, a Sunday school li- 
brary has been commenced, — 50, for the most part small volames, 
constituted the first purchase, and the means are now at hand to in- 
creaso the number. This has excited much zeal and emulaticta and 
promises to be a source of much moral and spiritual instruction 
to the young.

St, Jamei^ .Church, Danbury* — No of Families, 65 ; Communi- 
cants, 40 ; Baptisms, 4 ; Marriages 4; Funerals 2; Sunday School 
Soci^y, 1 — ^Members, 33 ; Sunday Scholars, 42. The school bas 
been more flourishing the last, than any preceding year. A Sunday 
school library of 85 rolumes has been purchased. The Bible Class 
In this parish consists of about 10. and is increasing. 

Since my last report, the parish has repaired and painted the 
church and fences, and erected a handsome railing in front of the 
yard. This was principally effected by the exertion of one of the 
Testry. 

The congregation appears to be encreasing. The number that 
hwwe attended the last year, has been greater than any year since I 
bare bad charge of the parish. 

«S^. lMke*t Church, Glastenburyy — The Rev. Hector Humphreys, Rector, 

This parish appears to be on a gradual and permanent increase. 
It bas been organized about twenty years ; and, at the time of its 
formation, there was but one professed churchman within its limits. 
Nothing of great interest has occurred during the past year, which 
custom requires to be mentioned, in these General Reports. The 
Sunday School, in connexion with our Union, bas been opened this 
seaiOD, with 55 scholars, under the superintendence of Mr. Samuel 
Taylor* with the aid of six teachers. It may be proper to observe, 
thai fire of these instructors are young ladies, which would seem to 
indicatet on the part of gentlemen, a reluctance to engage in this /a- 
bor of /ove. True it was incpmbent more especially on the mothers 
us Uratt, to see that the young were duly instructed in the whole law, 
and perhaps they are the better fitted, not only to educate the early 
affectioo8» but to instil into the infant mind, the influence of religious 
truth. But surely« it argues a cold indifference towards the interests 
of the church, or, which is much the same thing, to the spiritual wel- 
fim of the rising generation, to withhold such encouragement, as they 
miy^ lend to the cause, by visiting the schools, and taking particular 
pamaio have their own childreu punctual, and properly jprepared. 

Tht school suffered, the last year, from the want of suitable books. 
The most advanced work as yet received from the union, the ** Ques- 



!ions oil the Epistles and Gospels : Part First** baa been adopleil, 
aod the other Dumbers of the series, will be wanted ns lOon as they 
sbalt issue from the Episcopal pres». There is mach need of some 
lamiliar and popular works on the more important periods in ecclesi- 
astical history, especially, for the American Branch of the Episcopal 
Church ; for the times of the early Fathers, and perhaps for (he Re- 
formation. Something of (his sort, more particularly adapted to the 
capacities of children, would be thought invaluable. 

There are, in this parish, 59 families. The Building, which here- 
tofore was in an unfinished state, has not been consecrated. During 
the past year, it has been altered and completed , so as to afford a 
considerable number of additional scats. It is now finished, and the 
consecration may be expected to take place, in the conrse of this sea- 
son.

The number of baptisms in this Church, has' been 7 infants; the 
number of funerals, 10 ; the number of commonicanta added* B ; 

There Is a Sunday School of about 40 
scholars, and 8 teachers. Weekly lectures have been held for a 
part of the year, in the various school districts, into which Che town 
is divided. These 1 have found useful in exciting religpoaa ioferest, 
and in presenting the services of the church, to those who do not 
usually worship with us. 

Trinity Church, Chatham, — The Rev. William Jarvis, Rector. 

Families, removed 4, added 30, — 141; Commonicantt| loat by 
death and removals 5, added 16,-64 ; Baptisms, adults 2, children 
38, — 40 ; Marriages 12 ; Burials, 2 of other Societies, 13. 

The Rector is epcooniged to believe that this Parish^ both in a 
temporal and spiritual point of view, is in a flourishing conditioik— 
There has been a steady augmentation of its numbers, and a corres- 
pondent attention to all tne requirements of the gospel. For the 
last seven months, the Rector has regularly officiated three (imea on 
Sunday, besides holding occasional services during the week. He 
has also attended weekly, a Bible class of about 160 peraons of all 
ages ; and the deep interest excited by the subjects which have been 
discussed, inspires a hope that his labor haa not been altogether in 
vain^ A Sonoay School was oi^nized and connected with tSe Gene- 
ral Union, in September last, which promises to be prodactive of the 
happiest effects. It contains about 140 pupils, and owes iti present 
prosperity in no small degree to the faithful and assiduoos exertions 
of the Superintendents, Mr. Kinney and Miss Horlbut, seconded by: 
ttie zeal of 23 teachers. The excellent system of instruction re- 
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conmended by the General Union has been fullj adopted, atid pro?e« 
to be a moat efficient help in furthering (he great objects of the 
School. It has a well selected library, which is gradually increas- 
ing. Dnring the past year, the Missionary Society, which has been 
in active operation for several years, has raised ^55 to constitute the 
Hector of the Parish, a patron of the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society ; and it will probably be enabled in fotare to raise annu- 
ally a still Jaiger sum. Owing to thf5 unfavorable state of the wea- 
ther when the collection was made for the Society for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge, the sum of only $12 was raised. The de- 
ficiency, it is believed, will be made up in another year.

Baptisms, Adults 2, Children 23, Total 25 ; Burials 19 ; Marriages 
14; Sunday Scholars — regular attendants — in St. James' 61, in 
Union Church 80. Owing to the dispersed situation of the parishes 
(many fiwiiiiea living from 3 to 5 miles from the Church,) it is impos- 
sible to secure a regular attendance of all the children belonging to 
the Schools. In Union Church, the number of Sunday Scholars 
that attended was 109, although wc had not more than 80 that could 
cooM give regular attendance. Each School has been under the Im- 
mmediate care of a competent number of superintendants ami teach- 
ers, and under the general supervision of the Rector. The SLrerage 
number of scholars in each class has not been more than 6. The 
books published by the Union have been chiefly used, and as soon 
as a competent supply is published, all others will be laid aside. 
The conduct of the children has been commendable, and their 
progress gratifying. Each School has a Sunday School Library. — 
That of St. James' 115, and the other 150 volumes, to both of 
which considerable additions are soon to be made. A bell, which 
provet tOL be a very good one, has been procured for St. James^ 
Church since my last report, and the Lady's Society besides ren- 
dering pecnniary assistance to the Parish, have furnished carpeting 
for the chancel, and Venetian blinds for the window behind the pul- 
pit. 

The Ladies of Union Church have done the same. A young lady 
of St. Jamei' Charch, has also presented the Parish with a handsome 
JBible and Prayer Book for the Desk. 

Since my last return 7 Communicants have died, and eleven hav«e 
Removed. Ten have also been added. Our present number is 
S30. 

A vesy considerable proportion of our young people have become 
<::ommunic^nt8, and so far as I know or believe, *'walk circum- 
spectly."

The Rector reports, that the Church under his pastoral charee, has 
not declined, either in its temporal or spiritnat condition, mnce the fant 
Convention. The nicreasing demand for Pews, has rendered the en- 
largement of the Church indispensable, and the congregation have 
manifested a commendable zeal, in raising funds, not only for this 
object, but fur the purchase of a new organ. The additions to the 
Church, with other improvements, are neariy completed, and the pros- 
pect of a considerable increase, in the number of worshippers, is 
encouraging.

This Church have, during the past year, 
procnied an entire set of plated furniture, for the communion, to the 
value of ^52 ; expended for Bibles and Prayer Books, from the Pro- 
f eatant Eptseopal Press, ^65 ; and for a Sunday School Library, about 
4^. The FeniMles of this Church have formed themselves into a 
Benevolent Society, the object of which is to add someAing to the 
small income of the Rector, and to assist indieeotparents to clothe and 
prepare their children for the Sunday School. The Rector has not 
the means of making a report of their doings, as they have not held 
tbeir a«aual meeting, but gratitude obliges him to state, that he has re- 
ceived the valuable present of a gown from this Society, and has been 
otherwise essentially benefitted by their kind attentions and liberality. 
They faanne also assisted several children to come to the Sunday 
School. 

Our Sunday School the last year, numbered on the roll 16 Teachers 
and 77 Scholma. iThe course pursued was principally the religious 
instructions set forth by the Union. Our scholars generally recited 
the first two catechisms, part of the third, with our hvmns ; a few 
completed the third catechism, and recited half of the Hymns of the 
new collection ; several recited 200 verses at a lesson. 

The presoit year we hope to advance more effectually the interests 
of our Sunday School. On the 22d of April, a Sunday School So- 
ciety was orgaiujEedi and our School united to the General Union — we 
have now S Sopermtendants and 14 Teachers. In addition to the 
boda bdTore used, we have the questions on the Epistles and Gospels.

CkriH Churck, Norwich,— The Rev. Seih B. Paddock, Rector. 
It is with devout gratitude to the Author of M good, that the Bet- 
tor is aUe to report the peculiar blessings whicli have rested upon 
this Parish the past year. Since the last annual Convention, the o«w 
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riiurcli has beeu coiapletecl and coDiecrated to Uie service or AUnigbtv 
God. Fif^y four families have been added to tlw conmgatioo ; so 
that although the new church contains about double the mom that 
the old one did, (he want of more pews in it is greater than it ever was 

in that. 

Daring the eight past months, the religions state of th^ commonhj 
has called for extraordinary labors. Two and sometimes three lectures 
a week have been given the greater part of this period, and have been 
instrumental, we trust, of bringing many to the knowledge of the 
fnith. 

The ladies' society, spoken of in my last report has raccceded be* 
yond expectation. The following extract from the report of its Secre- 
tary and Treasurer will show what has been done, and bow much the 
cause of Christ may be furthered by a little time statedly devoted to 
the object. 

'* The Society, since its commmencement in Bbrcfay 1829| has 
^< received into its treasury ^362 18. We have beca eiiabledy.by the 
'^ blessing of God upon our exertions, to constitute our bdoved PMor 
^' a member for life of the Protestant Episcopal Sonday School Union, 
'* and patron of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, also of 
*' promoting in some measure the interests of the church to vlittch it is 
<^ attached. ^Vhen we consider the success which has hitherto crown* 
'^ed the exertions of this Society; a success, far exceeding the most 
^'sanguine anticipation of its members at iu formation^ we hmte great 
^ cause for thankfulness to the great Head of the Choreb, who has 
"*' thus smiled upon our endeavors, and of encouragement to licg for a 
^' continuance of the same divine blessingi without which we audi but 
'* labor in vain." 

In addition to this, most of the ladiea of the parish have Ibiined 
themselves into h tract societ}', and distributed monthly a tract firom the 
publications of the New- York Protestant Episcopal Tract Society^— 
The Sonday School consists of 17 teachers, 120 srholarsi and has a 
library of something more than 300 volumes. Greater changes have 
taken place the past year in its internal than its externa! state. Eigh- 
teen members of it have been baptized, nineteen have joined the com* 
munion, and six have been confirmed. 

Teachers* meetings were commenced about two years SfO, but ow- 
ing to the great numbers of the congregation who attended the last 
year, and the consequent diffidence felt by the class in answering ques- 
tions, they were discontinued as such, and familiar lectures si&titut- 
ed. A bible class has been recently formed, consisting of the teachers, 
older scholars and members of the congregation, on the plan suggested 
in the 7th No. of the 2d volume of the Family Visitor. Its present 
number of members is 56. It meets on Sunday evenings bekire the 

regular evening service, and promises to be highly profitable and lit- 
terestingL

St. Jame*', Newtown, be Iieard in behalf of said Pariib. Whcreapaa 
Mr. Hard submitted the following Petition, and made a verbal atalaiiNBt 
of tlie present condition and future prospects of the Chorcb frOBi 
which il emanated : 

To the Convention of the Clergy and LAiQrof the Diocese of Con- 
necticut to be held at New-Haven in said State on the first' Wedneidi^ 
of June 1830, the petition of the members of St Janes' Pariah in 
Newtown by their Agent, Benjamin Hard, humbly shaweth — 

That your Petitioners, the most part of them, (till recently,) were 
menbers of the Episcopal Parish of Trinity Church in atU Nawtowa, 
and under the pastoral care and charge of the Rev. Dantd BarhaM who 




has been Hector of said Church for about thirty yeai:^. And yoUr 
PetithiBers would do injiAtSce to their own feelings, should they Def- 
lect on this occanon^ thus ^blicl v to express their entire satnfiictisn 
and itp(Mbatioii df Uf ministeriaf labors as a clergyman and at if gen- 
tleman. And we humbly trust the many important services rendered 
to your petitioners wbile discharging the important trust commictefl 
to hiffli win long be cherished and remembered with becoming griti- 
tudc. Ic has however w^ortunaUly happened^ that soine pteuUar etr- 
cumtUmciB of the taiiTkn^t^ parish have rendered it ezptdient, that 
the vederable Rector should unite ivith said Trinity parish| in efiectio^ 
a dissolotion of the sacerdotal connection by the first day d" Novem- 
ber next. 

. Tour Petitionen wdold blso state, that they reside from four to seven 
miles distance from said Trinity Chnrcfa, and many faautiet within 
the linlita of aaid St James' Parish have not the necessary means of 
conveyance to attend public worship at said Trinity Ghnrch« and 
thereby are precluded from attending on the services of our most ex- 
cellent Church. 

With the ibregoidg facts and cii-cumstances in view, your Peti- 
tioners have deemed it proper to avail themselves of the opportunity 
thus presented ; and have separated themselves from said Trinity 
Parish according to a Statute Law in thdit case provided, and (onned 
tliemselyes into a separate Parish, to be called and known by the 
name of ** St. James* Parish, Zoar, in Newtown,'* and thus to carry 
into effect what our fathers had in contemplation for about 40 yeai;^. 
Accordingly a compact or association was submitted to, and signed by 
twentj^x nwmben> five df which were members of no other Parish 
within the Diocese, a true copy of which is herewith submitted*. 

ITmir Petitionen would further state that St. James' Parish, will em- 
brace an extent of territory of about four square miles, and contains 
witUtt Hs limits /orly^M Episcopal families ^ forty five of whom are 
Cumuuuieanti. 

Your Petitioners would therefore humbly pray that this Convention 
will take their case Into their wise consideration, and receive and an- 
nex flaki Palish into the Diocese of Connecticut, in conformity and 
s^iraeaUeto the Constitution and Canons of the Church in said Dio- 
cese, or in some other way grant relief, as your Petitioner* in doty 
boond will ever pray.

A Snnday School Society, on tbe phn recommended by the Parent 
InstitutioD, has JQst been organized, to be made auxiliary lo tbe Gen- 
eral Society of the P. £. Church. — Sunday School Scholara, seTenty 
five. The progressive character of the school is encoaragiog. 

There is hIso in tbe parish, organized in 1827, a Missionary Soci- 
ety, aniiliary to the Connecticut Proleslant Episcopal Society farlfae 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge, which has raised the part year, 
tan dollars. We hope it will, in time Co come, be more prodsctiTe. 

Praise is due the Female Benevolent Society in this parish, for 
their industrions and pious zeal in the cause of religion. The pre- 
sent avails (besides cloathit^ tbe needy in the parish) of their semi- 
monthly meeting for sewing, accumulated, since October last, amounts 
to twenty nine dollars and sis cents.— twenty of which they have 
gtren to the Sunday School Society, for the purpose of making ad- 
ditions to their Library, and the bnlance remains unappropriated.

la thi» ParUh dirine Mnrice hai been performed during the past 
jeiir» by the Rer. Messrs. Wm. T. PoUer» Jodah, Shepard and 
Wm. Croswell. Mr. Potter officiated one Sunday, administered the 
coammonioD and baptized. Mr. Jadah preached on Cbrtstmas day 
aTening, and sabseqoently one Sunday. Mr. Shepard on Good 
Friday aifkeniooo, and Mr. Croswell held a third serrice on Sunday.

As this Parish 
is located near the usentre of a tract of conotry of 40 by 50 miles in 
eitenl, where Ibere is no regular Episcopal Church or services, it was 
thought advisable to erect a house sufficiently large to accommodate 
aH who might wish to attend ; under the flattering prospects which then 
prcMOted, the Committee proceeded to enter into contracts for. the 
erection of a stone building in the Gothic style, 41 by 66 feet exclu- 
sive of the projeciion or tower, which is now in a state of forward- 
ness, and is expected to be ready for consecration iu the month of -Tuly, 
one year from the laying of the corner stone ; but owing to misfortunes 
and disappointments of a peculiar character, which could neither be 
Ibresecn or prevented, in consequence of which a considerable portion 
of the subscriptions actually raised are entirely lost, the resources of 
the parish are gieaily diminished, and they are laboring under the 
pressure of a heavy debt incurred by erecting their Churcb— from 
which ihey are wholly unable to extricate themselves at present, ex- 
cept the liberal hand of charity is extendedlotJiem, and those of their 
friends who are in more favored circumstances ^hall aid and assist. In

MISSIONARY REPORTS. 

RcFOBT OF THC Rev. £. B. Kellooo, Missionary at Brooklyn 

AND PoMFRET« 

To tie Pretideni of the Society for the Promotion of Chrittian Know- 
ledge, 
Rt. Rar. Sir : 

In reporting the present condition of the Church at Brooklyn, we are 
enabled through Divine goodness to say, that our congregation is larger, 
ihe number of worshippers greater, and the confidence of the people 
more generally and thoroughly regained, than we had anticipated a year 
ago. In these respects, we have indeed, been very agreeably disap- 
pointed. 

This ifo. of Families who now attend our services is about 26 ; 
Gomniiinicant8S0,^removed[3,died 1, added 4; Baptisms 4,— I adult, 
S childreo ; Marriages i ; Funerals 3 ; Sunday Scholars 50 ; Teach- 
ers 10. 

The Parish desire me to state that they find themselves able to dis- 
pense for the current year, with one half of the aid granted them by 
your Society in 1828. Through the generosity of strangers mention- 
ed in our last report, repairs and improvements have been made on 
the house and glebe, to the amount of $220. We have thought this 
circumstance worthy of notice, as it is likely to prove in future a great 
assistance to this people, in securing the services of the Church 
amoufc them. The Sunday School is one-third larger this season, 
than Uie lakt, and the library connected with it, is found highly use- 
ful in disseminating religious knowledge among the parents of the 
children^ and such others as are pleased to avail themselves of its 
benefits. 

During the fall and winter, a Bible Class was held on the evenings

ftioHT Rev. Sir : — 

At the request of those concerned, and by jroar adrice, I fitited 
and performed divine servifre in the vacant Parish of £s8ez,Sajbrook, 
about the first of Se|iteniber last. After examiaing the state of the 
Parish) and officiating a few Sundays, i proceeded next, at requeited. 
to Sal m, in New London County, where, frooa the influence of a few 
viaitSf and a few Sunday's services from the Hev. Mr. Jarvii, and one 
or two from the Rev. Mr. Judd, there b'Jid formerly been a prospect 
of commeocing a Church. 

After having examined the state of things here also, and oflkiated 
twe Sundays — though the prospect, in many respects, appeared to be 
un&vorable — it was finally determined that an effort should be made. 

Accordingly I resolved, by the aid of your Society, to make thisy 
and Essex, for the ensuing seasoa, the field of my labors. 

Having made these arrangements, and put other things requisite 
into a train of operation, it becomes my duty and privilege to state, 
vhat, by the Divine blessing, have been the progress and the results. 

In Salem» from the small beginninfi; of only two entire families, and 
parts of two or three more, efforts were commenced, and persevered 
in, — and the number of attendants soon so increased, that on th^ 
second Thursday in November, after due consultation, a Society was 
organized, according to the Order of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
under the " name of Christ Church, Salem, New London County.'* 
6oon after this, a vote was passed, and measures adopted, to erect, if 
practicable, a neat and convenient House of Worship. To this aad, 
several members of the Church in Norwich, generously proffsred 
their assistance, to procure for them the interiofe' work of their old 
Church building; seferal members of the Church in Essex, snbscri- 
bed for them al^t $50 ; individuals in New York and Brooklyn hove 
presented them between $60 and ^60 ; and individuals in Hartfoid, 
and aoose particular ones in other places, have engaged to assist them. 

Eocoaraged by these assistances from brethren abroad, they have 
progressed so far as to procure a mte, lay the foundation, wad contract 
fyt the comi^etion of the building, eofar as to be readv for plaster- 
ing, by the 1st of September next. But its full comjUeUon will re* 
qaire farther efforts, and further assistance. 

While they have thus far progressed towards the erection of a 
Church, they have increased in numbers to about 26 families — have 
a Sonday School in operation, consisting of 6 teachers, and about 25 
Scholars. And what is of all things the most important, while they 
have thas progressed in outward things, theie are grounds for beMev- 
ing that there has been an equal increase and progress of the spirit of 
pure and vndefiled religion. 




lu the PiuiBb of St. John's Churcl), Euex, I hare officiiited regt- 
larly, a litlle more ihan one-Iialf of the lime. Tbii congregation, 
ivhlcb wvs prerioiisly lomcwhiit dithcBrtened, hu renewed itt eiier- 
giea. And though much is ilill wanting, it may, on the whole, be 
■aid to be io a flourifibiag itate. 

As to pecaniar; concern*, beairfea folfilling their fonner libenl 
engagement! to the Cbnrch Scbolanhip Society, they hare contrifaiA- 
ted their proportion for the support of their Hiniiter — raiaeJ f 100 
for an Orenn — contribnted ^50, to aid the new Chvrcb in Salem — 
towatdc $40, in aid of thut in Saybmol: — ^6 6U tcr the CbrMtru 
Knowledge Society — and about ^8 to the Sundny Schod. 

In relation to the slate of religion, as well m the efforts made for 
its promotion in this Parish, there is mocb that is encnnrag^ng. — 
Something of a ipeeial intertti in (be ministry of the word, ■») of a 
ipKud altendanee upon the nieaiu of grace, hdre beea manifntcd 
during the past seuon. A namerouj and well attended Bible Clnis 
has been, by the DiTioe blessing, the means of awekemBg the atteii- 
(ioB of some, and of leading them Io seek, " How tbe; may inherit 
eternal life ?" The freqaeot exlraserrices and lectnrea, wlucb bare 
been called for, there is reason to believe, hare been bleaaed, in a 
considerable degree, to the Fume end. And the Sanday School, jnst 
re-orgnnized, consisting of 10 Teachers, and abont 30 Scholars, mm 
t)fe interest manifested in it, it is hoped will bare an equally beneA- 
cial effect. 

In themiilat oftheie efforts, made in the new Parish ifr Selen, wd 
Esses, y oar Missionary was incidentally called, in Jannnry, to riait 
and to officiate, in a private family in Saybrook ; in tbe vicinity i. 
which, a fen members of tbe Essex Parish reside. Thii being done, 
other Lectures and services were soon requested ; and these mre 
nflerwards regulariy continued, in a. convenient School Hoom, once 
in each week. From this beginniDg, and tbe divine blessti^ on the 
means used, aspiHtof inquiry on the subject of religion, begiuHng 
to ptevail generally in the place — a spirit of inqniry, in da« time, 
also began, and was conducted with candour, concerning tbe doe- 
tn'iMi, ministry, and worship of the Church: and the result baa 
been, according to oar sincerest conviclioni of the tmth, most iiiTor- 
able. A number of individuals of iofinence have become so &r li- 
rorahle to the csuse, that they have espreued their confirmed de- 
sires, ia connexioD with the few Episcopalians resident there, te 
have a House of Worship erected, and to secure permanently among 
them, the ministrations of the Episcopal Church. To this end, tbeir 
efforts have so far socceeded, that they have procured an tUgibU til* 
— furnished molt of the necesssipr^/wub, now amoanting to eboot 
$2,400 — ccHttracted for the erfctum oftknr CAmvh— end aie now 
organized into a Church or Society, consisting of aboot 18 families, 
under tbe name of Grace Church, Saybrook. 
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iNor, what is more, it their zeal for the erection of a Charch, at 
all more coospicaoai, than the general eamatneti manifested to 
hnaw tju irutht and to tmbrace t<, as it is in Jesus. 

Ifi from what has jbere heen presented, your Society find that they 
have growid for /Aaiiib/ii[fie»f to the Greai Head of ih§ Churchy and 
abo fbribrther eftirta in this woVk, it is aniionsly hoped that fiirther 
means will*^ osed to perfect what has here been began.

CONSTITUTION OF THIS 



IN THR 

DIOCCSE OF coHirscncuT. 



Article 1. There shall be aCoovention of the Protattnt Epis- 
copal Charch, in this State, on the first Wedneadaj of Jinw,iii emeh 
year, at such place as shall have been determined upon bj Che 
Bishop ; and in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, by Um Stndmg 
Committee. 

Art. 2. The Protestant Episcopal Charch in ConiMCticat» m a 
constituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Unilad 
States of America, accedes to, recognizes and adopli the GFeneral 
Constitution of that Church, and acknowledges its anthority accord- 
ingly. 

Art. S. Every Convention shall be opened with pm^er, mid Che 
celebration of the Lord's Supper. — And it shall be the doty of Che 
Bishop, either to deliver a charge, or sermon, or to appoint one of 
bis clergy to preach, at the opening of each Convention ;— and in 
case of a yacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shrit 
appomt 

Art. 4. The Bishop shall preside in Convention ; but in case of 
absence, or of yacancy in the Episcopate, the oldest presbyter present 
shall preside. 

Art. 5. The Bishop shall have power to call a special Conyen- 
tion, when he may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; or 
when applied to for that purpose, by the Standing Conwiittee,orfiye 
presbyters. And in case lof vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing 
Committee shall have power to call a special Convention. 

Art. 6. The Convention shall be composed of both Clergjmen 
and Laymen. Every officiating minister of this Church, rognlarly 
appointed to the charge of a congregation, in union with this Conyeii- 
tion ; ministers employed as Missionaries, under the appointment of 
the Ecclesiastical Authority ; clerical instructors of yoaUi,in any Sem- 
inary of learning in this State, constituted by civil or ecclesiastical 
anthority ; and ministers, whom age or infirmities prevent from ex- 
ercising their clerical functions ; shall be members of this Convea- 
tion. Each parish in this State, which shall have been received into 
union with the Convention, shall be entitled to a representation in 
Convention, by one delegate ; and if it shall consist of more than SBj 
families, by two ; to be chosen bv the parish. But befii^re any dele- 
gate shall take his seat, he shall produce a certificate of his 
appointment, signed by the wardens, or parish Clerk. And one third 
of the members of the clerical order^ and twenty members (tf the fagr 



order, shall constitute a qaoram for the transaction of business : but 
a imaHer nomber may adjourn. 

Art. 7. The Clergy and Laity in the Conyention shall deliberate 
in one body ; and on every question a majority of votes of those 
present, shall decide : — But'if upon any question, it be required by 
five members, the two orders shall vote thereon separately, and a 
GODCorrence of a majority of each order shall be necessary to give 
validity to any measure. 

Art. 8. When the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become va- 
cant by death, or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall call a spe- 
cial Convention, within three months from the time when such vacancy 
ihall happen, at Hartford or New-Haven. And the time and place 
shall be notified in three or more respectable newspapers in this 
Stite, at least four weeks previous to said meeting ; when the Con- 
▼ention may proceed to an election, or adjourn to such time and place 
at may be deemed expedient. 

Art. 9. The election of a Bishop of this Diocese, shall be in the 
following manner ; — The two orders shall separate, and the order 
of the clergy shall choose, by ballot, some fit and qualified presby-' 
ter for that office ; and thereupon such choice shall be communicat- 
ed to the order of lay-delegates ; and if, on ballot, the person so 
cboeen is approved by the lay order, he shall be declared to be dnly 
elected. — In the above mentioned election, a majority of each order 
shall determine a choice ; provided, that two thirds oif all the .clergy 
entitled to vote, be present ; and two thirds of all the congregations 
entitled to vote, be represented ; otherwise, two thirds of the votes 
of each order present, shall be necessary to determine a choice. 

Art. 10. A Secretary shall be chosen immediately upon the open- 
ing of the Annual Convention, from the clerical members thereof. 
It shall be his duty to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve 
their journals and records, to attest the public acts of the body, and 
iUthfally to deliver into the hands of his successor, all books and pro- 
ceedingB relative to the concerns of the Church, which may l^ in 
hiB possession. And it shall also be his duty to notify, through the 
channel of such public prints, as may be designated by the ecclesias- 
tical authority, the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding, or special Convention. 

, Art. 11. The Standing Committee shall be elected at the Annual 
Convention ; and shall be composed of Bve clerical members, who 
shall be rectors of parishes, or instructors of some seminary insti- 
tuted by the ecclesiastical or civil authority of this State, The first 
member elected, shall be president ; and at their first meeting, which 
shall always be on the day of their election, they shall appoint a Se- 
cietaiy, who shall keep a journal of their proceedings, subject to the 
inapection of the Convention. Any three of the Committee, (the 
whole hav ng been summoned,) shall be a quorum, except for such 
porpofes, as, agreeably to their own rules, or the canon of the Gen- 
eral Convention, may require a larger number. 
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Art. I'i. Tbe S^cretaiv and StandiDg Committee of this Conren* 
tioD, shall be appointed by ballot, and shall contioae io office antil 
their taccessors shall haye been appointed. 

Art. 13. A Treasurer shall be appointed by the Convention, to 
continae io office daring their pleasure ; and it shall be his duty to 
receire and manage all funds, which may at any time belong to this 
Ooa?entioD ; and to lay before the Conrentioo an annual statement 
of all such funds. 

Art. 14. Each order in Convention shall appoint delegates to 
the General ConTention by ballot ; and the delegates thus appointed 
and confirmed by the concurrent vote of both orders in Convention, 
sliall continue in office three vears, or the time that may intervene be- 
tween the stated meetings of the General Convention. 

Art. 15. No clergyman shall be suspended, or receive any pnblic 
censure, from the Bishop, or Standing Committee of this Diocese, 
without having been adjudged thereto, in the way to be provided for 
by canon. 

Art. IG. This Constitution shall be unalterable, except in the fol- 
lowing manner : — A proposition for amendment shall be introdaced 
in writing, and considered in Convention ; and if approved of| sbnil 
lie over to the neit Annual Convention ; and if again approved 4>f 
in tbe oeit Annual Convention, by two thirds of each order vOCiiig 
thereon separately, the amendment shall take place, and the Conetitto- 
tion io.altered shall be valid and obligatory. 

Art. 17. The foregoing Constitution shall be printed, and snbmitf- 
cd to the consideration of the several parishes in this Diocese, for 
their approbation ; and if approved of by three fourths of said 
parishes, in their Annual Meetings, the evidence of which shall be by 
certificates, under the hands of the Clerks of the several Parisb'ee, 
the same shall become the Constitution of the Episcopal Chqrch of 
this Diocese.

Canon I. — Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports* {PatHd 

1826, amended 1830.) 
In order to give effect to the 40th Canon of the General ConTen- 
tion, it is hereby required, that every minister of this Church slmll 
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keap « record of all the Baptisms, Marriages, and Funerals solemniz- 
ed bj bini) specifying the name of the parties married, the names of 
the persons baptized, and of the persons buried, and the time when 
eicn rite was performed. He shall also keep a Register of the names 
of the persons confirmed, of the Communicants, and of the Families 
beloii|iiig to his parish, which documents shall be deposited with the 
Clerkt in case of his removal from the Parish. And it shall be the 
daty of every minister to report to the Annual Convention, an ab- 
atnict of said registers, together with a written account of the state 
of Ibe parish. 

Cahon I!. — Providing for the Convention Fund, (1825.) 
The several Parishes in this Diocese shall annually pay to the Con- 
TentioD Fund, at the rate of fifty cents on every one hundred dollars 
paid to their respective clergymen, as their annual salary. 

Casov hi. — Declaring the qff^ences, for which a Clergyman may be 

brought to trial. ( 1 825.) 
Disorderly and immoral conduct, vicious or unseemly diversions, 
oefj^ect of doty, disregard to the constitution and canons of the Gene- 
Tsd or State Convention, a deviation from the rubrics, and dissemina- 
ting or countenancing opinions which are contrary to the doctrines of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, are offences 
for which a clergyman may be brought to trial. 

Caiton IV.— *Qf the manner in which a Clergyman ihcdl be brought to 

trial. (1825.) 
In order to bring a Clerg}'man to trial before an ecclesiastical court, 
a charge ahsU be made in the first place to the Standing Committee, 
in writing, nnder the proper signature of at least two persons, one of 
whom shall be a presbyter of this Diocese. And if the Standing 
Committee shall deem the offence charged, as coming within the of- 
fences enomerated in the canons of the Diocese of Connecticut, or of 
the General Convention, they shall present the same to the Bishop, 
in the followiog form : 

To A, B. Biihop of the Diocese of Connecticut — 

The Standing Committee of this Diocese respectfully represent, 
that C. D. has heen accused, under the hand of E. F. and G. H. of 
[here recite the charge or charges,] and the Committee are of opin- 
ion, that ttiere is sufficient ground for presenting the said C. D. for 
triflJy agreeably to the canons in such case made and provided. 

[Signed by the Standing Committee.] 

Wbereopon the Bishop shall summon nine presbyters to meet, at 
some time, not within ninety days, at some place within the county 
where the accused shall reside or officiate, for the time being ; five of 
whom eball be sufficient to constitute a court for the trial of the 
cbaiie or charges. If more than tve of the persona summoned shall 
appeari the accused may object to any individual over that number.

Ht liis oivn dificrction. If no objection be made, the whole number 
present fhnll sit on the triRl. 

The Bishop shMll forthwith give notice to the Standing Committee, 
of the time nnd place of the meeting of the conrt And the Standing 
Committee shall act as prosecutors in the case ; and at least sixty days 
before the trial, shall furnish the accused with a copy of the present- 
ment—notice of the time and place of trial — and a specification of the 
facts on which they expect to maintain the chanes. And the accm- 
ed, at least thirty days before the trial, shall furnish the Standing 
Committee with a statement of the grounds of his defencei on each 
specification. 

At the time fixed for the trial, the members of the court shall 
choose a President from their own number, and a Secretary, either 
from their own number or otherwise, as they shall see fit ; and they 
shall, before they proceed, adopt and declare the rules by which the 
trial shall be conducted : Provided, however^ that no layman shall act 
ns advocate for either party on the trial ; though both parties may, at 
their option, emplpy or consult legal or other advisers. 

If the accused shall neglect or refuse to appear, or to answer to the 
charges in the manner herein prescribed, the court shall order jad|g- 
ment to be entered against him by default. But if he shall apptrar, 
the court shall proceed to a fair and impartial hearing of the whole 
matter, and shall adjudge him ^i% or no^ gtit'%, according to the 
evidence : and if guilty, the sentence which, in their opinion, ought 
to he pronounced. 

The Secrete^ shall keep a record of all the prbceediogs-— con- 
taining a copy of the presentment — of the specifications— of. the no- 
tice to the accused, and of his answer — ^with a statement of nll.Ihe 
evidence, both oral and written — and the final jud^ent of tlie coort : 
And an attested copy of this record shall be forthwith delivered tei.tbe 
Bishop. If the judgment be, not guilty ^ the Bishop slmll give a e^r^ 
tificate of acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of iht present- 
ment and specifications ; and the accused shall not be ralQCidedto.a 
second trial on the same facts. If the court judge him j[ti&y,on one 
or more points at issue, the Bishop may disapprove the ja4gBent, and 
order a new trial, stating his grounds for such decision : or he may 
approve the judgment ; and in that case he shall, within thirty dl«gri> 
proceed to such ecclesiastical censure, as the case may, in his opinion, 
require — whether it be admonition, suspension, or degradation firom 
the ministry. 

CiiroN V .-^Concerning the manner in which Clergymm mrt to take 
charge of Parishes, and their separation from them. ( 1 626.) 

No clergyman shall take the charge of any parish in this Dioeeee, 
without having first obtained the written permission of the Bishop, 'or 
in ease there be no Bishop, of the Standing Committee of the Dioceat. 
Not shall any clergyman having the charge of a parish, relinquish the 
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Bame without the writteD permiaaioD of the Bishop, or ittliere be no 
Bishop, of the StaodiDg Committee. And every violatioa of thid 
CaooD shall constitute an offence for which a clergyman may be tried 
under the canon of 1825, providing for the trial of clergymen. 

Canon VI. — Providing for the preservation of (he records of (he 

Standing Committee. ( 1 826.) 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Standing Committee, to 
prepare an abstract of their proceedings, from year to year, and pre- 
sent the same to the Convention at its annual meeting. ' The abstract 
shall specify the time and place of each meeting of the committee, 
faring the year — the number present — the names of the candidates 
presented for admission, with the decision of the committee in each 
case— and the substance of all other matters which shall be brought 
before them, and such abstract shall be entered on the journals of 
the Convention, and published therewith. 

Canon VII. — Concerning collections for the Society for the Promotion 

of Christian Knowledge. 

It shall be the duty of the Rector and Wardens, or of the Wardens 
where there is no Rector, of every parish in the Diocese, to make 
an aoniial collection for the benefit of the Society for the Promotion 
of Christian Knowledge. 

Canon VIIL — ^JPor the regulation and maintenance of Cures, (l 828.) 

fttludl be the duty of the Convention, from time to time, to ezam- 
ioe and declare the limits of the several cures within the Diocese — 
and in the settlement and maintenance of clergymen, the several par- 
iahea shall stiuidily adhere to such arrangement, except in cases ofim- 
periobs oeiceisity, and with the advice and consent of the ecclesias- 
tical ' authority.— And any parish refusing to acquiesce in such ar- 
rangementy shall, while such refusal continues, be thereby excluded 
from representation in the Convention. And further, no clergyman 
of this Diocese shall accept a settlement in any of the Parishes in this 
State which may refuse to acquiesce in the arrangement of the Con- 
reation as to cares, unless for special causes, it may seem good to the 
ecclesiastical authority of the diocese to dispense with the provisions 
of this canon. 

Canon IX. — Concerning Annual Parish Meetings. (1830.) 

There shall be an annual meeting of the parishioners of every 
parish in this Diocese, on Easter Monday, or on some other day le- 
gally appointed, for the purpose of electing the Wardens and Vestry, 
and of transacting such other business as may come before said meet- 
ing : which Wardens and Vestry shall constitute the Society's Com- 
mtttee, agreeably to the provisions of the Statute.

CANON I. 

Of those who hav9 qffidaUd as Ministers among other daominatiom 
of Christians^ and apply for orders in this Omreh, 

Sec. 1. When a person who has been acknowledged as ao ordained 
Minister amonj;^ any other denomination of Christians, shall apply for 
orders in this Ciiurch, the Bishop to whom applicatioD is made, bang 
satisfied, on examination according to the Canons, that he is 
a man of piety and unexceptionable character^ tl»t he holds 
the doctrines of the Church, and that he pouesses all the 
literary and other qualifications required, and being fiiniished 
with testimonials from the Standing Committee duly conveaed» 
may ordain him as soon as is convenient. And the Standing Com- 
mittee may receive testimonials of his piety, good BKNralai and orderly 
conduct, from twelve members of the denomination firom which he 
came : provided the members of the Committee liave socb confidenee 
in the persons thus testifying, as to satisfy them of the conectnen of 
the testimony ; and also a testimonial to the same effect from at least 
one Clergyman of the Protestant Episcopal Church. In M toch ca* 
ses the standing Committee may insert in their testimoniab the woids, 
<^ we believe him to be sincerely attached to the doctrines and discipline 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church," instead of the wotda, ** and 
hath not written, taught, or held, any thing contrary to the doetrine or 
discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church." 

Sic. 2. When any person, not a citizen of the United Stales^ who 
has been acknowledged as an ordained Minister among any other de- 
nomination of Christians, shall apply for orders in tUs Church, the 
Bishop to whom application is made, shall require of him, (in adifition 
to the above qualifications,) satisfactory evidence that he has rerided 
at least one year in the United States previous to his application. 

The XVIIth Canon of 1808, and the IVth and Vth of 1820, are 
thereby repealed. 

CANON n. 

(fences for which Ministers shall be tried and ptmisked. 

If any Minister of this Church shall be accused, by publio rumor, 
of discontinuing all exercise of the ministerial office without law/bl 
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cauflC) or of living in the habitnal disuse of public worship, or of tbe 
Hdj Eucharist, according to the offices of this Charch, or of being 
fioilty of scansions, disorderlv or immoral condnct, or of violating the 
Canons, or maching or iDCulcatihg heretical doctrine, it shall be the 
doty of jhe Bishop, or ecclesiastical authority, to see that an inquiry 
be instituted as to the truth of such public rumor. And in case of the 
indrndnal bdng proceeded against and convicted, according to such 
roles or process as may be provided by the Conventions of the respect- 
ive Dioceses, he shall be admonished, suspended, or dq^raded, as the 
nature of the case may require. 

Tbe XXVIth Canon of 1808, is hereby repealed. 

CANON in. 

To gaoern in ca$e of a Miniiier declaring that Kb vnU no longer be a 

Minister of this Church, 

If any Minister of this Church, against whom there is no ecclesias- 
tical pr o cee ding instituted, shall declare to the Bishop of the Dioces*' 
to whicb he belongs, or to any ecclesiastical authority for die trial ol 
. Clergymen, or, wlwre there is no Bishop, to the Standing Committee, 
lua renundation of the ministry, and his design not to officiate in fu- 
ture, in any of the offices thereof, it shall be the duty of the Bishop, 
or where there is no Bishop, of the Standing Committee, to record the 
declaration so made. And it shall be the duty of the Bishop to dis- 
place him from the ministry, and to pronounce and record, in the pre- 
sence of two or three Clergymen, that the person so declaring has been 
displaced firom the ministry of this Church. In any Diocese in which 
Ihcve is no Bishop, the same sentence may be pronounced by the Bish- 
op of any other Diocese, invited by the Standing Committee to attend 
for that purpose. In the case of displacing from the ministry, as 
above provided for, it shall be the duty of the Bishop to give notice 
thereof to every Bbhop of this Church, and to the Standing Committee 
in eveiy Diocese wherein there is no Bishop. And in case of a per- 
son ttMuting the above declaration for causes not affecting his moral 
stan^Bne, me same shall be declared. 

The VII th Canon of 1820 is hereby repealed. 

CANON IV. 

Concerning Ministers removing from one Diocese or State to another. 

Sec 1. No Minister removing from one Diocese to another, or com- 
ing from any State or district which may not have acceded to the 
Constitntion of this Church, shall be received as a stated officiating 
Mimsler by any congregation of this Church , until he shall have pre- 
sented to the vestry thereof a certificate from the Bishop or ecclesias*

&. No motion shall be considered as before the house, unless it be 
fiiecoiided, and reduced to writing when required. 

10. WThen any question is before the convention, it shall be deter- 
mined on before any thing new is introduced, except for adjournment. 

11. The question on a motion for adjournment shall be taken be- 
fore any other, and without debate. 

12. When the convention is to rise, every member shall keep his 
seat until the President leave the chair. 



liberality of tlic Parish. I regret to add that the expense of the 
building has considerably exceeded the estimates which wen BHide» 
and that owing to unexpected embarrassments in the bnmieM of the 
Village, the Parish is encumbered with a heavy debt. The peosu 
liar circumstances of the case, give the people of this Pansh a 
strong claim on the sympathy of their brethren. The new Church- 
es at Salem, and Saybrook, are nearly ready for consecration* A 
large stone Church will be completed in Chatham, during the present 
season, and two other new Churches are in progress. 

Among the changes which have occurred since the last Conveiu 
tion, we have to regret the removal of some of our valuable Clefgy* 
men to other Dioceses. The Rev. Hector Humphreys, who had 
been a highly valued Professor in Washington College^ has accewbed 
the Presidency of St. John's College, in the State of Maryluid* The 
Rev. Reuben Sherwood has resigned the charge of the Hartfbfd 
Academy, and removed to the Diocese of New- York. The Rev. 
Francis L. Hawkes, who was for a short time connected with this 
Diocese, has accepted the Rectorship of St. Stephen's Church, New- 
York. The Rev. John M. Garfield has also removed to the DiooMe 
of New. York. The Rev. William T. Potter, and the Rev. Riohwd 
Peck, have removed to the Eastern Diocese. But notwitfaetaiiding 
these removals, the number of our clergy has not diminished, doling 
the past year. The Rev. Dr. Kemper, from the Diocese of Pean- 
sylvania, has accepted the Rectorship of St. Paul's Church, N<vwalk ; 
the Rev. Samuel Fuller, jun. from the Eastern Diocese, has accepted 
the Rectorship of St. Luke's Church, Glastenbury, with the editorial 
charge of the Episcopal Watchman ; the Rev. Henry 8. Atwaler, 
from the Diocese of New- York, has accepted the oharae of St. An- 
drew's Church, New.Preston, and the Rev. Charles J. Todd, fimnthe 
same Diocese, is officiating at Wilton, and Ridgefield. Of the D^- 
cons ordained during the past year, the Rev. Gurdon 8. Coit, the 
Rev. Charles W. Bradley, and the Rev. George Jones^ remain in die 
Diocese. The Rev. Daniel Burhans, who has for SO years lahoved 
faithfully and successfully as Rector of Trinity Church, N e w town , 
has resigned the charge of the Parish, and has accepted the Rector- 
ship of St James' Church, Zoar. The Rev. William Barlow, for 
some time Agent of the Church Scholarship Society, has accepted 
the charge of St. John's Church, Waterbury. The Rev. Asa Cots- 
-wall has removed from Cheshire to Granby ; in which latter place he 
has re-established his useful School, and has accepted the chai^ of 
the Parish. The Rev. William A. Curtis has resigned the Famhof 
Oxford, and accepted the charge of the Parishes of Woodbridge and 
Salem. The Rev. Ashbcl Baldwin has resigned his cure, conMcrtiog 
of the Parishes of Wallingford and North-Haven, and accepted the 
Rectorship of the Churches of Oxford, and Quaker's Fanns. The 
Rev. O. P. Holcomb has resigned the Parishes of Wilton and Ridge- 
field, and is officiating at Bradley ville and Milton. 

The following cures are now vacant, viz : Trinitv Church, New. 
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town ; the Churcliegof WaUingford and North Haven ; the Church- 
es of Hamden, West-Uaven, uid Milford ; the Churches of Wood* 
bury and Rozburj ; the Parish of Warehouse point. East Windsor, 
mod the new Parish of Hitchcocksville. Ali of these places are de* 
sirous of immediate supply, and in each o£ them a suitable Cleig}*. 
man would find a competent support, and a situation of usefulness. 

The Convention will not fail to notice the numerous changes in the 
location of the Clergy, reported from year to year. This is not pe- 
culiar to Connecticut, but is a common complaint in almost every Dio* 
cese. It is occasioned, in a considerable degree, by the inadequate 
number of the Clergy. Vacant Parishes will not fail to make overtures 
to settled Cleigymen, when no others are to be obtained. These 
importunities, together with prospects of better support, or of more 
extensive usefulness, must lead to frequent changes. Another cause, 
of considerable influence in this Diocese, will be found in the condi. 
tion of our Parishes. Many of these are yet in so feeble a state that 
two or three of them are obliged to unite for the support of a ( lergyman. 
Under these circumstances, they will generally be averse to the for. 
mntion of permanent arrangements, in the hope that each will be 
able to secure the exclusive services of a Clergyman at no distant 
period. But there is still another cause of these frequent changes, 
Ibr which no such justification can be urged. I allude to that love of 
novelty, and that admiration of mere popular preaching, which I fear 
ia too much a characteristic of the present times. It is not thou|^ 
saffieient that the minister is sensible, discreet and pious ; that he vt- 
mktm the sick and the afflicted, and discharges all his pastoral duties 
'mnth fidelity. He must, moreover, be an orator ; attract the admira- 
tion of the multitude, and draw crowds to hear him preach. A good 
-eloeuticm is certainly a very desirable quaUfication in a public 
speaker ; but it may be doubted whether splendid displays of elo- 
mamnce contribute greatly to Christian edification. U sometimes 
liappens that men's minds are so engrossed by their admira- 
tiim of the orator, that they think little of any practical appli- 
cation of die truths which he delivers. But what is called pop. 
ular preaching, is too often but frothy declamation, set ofi* by some 
of the graces of delivery. Such popularity is of short continuance. 
It ceaaes as soon as the novelty is past ; and the unfortunate parish 
that relies on it, will be grievously disappointed. This eagerness for 
popular preaching is especially the propensity of the young, whose 
ardent feelings expose them to the influence of showy and imposing 
qualities. I have known more than one pastoral connexion broken 
up, where the Clergyman possessed undoubted talents and piety, aSd 
aU those substantial qualifications which go to form the character 
of the fiuthful and useful pastor, but was thought deficient in a pop- 
ular ek>cution. 'Hie temporal condition of the Parish did not pros- 
per, perhaps so remarkably as some of its sanguine members could 
desiie^*-4br though men may plant and cultivate, it is for God to give 
the increase, and he does this in his own good time. Reports are

Hiond, and George F. Cook. Fitch W. Taylor has been transferred 
to the Diocese of Va. 

This encouraging number of candidates is owing, in a great de» 
gxee, to the establishment of Washington College ; eleven of them 
being Alumni of the Institution. Nine of the number are now pur- 
svlng their studies at the General Theological Seminary of our 
Churchy and two more of them expect to join the Seminary at , the 
commencement of the next term. I doubt not but the intimate c<m« 
nexion of these two Institutions, and the subserviency of both to the 
best interests of the Church, will become more manifest from year 
to year. During the past year, the Theological Seminary has num. 
bered on its list of students eleven Alumni of Washington College. 
In the ensuing year it will probably receive five or six more. 

But, Brethren, notwithstanding the influence of these, and other 
kindrcKl institutions, it is a fact that the spontaneous growth of the 
Church, far outstrips the tardy increase in the number of our Clergy. 
I have reverted to the number of vacant Parishes in this Diocese. I 
am sorry to add that the state of other Dioceses exhibits similar, or 
even greater destitutions. Unless great additions shall be made to 
the number of our Clergy, the natural growth of the Church must 
be checked, and even many of our existing Parishes must decline. 
Would that the members of our (Church were roused to a considera- 
tion of the importance of these facts ! I would rejoice to see those 
. parents who are able to afford their sons the advantages of a public 
education, careful to imbue their minds with the solemn truths of re- 
ligion, and to make them feel that the self-denial and self-devotion 
which the sacred office demands, is no more than Christian duty re- 
quires. The Clergy too, should contribute their influence to increase 
the number of candidates for Holy Orders. In almost every Parish 
there may be found some youth of piety and talents, who by suitable 
encouragement and counsel, or by pecuniary aid in acquiring a com- 
petent education, might be brought forward to fill the scanty ranks 
of the ministry. It is, however, on the youth in the less affluent 
ranks of society, who have not been exposed to the temptations of 
wealth and ambition, that we must mainly depend, to supply the 
wants of the Church. But these youth cannot obtain the requisite 
education without pecuniary assistance. I regard education socie- 
ties, therefore, as of paramount importance to the Church. Indeed 
there is no other resource on which we can rely. The Church Scho- 
larship Society organized by the Convention of this Diocese, has 
.answered all the leasonablc expectations of its founders. Some of 
its fruits are evinced in our present encouraging list of Candidates 
for Holy Orders. Other youth of high promise are now in a course 
of collegiate education, by the aid of its funds. I recommend the 
Society to the increased patronage of the members of our Church, 
as one of the most beneficent objects to which their bounty can be 
ctpplied. When similar Institutions shall be established in all the 
other Dioceses, or when adequate provision is otherwise made for 
assisting the education of pious youth, we may expect to see a dawn ■ 
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o( brighter prospects for the Church. Well educated young men of 
piety and zeal will soon be found resorting, in abundance, to our 
Theological Seminary ; which will then be enabled to e^tert all that 
efficiency for which it was designed. Our vacant Parishes will be 
supplied with suitable pastors. Our Missionaries will seek cnt the 
scattered members of our Church in the remote regions of the West, 
and her institutions will be established in erery portion of crar 
country. 

The Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, in this 
Diocese, has been so long estabhshed, and its salutary infloence in 
sustaining our feeble Parishes, and in the establishment of new ones, 
is so well known, that I need say nothing to reconunend it to your 
continued patronage. It is designed to advance the interests of 
that portion of Christ's Church, which he has in his providence as- 
signed to our special care. We are required to exercise this care 
by that precept which makes it the Christian's peculiar duty to pro* 
vide for his own household. 

But the great law of charity makes it our duty also, to take an in- 
terest in the welfare of every brother. Upon this principle the Gen- 
eral Missionary Society commends itself to our attention. I am 
happy to perceive that this beneficent Institution is beginning to ex- 
cite a general interest in the Church. The spirit of Missions ap- 
pears to be spreading throughout our borders ; and, as I believe it to 
be a favorable indication of spiritual health, I rejoice to see this Dio- 
cese participating in its genial influence. 

My Brethren of the Clergy, — it had been my intention to avail nay- 
self of this occasion, to address to you a Charge, .on some topics 
which cannot be suitably discussed in an Address like the ]Nresent; 
Being prevented by bodily infirmity, I hope to perform that duty at 
the next Convention, should it please Divine Providence to wptae my 
life to that period. 

In the mean time, let us be admonished by the dispensations of the 
past year, to devote ourselves with increasing diligence, and with 
fervent zeal, to the duties of our high calling. Since our last meet- 
ing the shafts of death have been peculiarly fatal, in the thin ranks of 
the Clergy. Though we have been mercifully spared, yet no fewer 
than eight of our brethren of an adjoining Diocese, have been called 
to give an account of their stewardships, to the great Shepherd and 
Bishop of souls. Within the same period, two distinguished Fidk^ 
era of our Church have been withdrawn, who had stood foremost 
among the defenders of her principles, and the promoters of her in- 
terests ; and whose loss will be felt in every Diocese in the Union. 
The death of one of these lamented Fathers, comes peculiarly near 
to us. His animating Visitations to our Churches, during ttie va- 
cancy in the Episcopate of this Diocese, and the disinterested servi- 
ces he then performed, will long be held in grateful remembrance*-^ 
Most of you were personally acquainted with him — have enjoyed his 
hospitality, participated in his friendship, and admired his private 
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virtues. And you have all been witnesses of the zeal, the ability, 
and the success with which he devoted himself to the duties of his 
Aacred office. While we cherish the memory of his private virtues, 
SLnd hia eminent services to the Church, let us be admonished by hii 
death, to prepare for our own departure. Let us cultivate a deep 
fiiense of our accountability to God. Let us humble ourselves under 
tike consciousness of our numerous defects and frailties. Let us sup* 
plicate the aids of Divine Grace, to assist us in the performance of 
^DUT sacred duties. Let us devote all our powers to bring our fellow- 
scnen into the way of salvation by Jesus Christ ; — and may we our^ 
iselves be saved by his atoning blood.

Akt. 2. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be, ex officio, President 
of the Society ; and the Bishop and the Standing Committee shall 
constitute ike Board of Directors. The Secretary of the Standing 
Committee shall, be the Secretary and Treasurer of the Society. 

AsT. S. The Board shall meet as often as the interests of the So- 
ciety may require ; and may take such measures as they may think 
expedient, to obtaki funds. They shall employ Missionaries within 
the Diocese'; and may cause to be procured and distributed or sold 
Bibles, Prayer Books, and Religious Tracts, in such manner as they 

may think proper- 

Art* 4. Ine Secretary shall keep a register of the names oif the 
members and donors, with the amount of their contributions ; and a 
record of the collections made in congregations or by Auxiliary So- 
cieties. - 

Art. 5. All monies received for the benefit of the Soci ety, shal 
be subject to the order of the Board, and shall be by them approp];i 
ated to the purposes specified in Article 3. 

Art. 6. Persons contributing one dollar annually shall be mem- 
bers of the Society t those who contribute five dollars at one time 
shall be members for life ; and those who contribute twenty dollars 
shall be patrons. 

Art. 7. There shall be divine service, and a sermon, or addresses, 
delivered at every annual session of the Convention, and a collection 
made for the benefit of the Society. 

Art. 8. The Board shall make an annual report of their proceed- 
ings to the Convention ; and the Treasurer shall also make a repor

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of the state of the funds, which reports, or so much of th^n a» the 
Convention may direct, shall he entered on the Journals. 

Abt. 9. No alteration shall be made in this Constitutioii, without 
having been proposed to the Convention, at least one day before it is 
acted upon ; and the Convention alone shall have power to make 
alterations. 

The report of the Treasurer of the Society for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge, was read and accepted. {See Appendixy 
No. 2.)

Resob>edj That this Convention now proceed to elect, by ballot, a 
- ^Principal of the Episcopal Academy of the State of Connecticut, 
established at Cheshire : Whereupon the Rev. Christian F. 
Cbuss' was unanimously elected. 

The foUowing resolution having been introduced and read, the 
same was approved, and ordered to lie over for the consideration of 
the next Annual Convention : 

Resolvedy Hiat in the 1st Article of the Constitution of this Dio- 
cese, the words, " the first Wednesday of June," be stricken out, 
and the words " the second Tuesday of October" be substituted in 
ttieir place. 

Resohedy Tliat a Committee be appointed to prepare an abstract 
of the Parochial reports for publication in the Journal. The Secre- 
tary and the Rev. Mr. Judd were appointed that Committee. 

The following resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Resolved, That this Convention cordially approves of the great ob- 
jects of the American Colonization Society, and recommends to the 
Reverend Clergy of this Diocese to bring the subject before their re- 
spective congregations, on or near the Anniversary of our National 
Independence, and, at the same time, to take up contributions in aid 
of its funds. 

Reeohedf That the Treasurer of the Bishop's fimd be admitted to 
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a seat in this Convention. The Convention adjourned until 2 o'clock^ 

this afternoon.

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment. The Rev* Mr. 
Burhans, in the absence of the Bishop, took the Chair. 

Mr. Sigourney at the request of the Convention, presented and 
read his report, as Treasurer of the Bishop's fund, and made a ver. 
bal statement in relation to it. 

The following preamble and resolutions were then passed : — 

Whereas, it is highly desirable that this Diocese should have the 
benefit of the undivided labors of its Diocesan, and particularly so 
at the present time, when many of the Parishes are destitute of set* 
tied ministers. Therefore 

Resolved, by this Convention, that while they bear in grateful re- 
membrance the important services rendered to the Church at large, 
by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Brownell, in founding and raising up Wash- 
ington College, to its present state of prosperity and usefulness, they 
do also express the earnest hope that he will devote his labors exclu- 
sively to the pastoral care of the Diocese, as soon as a suitable gen- 
tleman can be provided to fill the office of President of the Ihstitu- 
tion, and a competent support for the Bishop shall have been provide 
ed by the Diocese. 

Resolvedy That Messrs. Beach, Huntington and Boardman be a 
Conunittee to wait on the Bishop with the foregoing resolution, and to. 
report his decision to this Convention. 

The Rev. Mr. Burhans asked and obtained leave of absence, fi>r 
himself and Mr. Charles Jarvis, for the remainder of the session* 

The Rev. Mr. Judd took the Chair. The Committee appointed to 
wait on the Bishop, having performed their duty, reported that he 
would shortly make a communication to this Convention. 

The following resolutions were offered, and adopted unanimously : 

Resolved^ That a Committee of five la3rmen be appointed to inquire, 
and to report to the next Annual Convention, what sum, if any, is due 
to the Rt. Rev. Bishop Brownell, according to the terms of the con- 
tract made with him at the time he accepted of the Episcopate. 

2. Resolved, That the same Committee be empowered to collect 
the amount due to the Bishop's Fund, from any parish in this Diocese, 
according to the assessment made in the year 1813 : or to compound 
the same for such sum paid or secured, as they shall think reason- 
able. 

3. Resolved, That the same Committee devise and report a plan 
for immediately increasing the salary of the Bishop to the sum of 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum. His Excellency, Gov. Peters, 
C. Sigourney, R. Adams^ B. Beach and R. I. Ingersoll were appoint- 
ed that Committee. 
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Leave of absence tor the remainder of the session, was gmnted 
to the Rev. Mr. Smith. 

The following communication was received from the Bishop, and^ 
on motion, was ordered to be recorded on the Journal of the 
Convention. 

To the Convention qf^ the Diocese of Connecticut. 
Bbetheen : 

I have received your communication, by the hands of Messrs^ 
Beach, Huntington, and Boardman, your Uommittee, expressive of 
your desire that I should withdraw from the active charge of Wash- 
ington College, and devote my labors exclusively to the pastoral care 
of the Diocese, as soon as a suitable person can be obtained to take 
the charge of the Institution, and a competent provision shall have 
been made for the support of my family. 

I feel very grateful to the Convention for the kind manner in whicb 
they have bieen pleased to speak of my labors, and entirely concur 
with them in regard to the expediency of devoting myself exclu- 
sively to the charge of the Diocese, so soon as the contemplated pro- 
vision shall have been made.

The Coqmuttee appointed to take into conmderation the delinquent 
cier in the collections for the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, reported the following resolution which, on motion, was 
adopted: 

Resolved^ lliat this Convention again recommend to every parish 
in this Diocese, the establishment of a Society auxiliary to the Socie- 
ty for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, and that it be the duty 
of every Minister to promote the same, by aiding the members of his 
congregation in such establishment without delay ; or in those parish** 
es that are too small to form societies, to take up annual contributions 
for said object* 

The same Committee reported that 32 parishes had paid their as- 
sessments to the Convention Fund {see Appendix No, 3) ; that 24 
had not paid their assessment for the last three years (see page 29) ; 
7 for the last two years (see page 29) ; and .thirteen for &e laJst 
3'ear, (see page 29.) 

Resolvedy That the Secretary of the Convention, with the advice 
and consent of the Bishop, be requested to prepare blanks for pa- 
rochial reports for publication ; and that the several clergymen of 
the diocese be requested to give to the next Convention, such other 
information in relation to their several Parishes, as they may think 
expedient — and that the Bishop be authorized to select such portions 
of the miscellaneous information, as may be useful to be published 
in the Jonmals.

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Canon I. — Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports. (Passed 

1826, amended 1830.) 
In order to give effect to the 4(hh Canon of the General Convention, 
it is hereby required, that every minister of this Church shall keep a 
record of all the Baptisms, Marriages, and Funerals solemnized by 
him, specifying the name of the parties married, the names of the per- 
sons baptized, and of the persons buried, and the time when each 
rite was performed. He shall also keep a Register of the names of the 
persons confirmed, of the Communicants, and of the Families belong- 
ing to his parish, which documents shall be deposited with the Cleik, 
in case of his removal from the Parish. And it shall be the duty of 
every minister to report to the Annual Convention, an abstract of 
said registers, together with a written account of the state of the pa- 
rish. 

Canon II. — Providing for the Convention Fund, (1825.) 
The several Parishes in this Diocese shall annually pay to the 
Convention Fund, at the rate of fifiy cents on every one hundred 
dollars paid to their respective clergymen, as their annual salary. 

Canon W.^^Declaring the offences, for which a Clergyman may he 

brought to trial. (1825.) 

Disorderly and immoral conduct, vicious or unseemly diversions, 
neglect of duty, disregard to the constitution and canons of the Gen- 
eral or State Convention, a deviation fix>m the rubrics, and dissemina- 
ting or countenancing opinions which are contrary to the doctrines of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, are offences for 
which a clergyman may be brought to trial. 

Canon IV. — Of the manner in which a Clergyman shall he brought to 

trial (1825.) 

In order to bring a Clergyman to trial before an ecclesiastical 
court, a charge shall be made in the first place to the Standing Com- 
mktee, in writing, under the proper signature of at least two per- 
sons, one of whom shall be a presbyter of this Diocese. And if the 
Standing Committee shall deem the offence charged, as coming with- 
in the offences enumerated in the canons of the Diocese of Connec- 
tieut, or of the General Convention, they shall {^resent the same to 
the Bishop, in the following form : 

To A. B, Bishop of the State of Connecticut : 

The Standing Committee of this Diocese respectfully rq^resent, 
that C. D. has been accused, under the hand of E. F. and 6. H. of 
[here recite the charge or charges,] and the Committee are of opin-

ion, that there is sufficient ground for presenting the said C. D. for 
trial, agreeably to the canons in such case made and provided. r! 

[Signed by the Standing Committee.] ^ 

Whereupon the Bishop shall summon nine presbyters to meet, at ^ 
some time, not within ninety days, at some place within the county ] | 
where the accused shall reside or officiate, for the time being : five < 
of whom shall be sufficient to constitute a court for the trial of the ^ 
charge or charges. If more than five of the persons summoned shall 
appear, the accused may object to any individual over that number, ''^ 
at his own discretion. If no objection be made, the whole number 
present shall sit on the trial. 

The Bishop shall forthwith give notice to the Standing Committee, 
of the time and place of the meeting of the court. And the Standing 
Committee shall act as prosecutors in the case ; and at least sixty 
days before the trial, shall furnish the accused with a copy of the 
presentment — notice of the time and place of trial — and a specifica* i 
tion of the facts on which they expect to maintain the charges.— > i 
And the accused, at least thirty days before the trial, shall furnish the 
Standing Committee with a statement of the grounds of his defence, 
on each specification. 

At the time fixed for the trial, the members of the court shall choose 
Si President from their own number, and a Secretary, either from their 
own number or otherwise, as they shall see fit ; and they shall, before 
they proceed, adopt and declare the rules by which the trial shall be 
conducted : Provided, however, that no layman shall advocate for ei- 
ther party on the trial ; though both parties may, at their option, em- 
ploy or consult legal or other advisers. 

If the accused shall neglect or refuse to appear, or to answer to 
the charges in the manner herein prescribed, the court shall order 
judgment to be enttsred against him by default. But if he shall ap- 
pear, the court shall proceed to a fair and impartial hearing of the 
whole matter, and shall adjudge him guilty or not guilty j according to 1 
the evidence : and if guilty, the sentence which, in their opimon, { . 
ought to be pronounced. \\ 

The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings — con- ^*^ 
taining a copy of the presentment — of the specifications— of the no- 
tice to the accused, and of his answer — ^with a statement of all the 
evidence, both oral and written — and the final judgment of the court : 
And an attested copy of this record shall be forthwith delivered to the % 
Bishop. If the judgment be, not guilty ^ the Bishop shall give a cer- 
tificate of acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of the present- 
ment and specifications ; and the accused shall not be subjected to a 
second trial on the same facts. If the court judge him guiUyf on 
one or more points at issue, the Bishop may disapprove the judgment, 
and order a new trial, stating his grounds for such decision : or he

Mt BalTHItBIl OF THE ClBBQT, AND 0» THE LuTT : 

THBooflH the goud providence of God, we are asain permitted to 
meet together in Convention under circumstances of mercy. Owing 
to a concurrence of uQtoivard events, which frustrated our last annual 
meeting, and to a change in the Constitution ofthe Diocese, which 
has transferred our lime of meeting from June to Octoher, it is now 
two years and four months since we were last assembled together. 
We have abundant cause ofgrntitude and thanksgiving to the Father 
of mercies for the kindness he has extended to us, and the bleenngs 
he has bestowed on us during the interim. The period has heea 
distinguistied by fruitful seasons, and by a bountiful measure of 
worldly prosperity. That dreadful pestilence which has sconrged 
the nations of Asia and Europe, and which has spread its raTBges 
through BO many portions of our own country, has liitherto been gra- 
ciously averted from the state in which we live. A few instancee, 
indeed, have served to remind ua of our dependence on God, to make 
us inst:int and fervent in our prayers for deliverance, and lo excite 
oursympathiesforthesutferings ofour fellow-raeo in those regions 
where the divine chastisements have been more heavily diapenaed; 
but the general exemption with which we have been favored, and the 
distinguished degree of health and comfort which we hare enjtqred, 
should call forth our devout thanksgivings and praise to the author of 
all sood. Our spiritual privileges and blessings have not been leaa 
distinguished ; and they enforce similar demands upon our cratitude 
and love. " The means of grace, and the hopes of glory, are so 
constantly extended to ua that they seem to be our regular inherit- 
ance : yet we should not forg^et that they are dispensed and controll.

lliere haa been somewhat less of rehgious animatioD, indeed, du- 
ring the period of our recess, than in the year or two which preceded 
it. l^e excitement which ihen prevailed so generally tbroughnut 
Ihii itEtfl, has been succeeded, as is usually the case, by a too general 
eoldoess and indifference to religion. Bui, as the discipline of the 
^iacopal Church guards her members from the common excesses 
M enthusiasm, we have been less afiected by the re-aetion than the 
other denominations of Christians with whom we are surrounded. 
Hnppy will it be for us, my brethren, if, by a faithful use of the 
(Urdinary means of grace, we can sustain in our Church that elevated 
■Inndard of piety, and that general sensibility to the concerns of reli' 
gion which the gospet demands, and which other conunuoiona seek 
to effect by artificial and ever-varying methoifs of excitement. Du< 
liBg the fervor of their enthusiasm, indeed, they may reproach na 
iriln a want of spirituality and zeal : But let us etitl preserve " the 
wmt tenor of our way," and still adhere to that sober and mature 
|Mty which is so congenial to the institutions of our Church, and 
to the true spirit of the christian religion. Amid the vicissitudes of 
tlwae other communions, and the controversies which rend ihem 
aamder, we shall thus preserve our stability and union- And in thoae 
■UHBge of religious zeel which always follow the flood-tides of ei> 
travagance, and amid those corruptions of doctrine whicif naturally 
•pring from a fondness for metaphysical subtilties, and from neir 
devicea to produce excitement, she who is stigmatized as a " dead 
Church," will still be found elive and vigorous ; and she who suffers 
nnderthe false imputation of relying upon "dead works," will be 
Been to stand forth as the steadiest defender of the orthodox failbi 
and the securest asylum of evangelical piety. 

Since my retirement from the charge of Washington College, my 
attention has been devoted almost exclusively to the concerns of the 
Diocese, and I have had full opportunity to become acquainted with 
it* condition, ind its wants- I should do injustice to my feelings if 
I failed, on this occasion, to bear ample testimony to the zeal and 
fUlhfnlneas with which the clergy are pursuing their unostentatiousf 
■elfiJeayiDg and pious labours ; and I should be wanting in gratitude, 
ifl werenotduly thankful tothe great shepherd and bishop of sonla 
for that harmony in doctrine and in fesUng with which they are ani- 
mated. It has been my purpose for the last three years, to visit each 
parish in the diocese annually. A kind Providence has enabled ii~ ~ 
to fiilfil this intention, with only a very few exceptions — while m 
ofthe parishes have been visited more than o nce J 
some of the parishes, particularly in

On tbe,d>iy af^er the last Convention, (June 8tb, 1682,) I codm* 
crated the new Church at Naugatuck, ( Waterbury,) by the name of 
St. Itlichacl's Church. It is a very neat and commodious sdifica ; 
and the same zeal and public spirit which was displayed in ita ei«e- 
lioti, has coDltnued to characlerize the members of that new and 

5 rowing parish. On the 30th of August, 1832, 1 consecrated Bt 
obn's Church, at East-Windsor ; and on the 17th of September, in 
the same year, I consecrated Trinity Church, at Branford. Thaoa 
two latter edifices had been for some time erected, butiiad reoantly 
been repaired and finished. On the 2d day of October, 1888, 1 con- 
secrated the new Church at Wolcott, by the name of " All Sainta" 
Church. During the present year, I have already consecrated &*n 
new Churches. St. Paul's Church, at Windham, consecrated 
April the 10th, is a substantial gothic edifice of granite, erected by the 
zeal and liberality of a parish which has been brought into existence 
within the last two years, under the ministry of the Rev. L. H. Cor- 
son. The first renting of the pews has produced a revenue equal to 
the support ofa clergyman. 'The beautiful new Churches at Green- 
inch, and New-Canaan, were consecrated on the 5th and 6th of May; 
IB called Christ Church, and the latter St. Mark's. Thoy

tajRinoDg the best modals of village cliurchea. 'iiie unurchat Mid- 
dletowD was consecrated on the 12th of June, by the name of Christ 
Church. It is built of sand stone in the Grectsn style, and k one of 
the most spacious and elegant churches in the diocese. At the rent- 
ing of its pews, about forty families were added to the congregation, 
which is under the rectorship of the Rev. Smith Fyne. On the 17th 
of September, I consecrated the new Church at Reading. It is 
called ChrtaC Church, and is built on a model not unlike to the 
churches of Greenwich and New Canaan, only that its tower is sur- 
mounted by a well proportioned steeple. The zeal and liberality 
with which this good work hna been carried on by the Rector and 
the members of his congregation, is worthy of all praise, and pro. 
mises to be of lasting beoefit to the parish. Other handsome 'churches 
are in the progresa of erection, at Southport, at Bridgewater, at Ox- 
ford, and at North-Haven. They will be ready for consecration 
during the present autumn, or the nest spring. 

Since my last address to you, I have admitted sixteen persona 
to the Holy Order of Deacons, and twelve to that of Priesla. Of 
the former, Samuel S. Lewis was ordained at Hartford, on the 
10th of June, 1832; William H. Walter, Robert A. MaUam, and

the Rev. John D. Smith, in the parish of Humphreysville ; the Rev.

Lyde, is prevented from the exercise of his miniatrj through the 
viutation of disease ; and the Rev. William P. Curtii,whi> had reoiOTed 
to the diocese of New York, has been suddenly arrested in his labois 
by the hand of death. 

On the 8th of July, 183'J, I instituted the Rev. Hugh Smith into the 
R^clorshop of Christ Church, Hartford. In October 1833, be re- 
signed that parish and received a dimissory letter to the Dioceoe of 
l^w York. The Rev. John M. Robertson, the Rev. Solomon Blakee- 
lee, the Rev. Horatio Potter, the Rev. Wm. Lucas, and the B«t. 
Henry R. Judah have also received dimissory letters to the nne 
Diocese. The Rev. Norman Pinney, and the Rev. Albert A. 
Muller have received dimissory letters to the diocese of Ai-t^mt 
The Rev. Henry S. Atwater has also removed to tbedioceie of New 
York. Notwithstanding these removals, there has been abont an 
equal accession to our list of clergy, with dimissory lettera from other 
dioceses. The Rev. John M. Guion, from the dioceseofNewTork, 
is settled as recloi of the parish of Saybrook ; the Rer. William L. 
Keese, from the same diocese, as assistant minister of the pariah of 
Trinity Church, New Haven; the Rev.Hiram Jelliff, fromtheaame 
Diocese, as rector of the parish of Kent ; the Rev. Sitae Totlan, from 
the same diocese, as Professor in Washington College ; the Rer. 
Charles J. Todd, now officiating in the par^ of New Canaan, and 
lately atRidgefield, and for some time previous to our leat Conren- 
tioo officiating at Wilton, has since then presented to me his diraie- 
ir from the diocese of New York. The Rev. Garden B. Coit, 
(le transferred to the diocese of New York, hsa 
A s^h a dimissory lettsr, and is settled aa Rec- 
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toroftbopariahof Bridgeport. The Rev, John Dowdney, jr. from 
the diocsK of New York, is officiatiog in the parishes of Woodbury 
and Bathlebem, with dimissury letters; and the Rev. Joseph H. Nich. 
olS) from tb« same dioceae, ia officiating in the new pariah of Green. 
wich. The Rev, Rohert Daviea presented to me a letter dimissory 
ftomlliedioceseofNew York, and ivaa shortly aflerwards transfer- 
nd to that of New Jersey. The Rev. Lucius M, Purdy preseDted 
lo me hia dimissory tetter from the eastern diocese, and is now set- 
tled w rector of the parishes of Sharon and Salisbury. The Rev. 
O. C. v. Eftstman, wiih a dimtasory letter from the same diocese, is 
offieieting in the new pariah of Bristol, in conjunction with the 
ptrieh ofSt. Matthew's,Plymouth. The Rev, George Burgess, with 
a dimiifory letter from the same diocese, is officiating aa assistant 
MiniMer in the parish of Hartford ; and the Rev. J. D. Tyler, also 
from the same dioceae, is officiating as an instructor in the Aayluin 
fitrthfl Deaf and Dumb.

Of the candidates for orders reported to the last Convention, Ho> 
bartH.Bartlett, and James C. Richmond were transferred to other 
Dioceses, and George F. Cook departed this life at the General The- 
ological Seminary, greatly lamented by all who knew his worth. 

r attended the last meeting of the General Conventian of the 
Church. Certain reaolutions were then passed, which were submit- 
ted to (he consideration of the several Dioceses, and to which I now 
beg leave to call your attention. Four new Bishops were conseoa* 
ted, as the closing act of the Convention. 

I have also attended three meetings of the Trustees of the Gen- 
eral Theological Seminary, since the last session of this body. Hie 
importance of that Institution to the well-being of the Church is con- 
stantly becoming more and more obvious ! and 1 am happy to state 
that its prospects of increase, prosperity, and usefulnesa are 
steadily improving. It is, however, my duty to add that the fimds 
of the Institution, though likely hereafler to become smple, through 
munificent legacies which have not yet become due, are yet, at the 
present time, subject to serious embarrassments. Under the present 
organization of the Seminary, its expenses exceed its income by 
about 1400 dollars a year ; although some of its Instruotors render 
their 'services gratuitously. It is obvious that this state of thinm 
cannot long continue, without encroaching materially on its capital ; 
and this is a result which its Trustees, as faithful guaitlians of its 
interests, should not permit. Under these circumstances, the Trus- 
tees of the Seminary brought the subject before the General Con- 
vention, at its last session. The following resolution was passedby 
that body, as the higher guardians of the Institution, and I » bB ll 
cheerfully concur with you in any proper measures for giving it effi- 
cacy in this Diocese : 

"lUaoIted, As the sense of this Convention, that it is abaohitely 
imperative upon the Board of Trustees aot to suffer the capital fund 
of the Seminary to bo diminished ; and that as the income does not 
meet the annual expenditure, and this state of things must continue 
until the valuable legacies lefl to this institution shall become availa- 
ble ; therefore, until this period, the General Convention does earn- 
estly recommend that through the intervention of the Bishops or 
Standing Committees, collections be made yearly on some fixed day 




in the churches in every State and Diocese ; and the Rev. Clergy or 
vestries of the different parishes are requested, without delay, to 
remit the sums which may be raised in their respective churches, or 
otherwise, to the Treasurer of the Seminary." 

The prosperity of the general institutions of the Church is inti- 
mately connected with the welfare of those within our own diocese, 
and they all mutually aid and support each other. Of the latter, 
however, we are the more immediate guardians, and I shall rely on 
your hearty co-operation in an any measures that may conduce to 
their advancement. Perhaps there are no means of promoting the wel- 
ftre of the Church more direct and efficacious than the education of 
her youth under auspices favorable to her sentiments, and especially 
to the education of young men to serve at her altars. For accom- 
plishing these ends, the establishment of Washington College has 
created a most valuable auxiliary. The importance of the Institu- 
tioD, and its connexion with the best interests of the Church, have 
become too apparent to need commendation. I trust it will always 
receive the zealous support of this Diocese, and that it will prove a 
blessing to the Church throughout our country. In connexion with 
the College, and with the general subject of education for the sacred 
ministry, the Episcopal Academy at Cheshire should be an object of 
special interest. Whether any thing can be done to increase the 
number of its pupils, or to give to the Institution greater efficiency, is 
a subject worthy of your consideration. 

The *' Church Scholarship Society," established by the Conven- 
tion of this diocese, has equalled the most sanguine expectations of 
its founders. Several valuable young men have already been intro- 
duced into the sacred ministry by its assistance, and a still greater 
number are now in the progress of their studies, under its auspices. 
The number of applications for its aid are rapidly increasing, and 
further appeals to the christian public for the augmentation of its 
means will soon become necessary. 

There has been no period, since my connexion with the Diocese, 
when the " Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge," 
could pursue its objects with such encouraging prospects of success. 
Under the present aspect of religious affairs, I believe there is hard- 
ly a populous Town in the State, where the Church is not already 
planted, but might furnish a sufficient number of persons, unattached 
to the existing denominations, to form a respectable congregation. 
In most of these places, I am confident that Episcopal Clerg3rmen 
would be cordially received, and that, with incepient Missionary aid, 
new Parishes might soon be established. Owing to the difficulty of 
obtaining suitable Missionaries, indeed, but little has been recently 
effected in the way of organizing new congregations. The income of 
the Society has been chiefly appropriated to the sustaining of weak Pa- 
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rishcs, anJ in oaxiiiting such as were making ezlraordinary exertiou 
Tor Bupporlitig llic oxcliiaive aervices of a Clergymui. Hereafter, 
I trust, the iiicoitic of the Suciely will enable its Directon to occu. 
py fiuch new places ol usefulness as may invite their apecial atten- 
tion. To this end, I Li!g Icare to direct your attention to such fur- 
ther measures for increasing its funds, as your judgment may direct. 
I would gladly sco your minds effectually roused on this tubjeet. 
It needs only to be fully understood, and rightly estimated, to call 
forth your most zealous exertions. 

Brethren ; — In the aLatcnicnts now made, and in (he " Pamehial 
Reports," which will be shortly laid before you, we shall find abund. 
ant reason to bless God for the measure of prosperity vouchsafed to 
the portion of his Church committed to our charge. If we oburve 
something less of religious animation for the two last years, than in 
the two years which preceded them, we yet witness no deterioration 
of sound principles, no backwardness in supporting the institutions 
of religion and missionary efforts, and no dissentions in the Church. 
A gratifying harmony of principle, and of action, prevails through- 
out the Diocese ; and the Church appears to be steadily advancing 
in external prosperity, and in spiritual improvement. It rests with 
us faithfully to perform our duties, as individuals, and as memben of 
her Communion, and to be instant in our prayers for her proipei%, 
^ well as in the great work of our own snlvation.

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JOURNAL OF THE CONVENTION, 1837, 



New Haven, June 13th, 1837, 

This being the day appointed bjthe Constitution of th« Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Connecticut, for the Annual Convention of the same, 
the Right Rev. Thomas Church Brownell, D. D. LL. D,, Bishq» of the Dio- 
cese, and several of the Clergy and Laity, assembled at 10 o'clock A. M. in 
Trinity Church, New Haven, which had previously been designated by the 
Bishop as the place of meeting. 

M omingf Prayer was read by the Rev. Lemuel B. Hull, Rector of St. Paul's 
Church, WalUncford, and a Sermon delivered by the Rev. Oeorge Burgessi 
Rector of Christ Church, Hartford. 

The Rev. Edward J. Darken, and the Rev. William Warland, Jr., were then 
admitted by the Bishop to the Holy Order of Priests j after which, the Bishop, 
assisted by the Rev. Dr. Croswell, and the Rev. Messrs. Hull and Burgess, 
administered the holy Communion. 

The services being ccmcluded, the Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop.

The Convention then proceeded to the election of a Secretary, when, on 
counting the ballots, it appeared that the Rev. Allen C. Morgan was chosen. 
A. B. Chapin, Esq. was, on motion^ appointed Assistant Secretary. 

The Rev. Robert A. Hallam and the Rev. L. H. Corson appeared and took 
their seats. 

The Rt. Rev. The Bishop, pursuant to the 51st Canon of the General Con- 
vention, then delivered the following address. 



ADDRESS. 



Mt Brethren op the CLERcnr, and of the Laity : 

In consequence of a change in the Constitution of the Diocese, it is onlj 
about eight months since the last annual meeting of the Convention. At tha 
time of our session in October last, my visitations for the season were nearly 
completed, and it is but a short period since the state of the weather and the 
roads has permitted the renewal of them for the current year. The record of 
services, performed within the Diocese, which I have now to lay before you, 
must therefore be more brief than usual. But, during the usual respite from 
my Episcopal labours, when I would gladly have devoted my time to study, and 
to the care of my famiW. the providence of Gk)d has directed my steps to a far 
distant portion of the Church. When spending the winter in New Orleans, 
two years before, I had been instrumental in coUecting together the scattered 
Episcopalians of that citv, and in encouraging their exertions for the erection 
or a new house of worship. At the close of the last autumn, the edifice was 
nearly completed, but the Parish was yet without a Pastor, and I was nrgeotly 
requested by the Vestry once more to visit the city, to consecrate die new 
Church, to aid in reassembling a congregation preparatory to the sale of the 
pews. an4 to assist in procuring a permanent Rector. The measure of success 
which attended these efforts encourages the hope, that they were fkvonred and 
blessed by the great Head of the Church. 

After an absence of five months fVom my Diocese, and home, it is with no 
ordinary emotions that I find myself again permitted to renew my intercourse 
with my brethren of the Clergy and Laity of^Connecticut, and to meet so many 
of them in Convention at this time. May our hearts be penetrated with 
gratitude and love to that great and good Being, who has kqpt ns in safety 



during our separation, and who has brongfatiis together again, ontUaoCGMloii, 
under so many circumstances of mercy. 

Since the last Convention I have visited tioeniff-eigJU Parishes, in deven of 
which no services which pertain exclusivelv to the Episcopal office, weie 
required. Should my healtn be preserved, I hope to visit all the Paijdiee oC 
the Diocese, during the current season : — a tour of duty which, with fiBwexctt- 
tions, I have been able to accomplish each year since my withdrawal frouk tne 
chargie of Washington College. But it becomes a question of connderaUe 
moment, whether such frequent visitations are really ofleftil to the* Parishes 1 
I certainly deem it useful annually to become acquainted with the oonditiMi 
of each particular Parish : and it affords me, personally, much gratification 
annually to meet each of my brethren of the Clergy, in his own domestic 
circle, to see the faces of my brethren of the Lai^, and to enjoy the hoqiitality 
and kindness which, on such occasions. I never &il to experience. Yet it aar 
reasonably be quesuoned, whether sucn frequent visitations do not dtmfnisn 
the interest which would otherwise be attached to Ihem 1 I would eapeelillf 
call the attention of the Clergy and of the C^Hivention to this OBtetliia, in 
reference to the holv rite of Confirmation. When that rite is •^-ii"'T*iiTT tl 
annnallv, there will be, of coarse, bat a small number to reoeiTe it Ddol nol 
the smallness of the number sometimes detract from the interest wUdf 'fte 
clergyman and the congregation would otherwise attach to the adminfiMnllon 
of it f When it is felt, too, that the rite may be received the very neit i 
does not this consideration sometimes lead to a postponement of the pn * 
for it to another, and another, and another year ? And do not soch 
Tisitations sometimes become rather opportunities for the gratification dT i 
friendship, than occasions for the performance of official dotiaa 1 T^ 
tion here presented is one on which my own mind is not yet de&iitirely i 
I leave it with my brethren for their future consideration and nltimafee eomneL

Albert Spooner, in St James' Cluurch, New t<(»don, 
on the 25th of that month. 

On the dlst of May, in Christ Church, Norwich, I admitted Mr. Alfhsd Lee, 
late a member of the senior class in the General Theological Seminaiy, to A« 
Holy Order of Deacons; and this day I have admitted the Bey. HdwM X 
JDarken, and the Rev. William Warland, Jr^ to the Holy Order of Prlestn. 

But one Church has been consecrated, in this Diocese, since oor la^ neet- 
litf— Trinity Church, in the Parish of Northfield. Two others-rSt.' JohnV 
Church, Bridgeport, and St. John's Church, New Milford— are neiuly Xt»Sf 
for consecration; and four more are in the progress of erection. 

The changes which have taken place in the location of the Cleigy. are less 
numerous than during the preceding year. The Rev. Amos B. Beacn Kan fa- 
ken a dismissory Letter, and removod to the diooese oif New York. Tlie ft«i^. 
Josiah M. BarUett has resigned the Parish of Brooklyn, on account of iQ hMb. 
The Rev. Silas Blaisdale has accepted the charge dt the Parish of Mem; WtA 




removed to that place. The Rev. Jacob L. Clark has removed to Waterbury, 
having been appointed to the Rectorship of that Parish. The Rev. William 
A. Curtis has resigned the charge of the Parish of Windham. The Rev. Tho- 
mas J. Davis has removed to the Parish of New Britain. The Rev. William 
Jarvis has resigned the Rectorship of Trinity Church, Chatham, on account of 
protracted ill health, and the Rev. Samuel M. Emery has been appointed his 
successor. The Rev. Mr. Eastman has resigned the Rectorship of Grace 
Church, Saybrook. The Rev. William Watson has accepted the Rectorship 
at St. Peter's Church, Plymouth, and has removed to that place. The Rev. 
Dr. Wheacon has accepted the Rectorship of Christ Church, r^ew Orleans, and 
has been succeeded in the Presidency of Washington College by the Rev. 
Silas Totten, late a Professor in that Institution. 

The number of officiating Clergy in the Diocese has been considerably in- 
creased by accessions from other Diocesses. The Rev. EUlliard Bryant, of the 
Diocese of New York, and late a Missionary to Greece, is. now officiating in 
the Parishes of Milton and Bradleyville. The Rev. Thomas Clark, from the 
same Diocese, is officiating in the Parish of Huntington. The Rev. Charles 
Cleveland, with dismissory Letters from the Diocese of Vermont, has been ap- 
pdn ted to the charge of St. John's Church, East Windsor. The Rev. William 
Warland, Jr., with dismissory Letters from the Diocese of Massachusetts, is 
officiating as Minister of Grace Church, Saybrook. The Rev. Mr. Snow, from 
the last mentioned Diocese, has been appointed to the Rectorship of the Parishes 
of Northfield and Bethlem, and has accepted that charge: and the Rev. 
Caleb I. Grood, from the Diocese of Pennsy^lvania, has accepted and entered on 
the Professorship of Ancient Languages in Washington College. The Rev. 
Thomas S. Savage has been received into this Diocese, with a dismissory Let- 
ter from the Bishop of Virginia, and is now, with great self-devotion, officia- 
ting as a Missionary on the coast of Africa. 

Shortly after the last session of Convention, the Rev. Rei:rt>en Ives, of 
Cheshire, departed this life. He died in a good old age, after many years of 
arduous service in the ministry. Thus the early fathers of the Church in this 
Diocese, — a Mansfield, a Tyler, a Shelton, a Bronson, a Prindle, and an Ives,— 
are called to give an account of their stewardship to the Great Shepherd and 
Bishop of souls, while a younger generation has entered on their labours. May 
we not fall behind them in faithfulness, and zeal, and love for the Church of 
Christ, which he purchased with his blood ! 

The following persons are now candidates for holy orders in this Diocese, 
viz : — David Ogden, George A. Sterling, James Madison Thompson, (a colour* 
ed man in Liberia,) Solomon G. Hitchcock, Ferdinand Ro^rs, William B.

Mr. Warner Hoyt and Mr. Edwin M. Van Deusen, candidates for orders in 
this Diocese, have been transferred to the Diocese of Maryland. 

Daring my late visit to New Orleans, I consecrated the new edifice of Christ 
Church, in Qiat city, and confirmed thirteen persons. I also confirmed twenty 
ptrsons in the Church, at Mobile, on the 26th of February last. 

I have thus laid before you, brethren, a general account of the affairs of the 
Diocese, including a summarjr statement of the Episcopal duties I have per- 
formed since the last Convention. From the facts thus presented, in connex- 
ion with the Parochial Reports, and the Report of the Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, you will be enabled 
to form a tolerably correct estimate of the condition of that portion of the 
Church of Christ entrusted to our more e^ecial care. I desire more particu- 
larly to call the notice of the Convention to some considerations connected with 
the last mentioned Report, and to the instrumentality of that Society in prcHno- 
tinff the growth of the Diocese. 

It is now almost eighteen years since I was called to my pres^it charge. At 
thait time, there were only seven Parishes capable of si^porting the entire ser- 
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vices of a Clerg3rmaii. There are now VmenH/f-fimr of thii class, and Uie 
additional seventeen Parishes have nearly or quite all been aided, in some stage 
of their progress, by the funds of the society for the promotion of Christian 
Knowledge. Nim/t more Parishes, which a short time since were united in ' * 



ralUteSf have been enabled, by grants of from fifty to one hundred doUan aaeh, 
fh>m the same Society, to enjoy, for the past year, the exclusive vcryrtcmm 
their several Pastors. It is trusted that nearly all these Parishes will soon lie 
strong enough to dispense with such assistance. 7Vn more Parishes, at tke 
least, might be added to this class, if the Society was enabled to afford tnemllit 
same amount of assistance. T\pelve weaker Parishes have received assistance 
from the Society, of from thirty to one himdred dollars each, — all but two of 
which have enjoyed the services of a Clergyman at least half of the time. 
Brethren, these are interesting statistics. I hope they will arrest the attention 
of the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese, and draw their reflections to a subject 
which has hitherto engaged, I fear, too little of their interest. When they see 
how much has already^ b«en done by the Society, with the blessing of God on 
the limited means at its disposal ; when they consider how much yet remains 
to be done within the Diocese, and of which much may assuredlv be effected 
by the ordinary blessing of Divine Providence on human exertions ; I trust 
tney will become engaged in the work with a spirit and a zeal proportioned to 
its importance. A Parish, with only occasional services, may have its exist- 
ence prolonged, and under favourable circumstances may perhaps be increas- 
ed ; but it can never be expected to attain a due degree of external prosperity, 
or of internal spirituality, till it shall enjoy the entire and exclusive services 
of a Pastor. To this consummation our efforts should be steadily directed, in 
caring for the welfare of that portion of the Church committed to our charge. 
Out of about ninety Parishes in the Diocese, it appears that (mly ikirty-4kree 
yet enjoy the^ entire services of a Pastor, — ^and nine of these through the assist- 
ance of the Society. The remainder are united in pluralities, ortwo or three 
in a cure. Several of them, indeed, have long been without any regular supply. 
To give each Parish in the Diocese its appropriate Pastor, would require more 
than forty additional Clergymen. 

But, in addition to these considerations, there are more than sixty towns in 
the State, in which no Episcopal congregation has yet been organized. In the 
present state of the religious commimity, — ^when the unfounded prejudices 
against the Episcopal Church are so rapidly melting away before the steady 
light of her example, and when the alternate extravagances and apathy, the 
fluctuations and divisions, which have prevailed among other Christian denomr 
inations, have created so general a distrust in their stability and correctness, 
I do not hesitate to say, that there is hardly one of these towns, possessing any 




Parishes have been fostered and built up in this way ; and there can be no rea- 
son to doubt the eflicacy of a method which has hitherto proved so successful. 
In many of the towns to which I have here alluded, a considerable portion of the 
inhabitants live in the habitual neglect of public worship on the Lord's day; — 
not so much for the want of public religious ministrations in their vicinity, as 
from a want of confidence, or of interest, in those ministrations. It is firmly 
believed that the doctrines and worship of the Episcopal Church would meet 
a more favourable reception, and that the establishment of her institutions 
in those towns would produce a saalutary improvement in the religious and mo- 
ral state of their population. 

Much interest has been justly felt in the support of Missions in the Western 
States. There is indeed a great destitution of the means of sound religious 
instruction in those States ; but I know of no portion of the western country 
where new congregations can be more readily organized, or more speedily and 
successfdlly built up, than in many towns in the State of Connecticut. It is 
not my purpose, however, to make invidious comparisons. I would not weaken 
the interest which is taken; in the religious welfare of any portion of our 
country, nor cheek the sympathy which is felt for the privations of the inhabit- 



a&ts of heathen lands : my sole object is to call your attention to works of 
charity that are near ns,^ven at our doors, and within our own honsehold. 

There is another topic which I have ollen brought to the notice of the Con- 
vention, and which I cannot cease to reiterate till I see the Diocese fairly awa- 
kefie4 to its importance : — I allude to the education of our youth, under auspi- 
ces Ikvourable to the interests of the Church. It is well known to you, how 
Aneh the Church has suffered, and how much her growth has been retarded, 
by the prevalence of adverse influences. It is well known to you, that many 
di our primary schools are even now tinctured with this adverse influence, 
•nd that many of our books of elementary instruction are deeply imbued with 
it; If we can see no immediate remedy tor these evils, they may perhaps be 
checked, by a due exercise of parental vigilance and caution. But in regard 
to our higher seminaries of learning, we have in some good degree thrown ofi* 
the shackles of dependence. In reference to this point, I take leave to congrat- 
ulate the Convention on the successful issue of our exertions for the resuscita- 
tion of the Episcopal Academy at Cheshire. Since our last meeting, that In- 
stitution has recommenced its operations with distinguished success ; and, un- 
der its present efficient Principal, it bids fair to become an important auxiliary 
to Washington College, and an instrument of great good to the Church. 
Other, more private schools, are in successful operation, under the charge oi 
individual Clergymen, which will cooperate, in their several spheres, to the 
same useful en^. 

I also take leave to congratulate the Convention on the present auspicious 
prospects of Washington College. It was feared, indeed, that the resignation 
of the Rev. President Wheaton, who had devoted several years of faithful la- 
bour in its service, might prove injurious to its prosperity. But the Board of 
Trustees promptly supplied the vacancy, by the appointment of the Rev. Silas 
TottMi, — a gentleman m whose talents, learning, discretion, zeal, and piety, the 
Church may repose implicit confidence. The large accession of students, 
which has marked the commencement of his administration, is but an earnest, 
I trust, of the success which ^IH continue to attend it, and of the future pros- 
perity of the College. I earnestly recommend the Institution to the liberal sup- 
port and patronage of the Church, as one of the most efficient instruments for 
mcreasing her ministry, extending her influence, and advancing her prosperity. 

The interests of the Ckurch Sckolarship Society are intimately connecteid 
with those of the College, and with the increase of the Church. On this sub- 
ject I expressed iny sentiments so fully, in a charge delivered'at the last annual 
Convention, that I trust I need only recall the Institution to your remembrance, 
and again commend it to your fostering care. 

The Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, the Episcopal Acad- 
exuv, Washington College, and the Church Scholarship Society, all derive 
thfltr origin from the deuberations of the Convention of this Diocese. They 
have all aflbrded convincing evidence of the wisdom and forecast which led 
to ^eir establishment, and have all been eminently useful to the Church. To 
the parent which brought them into existence, and to the Church whose inte- 
rests they subserve, they may justly look for favour and support. 

The more general Institutions of the Church, — the Theological Seminary, 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, and the Protestant Episcopal 
Sunday School Union, derive their existence from the Greneral Convention. In- 
stituted for the benefit of the whole Church, they are entitled to the support of 
every portion of it ; and I trust that this Diocese will never be found backward 
in sustaining Institutions which have already given such undoubted earnest of 
their subserviency to the cause of the Redeemer. 

But, Brethren, though it is an important object of our legislation to advance 
the external prosperity of the Church, we are constantly to bear in mind that 
all this prosperity is hollow and deceptive, unless it be attended by a propor- 
tionate decree of internal spirituality. Hence, in all our eflbrts to promote the 
former object, the advancement of the latter is to be kept steadily in view. In 
our legislation for the Diocese, in all our measures for the welfare of the seve- 
ral Parishes, in ail our pastoral labours, in all our prayers to the throne of 
grace, and in the entire ordering of our private lives, it should be our great

The Treasurer then made a report concerning the embarrassed state of th^ 
Treasury, and the demand upon it. 

Whereupon, Messrs. Boardman, Bush, and Ives, were appointed a Committee 
to take the subject of the contingent expenses into consideration. 

Pursuant to the 6th Canon of the Diocese, the Rev. Dr. Jarvis presented the 
following abstract of the proceedings of the Standing Committee, which was 
read and aj^roved. 

ABSTRACT OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE STANDING COM- 
MITTEE. 

Abstract of tke proceedings of the Standing Committee, from the Convention of 

1836 ^ the Convention of 1837. 

The first meeting of the Standing Committee was held in ELartford, on the 
day of its election, October 12th, 1^. Present all the members. The Rev. 
Dr. Croswell was chosen President, and the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, Secretary. 

The second meeting was held in Hartford, on the 4th of May, 1837. Pres- 
ent all the members excepting the President. 

Testimonials having been presented in due form, in favour of James 
Rosevelt Bailey, he was recommended to the Bishop as a candidate for Holy 
Orders. Regular Canonical testimonials having been presented in favour of 
Alfred Lee, a candidate for Holy Orders, the Standing Committee proceeded 
to sign his testimonials for Deacon's Orders. 

Canonical testimonials having been presented in favour of the Rev. Albert 
Spooner, and the Rev. Samuel Moody Emery, Deacons, the testimonials of 
the said Rev. A. Spooner and Samuel M. Emery were signed, recommending 
them to the Bishop as worthy to be admitted to the sacred Order of Priests. 

Testimonials having been presented in favour of the Rev. Edward J. Darken, 
M. D., and doubts have arisen whether the Wardens' names were or were not 
omitt^, these being considered as included under the term " Vestrv," in the 
2d Section of the 15th Canon, the Standing Commititfe having full faith that it 
was only an oversight, proceeded to sign the testimonials of the said Rev. E. 
J. Darken, recommending him for Priest's Orders, but directed their Secretary 
to request the signature of the other members of the Vestry, and to deliver the 
testimonials when such request should be complied with.*' 

* TlM Secretary accordingly wrote to Mr. Darken, and havlnff received the eertUcaie of tke 
Wardeas in Canonical form, the omission having proceeded from a misconstrucUon of the 
CaaoB, tlw teeUmoniale were delivered. 
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Tbe third meeting wis held in New Haven, June 13th, 1837. Present all 
the members excepting the Rev. Mr. Paddock. 

Testimonials having been presented in favour* of Alonzo B. Chapin and 
Henry Beers Sherman, they were recommended as candidates for IBjoHj 
Orders. Testimonials in due form, excepting the omissibn of dates, in iaToiir 
of George A. Sterling, having been presented, he was recommended to the 
Bishq|> tor Deacon's Orders. 

Testimonials having been presented, in due foim, excepting the omission of 
dates, in favour of the Rev. William Warland, Jr., and the Rev. D. H. Short, 
Deacons, they were recommended to the Bishop for the Holy Order of Priests. 

The irregularities respecting the insertion or dates, mentioned aboFe, indnoe 
the Standing Committtee to call the attention of the Convention to this sobwct 
Ia some cases the day of the month is not inserted, and in almost all, the war- 
dens and Vestrymen are named, without mentioning the name of the Parish 
which they represent.

The Rev. Dr. Croswell, in behalf of a Committee appointed by the Convoca- 
ticm of the Clergy, on the subject of the " Chronicle of the Church," presented 
the following Report, which being read, was accepted, and the accompanying 
resolutions were unanimously passed. 

The Committee to whom the Convocation submitted the statement of A. B. 
Chapin, Esq., in relation to the " Chronicle of the Charch," with directions to 
report to the Convention, have had the subject under consideration, and, while 
th^y leave to the Convention the opportunity of expressing their opinion as to 
the ability and judgment with which the publication has been conducted, they 
beg leave to o/SEti the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Clergy and Laitv of the Diocese, to make 
all due exertions to increase the subscriptions to the Chronicle. 

Resolved, That for the purpose of conducing to the further improvement of 
the Chronicle, it be recommended to the fHends of the Church, to aid the 
Editor by communications on such topics, connected with the interests of reli- 
gion, as they may deem suitable and proper. 

Resolved, That so much of the department of the Chronicle, under the head 
of Civil Summary, as relates to political events, may with propriety be omitted — 
while a brief and condensed notice of general occurrences, and especially 
those which may have some bearing on moral and religious subjects, should be 
retained under the head of " Chronicle of the Times." 

On motion of the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, Resolved, That the thanks of this Con- 
vention be, and they hereby are returned to the Rev. George Burgess, Rector 
of Christ Church, Hartford, for his sermon delivered at the opening of the 
Convention. 

Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to forward a copy of the Journals to 
such of the Bishops of the Churches of England, Scotland, and Ireland, and 
the Colonies of Gfreat Britain, as he may deem it expedient so to address, with 
a request for an interchange of publications relative to the state of the Church. 

Resolved, also. That the Bishop be requested to open a similar communi-

Rev. and Dear Sib, — I was much pleased to learn that the Coavention would 
be holden in New Haven this summer, as my present stay would be so near, 
that I might pomibly be able once more to meet with my brethren. I had inide 
arrangements so to do. But in that I am much disappointed, as the wenther it 
such that I dare not venture abroad. The least cold affects my eyes immedi- 
ately, and produces much pain. In addition to an earnest desire once mote 
to meet my Clerical and Lay Brethren, I wished to bepresent at their Ammai 
Meeting, for the purpose of resigning my office as Trusiee of the l^iiacopal 
Academy. I was made one of the Trustees of that Inrtitutioii at its mnt 
organization, and for many years I never failed to attend its meetingB; biit for 
several vears past my health has been so bad, that it has not been in my ]power 
to attend to anv of its concerns. Will you nave the goodness, Sir, to maMnt 
me very affectionately to the members of the Convention, and reqneit tnem to 
accept my resignation. 

My dear Sir, when I first entered the Church, its condition was nol venr 
flattering. Surrounded bv enemies on every side, and opposed with mnca 
virulence, her safety, and even her veir existence, were at times somewhat 
questionable ; but by the united and zealous exertions of its clergy, attended 
by the blessings of its great Founder, she has been preserved in safety through 
every storm, and now presents herself with astonishment to every Deholder, 
not as a grain of mustard-seed, but as a beautiful tree, spreading its salubrious 
branches over our whole country. The Church, by a strict adhereace to its 
ancient landmarks, its Priesthood, its Liturgy, and its Qovemment, has been 
preserved from those schisms which seem to threaten the peace of a very re- 
spectable body of Christians in our country. May the same nnanimity and 
zeal which animated our fathers still be pres^ved in the Church. My dajrs of 
pilgrimage, I know, are almost closed, and I can do no more than to be in 
readiness, bvthe grace of Grod, to leave the Church militant in peaee. May I 
be permitted, Sir,^to ask the prayers of my Bishop and his Clergy, that my last 
days may be happy.

(cOBfMtTNJCATION.) 

To the Convention of the ProtestoTU Episcopal Churchy in Session at New 

Haven, June 13, 1837. 
The subscriber, under a realizing sense of his advanced age, and the in- 
creasing infirmities which prevent him in some measure from the dischai|fe of 
public services, hereby resigns his office as Trustee of the Episcopal Academy 
at Cheshire. He would avail himself of the present opportunity to express 
his grateful remembrance of the confidence ana friendship expre^ed towards 
him, as testified by the many highly responsible offices bestowed upon him b3r 
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tke sufirages of this respectable body. He would wish also to express the feel- 
ings that are kindled in his heart, when he reflects upon the past and looks for- 
ward to the future. At the early period of 1784, he united himself to the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, from a deep conviction of her Apostolic origin 
and evangelical doctrines, notwithstanding apparently insormountable prejudi- 
ces from daily misrepresentations of her poU^ and doctrines, overcome only 
b^ incontrovertible evidence. The Church was in a low and degraded state, 
similar to her depressed condition in the da^s of EUijah. There was no Epis- 
copate in the United States — the ways of Zion mourned and few came to her 
altars. But on the return of Bishop Seabury from Europe, in the fall of 1784, 
clothed with Apostolic authority, the day-spring from on high visited this per- 
ishing vine ; the Church arose from her degraded state, and put on the beau- 
tiful garments of praise. She has continued gradually to increase, until now 
W9 are permitted to behoM 18 Bishops, and more than 800 Clerg3rmen, 
labourers in the sacred vineyard. Still, we trust, is she destined to " lengthen 
her cords and strengthen her stakes," in the faf west, causing the wilderness to 
lliloasom as the rose, and sending to Africa and to China '* the glorious Gk)spel 
of the blessed God." 

Again, in contrasting the past with the prospects of the future, what must 
be the feelings of an aged minister of the Churcn, as he retires from the scene 
of his public labours f 

At the close of the Revolutionary war there were but ten Episcopal Clergy- 
men in Connecticut; and even as late as when our present Diocesan took the 
charge of this Diocese, there were but thirty-four, where now we are permitted 
to aee nearly eighty. Further, when he looks back, he remembers the time 
when there was not even an elementary school in this State, to train up young 
men for the sacred office. The first of this kind in the New England States, 
owes its origin to the venerable Seabury, and a few other individuals, who 
laid the foundation of the Episcopal Academy. For a series of years, under 
the fiuthful direction of Bowden, Smith, ana Bronson, it sent forth many a 
labourer into the hajrvest of our Lord. Now, cheering is the sight to an aged 
minister of the Church ; we have a number of Academies and Colleges under 
Episcopal influence, for training up the rising generation, free from Uie 
dangers of heresy and schism. To crown our brightening prospects, and to 
cause the ways of Zion to rejoice, and to cheer the declining da]rs of an aged 
minister, we have a flourishing Theological Seminary, the prosperity of wMch 
is identified with the prospeiiw- of the Church. Long may it flourish, and 
long may it continue to send forth its salutary streams to " make glad the city 
of our Grod." 

And now, Rt. Rev. Sir, and Brethren of the Clersy and Laity, permU an 
old man to express the feelings of his heart, when, as he casts his eye over this 
Convention, now assembled in this, city, where forty-four years ago he was 
admitted to Priest^s orders, he looks in vain for the venerable Seabury, — his 
fathers and cotemporaries, whose then united hearts and mingled voices 
implored heaven's benedictions upon him. Where are theyl Gfone to that 
1x>ume from which no traveller returns. That he is hastening to the ^same 
solemn change is to him an interesting thought. But his heart leaps with 
praise and thanksgiving, that he sees around him an increased number of faith- 
ful witnesses of pTimitive truth and order, engaged in the same sacred cause 
of bringing many sons to glory. With the consoling hope of one day meeting 
them in Paradise, " with the spirits of just men made perfect," and with full 
confidence that the Apostolic faith will finally fill the world with ^lory, he 
says with good old Simeon : Lord, now lettest thou thy servant depart m oeace, 
for mine eyes have seen thy salvation. With this consolation he now bios you 
an afiectionate farewell. DANIEL BURHANS.

Though having hadmnch 
to contend with, — persecution without, and a little political disaiTecuon within, 
»-yet such trials have not disheartened the true friends of Episcopacy, who 
are known for their faithful adherence to that best of causes, and for their 
benevolence and charity. The .spiritual condition of the Parish has evidently 
improved. 

The rest of myUme has been devoted to the Parish of Ebmden. I took cham 
of the same on Whitsunday, in 18!)6, and closed my labours there on the iSh 
March, in 1837.

Since the iast Convention, 
I have regularly* perfoimea service in the Church twice every Sunday, with 
the exception oi' five absences, three of which have been bv way of exchange. 
One Sunday, however, cold and stormy weather prevented the opening of uie 
Church; and I was also prevented from preaching in the aftemocxi of one or 
two Sundays by reason of ill health. On week days, I have also performed 
occasional services in the Church, and, on Sundays, administered the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord's Supper five times.

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Two years ago, they built a small but handsome Church : this so exhausted 
their funds, that they have done little for the support of a Clergyman since. 
Being now free from debt, if they could be reunited with duakerr Farms, thenr 
would give a decent support to a Rector, but without this, they will still 
suffer. This was once a flourishing Pariaii of good old Dr. Mansfield. But 
the fathers having fallen asleep, with their late beloved Rector, there is a 
prevailing drowsiness, that calls for the voice of the Church.

But we have to regret that aU have 
not " laid by in store upon the first day of the week as the Lord hath prospered 
them." A few persons have been added to the communion ; still, as a people, 
we are not so deeply interested in spiritual things as we ought to be, both for 
the honour of religion and the satety and comfort of our own souls. The 
number of scholars in the Sunday School is smaller than that reported last 
year. This would seem to show a lack of interest in this important matter, 
either in the Reotor or parents, or both.

The number of commuoicanlsislS: funerals, S; baptiail, 
1 infant. There are 46 families, that have subscribed for the snppon of the 
ministn' in this Church, and 5ome uf them from other denominations. The 
congregation appears to be gradually increasing and gaining ground, being 
considerably more in number Uian when I first assumed the pastoral care and 
charge of it. In addition to the customary services of the Lord's day, with few 
eicepUoDs. a stated e\'ening lecture u^ held on the same day, and Is still con- 
tinued, and a considerable portion of the community attend. A Sunday School 
is instituted, and it is to be hoped, that the result will be salutary. 

In relation to the statement given at the last annual Convention, with respect 
to the general state of this Parish, I accord in seniimenl. It is correctly said 
in that report, " There can be no doubt that this Parish, and its vicinity, is not 
only irwi but inviting missionary ground." It is indeed missionaxy ground. 
Its location is in the midst t>f a region where the Church is bnt little known 
in relation to e\*angelical truth which she inculcates, and the Apostolic order 
which she maintains. It does, for more considerations than one, at present, 
require the con '1:1 nance and aid of the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge. It is 10 be hoped that the blessing of God may be on this in&nt 
Church for its increase, ejctension, and duration. It is to be hoped, it may be 
Mid of this portion of Zion, <* That this and that man was Ixurn in her; and 
the Highest himself shall establish her. The Lord shall count, wb^ he 
writeth up the people, this man was bom there." 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, PLYMOUTH. 

REV. WILLIAM WATSON, RECTOR. 

Having but very recently taken the charge of this Parish, I am unaUe to 
make a report of ministerial acts performed within the cure since the last 
Convention. From the last printed report I copy the following statistics: 
Families, 120 ; communicants, 130. And I give toese numbers under the im- 
pression that no important increase or diminution has been experienced sinee 
tkiU report was made. The Sabbath School, from unavoidable delay, was not 
commenced for the present season until a few dajrs since ; but, I am happy to 
say, that it has been opened under favourable auspices and encouraging pros- 
pects. 

It gives me pleasure to slate, that this Parish have, within a few weeks past, 
completed the renovation of the intoriour of their Church edifice, at a cost of 
about $(¥)0, and that the improvements have contributed much to its beauty 
and convenience. 

CHRIST CHURCH, HARTFORD. 

REV. GEORGE BURGESS, RECTOR. 

Families, 235 ; baptisms^infants, 28, adults, 2 ; communicants— added, 31, 
died, 6, removed, 19, present number, 304 ; marriages, 3 ; burials, 19 ; Sunday 
School — teachers, 33, scholars, 202 ; missionary and charitable contributions— 
Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, $150, Church Scholarship 
Society, S170, General Missionary Society, $163, other objecU out of the 
Parish, $155; total, $638. 

This Parish has sustained, by deaths and removals, since the last Conven- 
tion, a loss more easily supplied in numbers than in wealth and usefulness. It 
is still blessed, however, with much temporal prosperity. As no preparation 
has yet been made for the annual confirmation, the Rector is unable to speak 
wih the confidence which he would desire, of the probable extension of spi- 
ritual good. 

The usual services have been held, and have been attended by somewhat 
increasing numbers, with an interest at least not diminished. The Sunday 
School is extremely flourishing, and the catechetical instruction of the children 
has been prosecuted with much pleasure on the part of the Pastor, and, It is 
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hoped, lome profit on the part of the young members of his charge. The 
monthly collections have been steadily supported, and are now divided, except so 
far as the contribulors may especially designate, into four equal pans ; one of 
vhich is assigned to the Domestic, and one to the Foreign Deputment of the 
General Missionary Society ; one to the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, and one to the Church Scholarship Society. 

It is a fact, most gratifying not only to this Parish but to the Diocese and 
the Church generally, that amongst those who habitually communicate at this 
altar, are at present more than Ihiity young gentlemen who ate connected with 
Washington College. 

TRINITY CHURCH, CHATHAM. 

REV. SABfUEL M. EMERT, RECTOR. 

3Pamilie9, 142; baptisms — ^infants, 6, adult, 1 ] communicant»^added, 4, died 
or removed, 3, present number, 103 ; i)^arriage8, 3 : burials, 7 ; Sunday School-^ 
teachers, 24, scholars, 113 ; missionary and charitable contributions — ^missionary 
purposes, $45, Christian Knowledge Society, $55, Church in Ohio, 058. 

The 142 families above enumerated, include all who legally bel<»)g to the 
Parish. But it may be proper to state, that several families, among whom are 
about twelve communicants, withdrew their support from the Church, when 
its location was changed, in 1830, and since that time have not made it their 
place of worship. The number of families, therefore, who malce the Church 
a regular place of worship, is 110, and of actual communicants, 91. 

The spiritual condition of the Parish may be considered encouraging. The 
number of stated worshipers is gradually increa.sing ; and there appears to be 
an increased attention to the services of the Church, and a renewed interest 
in the Sunday School. 

Besides the contributions for missionary and charitable purposes, the sum of 
$422 has been contributed to cancel a debt of long standing, and for other 
pnrpoees. 

ST. LUKE'S CHURCH, QLASTENBURY, 

REV. THOS. J. DAVIS, LATE RECTOR. 

Baptisms — adults, 3, children, 8 ; marriages, 2 ; funerals, 3 ; communi- 
cants — added, 1, present number, 52 ; money for charitable purposes, $12. 

My report of this Parish will only include the time from the last sitting of 
the Convention, tmtil Easter, at which time I resigned my charge of that 
Parish, by and with the consent of the Bishop. The Parish was then in a 
more flourishing condition than at any time previous; and afforded just cawse 
for the Rector to imagine, that if all the members shoakl do theur duty as 
christians, by holding fast to their profession, without wavering, it woidd 
continue to flourish. And by doing iso, it is to be fondly hoped, by the rule of 
faith, that if they shall obtain the services of a resident ulergymaa among 
them, they will increase in strength, with a corresponding zeal ibr the came 
of Christ's religion, abounding in their own hearts, as Well as for the estaihlish- 
ment of the law among all mankind. 

ST. MARK'S CHURCH, NEW BRITAIN. 

REV. THOS. J. niVfflf, RECTOli. 

I received a call to this Parish about the last of April, which I accepted 
with the consent of the Bishop. This Parish was received into union with 
the Diocese at the sitting of the last Convention, having been organised by 
and under the charge of Dr. Wheaton. And had the times continned as 
favourable as they then were, the Parish would probably by this time have 
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creeled t Charcli ; ftir soeh hzd been tlieir united determination, under the 
fustering care and bleasings of heaven. But, in consequence of the changie^ 
all attempts have as jet been suspended. 

At present, we meet for divine worship in the upper part of the Academy, 
a room whicn will accommodate from 50 to 100 persons. Moat of the time 
this is filled as full as can be comfortably seated. As yet, I am unable to 
rowrt the number of families who will acknowledge themselves members 
of the Parish. There is belonging to it, 13 communicants. I baptised 6 chil- 
dren on Sunday last. A Sunday School has been formed, which is as jH 
small, though continually increa:$ing. I also organized a Sewing Society, the 
avails of which have been appropriated to the purchase of books and tracts 
explanatory of the distinctive principles of the Church, and her Imly religion, 
which is very liitle known, bat eagerly sought for. Indeed, I think there is no 
hazard in saying, that New Britain is fine missionary ground for the Church, 
and bids fair for a rapid growth in the faith, as it was once delivered to the saints. 
At present, it needs gieatly the fostering aid which the Christian Knowledge 
Society is nobly designed to afford weak and languishing Parishes in the I>k>- 
cese. But if sustained thus for the present, it is fondly hqped, that as bread 
east «jwi» ike waUrs^ after not very mutny days the same will be fmmd, not only 
in the increase of the Parish, but also m its liberal contribotuma for the like 
benefits to others.

The system or monthly offering has been introduced, and during the last six 
montlis they have amounted to $21.05, five of which is appropriated to the So- 
ciety for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, and the remainder to the 
Sunday School and Parish library.

My services, for the last seven years, have been equally divided between 
this Parish and that of Christ Church, Middle Haddam. At the conmience- 
ment of this connection under my charge, the services of the Church were 
for the most part but thinly attended, and comparatively but little interest 
manifested in behalf of its distinctive principles and usages. But, under the 
divine blessing, a gradual improvement has marked its progress, in zeal and 
punctuality of attendance. 

As both societies have respectively received some accession to their num- 
bers, it was thought to be for the best interests of each, that this connection be 
discontinued, that each might secure the residence of a Clerg3rman. Accor- 
dingly, at Easter, I resigned my charge of the society of Christ Church, Mid- 
dle Haddam, rejoicing that the Great Head of the Church had so far blessed 
my labours among them, that they were enabled, with a little assistance, to 
provide for the entire services of a Clergyman. 

The like provision has, with much unanimity, been attempted by the Society 
of St. Peter^s, which it is hoped, by seasonable aid, may be accomplished ; that 
under the divine protection and guidance, its present flattering prosfjects may 
be fully realized. Thus far, my imdivided attention to this Parish gives 
promise of the most favourable results, as our congregations are more Ailly 
attended than formerly, and a deeper interest is manifested for the regular and 
permanent ministrations of the word and sacraments.

For several^Sun- 
days past, a third service has been held in scho(^ houses in remote parts of the 
town. This efibrt at doing good will be continued through the summer, as it 
seems to carry the gospel to the doors of many who cannoc be induced to at- 
tend Church. 

It is but little more than a year since the Church in this place was re-opened 
for divine service. From that time till Easter, the Rev. Mr. Spooner officiated 
half the time ; and such was the success attending his ministnr, that this little 
band of Christians were no lonpr willing to dispense with the serrices of a 
Clergyman.

CONSTITUTION 



OF THE 



SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OP CHRISTIAN 

KNOWLEDGE, 1837. 



Art. 1. This Society shall be called " THE CONNECTICUT PROT- 
ESTANT EPISCOPAL. SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF 
CHRISTIAN knowledge:' 

Art. 2. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be, ex ofido, President of the 
Society ; and the Bishop and the Standing Committee shall constitute the Board 
of Directors. The Secretaiy of the Standing Committee shall be the Secretaiy 
aad Treasurer of the Socie^. 

Art. 3. The Board shall meet as often as the interests of the Society minr 
require ; and may take such measures as they may think expedient, to obCflm 
fVmds. They shall employ Missionaries within the Diocese ; and may came 
to be procured and distributed or sold, Bibles, Prayer Books, and Religioas 
Tracts, in such manner as they may think proper. 

Art. 4. The Secretary shall keep a register of the names of the membezs 
and donors, with the amount of their contributions ; and a record of the ooUao- 
tions made in congregations, or by Auxiliary Societies. 

Art. 5. All moneys received for the benefit of the Society, shall be subject 
to the order of the Board, and shall be by them appropriated to the purposes 
specified in Article 3. 

Art. 6. Persons contributing one dollar annually^ shall be members of the 
Soeiety ; those who contribute five dollars at one time shall be laembers for 
life ; and those who contribute twenty dollars shall be patrons. 

Art. 7. There shall be divine service, and a sermon, or addresses, deliv* 
ered at every annual session of the Convention, and a coUecti<m made tor t^ 
benefit of the Society. 

Art. 8. The Board shall make an annual report of their proceeding to 
the Convention ; and the Treasurer shall also make a report of thej^te <»uie 
itisds J which reports, or so much of them as the Convtfbttott may direct, a ha^ 

be entered on tiie Journals.

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REPORT 

OP TiU 

TREASURER OP THE SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF 

CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE. 

The Treasurer, in presenting bis Account of receipts and expenditures for 
the past year, begs leave to propose a plan lo the Convention, for a more S3rs- 
tematic organization of the Charity of the Diocese, and the more effectual 
fulfillment of those objects for which the Society was first instituted. 

The name of the Society having been adopted fh>m that of its ereat and 
venerable prototype in the Church of England, it seems fair to conclude that, 
as far as our humble means extend, its objects are equally oonqprehensiYe. 
The foundation and encouragement of Parish Schools, and of Coun^ Gramr 
mar Schools, the distribution of Bibles, Praver Books, and TraetB, the estab- 
lishmenl of Parochial Libraries, the provision of maintenaace for iidigrwt 
students of Theolo^, the diffusion of periodicals and other works of a Tf^ppa- 
lar character, tending to promote useful knowledge in unison with Christian 
principles and practice, the employment of missionaries, and the angmentatioik 
of clerical maintenance, may all properly come within the scope of our action, 
in ft word, we maj a^opt the simple and beautiful language of the BoMish 
Society, as ezprcwive of our object : — " Whereas the growth of vice aBcL ioir 
morality is greatly owing to gross ignorance of the principles of the Ghrialian 
religion ; we, whose names are underwritten, do agree to meet together as 
often as we conveniently can, to consult (under the conduct of Divine Provi- 
dence and assistance) now we may be able, by due and lawAil methods, to 
promote Christian knowledge." 

In one respect we have au advantage not possessed by the Enclisb Society. 
According to the principle solemnly ratified at the last Qeneraf Convention, 
ftU who are baptized into Jesus Christ are members of our Society, and like 
the first comjpany of believers, have, in the only true and proper sense of that 
expression, " all things common." If one member suffer, all the members are 
bound to suffer with it. As a church, they that have much are to have nothing 
over, and they that have little, are to have no lack. As soon, therefore, as we 
are enabled by that growth, in the pious liberality which we rejoice to say is 
on the increase, the whole of the objects which have been named may properly 
engage our attention. 

At present, the wants of the Diocese oblige the Bishop and StandingCom- 
mittee who constitute the Board of Direction for promoting Christian Know- 
ledge, to devote all that can possibly be raised to the better support of the 
Christian ministry. Under this heaa, our objects are : 1. To provide a set- 
tled Clermnan for each Parish. 3. To give the Clergy, if not an adequate, 
at least a bare subsistence. 3. To have the salary raised, paid punctually and 
promptlv when it becomes due. 

1st. It is not necessary to prove the importance of providing a settled Cler- 
gyman for each Parish. Our own experience has shown the utter impossibility 
of separating the erace which the Gospel offers from the ministrations of those 
who are appointed under its sanctions. The Lord blesaes his word and his 
sacraments. No Parish can thrive which has not a Clergyman residing 
yithin it who devoujs himself to the high duties of his oflice, and dispenses to 
his flock that spiritual nourishment by which they are supported and strength- 
ened unto eternal life. Let us then see what is the actual condition of our 
Parishes. 

Thdre are at present ninety^wo congregations. With a little exertion, that 
numbnr might be increaaed to at least one hundred; for there are members of 
our Church scattered in yaiioos directimB, who have not fonOMd themsdveB 
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into Parishes, on account of the smallness of their namber, and their tnablUtjr 
to obtain a Clergyman ; but who might and would do so, if they were encour* 
aged by the aid and countenance of their more favoured brethren. Of these 
ninety-two, only twenty-four have supported the entire services of a Clergy* 
man without assistance ; nine have been enabled to support entire services, 
with the aid of from $50 to $100 per annum each ; twelve have been assisted 
to services a part of the time; forty-seven have been c4>liged to unite in plu- 
ralities in so|^rt of tweuty*three clergymen. 

At the last annual Convention, the whole number of Clergy reported as 
belonging to the Diocese, the Bishon included, was seventy-five, and the whole 
number of Parishes ninety. The Bishop's office places him in constant rela» 
tioQ with each of these Parishes ; and he visits the greater part of them ev«ry 
year, that he ma^ communicate to them some spiritual gift. Of the remaining 
seventy-four, of whom sixty-six were presbjrters and eight deacons, there 
were at the close of 1836, seven engagea in colleges and schools, nine disa* 
bkd by old age or other infirmities, and two absent as Missionaries or frooi 
other causes ; leaving only fifty-six parochial C]erg3rmen. Of these, thirty-> 
nine had the cure each of one Parish, and resided therein ; ten had the core 
of two or more Parishes, and were resident in one of them ; and seven had 
the charge of Parishes in which they did not reside. Of thoM engaged ia 
colleges and schools, five did occasional duties in neighbouring Parishes, and 
perhaps the same m^^ht be said of the remaining two ; making a total, ia thia 
imperfect manner, of sixty-three Clergymen for ninciy Parishes. There are 
not more, then, than thirty-three of our Parishes which are provided for ao* 
cording to the will of our 'divine Master. The remainder are &inting and 
scattered abroad ; a small portion of them with not more than half of that 
i^iiritual food which the good of their souls requires, and the rest with a pi^ 
tance still more scanty. 

Onr second object is, to provide a more adequate support for the Clerar. It 
will probably be conceded, that the smallest amount of salary for each Clergy^ 
man should not be less than S500. Even in the most remote Parish, and with 
the small^ occasions for expense, it is difficult to support a small fiunUy upon 
so narrow an income. It follows, then, that, as only twenty-four Parislies 
are able to provide a decent maintenance for their Clergyman, the remaining 
sixty-six or sixty-«ight ought to receive more or leas aid from, the whole 
Diocese, that they may be enabled to enjoy the eonstant and stated services 
of a resident Pastor. A tabular view of these Parishes is herewith presented, 
divided into four classes, arranged according to a careM estimate of their 
ability, viz : 

Class I. Those which are able to pay from $400 to 0450 per annum, and 
luive therefore need of from §50 to $100 from the Society. Of these there are 
twenty-one. ^^ _ 

Class IL Those which are able topay from $300 to $350 per annum, and 
have therefore need of from $150 to $Sm) per annum. 

Class IIL Those which can pay Arom $900 to $950 : and 

CIb» IV. Those unable to pay even that amount. 

It will be seen from this estimate, that, on the most fiaivonrable supposition. 




ties inhuman society is broken, has increased of late years to an alarming 
extent, and no effectual check can be applied to it, till more attention is paid 
to ihe comforts of the Clergy and their uunilies. For this purpose, 
Our third object is, to have the salary raised, paid punctually and prompUy 

when it is due. •» i- j 

On this point also there can be no dificrence of opinion. Punctuality ana 
promptness in all the relations between a pastor and his flock, are as essential 
to the well-being of the Church, as they are to the well-being of social mter- 
course. And the Society may be made instrumental in effecting this great 
object, by requiring from every Parish, as a condition of enjoying its aid, that 
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tbey shall be ponctual and syBtematic in pBjing the amount at stated periods, 
which th«y covenant to raise for the support of their Rector. 

To accomplish all these objectx, a vigorous and united effort should be made 
through the whole Diocese, to inciease the ftmds placed at the disposal of the 
Bishop and Standing Committee. 

In the Bishop's Address to the Convention of 1835, it was suggested, that "a 
eontribotioA ol not less than one cent per month for every baptized child under 
fourteen years of age, and of not less than five cents per month for every bap- 
tised adult, would produce an aggregate amount of great efficiency in the 
dissemination of the Gospel." This was not intended to " preclude imbaptized 
persons from contributing to so good a work." " With them it would be a 
tribute of gratitude for the common blessings of the Gospel ; while with those 
who are baptized, it is a duty arising out of their covenant relationship, and 
from their province as the keepers and promulgators of the Christian ikith." 
In consequence of this suggestion, that Convention " recommended to each 
parochial Clergyman to provide a book, in which the name of every baptized 
person within his cure shall be enrolled, and to exhort all who are under four- 
teen jrears of age to contribute not less than one cent per month for missionary 
purposes ; and all who are over that age, to contribute as God hath prospered 
them : the contributions being regarded as the offerings of the Church, for the 
diffusioo of the Gonel. It is presumed that the age of fourteen was mentioned 
as being that in which young persons should be prepared for confiimatioD. 
All who have thus taken upon themselves the obligations of the baptismal 
eovenanl, are to consider it as a part of Christian duty to contribute for the 
asaitttcnance of the Goqiel, accordmg as God hath prospered them ; and pa- 
rents may excite them to industry in their several empk^ments, b^ rendering 
the amouDt of their Christian charity a reward proportionate to their exertions. 

The practice of monthly offerings has, it is believed, been generally adopted 
in our Church ; but in the Diocese of Connecticut, it is customary to make 
these collections during the afternoon service. This baa led to a drauture 
firom primitive practice, by omitting the act of oblaticm which properly oelongs 
to the Communion service. The collections at the Communion service are 
now, by usage, confined to '* alms for the poor;" while " the other devotions 
of the jieople," bein^r separated, are no longer sanctified by prayer. To rem- 
edjr this evil, it is proposed that the monthly colleetions should be solenmly 
offered on the two great festivals of Christmas and Easter, and that in every 
congregation of the Diocese, supplication be made to our "Almig^ity and 
everiivmg Ood," that he will " most mercifully accept" not only " our alm5," 
but also '* our oblations." 

The proportion in which these oblations are to be distributed, may well be 
left to tne oiscretion of each Parochial Clergyman, and to the conscientious 
charity of his congregation. It may not, however, be improper to mention, 
that in one Parish the offerings thus collected have been divided equally 
between the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge in this Diocese, and 
the Board of Missions, established imder the amhority of the General Con- 
vention. In another Parish, it is believed that the sums so collected have 
been divided into four equal parts : one to the Church Scholarship Society, 
another to the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, the third for 
Domestic, and the fourth for Foreign Missions. This subject must be left to 
regulate itselfl The great design is to form in the breast of every individual 
Christian the habit of giving for conscience sake. If he should lay by him 
In store, on the Sunday of each week, according as Qod hath prospered him, 
and should once ia every month cast in unto the offerings of God, according 
as he is disposed in his heart, not grudgingly or of necessity ; and if this 
should be done without fail in every congregation in the State, however small, 
and however destitute, then the great principle of svstematie charitv will be 
fhlly carried out, and the result will show how much may be done by united 
eflbrt, under the Divine blessing.

The Board of Education, to whose hands the concerns of the Church Schol- 
arship Society are entrusted, respectfully present their Report ; which, from 
the nature of their transactions, admits not of much detaiL 

Seven young men, students of Washington College, and looking forward tQ 
the ministry of this Church, have, within the last year, received sapends from 
the funds of the Society ; and eight are enrolled as beneficiaries, one hav- 
ing been recently admitted. Three of these are members of the present 
Senior Class, and will probably, at the close of this collegiate year, commence 
their theological studies. The increase which has already taken place in the 
number of the students, since the closing of a kindred institution in another 
State, and that which may be anticipated as stillj)robable, induce the belief that 
the number of applications for the aid of this Society, will sustain at least a 
proportionate increase. No faithful member of the Church can wish that it 
should be otherwise. 

In anticipation of such a result, the attention of the Society is requested 
towards the accompanying report of the Treasurer. It will be seen, that since 
the last Convention, only three Parishes have contributed to the funds of this 
Association. The Board are sensible, that after the vote which was passed at 
the last annual meeting, some Parishes might have expected an application 
from some appointed agent ; and might, therefore, have delayed their action. 
No agent has oeen appointed, because no person exactly fitted for such a sta- 
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tion. has come within the obsenration of the Board ; and because it hm beea 
doomed, whether, as the funds of the Society would not allow such an aimoint- 
ment without the prospect of extensive results, that prospect was offered m the 
late and present state of the Church and the communitj. 

It is presumed that there will be but one voice with regard to the postpone- 
ment of immediate application through an agency. The Board would, there- 
fore, respectfully suggest to such Parishes as nave adopted a system of weekly, 
monthly, or quarterly contributions, that some portion of the proceeds be regu- 
larly allotted to this Society ; and on the Rectors of other Parishes they would 
with the same deference, urge the propriety of drawing the attention of their 
people to the existence, the condition, tne past usefulness, and the future impor- 
tance of this and similar efforts for the supply of the ministry. 

It is il>e ooniidrnt. tjryst of the Board, that no more than this wil) be necessary. 
Thev, therefore, close their report with thankfulness for the goodness which 
has hitherto blessed (Vom above the labours of this Society: and with humble 
reliance that the same goodness will incline the GhmchL of this Diocese to lend 
it in future, all needfulsupport.

CONSTITUTION 

OP THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 

m THE 

DIOOfiSB OF CONNECTICUT, 

AS AMENDED IN CONVENTION, OCTOB^t 1836. 



Article 1. The Protestant Episcopal Church in Conne<:ticiit, as a (Constit- 
uent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
accedes to, recognizes, and adopts the Greneral Constitution of that ChuNhi 
and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

Art. 2. There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Chufch, in 
this Diocese, on the second Tuesday of June in each year, at ^jch place as 
shall have been determined upon by the Bishop; and in case of rac^ncy in 
the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 

Art. 3. £very Convention snail be opened with prayer, and the <ielebrlitian 
of the Lord's Supper. And it shall be the dn^ of the Bishop, either to deliver 
a chaise, or sermon, or to appoint one of his Clergy to preach at the opening 
of each Convention ] — and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Stanch 
ing Conmiittee shall appoint. 

Art. 4. The Bishop shall preside in Convention ; but in case of absence oir 
of vacancy in the Episcopate, the Convention shall elect a President pro tetn. 

Art. 5. The Bishop shall have power to call a special Convention when he 
may judge it conducive to the good of the Church; or when applkditefiir 
that purpose by the Standing Committee, or five Presbyters. And in (flttftul:' 
vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shall have p atu ni.o<iMA 
Special Convention. 

Art. 6. The Convention shall be composed of both Cler^jon: 
men. Every officiating minister df this Church, regularly q 
charge of a congregation, in union with this ConventioD;; 
ployed as missionaries, under the appointment of the eecleaM 
clerical instructors of youth in any seminary of leftmi^f dLtltIs 
tuted by civil or ecclesiastical autnorinr ; and minlsCes mft— >iWL^ 
ities prevent from exercising the clerical functiong; aMItteiW wMwx^ f Ais 
Convention.

or Parish Clerk. And one thiid of the members of the Clerical order, ana 
twenty members of the Lay order, shall constitute a quorum for the transac- 
tion of business ; but a smaller number may adjourn. 

Abt. 7. The Clergy and Laity in the Convention shall deliberate in one 
body : and on eveiy questiim a majority of votes of those present shall decide : 
but if upon any question it be required by five members, the two orders shall 
Yote thereon separately, and a concurrence of a majority of each order shall 
be necessary to give validity to any measure. 

Art. 8. A Secretary shah be chosen by ballot, immediately upon the opening 
of the Annual Convention, from the Clerical members thereof. It shall be 
his duty to take minutes of their proceeding, to preserve their journals and 
records, to attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully deliver into the 
hands of his successor, all books and proceedings relative to the concerns of 
the Church, which may be in his possession. And it also shall be his duty to 
notify, through the channel of such public prints as ma3r be designated by the 
ecclesiastical authority, the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding, or imecial Convention. 

Art. 9. The standing Committee shall be elected at the Annual Conven- 
tion ; and shall be comj)osed of five Clerical members, who shall be rectors of 
Parishes, or irLstructors in some seminary instituted by the ecclesiastical or 
civil autnority of this Stale. At their first meeting, which shall always be on 
the day of their election, they shall appoint from their own body a President 
and a Secretary, who shall keep a journal of the proceedings, subiect to the 
inspection of ilie Convention. Any three of the Committee, (the whole 
having been sununoned by the President,) shall be a quorum, except for such 
purposes, as agreeably to their own rules, or the canons of the Gkuieral Con- 
vention, may require a larger number. 

Art. 10. The Secretary and Standing Committee of this Conventioii shal] 
continue in office until their successors shall have been appointed. 

Art. 11. a Treasurer shall be appointed by the Convention, to continue in 
office during their pleasure ; and it shall be his duty to receive and manage all 
funds which may at any time belong to the Convention ; and to lay before the 
Convention an annual statement of all such funds. 

Art. 12. When the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become vacant by death 
or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall call a special Convention, within 
three months from the time when such vacancy shall happen, at Hartford or 
New Haven. And the time and place shall be notified in three or more 
respectable newspapers in this State, at least four weeks previous to said 
meeting : when the Convention may proceed to an election, or adjourn to such 
time and place as may be deemed expedient. 

Art. 13. The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be in the following 
manner : — The two orders shall separate, and the order of the Clergy shall 
choose by ballot, some fit and qualiued Presbyter for that office ; and thereupon 
such choice shall be communicated to the order of Lay Delegates ; and if, on 
ballot, the person so chosen is approved by the Lay order, he shall be declared 
to be duly elected. In the above mentioned election, a majority of each order 
shall determine a choice ; provided, that two thirds of all the Clergy entitled 
to vote be present ; otherwise, two thirds of the votes of each order present 
shall be necessary to determine a choice. 

Art. 14. Each order in Convention shall appoint delegates to the General 
Convention by ballot \ and the delegates thus appointed, and confirmed by the 
concurrent vote of both orders in Convention, shall continue in office three 
yeai^ or the time that may intervene between tne stated meetings of the Gkne- 
ral Convention. And in case any delegate so appointed shall decline such 
appointment, ii shall be his duty to inform tlie Bisnop, or in case of yacancy 
in the Episcopate, the President of the Standing Committee, at least two 
months before the meeting of the General Convention ; and tne Bishop, or 
the Standing Committee, if the Episcopate be vacant, may appoint a suh^tute 
for any delegate so declining. 

Art. 15. No Clergyman shall be suspended, or receive any public censure 
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from tlie Bishop or Standing Committee of this Diocese, -without having been 
adjudged thereto, in the way to be provided for by canon. 

Art. 16. This Constitution shall not be subject to alteration in any article 
except at an annual meeting of the Convention, by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present; nor unless such alteration shall have been proposed and 
a{^ioved at the annual meeting previous to its adoption, and puolished at 
large in the journals of the Convention. 



CANONS 

OF THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 

IN THE 

DIOCESE OF CONNECTICUT. 



CiiNON I. — Concerning Parochial Registers and Reports, {^Passed 1826, amend- 
ed 1830 and 1834.) 

In order to give effect to the 40ch Canou of the General Convention, it is 
hereby required, that every Minister of this Chuich shall keep a record of all 
the J^apdsms, Marriages, and Funerals, solenmized by him, specifying Uie 
name of the parties married, the names of the persons baptized, and of the 
persons buried, and the time when each rite was perform^. He shall also 
keep a register of the names of the persons confirmed, of the communicants, 
and of the families belonging to his Pariiih, which documents shall be depos- 
ited with the Clerk, in case of his removal from the Parish. And it shall be 
the duty oi every Minister to report to the Annual C<Hivention, an abstract of 
said registers, together with a written account of the state of eack Parish. 
And at every visitation, the Minister of the Parish, or the Wardens, if the 
Parish be vacant, shall submit to the Bishop, for his inspection, the Parish 
Register. 

Canon II. — Providing for the Convention F^nd. (1825.) 

The several Parishes in this Diocese shall annually pay to the Convention 
Fund, at the rate of My cents on every one hundred dollars paid to their re- 
spective Clergymen, as their annual salary. ^ 

Canon IIL — Declaring the Ofencesfor which a Clergyman may be brought to 

trial. (1825.) 

Disorderly and immoral conduct, vicious or unseemlv diversions, neglect of 
duty, disregard to the Constitution and Canons of the Greneral or State Conven- 
lion, a deviation from the Rubrics, and disseminating or countenancing 
opinions which are contrary to the doctrines of the Protestant Episcopal Churcn 
in the United States, are offences for which a Clergyman may be brought to 
trial. 

Canon IV. — Of the Manner in which a Clergyman shall be brought to. trial. 

(1825.) 

In order to bring a Clerg3rman to trial before an ecclesiastical court, a charge 
shall be made in the first place to the Standing Committee, in writing, luder 
the proper signature of at least two persons, one of whom shall be a Fteshytei 
of tnis Diocese. And if the Standing Committee shall deem the offence 
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chaiiired, as c<iiuinf[[ witbin the ofTenccs ennmcrated in tbe canons of the Dio* 
cesfiuf Cunnccticut, ur of the General Cuuvention, they shall present the 
same to the Ubhup in the folluwinj? i'orm: 

To A. 27., Biihop of the State of Connecticut : 

The Standing Committee of this Diocese reppectfally represent, that C. D. 
has been accused, under the hand of E. F. and G. a., of There recite the 
charge or charges,] and the Committee are of opinion that there is sofficient 
ground for presenting the said C. D. for trial, agreeably to the canons in snch 
case made and provided. [Signed by the Standing Committee.] 

Whereupon the Bishop shall summon nine Presbyters to meet, at sometime, 
not within ninety days, at some place within the county where the accused 
shall reside or officiate, for the time being: five of whom shall be sufficient to 
constitute a court for the trial of the charge or charges. If more than five of 
the pei-sons summoned shall appear, the accused may object to any individual 
over that number, at hi^ own aiscretion. If no objection be made, the whole 
number present shall sit on the trial. 

The Bishop shall forthwith give notice to the Standing Committee of the 
time and place of the meeting of the court. And the Standing Committee 
shall act as prosecutors in the case ; and at least sixty days before the trial, 
shall furnish the accused with a copy of the presentment — notice of the tiOM 
and place of trial — and a specification of the facts on which they expect to 
maintain the charges. And the accused, at least thirty days before the trial, 
shall furnish the Standing Committee with a statement of the grounds of hu 
defence on each specification. 

At the fixed time for the trial, the members of the coun shall choose a Prea- 
idoit ft-om their own number, and a Secretary, either flrom their own number 
or otherwise, as they shall see fit ; and they shall, before Ihejrnroceed, adopt 
and declare the rules by which the trial shall be conducted: Provided, how- 
ever, that no layman shall advocate for either party on the trial: though 
both parties mav, at their option, employ or consult legal or other advisers. 

If the accused shall neglect or refuse to appear, or to answer to the charges 
in the manner herein prescribed, the court shall order judgment to be rendered 
against him by default. But if he shall appear, the court shall proceed to a 
ikir and impartial hearing of the whole matter, and shall adjudge him gvlUm, 
or not g^iiiify according to the evidence ; and if guilty, the sentence which in 
their op&iion ought to be pronounced. 

The Secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings— containing a copy 
of the presentment — of the specifications — of the notice to the accused, and olF 
his answer — with a statement of all the evidence, both oral and written — and 
the final judgment of the court : and an attested copy of this record shall be 
forthwith delivered to the Bishop. If the judgment be not piiUf, the Bishop 
shall give a certificate of acquittal to the accused, embracing a copy of the 
presentment and specifications ; and the accused shall not be subjected to a 
aecond trial on the same facts. If the court judge him guilt/if, on one or more 
points at issue, the Bishop may disapprove the judgment and order a new 
trial, stating his grounds for such decision : or he may approve the judgment ; 
and in that case ne shall, within thirty da3rs, proceed to such ecclesustutal 
censure^ as the case may, in his opinion, require — whether it be admonition, 
suspension, or degradation from the ministry. 

Canon V. Concerning the Maimer in which Clergymen are to take Charge of 
Parishes f and their separation from them. (1826.) 

No Clergyman shall take the charge of any Parish in this Diocese, without 
having first obtained the written permission of the Bishop, or in case there be 
no Bishop, of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. Nor shall any Clergy- 
man havmg the charge of a Parish, relinquish the same without the written 
peraaission of the Bishop, or if there be no Bishop, of the Standing Committee. 
And every violation of this canon shall constitute an offence for whioh a 
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Clergjimui may be tried under the canon of 1835, providing for the trial of 
ClergjFmen. 

Canon VI. Providing for the Preservationof the Records of the Standing 

Committee. (ISQo.) 

H shall be the duly of the Secretary of tAfetanding Committee, to prepare 
an abstract of their proceedings from y^r to year, auS present the same to the 
Conventioa at its annual meeting. The abstract shall specify the time and 

Slace of each meeting of the Committee during the year — ^the number present — 
le names of the candidates presented for jdmission, with the decision of the 
Committee in each case — and the substance of all other matters which shall 
be brought before them, and such abstract shall be entered on the journals of 
the Convention, and published therewith. 

Canon VII. Concerning Collections for the Society for the Promotion of 

Christian Knowledge. 

It shall be the duty of the Rector and Wardens, or of the Wardens where 
there is no Rector, of everv Parish in the Diocese, to make an annual collec- 
tion for the benefit of the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge. 

Canon VIII. For the Regulation and MaitUenance of Cures. (1828.) 

It shall be the du^ of the Convention, from time to time, to examine and 
declare the limits oi the several cures within the Diocese — and in the settle- 
ment and maintenance of Clergymen, the several Parishes shall steadily 
adhere to such arrangement, except in cases of imperious necessity, and with, 
the advice and consent of the ecclesiastical authority. And any Parish refu- 
sing to ac^esce in such arrangement, shall, while such refusal continues, be 
thereby excluded from representation in the Convention. And further, no 
Clergyman of this Diocese shall accept a settlement in any of the Parishes «» 
this State, which may refuse to acquiesce in the arrangement of the Convention 
as to cures, unless m special causes, it may seem ^ood for the ecclesiastical 
authority of the Diocese to dispense with the provisions of this canon. 

Canov UL CoTiceming Annual Parish Meetings, (1*830.) 

There shall be an annual meeting of the parishioners of every Parish in 
this Diocese, on Easter Monday, or some other day legally appointed, for the 
purpose of electing the Wardens and Vestry, ana of transacting such other 
Dusmess as may come before said meeting : which Wardens and Vestry shall 
constitute the Society's Conmiittee, agreeably to the provisions of the statute. 



CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

CONNECTICUT EPISCOPAL ACADEMY, 

(AT CHESHIRE.) 



Article 1. The Academy established at Cheshire by the Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, shall be known by the name of the Episcopal 
Academy of Connecticut. 

Art. 2. The Gk)vemment of the Academy shall be vested in twenty-one 
Trustees, of which number shall be the Bishop of Connecticut, and the Frin-

cifial of the Academy, ez officio. Th« other Traatees shall be chosen bv the 
Coiiventiun, seven of whom shall be Presb)ners of the Church, ana di0 
reuuiinder Laymen, residing in the State of Connecticut. 

Art. 3. Whenever a Trustee shall remove out of the State, he shall cease 
to be a member of the Board ; Ml the seat of any Tiustee may be declared 
vacant by the Convention, on ^Pa^nting himself from three snccesaiTe 
meeting, ur tor an^ other cause .satisi|ctory to the Convention. 

Art. 4. Five ul the Trustees shall form a Board, who shall meet miamMOf 
at the Academy. The President, or Vice-President, may call a mcetiDg oJT 
the Trustees, at any other time wl%i they shall deem it necessary, or when a 
majority of the Trustees shall require it ; public notice thereof being given 
in one or more newsjwpers in this. State, at least two weeks previous lo said 
mceiini?, by an adveriiseiueni signed by the Bishop, who shall be President, or 
by the Pnnci])al of the Academy, who shall be Vice-President of the Board. 

Art. 5. Every vacancy amung the Trustees shall be filled by the Ccmyen- 
tion. 

Art. (). The Principal of the Academy, who shall be a Commnnicant in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, sliall be elected by the Board of Trustees, a 
majority of the Trustees for the time being concurring, and shall continue in 
office during their pleasure. But in all cases, where a dissolution of the con- 
nection is contemplated, three months' notice of such design shall be given hy 
the party desiring it. 

Art. 7. The Branches taught in the Academy, shall be the CUasics and 
the higher branches of English education, and the Academy shall be drsignnd 
exclusively for boys. 

Art. 8. The Goyemment of the Academy, and the appointment of AmIsU 
ants, shall be solely in the hands of the Principal ; provided no Assistant shall 
be continued in office after the expression of a request on the part of the 
Trustees for his removal. 

Art. 9. No By-law of the Academy shall compel the Students to attend 
public worship, but at such place or places as their reqftectiye parents or guar- 
dians shall direct. 

Art. 10. Whenever the foregoing articles shall be adopted bgra vote of the 
Convention, they shall become the Constitution of the Episcopal Academj^ of 
Connecticut, and be subject to no revision or alteration but by a vole oftbie 
Convention.

designated by the Bishop as the place of meeting. 

Morning Prayer was read by the Rev. Ambrose S. Todd, Rector of St. John's 
Ghnrch, Stamford, assisted by the Rev. Enoch Huntington, Rector of St. John's 
Church, New Milford, and a Sermon delivered by the Rev. William Cooper 
Head, D. D., Rector of St. Paul's Church, Norwalk. 

Messrs. Alonzo B. Chapin, Zebadiah Hyde Mansfield, and Henry B. Sher- 
man, were then admitted by the Bishop to the Holy Order of Deacons ; and the 
Rev. Messrs. David Ogden, Henry Fitch, and Alfred Lee, to that of Priests ; sfler 
which the Bishop proceeded to administer the Holy Communion, in which 
he was assisted by the Rev. Dr. Mead and the Rev. Messrs. Todd and Hunt- 
ington. 

The services being concluded, the Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop.

ADDRESS. 



Mr Brethben of the Clerqt, and of the Laitt : 

Pursuant to the provisions of the Constitution of the Church of this Dio* 
cese, we are again assembled in Annual Convention. It should be our first 
act to render our grateAil thanksgivings to the Head of the Church, for the 
guardian care and favour which he has vouchsafed to this nortion of his vine- 
yard, d urine the year which has elapsed, and to supplicate nis blessing on bur 
persons, and his direction in our deliberations, during our present session. 
Every good and perfect gift is from above, and cometh down rrom the FtHthtt 
of lights : and it becomes us constantly to bear in mind that from this rich 
source oi^ blessings is derived all the happiness that we enjoy, and all the tem^ 
poral prosperity and spiritual illumination, that are shed upon the Churcbu

The following ordinatioas have been held since the last Convention, vis.: 
On the 6th of July, in St. John's Church, Bridgeport, William Q. ueyer, 
Solomon G. Hitchcock, David Ogden, and Henry fitch, were admitted to the 
Holy Order of Deacons; — the three latter being graduates of the General 
Theological Seminary. On the 25th of August, in St. Mark's Choreh, 
Bridgewater, G^rge A. Sterling was admitted to the same Holy Order. « 

The following Clergymen have been admitted to the Holy Order of the 
Priesthood, viz. : The Rev. David H. Short, in St. Thomas' Chapel, Dan- 
bury, on the 20th of June ; the Rev. Theodore W. Snow, in St. Paul's Chorch, 
Wallingford, on the 6th of December: and the Rev. Charles Cleaveland, in 
St. John's Church, East Windsor, on the 10th of December. 

This morning, after divine service, the Rev. Alfred Lee, the Rev. David 
Ogden, and the Rev. Henrv Fitch, were admitted to the Holy Order of Priests, 
and Alonzo B. Chapin, Zebadiah Hyde Mansfield, and Henry B. Sherman, 
to the Order of Deacons. 

Five new Churches have been consecrated since our last annual meeting, 
viz.: St. John's Church, Bridgeport, on the 6ih of Jul v; Trinity Church, 
Milton, on the 18th of August ; St. Mark's Church, Bridgewater, on the 25th 
of August ; St. Mark's Church, New Britain, on the 6th of December ; and 
St. John's Church, New Milford, on the 11th of May. The new Church in 
Qlastenbury, is now ready for Consecration. It is very gratifying to observe 
the great improvement in Church architecture which has taken place in oar 
Diocese within the last ten or fifteen years. The first Church named above, St. 
John's, Bridgeport, is very spacious, and is built of granite, in the most substantial 
manner. The last named, St. John's, New Millord, is exceedingly neat and 
convenient in its arrangements, and is an excellent model of a wooden Church. 

The removals of the Clergy from one Parish to another, partly from the 
growth of the Church, but too frequently from the capiicions spirit of the 
times, have been so frequent that the office of Institution has fallen nearly into 
"^suse. It is with peculiar pleasure that I notice every thing that looks like

permanence in our pastoral relations. In the coarse of the past year, the Retr« 
Pavid H. Short has bean instituted into the Rectorship of the Parish of St. 
James* Church, and St. Thomas' Chapel, Danbury ; and the Rev. William 
Watson has been instituted Rector of St. Peter's Church, Pljrmouth. 

Among the clerical changes of the past year, I have to record the decease of 
the Rev. Stephen Beach, of East Haddam, and the Rev. Asa Cornwall, of 
Cheshire ; both of whom, we trust, were prepared to give a good account of 
their Ministry, to the Great Shepherd and Bishop of souls. Clergymen have 
presented letters dimissory from other Dioceses, and have been canonically 
received as Presbyters of this Diocese, viz. : The Rev. Eli Wheeler, the Rev. 
Billiard Bryant, and the Rev. Servilius Stocking, from New York j the Rev. 
Theodore W. Snow, from Massachusetts ; the Rev. Caleb J. Good, from Penn- 
sylvania, and the Rev. Thomas W. Coit, D. D., from Kentucky.— -The follow- 
ing Clergymen have received dimissory letters, and have removed to other 
Dioceses, viz. : The Rev. Ashbel Steele, to Indiana ; the Rev. Bethel Judd, D. 
D., the Rev. Thomas W.Coit, D. D., and the Rev. WilUam A. Curtis, to New 
York ; and the Rev. Charles Cleaveland, to Vermont. — The Rev. Riverius 
Canip has resigned the Rectorship of Milford, and accepted the charge of the 
Parishes of Brooklvn and Pomfret ; the Rev. L. H. Corson has resigned the 
charge of Christ Church, Guilford, and has been succeeded by the Uev. Ed- 
ward J. Darken, who previously officiated at Reading and Weston. The Rev. 
Thomas J. Davis, and the Rev. Lucius M. Purdy, have resi&rned the charge of 
their respective Parishes of New Britain and Sharon, and the latter Parish is 
now supplied by the Rev. Charles W. Bradley, of the Diocese of New York. 
The Rev. James M. Tappan, from the same Diocese, is now officiating in the 
Parif^ of Essexborough. The Rev. Charles J. Todd, sometime a Missionary 
in the State of Indiana, has returned to this Diocese, and is now Rector of St. 
Paul's Church, Windham. The Rev. Eli Wheeler, from the Diocese of New 
York, is settled in the Rectorship of St. Stephen's Church, Ridgefield, and the 
Rev. Servilius Stocking, from the same Dioi^se, is officiating in the Parishes 
of lililford and West Haven. Of tlffe^U|gym^n or|]gined within the year, 
the Rev. S. Q. Hitchcock is settled at Woodbury, the Ret. David .Ogdea at 
New Canaan, the Rev. Henry Fitch at Hamden, and the Rev. George A. 
Sterling, is officiating at Middle Haddam.

My Brethren; — In addition to this brief summary of my Episcopal acts for 
the past year, I shall presently have to la^ before you the parochial Reports of 
the Cllergy, idl which, taken together, will enable you to form a suitable esti- 
mate of the present condition of the Diocese. Though some few Parishes 
have been depressed, through the adverse circumstances of the times, and 
though two or three may have declined from the want of Pastoral superintend* 
ance, the general condition of the Church, so far as relates to its external 
character, appears to be prosperous. A remarkable degree of harmony, in 
doctrine and m feelHiA pervades the Diocese. Few Parishes have been dis- 
turbed by any iocaloifficulties, and a great portion of the Parishes appear to 
be steadily advancing in numbers and in strength. 

The spiritual condition of the Diocese can be fully discerned only by the > 
eye of Onmiscience. I trust, however, thatdlt is not declining, and devoutly 
hope it may be improving. The Clergy, as a body, are eminently self-deny- 
ing, laborious, faithful to their vows, and devoted to the cause of their divine 
'i&ieT. The public min4^ which, for the last few years, has .been peculiarly 
engrossed with worldly cares and projects, appears to be getting, in some good 
degree, disenthralled ; and a greater sensibility to the concerns of religion 
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9rero!« to be reviving in the minds of men. In addition to tlie blighting inihi- 
ence of this secular engrossment, the careful observer of the conrse of the 
last six years can hardly have foiled to notiee a wide-spread apathy in religion: 

a re-action, as it should seem, consequent on the high religions excitements 

of the two years which preceded them. If we rightly discern the signs of the 
times, a brighter period is about to dawn upon the commonity. Through the 
good provi(i&nce of Qod, the symptoms of renewed vitality seem tobe apparent, 
amid that apathy which has so long paralyzed the religions sensibilities of this 
portion of our country. The fitful excitements, which have recently been 
manifested in various parts of the State, are indications, as we devoutly hope, 
of the general spread of more animated and steady religious affections. So 
iar as these excitements have prevailed, our Communion has participated in 
theii benefits ; while, by our excellent order and discipline, we have escaped 
their excesMs. Happy will it be for the Christian Church at large, when less 
reliance shall be placed on periodical agitations and excitements, and novel 
expedients for the promotion of religion ; and when every one who exercises 
the office of a Chnstian Minister shall confide in the sufficiency of the ordi- 
nary means of grace ; prescribed and provided, as they are by the Saviour, 
illustrated by the writings and practice of the Apostles, and sanctioned bythe 
experience of the Church in ner purest and most enlightened ages. Then 
shall we bo no more pained at the dissentions and extravagances which are 
bringing so much reproach on the Christian religion. A persevering, well- 
regUMtra zeal and devotion, will take the nlace of brief paroxysms <n fever- 
ish excitement, followed by long periods or coldness and apathy ; the appoint- 
ed means of grace will be more justlv appreciated, and more faithfully eomr 
plied with ; and a more enlightened and evangelical piety will be diffosed 
through the land. 

Brethren ; — In my former annual addresses, I have seldom failed to call 
your attention to the Institutions, established by this Diocese, for the advance-

REPORT. 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop's address to the 
last Annual Convention, as relates to Episcopal visitations, beg leave to report, 

That having had the subject under consideration, they are of opinion, that 
the Bishop's visitations might be made much more useful and profitable to the 
Parishes, by an alteration in the time and manner of making them. The 
number of congregations in the Diocese is such, that if the Bishop visits them 
all every year, in those seasons which are favourable for an attendance on 
public worship, his stay in each Parish must necessarily be very short. This 
circumstance alone may account for the occasional negligence which exists on 
the part of the Clergy to accompany the Bishop in his visitations, and the con- 
sequent transient effects produced by them. Could the Cleigy be excited to 
take a deep interest in them, and accompany the Bishop in sufficient numbers 
to show the Laity that they consider them important, and to enable the Rector 
of the Parish visited, to have such additional services as the situation of his 
Parish might require, this evil might be remedied. 

To provide against this, and to allow sufficient time for additional services, 
and for the Bishop to become more extensively acquainted with the Laity, the 
Committee would propose the following resolutions : 

Resolved, That it be not expected of the Bishop to visit each Parish every 
year ; but that it be recommended to him, so to arrange his visitations as to 
allow more time to each Parish. 

Resolved, That it be recommended to the Clergy to attend the visitations of 
the Bishop, as far as their respective duties to their Parishes may allow.

ABSTRACT OP THE BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

The Bishop report5, that he has visited nearly all the Parishes daring the 
past year, and some of them twice : that the rite of ccmfirmation has been ad- 
ministered to 546 persons ; that eight persons have been admitted to the Holy 
Order of Deacons, and six to that of Priests ; that five Churches have been 
consecrated, and two Clergymen instituted into their respective Parishes ; that 
two of the Clergy have died during the past year ; that six have been received 
by dimissory letters into the Diocese, and that dlmissory letters have been 

f ranted to fiva; that three Clergymen have resigned their cures, and that three 
ave been transferred to other stations ; that there are twenty-five candidates 
for Holy Orders ; and that the Parishes generally are in a prosperous condition. 



PAROCHIAL REPORTS. 

PARISH OP TRINITY CHURCH, INCLUDING TRINITY CHURCH 
AND ST. PAUL'S CHAPEL, I«;W HAVEN. 

REV. H. CaOtWELL, D. O., RECTOR, REV. L. T. BEHIiTETT, A88ISTAl>IT MlNnTER. 

Families, (about) 650 ; baptisms — infants, 84,' adults, 8, total, 92; confirmed, 
71; communicants— added, b^ removals, 75, lost, by death, 9, present num- 
ber, 700; marriages, 28; burials, 71; Sunday School—teachers, 59, scholars, 
623; Bible class, 70; missionary and charitable contributions, $968.11. 

It will be perceived, from the foregoing returns, that the affairs of the Par- 
ish still contmue in a prosperous condition. The number of baptisms indi- ^ 
cate an increasing regard to an ordinance, which, we have reason to fear, has 
been too much neglected; and yet there is much room for improvement. 
With very few exceptions, the 71 persons confiiined since the last Convention, 
are now communicants, while the whole number has been somewhat increased 
by accessions from other Parishes, and from other denominations. Though we 
have stated the additional communicants at seventy-five, this may probably &11 
somewhat short of the actual number, as those who come to reside in the Par- 
ish from other places, are not always in the habit of reporting themselves. 
From the same cause, it is not practicable to return all the removals /rcmi the 
Parish, nor the whole number now remaining. It may be estimated at about 
700, including visiting communicants and temporary residents. In the Sunday 
Schools there is a manifest improvement ; and tnis may be ascribed chiefly to 
renewed exertions of the officers and teachers, and undoubtedly, in some meas- 
ure, to an entire re-organization of the Schools, under a course of instruction 
provided in the " Young Churchman's Guide." The third bcok of this work 
consists of a series of questions for Bible and Liturgy Classes ; and it has had a 
tendency to draw to the Schools several very interesting classes of young per- 
sons, many of whom are communicants, and who are thus qualifying themselves 
for Sunday School teachers. The plan of systematic charity, under the name of 
" offerings of the Church," has continued to answer the design for which it 
was adopted. The amount collected since the last Convention, is ^68.11. 
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ST. JOHN'S CHURCH,, WATERBURY. 

REY. J. L. CLARK, RECTOR. 

Families, 143 ; baptisms— infants, 45, adults, 10 ; confirmed, 23 ; commant- 
cants— added, by removals, 7, anew, 34, lost, by death, 3, removals, 6, present 
number, 201 ; marriages, 8 ; burials, 16 ; Sunday School — teachers, 49, scWars, 
196 ; missionary and charitable contributions, $541, distributed as follows : to 
the General Missionary Society, $481, to be equally divided between the two 
committee's ; to the Christian Klnowiedge Society, $80 ; to the Church Scholar- 
ship Society, $136; for building a Church in New Britain, $108; to the 
Treasurer of the General Theological Seminary, towards defraying the current 
expenses of that institution, $20 ; from the children of the Sunday School, for 
the benefit of the Sunday School at New Albany, Indiana, $16. 

A regular weekly lecture has been held in the Church during the year, and 
occasional lectures in the extreme parts of the Parish. 

With devout thankfulness to Almighty God, the Rector is enabled to report 
a decidedly increasing interest in the cause of vital religion amcxi^ his people. 
Within a few months last past, it has been his privilege, in many instances, to 
perform that most delightful of all duties of a Christian minister, the conduct- 
ing deeply convicted and earnestly inquiring minds to the cross of Christ. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, WALLINGFORD. 

REV. L. B. HULL, RECTOR. 

Families, 95 ; baptisms — infants, 5 ; communicants — added, by removals, 1, 
anew, 1, present number, 65; marriage, 1; burials, 10; Sunday School — 
teachers, 5, scholars, 35 ; Bible class, 10 ; missionary and charitable contribu* 
tions, $20, S. P. C. K. $10. 

This Parish has undergone no material change since last year. A disposi- 
tion to neglect the ordinances of the Church still continues. This will be 
seen by a reference to the number of baptisms and new communicants, but I 
cannot but hope that apathy upon this point, as well as udbn personalpieiy, 
will by the Divine Grace be removed. The temporal anairs of the Parish 
have suffered in some measure in consequence of the general depressicm of 
business. Several families have left the place, which reduces the number, from 
last year. The congregation, on Sundays, has however Increased— the ave- 
rage number has been considerably greater than the preceding year. There 
have been lectures, generally on Sunday aflemoon or evening, in some part of 
the Parish, and frequently on other evenings of the week. These lectnret 
have been well attended, and the result has been beneficial to the congregation. 

CHRIST'S CHURCH, GUILFORD. 

REV. EDWARD J. DARKEN, RECTOR. 

Families, 60 ; baptisms — infants, 6, adults, 1 ; confirmed, 3 ; communicants-— 
added, anew, 1, lost, by death. 3, removals, 2, present number, 66 ; marriages, 2 ; 
burials, 4 ; missionary and charitable contributions, $23.39. 

The above is the report as handed to me by the Rev. L. H. Corson, late 
Rector of the Parish, who resigned the charge last Easter, to which I have to 
add as follows : marriages, 1 ; burials, 2 ; Sunday School — teachers, 12, schol* 
ars, 53 ; missionary and charitable contributions, $5.25.

The exact number of 
families and communicants cannot be ascertained \ offamilieSf on account of 
tlie present general neglect in registering the names of persons attached to the 
congregation ; and of the commwnicanls^ because " the love of many has waxed 
cold," and it is doubtful whellwr ihcfy commune anywhere. This Parish has 
a flourishing Sunday School, and is making laudable exertions to procure the 
entire services of a resident clergyman. 

ZION CHURCH, NORTH BRANPORb. 

Families, 8; communicants, 9. This little flock has a house of worship, 
that has stood nearly twenty years in an unfinished state, during most of which 
time the sound of the Gospel has not been heard within its wails. Arran^- 
ments have recently been made for its completion. Were this united with 
some of the neighbouring Parishes, it would aoubtless grow in numbers. The 
faith, and zeal, and simplicity of the little band that attends the senices of the 
Church in this place, is worthy of all praise. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, CHESHIRE.

With a sense of gratitude to God, the Rector of this Parish reports its {ntos- 
perous condition. At no period since his connecticm with it, has the attend- 
arfce upon the regular services of the Church been as large as at the present 
time ; and during the past year several additions have been made to the com- 
munion, of a character calculated to produce a general and salutary influence 
xxjgoti both the religious and the irreligious. He hopes and prays that nothing 
will occur to nrevent among the people of his charge the steady growth of 
piety ; for he does not believe that a Parish can be regarded as in a truly pros- 
perous condition, which only stands still ; which lingers on the same ground, 
and exhibits no evidence of advancement in spiritual things. 

The usual number of extra services has been held, and the series of lectures 
delivered during the season of Lent were well attended. The Sunday School 
has been re-organized, and a new and better interest seems to be manifested in 
its concerns on the part of both teachers and scholars.

The Ladies' Benevolent JSocietv continues its 
labours of usefulness and mercy, and has recently appropriated S175 towards 
the improvement of the Church edifice, which undertaking, for a long time 
indispensable to the external prosperity of the Parish, steps are now in pro- 
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gress to accomplish. The Rector has occupied his time with the ordinary 
routine of clerical duties, with the addition of extra service at special sea- 
sons. His attention has been more particularly directed to the young of the con- 
gregation, as the future hope, and, indeed, the only stable element of the Christ- 
Ian s hope. The lamentable neglect of early religious insitruciion, as well as of 
the Saviour's precept, in his own appointed ordinance, to suffer little children 
to come unto him, has been to the Rector a subject of deep regret, as periling 
the spiritual welfare of the individuals concerned, and also threatening the 
Church's future prosperity. The efforts to obviate the evil have thus far been 
crowned with success. The presentation of twelve little children for baptism, 
on Whitsunday, eleven of them by two widowed mothers, the first fruits of 
these efforts, is among the gratifying indications ; but In tnis matter, through 
the word spoken, the Lord hath opened the hearts of his servants to the truth, and 
with other encouragements manifested the increasing influence of more correct 
and Christian views than have heretofore prevailed.

A grant 
of one hundred dollars each is all they expect or ask; and I do most earnestly 
implore the persons who have the disposal of our missionary contributions to 
extend their aid to these two Parishes, than which there is not, I am persuaded, 
in the whole Diocese, two more deserving of their fostering care.

No Parish in our Diocese, it is thought, has sufifered in its temporal prosper- 
ity, more severely from the interruption of our country's mercantile prosperity, 
than this. In consequence of the decline of business, the Parish is unable to 
support a minister for more than one half of the time, during the present year. 
This half is divided alternately between the Church and Chapel. According 
to the present arrangement, the stated time for preaching at either place is only 
once in four Sundays. Under such circumstances, the cnngregation cannot be 
expected to increase in numbers or in strength. Already does our Sunday 
Scnool feel the ill effects of the great vacancy between the stated services. But 
relying upon the goodness and faithfulness of Almighty Grod to fulfill his 
promises, we trust the Church, the branch of his own planting, shall yet stand, 
shall yet flourish, and meet with triumphant success. And while we lament 
the depressed state of the Church in its temporal condition, and its humiliation, 
in the sight of its neighbouring denominations, we have just occasion for devout 
thanicfnlness to the Great Head of the Church, for the increase of its appa- 
rent spiritual prosperity. In no year have the additions to the commnnion 
been so numerous as during the past, and never has the number of communis 
cants been so larger as at present. These additions have been gradual. In a 
certain sense it may be said, " the Lord added to his Church daily, such as w 
trust will be saved.'' At every administration of the commnnion before the 
lasl> except one, (that of Christmas, occuring on a week day,) has there been 
enrolled the name of one or more new communicants: and even at the lutk^ 
communion there was expected the addition of one, haa not circumstanees ii^^ 
terferred to hinder attendance upon Church. May the Lord continue the in- 
crease of the true spiritual, prosperity of his Church in this place, and in hia 
owh good time, bestow upon it that temporal prosperity which its membeca 
feel to desire.

After a life spent in serving his God and doing good iR 
his generation, this father in the Cnurch, firm in the faith of the gospel, and 
with perfect resignation to the divine will, slept in Jesus, at the advanced agtt 
of 92^ years, 72 of which he had been a worthy and consistent communicant 
of the Church of Christ. 

The temporal interests of the Parish have flourished during the past year ;

of its members has not, apparently, corresponded therewith, it has been such 
as to cheer him in his work, and to stimulate him to greater exertions. 

It is confidently expected that the Parish will, in a very short time, enlarge

The requiied colJection has been made for the Christian Knowledge 80^ 
ety, and amounted to $35. Extra services have been held during Lent, and tt 
other times in various parts of the Parish. About 60 yolumea have been added 
to the Sunday School library. 

8everal candidates are preparing for confirmation, which it is expected will 
be administered in the autumn.

It has been so ordered in the providence of God, that the other de- 
nominations in Newtown have been lefl without settled ministers, which has 
devolved ou the Rector of the Episcopal Church, the whole burden of sustain- 
ing public services. In consequence of which, he has found it necessary 
freatly to multiply the number of public appointments. A portion of which 
ave been extended to the congregation of St. James', Zoar, who have ex- 
pressed their determination to unite again with the Parish of Trinity Church, 
as soon as the necessary arrangements can be made. If the resources of 
the Parish wonld justify the increased expense, there is abundant employ- 
ment for two clergymen, and in that case, the Church could occupy the whole 
ground in Newtown.

Although the Church in this place has much to contend against, it may be 
justly said of it, that it more than maintains its ground. As other denomina- 
tions have almost entire po.sse.'«sion of the field around us, and as the annual 
accession to the whole population of the town is small, we do not expect to be 
built up at once. Grateful to God for his former blessings on our humble Zion, 
we cheerfully wait his own good time for a larger inereaae in niunbers, and a 
richer growtn in grace.

•It will be seen, by the preceding statistics, that we cannot speak of much ap- 
parent prosperity. Past difficulties, together with deaths and removals, have 
nad an unfavourable effect. 

Besides the regular services on Sundays, I have frequently had an expository 
lecture, as a third service, which I have substituted m the place of the Bible 
class. During a considerable part of the year, I have delivered a weekly lec- 
ture at different districts of the township. As a people we are not so much in- 
terested in spiritual things as we ought to be, both for the honour of relieion, 
and the safety and happiness of our own souls. But I endeavour, by a diligent 
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use* of the means, in dependence pn the divine aid, and by visiting, to excite 
an awakened Christian zeal and earnestness. 

Christian harmony appears to prevail among ns. I feel it is necessary for 
xm tb pray more ardently for those refreshing influences of the Holy ^irit, 
which are so much needed for the prosperity of a church. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, PLYMOUTH.

And whenj in audition to the above, to speak of what has been done for the 
pitomotion of religion among ourselves, it is stated, that within the past year 
a Parish Libraiylias been conmienced, at a cost of about $100,-40, or more, 
copies of *'the Chronicle," and 20 of " ^ SpirU of Missions,'' subscribed for, 
and the Sunday School well provided with books, and " the Childrens* Maga- 
zine" — it is only necessary to point to these statistics to show, that so far as an 
increase in numbers, and a spirit of benevolence, are concerned, we have no 
cause of dissatisfaction with our present condition. 

As a profeasing Church, there are some indications that we are growing in 
grace, and making some advancement in holiness. Not only are the public 
services and ordiaaiices of God's house well attended ; but we haLvemorefami' 
ly Prayer f an increaaing sense of personal responsibility, in regard to the up- 
miilding of OhrlA'a kingdom, and more of that godly walk and conversation 
in the dailT coneems of life, which is found only where the life of Gk>d in the 
soul is acuTe and vigorous. 

A weekly lecture throughout the season of Lent, and a daily service in 
Passion week, with a due observance of other special seasons, for whieh pro- 
vision has been made bv the Church, has been, it is thought, qpeeiall j Ueased to 
us, and has contributed, not a little, we trust, to awaken us to righteonimeM, •• 
a people. 

Still, among that portion of us who name ourselves of Christ, there is yet 
mnch room for improvement— deficiences and inconsistencies may now be 
seen in but too many of our number. 

I cannot close this report without adding, that it is to be regarded— by our- 
selves, at least — as a matter of devout jo^ and gratitude to God, that, while 
from peculiar circumstances as a community, diverse interests exist, which ex- 
ert an Influence that might have proved injurious to us as a Church, and which 
have in fact riven asunder a neighbouring one of a difierent denomination, we 
yet remain perfectly united, with our counsels characterized by unanimity, and 
our people, as a body, standing fast in one spirit, " with one mind striving 
togemer for the faith" and the advancement ** of the Gospel."

It is now twenty-four years that I have had thep astoral chaige of my present 
Parish. During that period, it is almost unnecessary to state, that great 
changes have taken place, many of all ages have gone to their rest, particular- 
ly those who, at the period of my settlement with them, were in middle age, or 
past. The course of worldly business has taken many from us who are now 
nelping to build up and support the Church in other places. Our Parish, how-

ever, has been ccmftantly, though gradually, inrreasing, tnd it it now with mat 
pleasure I am able to state, that no part of my protracted ministrr has Men 
any more signally blest than the labours of the last year. God be thanked for 
what he has done among ns. It has pleased him, in nis goodneaamid meri^, to 
smile graciously upon this people, not only by reviring the reUgiooB sensrUli- 
ties of such as had grown careless in their Christian profession, mit by bringing 
his grace near to others who vere afiir off. Some twenty or thirty persons, of 
different ages, though principally young, hare recently become deeply interest- 
ed in the subject of religion, and now find a joy and peace in believing, to which 
they were before strangers. 

The people who compose my charge, are blest with the means, and, what is 
far better, the disposition, to support the Gospel. It is now going on seven 
years only, that my labours have oeen confined to this Parish, and the apparent 
effect of an increase of services during that time, is good, as a proportionabie 
increase in numerical strength, and of pious devotion to the cause of religion, 
are now ready to attest. 

May Qod bless his Church, and continue to answer the prayers of his peo- 
ple, by ordering all things for its increase and prosperity. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, WOODBURY. 

afiV. SOLOMON G. mrCBCOCE, OFFICUTING MIHlBTm. 

Families, 54, added, 2, lost, by removal, 1. The Report of clerical services 
will be dated from the 23d of July last ; since then the number of iniants bap- 
tized, 15, adults, 8 ; confirmed, 8 ; marriazes, 3 ; ftmerals, 3 ; communicants, 
39^ddeci, 5, lost, by removal, 1, by death, 1. 

The number of children in the Parish, of a suitable age to attend the Sunday 
School, is about 70. They are arranged into classes according to their respec- 
tive age and progress, and their recitations are heard by the teachers at the 
opening of the school: after this a general exercise is introduced, consisting of 
some portion of the Church Catediism, recited by the whole school, and then 
explained in a familiar manner by the minister or the Parish. 

A Bible and Liturgy class has been organized, which holds its meetings in the 
church on Sunday evenings. The exercises oi this class are conducted prin- 
cipally upon the plan of the Rev. Dr. Croswell, as published weekly in the 
Chronicle of the Church. Twenty-four numbers of this paper have been 
taken by individuals in the Parish. 

The stated ministerial services performed during the past year, have been to 
preach twice on Sunday, superintend the Sunday School during the intermis- 
sion, and the Bible class in the evening. A Wednesday evening lecture was 
also commenced about the 1st of January, and continued until about Easter. 
In addition to which the regular services of the Church have been celebrated 
on most of the holy davs a£l other special occasions. A portion of Scripture 
has also been explained, in connection with the meetings of the Ladies' Sewing 
Society, an association which was formed for benevolent purposes, and whicE 
has tended, in various ways, to exert a beneficial influence. 

The Parish having sufifered much, in former years, from the frequent remo- 
vals of their clereymen, and being anxious to afford every convenience for 
a permanent residence among them, have exerted themselves during the past 
year, in the erection of a parsonage. Some delay has occurred in the execu- 
tion of this project, owing to the extreme pressure of business aflfairs, and the 
exhaustion of the original subscriptions ; out the building is now rapidly pro- 
gressing, and will undoubtedly be completed before the expiration of the pres- 
ent summer. 

In connection with this may be added a few words with reference to the 
Parish of 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, WASHINGTON. 

This Parish has been united with Woodbury during the past year, and has 
shared the one fourth part of its clerical services. 
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TM Bumber of families connected with It, U 31 ; children baptized. \ ; per- 
sons confirmed, 4; marriage, 1 ; subscribers to the Chronicle of the Charcn,^. 

The ministerial labours performed in this Parish, though unfrequem and 
small in nmooat, have been far more soecessful than was anticipated. Still it 
is impassible to produce any extensive or permanent results, so long as the 
Ohorcb has ao little c^poitunlty for making itself known. 

It is gratifying to perceiire tliat the desire for a greater proportion of clerical 
aervices is manifestly increasing, and it is to b^ hoped that tome arrangement 
may be made, which will enable the Parish to obtain it. The Kerrices of the 
Church are always well attended, and are listened to with a degree of interest 
and seriousness which preaents a favourable indication of the state of religion, 
and an encouraging prospect of success. 

3T. MARK'S CHURCH, NEW CANAAN, 

REV. D. OODfiN, RBCTOR. 

Families, 63 ; baptisms — ^infants, 8, adults, 1 ; confirmed, 3 ; commmiicants, 
65, added, by removals, 1, anew, 2 ; burials, 8; Sunday School — teachers, 9, 
scholars, dO ; missionary and charitable contributions, $17.60. 

During my connection with this Parish, which is nearly a year, its members 
have manifested much zeal and liberality. Though few in numbers, and limit- 
ed as to means, ther have done much towards supplying the necessary wants 
of the Church. Through the active and energetic exertions of the Ladies' So- 
cietv, the proceeds of whose labours go to the support of the minister, the Par- 
ish nas been enabled, by the little assistance it has received from the Christian 
Knowledge Society, for the first time during the past year, to have the services 
of a clergyman entire. And the good results are apparent in the steady in- 
erease of attendants upon the Lord"s day. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, BROOKFIELD. 

REV. D. U. SHORT, MINISTER. 

Families, 79 ; confirmed, 2; communicants — added, bv removals, 3; loft,by 
death, 1, present number, 77 ; marriage, 1 ; burials, 1 ; Sunday School— teach- 
ers, 12, scholars, 50. 

The number of families connected with this Parish is large, for a country 
town, and the attendance upon the services of the Church, highlv encoura- 
ging ; but from the shortness of time which I have officiated among them, I am 
unable to form any accurate judgment of the state of religions feeling. The 
new church is nearly completed, and is expected to be ready for consecration in 
a very few weeks. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, NEW MILFORD.

During the past year, several interesting events have occurred in this Parish. 
One of these is the completion of a new Church, which was consecrated by the 
Bishop on the 11th of May. It is now well filled with worshipers on the Lord's 
day. Another is the occurrence, during the past winter, of a season of great 
interest in religious things. Twenty-three adnlts have been baptized recently, 
in the Church. Forty-one were confirmed by the Bishop, during his last visit- 
ation of the Parish. Twenty-four have been added to the number of commu- 
nicants. Twelve have been united in holy matrimony. Fifteen have been 
attended to the grave, with the last offices of religion. Twenty-five dollars 
were contributed a short time since, to the Dc»nestic and Foreign Missionary 
^Society of the Church. Most of the usual contributions have been omitted in 
consequence of efforts necessary to be made for the completion of the payment 
for the Church, which has been recently effected. Tneplan of weekly of- 
ferings is now in successful operation in the Parish. The Sunday Sch» 
comprises about 100 scholars. On the whole, the {Hrospects of tba Parish a| 
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eneonnging ; and we trust the ftiture will show a still Improved slate of tbings 
among us. 

ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH, NEW PRESTON.

During the past jear I have had the pastoral charge of this Pariah. Com- 
mnoicants^added, 3; marriages, 8; baptisms— infants, 3.

The prospects of this Parish are at present quite encouraging. On ever/ 
occasion on the Lord's day, when the Church is open, it is filled with attentire 
worshipers. The Sunday School comprises ahout 50 scholars. For the pres- 
ent year, I officiate in this Church one third of the time. 

CHRIST CHURCH, BETHLEBL 

REV. T. W. SNOW, RECTOR. 

Families, 34 ; baptisms — infants, 3, adults, 1 ; confirmed, 3 ; communicants 
— added, by removals, 4, anew, 5; lost, by removal, 1 ; Sunday School — teach- 
ers, 8, scholars, 35 ; missionary and charitable contributions— Foreign Mis- 
sions, $20 ] other objects, $6. 

During the present winter there has been a more than usual degree of reli- 
gious sensibiliiy in the Parish of Bethlem, especially among the young. A 
confirmation will be held at the approaching visitation of the Bishop, after 
which it is expected that several otliers will unite themselves to the commun- 
ion, in addition to those reported above as already added. The state of this 
Parish, I may safely say, is, in almost every respect, very much improved 
since the last account from it.

Since my connection with this Parish as Rector commenced, there has been 
no material change to its disadvantage. I have regularly officiated in it to the 
present time. Besides the services of the Lord's day, there has been an eve- 
ning lecture held the same day, with but few omissions, and well attended. A 
Sunday School wa^ instituted the past year, consisting of 18 scholars and 4 
teachers, and did well f<^ the time being, till the iall ; it was then disconUnned. 
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' Nothing has occurred to lessen the number of the parishioners, Imt in the event 
of death or removal. 

This infant Church, like every other of our communion and establishment, 
has had the prejudices and dislike of those who are unacquainted with the 
evangelical truths which she inculcates, and the apostolic order which she 
maintains, to encounter and disannul. Several who are subscribers of differ- 
ent denominations, have contributed to the maintenance of the sacred minis- 
try, and are regular attendants. The congregation is gradually increasing, and 
remctable ; and there appears to be no insuperable c&tacles in the way, (pro- 
yided this Church receives a more extended donation Arom the Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge, than it has hitherto,) of building up a 
substantial and efficient Parish. A constant ministmlion cannot be sustained 
in this place, without an enlarged donation. The salary of the Rector, as a 
remuneration for his services, is small ; and eveif efibrt is made, and is still 
making, to increase it the present year; ez|>ecting, with what can be procured 
here, and from the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, that 
dkis Parish may be built up, and flourish. Insulated as it is, it does, peiiiaps, 
more than any Other Church in this Diocese, call for this special countenance 
tad aid. And it is to be hoped that this call may not be in vain. This Parish 
~ md its vicinity is, in all respects, missionary ground. 

May the holv and compassionate Head of the Church, look with favour on 
this portion of his Zion, and water the vine which his own right hand hath 
planted here. And may his own divine promise be verified, *' A little one shall 
Decpme a thousand, and a small one a strong nation : I the Liord will hasten it 
in his time." 

CHRIST CHURCH, SHARON.

The present incumbent commenced his services in this Parish, on the 1st 
6e^«ni)er, 1837. Since mid-winter, I think that there has been a more gen- 
eral attendance on public worship, an increased attention to the subject of re- 
ligion, and a manifest improvement in personal holiness, on the part of the 
parishioners. The good degree of prosperity which this Parish emoys, is to 
be attributed, under Grod, to the Rev. Lucius M. Purdy, its late faithful Rector, 
whose health failing in the prosecution of his multiplied services, he resigned 
in May, 1837. 

TRINITY CHURCH, BRISTOL.

But the general pros- 
pects of the Parish are still quite encouraging ; the attention of the peojue of 
the place is more generally turned to the Church, and the attendance upon itt 
services is increasing.

I took charge of this Parish the first Snmlay after Eaaier, and have, aince 
that time, officiated alternately here and at Bristol. The preaent proepects of 
this Parish are tmly encouraging ; there are generally aa Biaaj that attend upon 
the services of the Charch, as can conveniently be accommodated. Much 
earnest attention is given to the service and to the instmctioos Arom tbe pulpit, 
and a sense of deep-toned piety seems to pervade the whole. 

ST. MATTHEWS CHURCH, PLYMOUTH, 
asv.

I have officiatedi one quarter of the time in this Parish, from December last 
until Easter, in all, sis onndavs, and every Wednesday evening during the 
season of Lent. Since that time, I have officiated, once in two weeks, at 5 
o'clock on Siindavs. The services of the Church are generally well attended. 

In addition to these services, I have officiated nine times in Harwinton, on 
Wednesday evenings. I find scattered about this town, twelve or fifteen fam- 
ilies who seem firmiv attached to the Charch. They have an academy that 
will seat one hundred and fifty persons, that belongs almost exclusively to the 
Church. They applied to me a little before Easter, to supply them one quar- 
ter of the time fbr the present year ; but my time being all occupied, I was 
obliged to decline. There are in the town between twelve and fourteen hun- 
dred inhabitants, and only one place of public worship, and probably not more 
than one half attend public worship at all. I ain therefore inclined to believe, 
that if a missionary could be sent among them, that Church would again be 
revived. 

ST. ANDREW'S CHURCH, TARIPPVILLE. 

REV. RANSOM WARNER, RECTOR. 

Families, 56 ; baptisms — infants, 13, adult, 1 *, communicants, 32; marriages, 
2; burials, 2 ; Sunday School — teachers, 12, scholars, 47 ; annual collection for 
the Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, $3.09. 

During the last year, divine service has been performed in the Church on 
the second and fourth Sundays of each month, and the congregation has been 
larger than in former years, though the number of &milies actually belong- 
ing to the Church has not increased. This Parish suffisrs loss continually 
from emigration to the far west. But we have reason to believe that our lots 
is gain to the Church at large in that distant region, and that the fruit of our 
labour contributes something to the increase of our conmiunion in the western 
states and territories. All things considered, the condition of the Parish of 
St. Andrew's is evidently prosperous and gradually improving. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, GRANBY. 

REV. RANSOM WARNER, RECTOR. 

Families, 42; Baptism.«i — infant, 1; marriages, 3; burials, 3; Sunday 
School — teachers, 8, scnolars, 45. 

Divine service has been performed in this Church during the past year, on 
the first and third Sunders of each month, with n few ejeq>taoas. The eon- 
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grcgatioQ generally, during Ihe warm season, has been as large as could be ex- 
pected, but in the cold season, in consequence, it is believed, of the uncom- 
fortable condition of the house of worship, it has been uniformly small. This 
Parish has been for a few years in a depressed condition, but there is at present 
some prospect of returning prosperity. 

The Sunday School has been generally well attended, and if continued will 
CFentnally exert a happy influence on a region where such influence is greatly 
needed.. 

^ CHRIST CHURCH, MIDDLETOWN. 

HET. SAMUEL FARMAR JARYIS, D. D., RECTOR. 

The Rector has introduced the practice of making an annoal address on 
the state of the Parish, at the Easter meeting of his parishioners, a copy of 
which is herewith presented to the Bishop. The statements now made include 
only an abstract of that address, and, therefore, do not extenvl beyond Easter. 

Theliumber of families permanently attached to the Parish, remains about 
the same as last year ; for tnoogh 7 haTe been added, an equal number have 
removed their residence. So with regard to communicants, 9 have removed 
and 3 have died ; but 7 have been added, and 5 who were already com- 
municants, have come into the Parish. The number of families, therefore, 
are about 80, and the communicants, in number, 76. The numbers who attend 
the Church appear to be on the increase. 

An uncommon degree of health has prevailed during the past year. I have 
buried two infants and two adults. There have been three marriages, and 
thirteen baptisms in the year ending at Easter, viz. 12 children and 1 adult. 

The Sunday School is well organized and more flourishing than it has ever 
been. The number of catechumens unregistered is not far from 100, and the 
average attendance exceeds 60. A female Bible Class has attended the Rec* 
tor once a week, consisting of young persons of suitable age for confirmation. 
Daring Lent, agreeably to ancient usage, the children have been examined 
vublicljfcin the presence of the congregation. During the same poHod, there 
nas also been divine service on Wednesday and Friday evenings, and a course 
of lectures has been delivered on the Acts of the Apostles. At other periods 
of the year, two evenings have been devoted to pastoral visits and the meet- 
ings of the Sunday School teachers. 

The plan of systematic charity as offerings to the Lord of our substance, 
has been begun and continued with most encouraging results. The Ladies' 
Missionary Society have been unremitting in their labours of love, and at- 
tempts are making to found a Parish library. It may be proper also to add, 
that the ladies of Uie Parish have paid to the Church Scholarsnip Society the 
sum of S80. A beginning has thus been made, and I trust that the Parish, in 
proportion as Gk>d snail prosper us, will not be weary in well doing. 

TRINITY CHURCH, CHATHAM. 

REV. SABiTTEL M. EMERT, RECTOR. 

Families, 116 ; baptisms — infants, 29, adults, 9 ; confirmed, 14 ; communicants 
— added, anew, 13, lost, by death, 1, removals, 1, withdrawn, 1, present number, 
98 ; marriages, 3 ; burials, 9 ; Sunday School— teachers, 18, scholars, 112; mis- 
sionary and charitable contributions — Domestic Missions, $40 ; Society Pro- 
motion of Christian Knowledge, $55 ; Church Scholarship Society, $20 ; 
other purposes, $55 ; Bishops' fund, $85. 

An individual of the Parish has given $1000 to Washington College, and 
also $100 to a Church in Ohio. 

In addition to the usnal services on Sundays daring the pleasant season of 
the year, a third service has been held in different parts of the Parish, princi- 
pally at the houses of a^ed people, who are not able to attend public worship, 
which, it is reasonably hoped, has been productive of much good. The Bible 
class, which meets every week, is regularly attended. The Parish, it is confi- 
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dcnUy bcUcred, has seldom, at any former time^^been in a more iloQrIshing 
state than at present. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, ESSEX. 

RE7. J. M. TIPPIN, MINISTER. 

Families, 30; baptisms—infants, 2; communicants, 41 ; borials, 4; Sunday 
Schod— teachers, 9, scholars, 30 ; Bible class, average number, 13; mission- 
ary aad charitable contributions— Christian Knowledge Society, $S.17; Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Societies, S6.37| ; other purposes, S3.93. 

I commenced my services in this Parish in July of last year. From what 
I can learn, the situation and prospects of the Parish are as favourable now, 
as they have been for some years past. In the loss of Ebenezer Hayden, Esq., 
by death, we are deprived of one of our oldest, most respectable, and most de- 
voted communicants. 

In addition to my services here, I have occasionally officiated at North Kil- 
lingworth. I have preached once at East Haddam, and have Ui«re officiated 
at one funeral. 

GRACE CHURCH, SAYBROOK. 

aSV. WM. WARLAND, JR., RECTOR. 

Families, 33; baptisms — infant, 1; communicants— added, 5, removed, I, 
present number, 33; confirmed, 1; marriage, 1; burials, 9; Sunday School 
— teachers, 8, scholars, 45 ; Bible class, 12 ; missionary contributi(Mi8, about 
S60. Christian Knowledge Society, $4. 

This Parish is apparently in a prosperous condition. The congregation is 
increasing in numbers, and a great degree of union and harmony prevails. 
Besides the regular service on Sunday, divine worship is held in Church on 
Friday evening, before each celebration of the holy conununion ; also during 
the season of Lent, at least one evening in each week, and on other special oc- 
casions. A Bible class continues to meet weekly, for expounding the Sunday 
School lesson, (the epistle and gospel for the Sunday,) a Ladies' Sewing Soci- 
ety is in successful operation, and the avaih of their labours, with the month- 
Iv offerings, amounting to about S50, have been appropriated to defray some of 
tne expen.ses of the Parish. . 

Although there has been recently an important accession to our number, yet 
the Rector confesses with sorrow, that he can report no material advancement 
as to the spiritual state of his Parish. He is, however, encouraged to hqse 
from the increasing and uniform attendance of the congregation on the ser- 
vices of the sanctuary, that a greater degree of religious sensibility will prevail, 
which may result in the accession of several to the communion. 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, EAST HADDAM. 

C. BRAINERD AND R. D. CONE, WARDENS. 

Families, 50; communicants, 60; marriages, 3; burials, 5; baptisms- 
adults, 3, children, 9. One of the burials was that of ourbeloved Rector, the Rev. 
Stephen Beach, whose memory we revere, and whose loss we deplore. The 
last time he addressed us from the pulpit, was the third Sunday in Advent. 
We acknowledge the gratuitous services of several of the neighbouring clergy, 
and the vestry have continued the salary of the late Rector to Easter, and have 
paid it to his family. 

The Society have expended nearly $300 in repairing the Church the past 
year. 
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CHRIST CHURCH, MIDDLE HADDAM. 

REV. G. A. STERLING, RECTOR. 

I have been with this Society but a few weeks, therefore have little to report 
t8 the result of my own labours. Having found the society without a register, 
I am not prepared to report the number of communicants. It contains, how- 
ever, about 50 families, who seem auite anxious to support publie wondiip. 
They feel able to contribute about 1^300 per annum. ,

CHRIST CHURCH, NORWICH. 

REV. 8. B. PADDOCK, RECTOR. 

Owing to the changes constantly taking place in this Parish, it is impossible 
to make an accurate estimate of the number of families belonging to it. It 
has lost l^ emigration, since the present Rector has had the charge of it, (16 
rears,) more than 150 families. At no time, however, has the Church been 
better filled, nor has there been more calls for seats, than the past year. He, 
therefbre, estimates the number of families at about 140. 

The Rector has nothing remarkable to report respecting its spiritual state. 
The attendance on public worship has been good, and from the following ab- 
stract from the Parish register, it appears, not altogether in vain. There have 
been baptisms — adults, 3, infants, 19, total, 22; communicants — added, 19, re- 
moved, 13, present number, 143 ; confirmed, 8 ; marriages, 4 : burials, 5; Sun- 
day School-teachers, 33, scholars, 139 ; missionary and charitable contribu- 
tions, $287.51. 

It is worthy of remark, and should call forth our liveliest gratitude to the 
Giver and Preserver of life and health, that only five of our number have been 
reitnoved by death since August, 1836. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, NEW LONDON. 

REV. A. HALLAM, RECTOR. 

Families, 71; baptisms — infants, 12, adults, 1; communicants — added, 8, 
died or removed, 7, present number, 81 ; confirmed, &; marriages, 5 ; burials, 
6 ; Sunday School — ^teachers, 18, scholars, 90 ; missionary and charitable con- 
tributions—Christian Knowledge Society, $.34.91 ; General Missionary So- 
ciety, S69.48; Gteneral Theological Seminary, S50; other objects out of the 
Parish, $74.66 ; total, $229.05. The Bible class has given place to a weekly 
expository lecture, at which consecutive portions of Scripture are explained. 
A good attendance is given. 

No change worthy of special notice has taken place in the afiairs of this 
Parish durmg the last year. Its condition may safely be represented as one of 
slow, bat steady and solid improvement, spiritual and temporal. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, POaUETONNUCK. 

REV. C. WOLCOTT, LATE MINISTER. 

I commenced my services in this Parish about the middle of last June, and 
up to the present time have usuilly preached three limes on the Lord's day, 
besides a regular Bible class lecture weekly, and other extra services. Dur- 
ing the season of Lent, we had a regular service, and sermon on every Friday 
evening, which in general were well attended. I have spent a considerable 
portion of the time in visiting the people from house to house, instructing 
them in the great principles of religion and ihe Church, and have usually been 
affectionately received, and attentively heard. I consider this as one of the 
5 
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most important fields of ttsefalnes9*-as there is a population of more than fif- 
teen hnndred souls within three miles of the Churcn, and no other place of 
worship. 

Last Aagost the ladies of this Parish formed a sewfng circle, which has 
met once a week. They have already forwarded twenty-five dollars to the 
Missionary Society, for the propagation of the gospel in this Diocese. We 
have likewise established a monthly collection in the Church, and already 
taken up twelve dollars for the same object. We have also a Prayer Book and 
Tract Society, which has forwarded five dollars lo the Prayer Book Socle^ at 
Philadelphia, and about six dollars more to increase the Sunday School libra- 
ry — making in all, $48. We have a flourishing Sabbath School, consisting of 
about 80 scholars — also a Bible class, containing about 25 members. Com- 
municants — added, 2, died, 4, present number, 40; baptisms— adult, 1, infants, 
7; marriages, 3; burials, 2; confirmations, 2. 

Having laboured here for more than ten months, it is with regret that I leave 
this interesting and important station. But having recently received a very 
urgent and unanimous invitation from the Parish of Ctuincy, Massachusetts, 
to become their Rector, I have, after due deliberation, concluded to comply 
with their wishes, and shall probably commence my labours with them on the 
coming Sabbath. It is earnestly to be desired that the Parish of St. James, 
Poquetonnuck, may be immediately supplied with a pious, faithful minister. 
Such an one will be cordially received by the people, and with slnall mission- 
ary aid will be comfortably supported, and, with the divine blessing on his la- 
bours; may soon build up a large and flouiishing Parish. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, POaUETONNUCK. 

REV. ALFRED LEE, MINISTER. 

Since my return to the Diocese, from which 1 have been absent during the 
winter on account of health, I have taken charge of St. James' Church, Po- 
quetonnuck, beginning lo officiate on Whit-Sunday ; which Parish was va- 
cant, by the removal of the Rev. Calvin Wolcott, of Massachusetts, who has 
laboured there during ihe greater part of the year. The account of the Parish 
is embraced in Mr. Wolcott's report, which has been handed to the Secretary. 

CHRIST CHURCH, SALEM, 

REV. SILAS BLAISDALE, RECTOR. 

Families, 22 ; baptisms — ^aduIts, 2 ; confirmed, 2 ; communicants— added, 2, 
present number, 15 ; funerals, 1 ; members of the Sunday School, 30; amount 
of missionary contributions, $6.65. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, HEBRON. 

REV. ALPHEUS GEER, RECTOR. 

The number of families belonging to this Parish is about 55 ; baptisms- 
adults, 6; communicants — ^added, 6, present number, 43 j marriages, 3; buri- 
als, 2 ; Sunday School— teachers, 6, scholars, about 25. A Bible class is also 
formed, which is interesting the attention of a number of the younger mem- 
bers of the congregation. Collections for missionary purposes, $11.50. 

The condition of this Parish remains nearly the same as last reported, hav- 
ing undergone but little change, either in its temporal or spiritual afiairs. 
With a commendable zeal, the Society provided, according to Uieir ability, for 
my entire services the past year. Encouras^ed by this new arrangement, I felt 
that I had good reason to hope that I might witness more fruits from my la- 
bours than appears in the above report. I can only say in humble submission 
to the Divine council, " Paul may plant and Apoflos water, but it is God that 
giveth the increase." Yet under the Divine blessing, I trust my labours have not 
been entirely in vain. An increased attention to the worship of the Church, 
and a more punctual attendance for divine service every Lord's day, than has 
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been witnessed at any former period, inspire me with the hope that many who 
now " desire a little more sleep, a little more slumber/' may yet take upon them 
the character of professed followers of Christ. While, therefore, I am com- 
pelled to lament tnat so few are moved to profess their faith in Christ, by a dil- 
igent use of ail the appointed means of grace, I have yet reason for thai^kfui- 
ness to the great Head of the Church, that its external order and distinctive 
principles are becoming better understood by the people of my charge, and the 
spiritual character of its service more fully realized. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, WINDHAM.

My services in this Church commenced the 18th of June, 1837, and were 
discontinued on Wbit-Sunday, the 15th of the present month. During my ser- 
vices here, the congregation has much increased, and the Church, which is 
yet in its iniant state, is in a flourishing condition.

REPORT OP THE DIRECTORS. 

The present is the 11th Annual Report, which has been presented to the 
Church Scholarship Society, and the 3d which has proceedea from the Board 
of Education, under its present organization. 

This Society was established in the year 1827. Its aid has since been afford- 
ed to forty yoimg men, in their preparation for the ministry. Of these, about 
one third have received Holy Orders; one has been removed by death, in the 
midst of his studies; two or three have relinquished their original design; and 
the remainder are still candidates, or at college. During the past year, three 
new beneficiaries have been received ; and the whole number has been eight. 
In 1837, the number was seven; in 1836, nine ; in 1835, twelve; in 1834, thir- 
teen; so that the operations of the Society have been restricted, rather than ex- 
tended. This has not been the consequence, however, of its pecuniary ina- 
bility, as its resources, though they have never much exceeded, have almost 
always met, the claims upon its assistance ; but the increasing disposition on 
the'part of many Parishes and parochial societies, lo make some individual 
the object of their peculiar aid, has rendered the applications to the Society 
less numerous than before. If it should be true, in addition, which the Board 
do not believe, that while the call for labourers in the harvest of the Iiord has 
been increasing from all sides, the answers have become fewer and more faint. 
it would certainly be the duty of the Society not only to invite, but to urge and 
affectionately constrain to the acceptance of its aid, many whom nothing except 
indigence might withhold from looking forward lo the sacred office. The 
number, however, of applications already received, in anticipation of the en- 
suing year, is seven ; and as only two of the present beneficiaries will with- 
draw at the approaching commencement, there is little reason to doubt that a 
larger demand than ever, will soon be made on the funds of the Society. 
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It will be seen from the Report of the Treasurer, that a few of the more op- 
ulent Parishes of ihis Diocese have appreciated, and, with much generosity, 
supported the design; for which this Society was instituted; and the Board 
hope and believe that ai least an equal support will be rendered, from the same 
sources, in the year to come. They may also expect that reimbursements from 
former beaeliciaries will somewhat increase the amount of receipts; but, should 
the number of applicanus be also increased, ihe Treasury will still require new 
friends, and more than the past exertions of the old. 

The Diocese of Connecticut, from its location, from the character of the 
people, from the early and firm establishment of Episcopacy here, and from 
the fact that .so many have resorted lo this State, from other regions of our 
country, ior purposes of education, always appeared to be called by Divine 
Providence, lo a.ssume a prominent part in the preparation of young men for 
the ministry of the Church. This .sentiment had, doubtless, its influence in 
the establishment of Washington College ; and, through that event, it has ac- 
quired a ten-fold force. The want of clergymen is certainly great; they must 
be educated; we wish that they should be educated here; and if in any other 
benevolent des:ign of the Church, in its Foreign or its Domestic Missions, its 
Sunday Schools or its Prayer-book and Tract Societies, the foremost place 
may seem to belong to any other Diocese, we ought to wish, that in the cause 
of theological education, it may belono; to this. It is hoped, therefore, that' 
many more of our Parishes will lend their assistance, even though, in many 
instances, the contribution .should be small. 

The Board of Blducation would submit to the Convention the question, 
whether, in view of the state of the funds, and in anticipation of any consid- 
erable increase in the number of applicants, the original pledge of the Society, 
that every de.serving candidate should receive aid, shall be regarded as still 
given to the public ? If it be decided that it shall not be retracted, they will 
regard the Diocese as pledging itself to support them in the fulfillment of the 
promise, and will go cheerfully forward. 

They would also request that the opinion of the Society may be expressed 
on the propriety of aiding in their studies, any young men of promise, who 
are not communicants of the Church, and have as yet no definite view to the 
ministry. Several applications of this kind have been received; but the Board 
of Education, following, as they judged, the spirit of the fifth article of the 
Constitution, which declares, that, " unless in very peculiar cases, no applicant 
shall be received, who does not produce unequivocal testimonials of piety, of 
promising talents and necessitous circumstances," have felt themselves con- 
strained to withhold their aid. A discussion, however, at this time, of the 
qualifications to be required in candidates, would assist the Board to discern 
more evidently their own duly in instances which involve difficulty, and would, 
perhaps, prevent also some requests which they can neither grant without 
doubt, nor refuse without pain. 

Since the last Convention, the Editor of the " Chronicle of the Church" has 
given notice by a public advertisement, that the receipts of that publication, 
after the payment of its expenses, shall be appropriated to the Church Schol- 
arship Society. Although it was hardly to be expected that much profit would 
as yet have accrued from this source, yet the thanks of the Board are due for 
the kindness of the offer ; and if it may be at once the means of strengthening 
the support of so useful a paper, and of affording eventually some benefit to 
the funds of this Society, the religious interests of the Church in this Diocese 
will gain a double advantage, with very little cost to any individual. 

Amongst the most valuable of the younger clergy of Connecticut, are sev- 
eral whom, during their collegiate education, this Society numbered amongst 
its beneficiaries. Parishes that prize aright the services of one such faithial 
Pastor, ought not to be slow in their support of an institution which has help- 
ed to form so many, and, with the blessing of our gracious Lord, will raise up 
many more. The Board of Education esteem those contributors to its funds 
amplv rewarded, who desired to advance the true interests of the Church, and 
loved the souls of their fellow men; and would close their Report with the 
expression of their devout gratitude for the mercy which has brought them 
thus far.

JOURNAL OF THE CONVENTION, 1839. 



HlRTFOSD, TUESDIT, JuMi Uth, 1839. 

This being the day appointed by the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Connecticut, for the Annual Convention of the same, 
the Rt. Rev. Tbos. C. Brownell, D. D. LL. D., Bishop of the Diocese, afid 
several of the Clergy and Laity, assembled at 10 o'clock A. M., in Christ 
Church, Hartford, which had been designated by the Bishop Ms a place of 
meeting. 

Morning Prayers were read by the Rev. Robert A. Hallam, Rector of St. 
James' Church, New London ; the Lessons by the Rev. Edward N. Mead, 
Rector of St. Paul's Charch, Sing Sing, New York, and a Sermon delivered 
by the Rev. Ambrose S. Todd, Rector of St. John's Charch, Stamford. 

The Bish(^ then admitted to the Holy Order of Deacons, Messrs. James 
D. Mead, M. D., and Charles Fox; and to the Holy Order pf Priests, the Rev. 
Alonzo B. Chapin and the Rev. Servilius Stocking. 

The Bishop was assisted in the administration of the Commonion by the 
Rev. Dr. Jarvis and the Rev. Messrs. Todd, Hallam, and Mead. 

The services being concluded, the Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop.

ADDRESS. 



Mt Brethren of the Clercst, and of the Latty : 

At every annual return of our Ecclesiastical Convention, our first thon^hts 
should be directed to the goodness and mercy of that Almighty Being who has 
preserved our lives, and meted out to us our measure of h€»alth and enjoyment, 
during the years that are. passed, and bv whose guardian care the Church is 
ever watched over, protected, and blessed. At this time, then, let us call upon 
our souls and all that is within us, to love, adore, and praise our Heavenly 
Father, for all the favours which he has vouchsafed to us, and to the portion of 
his Church entrusted to our care, since we were last assembled within these 
walls. Let us devoutly supplicate his presence with us during our ]^resent un- 
dertakings; let us seeK his guidance in our counsels, and his blessing on our 
labours; and may He graciously accept our tiianksgivings, and grant a gra- 
cious audience to our prayers, forthe sake of Jesus Christ, our only Mediator 
and Redeemer. 

During the past year, the usual measure of prosperity has been extended to 
the Church in this Diocese. The same harmony of sentiment in regard to 
doctrine, discipline, and worship, and the same brotherly love among its Cler^ 
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gy and iu memben, which hit to Umg been chcrithed, MQl pmmllt. Iknow 
not that any of the Parithtt hare daclined; and a fyw of tmnn, which hare 
been depre»ed for want of pattoral tnperintendenee, art aatominc; a more en- 
couraginic aspect. Though no marked degree of rellgi0iis teatflmity appears 
to have pervaded the Church, vet we have no reason to apprehend that the 
silent and gentle inflaences of the Spirit have been withheld irom any portion 
of it; while we may humblv trust that they have drawn many new members 
within its fold, and sustained and comforted manv a trae believer. 

In laying before you the account of my official acts, for the past year, I may 
remark, that I have visited many Parishes In which no dntiet, pecnliarly Epis- 
copal, were required— except those of a general superintendflnce and en- 
con ragemenL

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On the 8th of July last, in Trini^ Church. Chatham, I admitted Andrew H. 
Cornish, William Payne, Nathaniel S. Richardson, Abel Nichols, and Will- 
iam B. Aahley, graduates of the General Theological Seminarir, into the 
Holy Order of Deacons. On the 2d day of September, in Christ Church, 
Middletown, I admitted Abner Jackson, Assistant Professor of Languages in 
Washington College, aud John Williams, Tutor in that Institution, into the 
same Holy Order. And on the 16th day of December, in Christ Church, 
Hartford, I also admitted. Thomas G. Salter, a graduate of the General Theo- 
logical Seminary, into the Holy Order of Deacons. 

On the 9th day of November, in St. Paul's Church, Brookfield, I admitted 
the Rev. Solomon G. Hitchcock into the Holy Order of the Priesthood. And 
on the 14th day of that month, in St. John's dhurch. Bridgeport, I admitted the 
Rev. William G. Heyer into the same sacred Order. It is, further, my duty 
to record that I have this day, in your presence, admitted James D. Mead and 
Charles Fox to the Holy Order of Deacons ; and Rev. Alonzo B. Chapin 
and Rev. Servilius Stocking to the Holy Order of Priests. 

On the 17th day of January last, I instituted the Rev. Jaoob L. Clark into 
the Rectorship of St. John's Church, Waterbury. 

On the 29th day of August, I consecrated a new brick edifice in Glasten- 
bunr, by the name of St. Lnke's Church. It is a very neaX and conunodions 
building, and its erection has been attended with a great increase of the con- 
gregation, and a most encouraging manifestation of zeal on the part of the 
members. On the 9th day c^ November, I consecrated St. Paul's Church, 
Brookfield. This is a spacious edifice of wood, in the Gothic style of archi- 
tecture, and similar eood effects appear to have accrued to the Farish, from 
its erection. On the 12th of December, I consecrated Christ Church, Guil- 
ibid, a very elegant GkAhie edifice of stone— -consistent in all the details of 
that order of architecture, and highly creditable to the taste of the Building 
Committee, as well as to the liberality of the congregation. 

Of the changes among the Clergy, which have t&en place since our last 
' the deoease of the Rev. Allen €. Morgan haa been felt at peca- 



liarljT aflUetiT€. He bad grefttly endeared himMlf to an eztenalve aeqnaint- 
ance, by his private worth ; and his death will be regarded as a severe Joes to 
the literary institution over which he presided with snch distingalshed ability, 
as well as to the Church in which he was so acceptable a Minister. It is also 
nnr painful duty to record the death of the Rev. James Tappan, late Minister 
of the Parish at Essexborough, but ecclesiastically ccmnected with the Diocese 
of New York. My brethren of the Clergy, we are frequently called upon to 
apply the providences of Gk>d to the instruction of others. I^et us not fail to 
make a practical application of those dispensations of Divine Providence, 
which come peculiarly near to ourselves. Two of our brethren have been 
taken from the midst of us, in the meridian of their days. Let us bold our- 
selves ever prepared to render an account of our stewardship. Whatsoever 
our hands find to do, let us do it with our might ; and while so many faithful 
servants are called away to receive the reward of their labours, let us " pray 
to the Lord of the harvest, that he would send forth new labourers into his 
harvest." 

The following Clergymen have taken dimissory letters, and have removed 
to other Dioceses, viz.: The Rev. Andrew H. Cornish, to the Diocese of 
Illinois ; the Rev. James Sunderland and the Rev. William G. Heyer, to the 
Diocese of Maryland; the Rev. Alfred Lee, to the Diocese of Pennsylvania; 
the Rev. Thomiias J. Davis, to the Diocese of Ohio; the Rev. Thomas W. 
Snow, to the Diocese of Massachusetts ; the Rev. Smith Pyne, to the Diocese 
of New York, and the Rev. Eli Wheeler, to the Diocese of Western New York. 

The following Clergymen have been duly received into this Diocese, with 
the Canonical Testimonials from their respective Bishops, viz. : The Rev. 
Melancthon Hoyt, from Indiana; the Rev. Edwin W. Wiltbank, from Penn- 
sylvania ; the Rev. Foster Thayer, from New York; the Rev. Thomas H. Vail 
and the Rev. Dexter Potter, from Massachusetts. The Rev. John Williams 
had been regularly transferred from Massachusetts to this Diocese, previous to 
his Ordination. The Rev. Charles W. Bradley, officiating at East Haddam, 
the Rev. Edward C. Bull, officiating at Brookfield, and the Rev. B. M. Yar- 
rington, officiating at Greenwich, are still ecclesiastically connected with the 
Diocese of New York; the Rev. T. B. Woodward, officiating in the Parish 
of St. Matthew's, Plymouth, is, in like manner, connected with the Eastern 
Diocese, and the Rev. Warner Ho3rt, who accept the Rectorship of the Parish 
of Ridgefield, has not yet presented his dimissory letter from the Diocese of 
Maiyland. 

Several changes have taken place in the location and services of the Clergy 
of the Diocese. The Rev. E. Edwards Beardsley has accepted the office of 
Principal of the Episcopal Academy at Cheshire. The Rev. Silas Blaisdale 
has removed from Salem to the Parish of Hitchcocksville, being succeeded in 
his former Parish by the Rev. John W. Woodward. The Rev. Levi H. Cor- 
son has accepted the Rectorship of the Parish of Branford, and removed to 
that place. The Rev. John M. Guion has removed from Meriden to the 
Parisn of New Britain, to which he has been elected Rector, and has been 
succeeded in his former charge by the Rev. Melancthon Hoyt. The Rev. 
Frederick Holcomb, D. D., so long and so faithfully the Rector of Christ 
Church, Watertown, has resigned the charge of that Parish, and the Rev. N. 
S. Richardson has been callea to enter on his labours ; the Rev. Dr. Holcomb 
himself being now zealously, and we trust successfully engaged in an effort to 
revive the decayed Parish of Harwinton. The Rev. Edward J. Ives has re- 
signed the Rectorship of Christ Church, East Haven. The Rev. Zebediah H. 
Mansfield has removed from New Britain to the Parish of Warehouse Point. 
The Rev. Joseph H. Nichols has resigned the Rectorship of Christ Church, 
Greenwich. The Rev. Henry B. Sherman has removed from New Preston, 
and accepted the Rectorship of the Parish of Windham. The Rev. William 
Payne has become Rector of St. Michael's Church, Litchfield. The Rev. 
William 6. Ashley has become Rector of St Luke's Church, Glastenburv. 
The Rev. Foster Thayer has accepted the Rectorship of St. Paul's Churca, 
Huntington. The Rev. Thomas H. Vail has accepted the Rectorship of St. 
John's Church, Essexborongh. The Rev. George C. fihepard has left tha 
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Parish of Stratford, on a Yoynge to Eorope, and has been nicceeded by (he 
ReT. E. W. Wiltbank. 

The followiDg persons are now candidates for Holy Orders In this Diocese, 
viz. : Isaac H. Tuttle, Charles Prindle, Paschal P. P. Kidder, Thomas C. Pit- 
kin, Mariin Moody, James R. Bailey, William G. French, Ephraim L. Per- 
kins, John Riges, Sheldon Davis, Gkorge L. Foote, William G. Morgan, Hen- 
ry Townsend, William Atwill, Daniel Shepherd, Charles W. Everest, Charles 
dillet. John G. Hull. Charles Fox, previous to his ordination, had been re- 
ceived as a candidate, by transfer from the Diocese of New YorkjUid Richard 
S. Adams has removed to the Diocese of Kentucky. J. Henry Elliott, a can- 
didate of great promise to the Church, has been removed by death. 

Brethren of tie Convention: — I have now laid before yon a brief snmmary 
of my official labours during the past year, embracing a cursory view of the 
present state of the Diocese. This communication, together with the Paro- 
chial Reports which will shortly be exhibited to you, and a comparison of the 
whole with the statistics presented at former Conventions, will enable you to 
form a tolerably correct estimate of the present condition of that portion of the 
Lord's vineyard entrusted to our care. It had been my purpose to offer some 
reflections on the means of promoting Christian Education, and of advancing 
the cause of the Redeemer, through tne instrumentality of our diocesan insti- 
tutions, as well as those established by the Gfeneral Convention of the 
Church. But the same bodily indisposition which intermpted the course of 
my late visitation, admonishes me to desist from any present attempt to arrange 
my thoughts on these subjects. Should it please Divine Providence to restore 
my health, they may perhaps find their way to yon, in the form of a.Pa8toral 
Letter, through the columns of the Chronicle of the Church ; or they may be 
reserved as the chief topics of an Address, or Charge, at the next Annual 
Convention. 

I cannot, however, conclude this Address, without briefly adverting to one 
subject, which I deem of immediate and paramount importance. — ^I am 
anxious to urge upon the Lay members of the Convention, and through them, 
upon all the Parishes of the Diocese, the necessity of a more adequate provi- 
sion for the maintenance of the Clergy. During the twenty years that I have 
been connected with this Diocese, the salaries of its Clergymen have remained 
nearly stationary. As the weaker Parishes have gained strength, they have 
sought the services of Clergymen for a greater portion of the time. And as 
some of tho larger Parishes have gained additional increase, they have sought 
the services of Clergymen who were supposed to possess higher qualifications 
of learning, or talents. But in Parishes of the same class, there has been 
little or no change in the salaries of the Clergy, for the last twenty years. 
And yet, it is well known, thai within this time, there has beoia great advance 
in the price of nearlv all the necessaries of life. Many articles of prime ne- 
cessihr have doubled in value; and most of the articles of food, raiment, and 
fuel, have become at least one fourth more expensive. The wages of common 
labourers, and of mechanics, have advanced in nearly the same proportion. 
I pray the Laity of our Parishes, then, — they who derive the advantage from 
this increase of the wages of their labour, and of this enhanced value of the 
fruits of their industry — ^to consider this matter, and to inquire whether equal 
justice is extended to the labours of the Clergy. Do they do to their Clergy 
as they wish others to do to them 1 

But there is another view of this subject. During the last twenty years, the 
necessary qualiOcations for the Clerical profession have been greatly enhanced. 
Partly in consequence of the progressive improvements in society, and partly, 
perhap, from the establishment of Theological Seminaries, the public senti- 
ment IS constantly demanding higher qualifications in classical education, and 
in Theological learning. The money now required to carry a young man 
through the Academy, the College, and the Theological Seminary, would 
purchase a considerable farm, or constitute a moderate capital for the young 
manufacturer, mechanic, or merchant And yet how difierent are the worldly 
prospects of these classes 1 The industrious farmer may secure a competence 
for his family, or even rise to affluence. The mechanic, the mann&cturer, 
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•ad dM wmnkBSki^mkY beeome rich, throngb tMe many aveniies of enterprise. 
But the Clergyman, wbose intelligrence mignt find snch scope in the pursuits of 
amUtion, must be content with the mere necessaries of life. And ir he leayes 
a fiimily behind him, when he is called from his labours, they must be consign- 
ed to the charities of the world, or to the care of more fortunate relatives, or 
friends. 

It is true that the Clergyman has higher ends and aims than the acauisition 
of wealth. It is also true that the cares of riches might tend to withdraw his 
thoughts from his more sacred duties. But it must be remembered that poverty 
has also its cares. And though I would not wish to see a wealthy Clergy, I 
would desire to see every Clergjrman's mind freed from corroding anxieties in 
regard to the immediate suMwrt of his family; and I think it not too much to 
desire, also, that he should be able to lay aside some little provision for the sup- 
port of his old age, or to secure a bereaved family fVom absolute want. 

In this Diocese, I know of no Clergyman, with a family, who receives a 
greater compensation for his services than is necessary for his immediate and 
moderate support. I know of many who are scarcely able to maintain their 
fiuailies, witn the most rigid economy, and who have a hard struggle to keep 
free from the humiliation of unpaid demands for the common necessaries of 
life. The condition of the unmarried Clergy is but little better; for, in most 
cases, any modicum they may be able to save from their necessary expenses, 
must be expended in books, or applied to the payment of debts incurred during 
their preparation for the Ministry. 

Brethren of the Laity,— these things ought not so to be. They are repug- 




ter about holy things, live of the sacrifice; and they who wait at the altar, are 
partakers with the altar 1 Even so hath the Lord also ordained, that they who 
preach the Gospel, should live of the Gospel." 

I say not these things at the instance of the Clergy; for they are as uncom- 
plaining as they are self-denying. Bat as Providence has placed me in a sta- 
tion to witness their privations, as well as their devoted labours; and knowing, 
aal do, the discouragements which these privations throw in the way of those 
who are looking forward to the sacred office, I should be unfaithful to my duty, 
and unjust to my feelings, if I failed to inculcate upon the several Parishes of 
this Diocese, the immediate necessity of a more adequate provision for the sup- 
port of their Clergy.

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Cornwall, Resolved, That the Rules of order of 
the last Convention, be adopted as the Rules for the present ConvenUon. 

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. The business of every day shall be introd-ced by praver. ' ...^ 
9. When the President takes the chair, n« member shall continue standing, 
or shall afterwards stand, unless to address the chair.

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8. No member shall absent himself from the service of the Conrentiaiiy «;- 
less he have leave from the house. 

4. When any member is aboat to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to 
the Convenlion, he shall rise from nis seat, and without advancing, shall, 
with due respect, address himself to the President, confining himself strictly 
to the point in debate. 

5. No member shall speak more than twice in the same debate, without leave 
of the house. 

6. A question being once determined, shall stand as the judgment of the Con- 
vention, and shall not again be drawn into debate during the same session. 

7. While the President is putting any question, no one shall hold private 
discourse, stand up, walk into, out of, or across the house, or read any book. 

8. Every member who shall be in the Convention when any question is pw, 
shall, on a division, be counted, unless he be particularly intererted in the de- 
cision. 

9. No motion shall be considered as before the house, unless it be seconded, 
and reduced to writing when required. 

10. When any question is before the Convention, it shall be determined on, 
before any thing new is introduced, except for adjournment. 

11. The question on a motion for adjournment shall be taken before any 
other, and without debate. 

12. When the Convention is to rise, every member shall keep his seat until 
the President leave the chair. 

On motion, Resolvtd^ That Clergymen of the Protestant E^dscopal Church, 
belonging to other Dioceses, and candidates for Holy Orders, who may be in 
town during the session of this Convention, be admitted to tne sittings of the 
same. 

Whereupon, the Rev. Edward N. Mead, of Sing Sing, New York, took a 
seat in the Convention. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Burgess, Resolved^ That the annual meeting of 
the Church Scholarship Society, be held to-moirow evening, after evening 
prayers. 

The Rev. Dr. Jarvis, Secretary of the Standing Committee, read an abstract 
of their proceedings, which is entered on the Journal of the Convention, ac- 
cording to the provisions of the Gth Canon. 

Abstract of the proceedings of the Standing Committee^ from ike Convention of 

1838 to the Convention o/1839. 

1. The first meeting of the Standing Committee was held in Hartford. Jnne 
14, 1838, all the members being present. The Rev. Dr. Croswell was chosen 
President, and the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, Secretary. 

2. The second meeting was held at Middletown, July 6th, 1838. Present, the 
Rev. Messrs. Hull, Paddock, Burgess, and the S^retary. Canonical Testimo- 
nials having been presented in favour of Nathaniel S. Richardson, Abel Nich- 
ols, Andrew Hiram Cornish, William B. Ashley, and William Payne, they 
were accordingly recommended to the Bishop for the Holy Order of Deacons. 

3. The third meeting was held at Hartford, August 8, 1838. Present, the 
Rev. Dr. Croswell, the Rev. Messrs. Hull and Burgess, and the Secretary. 
Canonical Testimonials having been presented in favour of John Williams 
*^? "Vi?!?*^ Jackson, they were recommended for Deacons' Orders. 

4. The fourth meeting was held at Cheshire, November 7, 1838, all the 
members being present Canonical Testimonials having been presented re- 
commending Charles W. Evmrest and Charles Gillet, graduates of Washing- 
ton College, they were accordii.giy recommended to the Bishop, as «ndi- 
dates for Holy Orders. *^ 
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> TboauHi G. Sftiter haring prcMated the requuite testimonials, was recom- 
meoded to the Bishop for Deacoos' Orders. 

The Rev. William Grant Hyer, and the Rev. Solomon Gilbert Hitchcock, 
Deacons, were recommended for the Holy Order of Priests. 

5. The fifth meeting was held at Waterbury, January 16, 1839. Present, 
the Rev. Dr. Croswell, and the Rev. Messrs. Hull and Burgess. In the ab- 
sence of the Secretary, the Rev» lidr. Burgess was appointed Secretary fro 
ienwore. 

Canonical Testimonials having been presented in favour of John G. Hull, 
A. B., of Yale College, he was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders. 

On application from the President of the Standing Committee of Western 
New York, enclosing the Canonical Testimonials of the Rev. Dr. DeLance^, 
Bishop elect of that Diocese, and requesting the concurrence of this Commit- 
tee, agreeably to the 5th Canon of the General Convention of 1832; the mem- 
bers present proceeded to sign the requisite testimonial, and it was afterwards 
sent to the absent members for their signatures, which were given. 

6. The sixth meeting was held at New Haven, May 16, 1839. Present, the 
Rev. Dr. Croswell and the Rev. Messrs. Hull and Burgess. The Secretary 
being absent, the Rev. Mr. Burgess was appointed Secretary jtt^ tem. 

Canonical Testimonials having been presented in favour of the Rev. Wol 
Pa3me and the Rev. Nathaniel S. Richardson, Deacons, they were recommend- 
ed to the Bishop for Priests' Orders. 

7. ^he seventh meeting was held at Hartford, June 10, 1839. Present, the 
Rev. Dr. Croswell, the Rev. Mr. Burgess, and the Secretary. 

Canonical Testimonials having been presented in favour of Isaac H. Tuttle, 
Charles Prindle, Thomas Clap Pitkin, Charles Fox, and James D. Mead, M. 
D., they were severally recommended to the Bishop for Deacons' Orders. 

The Rev. Servilius Stocking and the Rev. Alonzo B. Chapin, Deacons, 
were in like manner recommended to the Bishop for Priests' Orders.

The House then proceeded to the appointment of a Standing Committee, 
which resulted in the election of the Rev. Harrt Croswell, D. D., Rev. Sam- 
del F. Jarvis, D. D., Rev. George Burgess, Rev. Seth B. Paddock, Rev. Lem- 
I7EL B. Hull. 

The Rev. Mr. Short offered the following resolution, which was laid on the 
table, to be taken up to-morrow : 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Society for the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, be amended, by striking out the 6th article, and substituting the 
following : — All persons who are members of the Church in this Diocese, 
shall be considered as belonging to the Society. 

On motion. Resolved, That the Rev. Mr. Short be appointed to receive the 
sums due from the several Parishes, on the assessment for making up the defi- 
ciency in the Bishop's salary. 

On morion of the Rev. Mr. Watson, Resolved, That immediately after Divine 
service to-morrow morning, this Convention will proceed to hear the Paro- 
chial Reports, and continue to hear them until they are finished. 

The following resolution, which was submitted to the consideration of the 

last Convention, and ordered to lie over for final action at this, was called up 

bj the Rev. Dr. Croswell : 

Resolved, That the sixth article of the Constitution of the Connecticut Epis- 
copal Academy, be amended, by striking out the words, " siall be elected by the 
Board of Trustees-^a majority of the TrusUesfor the time being, concurring ;" 
and substituting, shaU be elected iy the Convention of the Diocese. 

After some discussion, the resolution was lost— a very large majority voting 

against it. 
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On motion of the R«t. Mr. BoncM, Bmlmd, Tkal tlM OommittM on 

Canons be inatnicted to inquire into tne expediency of piorUUng n p e in n nfl 
place of depoeit for the reoordi of tiie GonventiGa, and other books and papen 
belonging to tbe Dioccie. 
Adjonmed to meet to-morrow morning at 8 o'clock. 

Cnawr Cnuacn, WimcBn>AT Mouiino, Jum 18, 8 o'clock. 

The Conrention assembled pursuant to adjournment. 

Morning Prayers were read by the Rev. Beth B. Paddock, Redor of Christ 
Church, Norwich ; after which the Bishop took the chair, and the Comrention 
proceeded to business. The roll was called, and the minutes of the preceding 
day were read, and, after some amendments, accepted. 

Edward Siarr, Jr.^ a Lay Delegate from Christ Church, Redding, and Mbr- 
rifMn MaUhevfS, (torn Trinity Church, Bristol, appear^, and took their seats 
in Cony^ntion. 

The reading of the Parochial Reports was then commenced; which being 
finished, the Rev. Dr. Jarvis, as Treasurer of the Society for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge, made a report, which was referred to an auditing Com- 
miUee, composed of Mr. Foot, of Marlborough, and the Assistant Secretary. 
Leave of absence was then granted for the remainder of the session to the 
Rev. Dr. Jarvis and Ebenezer Jackson, Esq., Lay Delegate, from Middletown. 

The Auditing Committee made a report, which was accepted. Dr, OrtrntU^ 
Chairman of the Committee on Canons, made a report, proposing for the adop- 
tion of the Convention, several Canons ; which were taken up and considered 
separately. The Canon Providing for a list of Clergymen entitied to teals tH 
the Convention^ was taken up, and after some discussion and amendments, 
passed as follows i— ^r 

It shall be the duty of the Bishop and Standing Committee, or in ease of va- 
cancy in the Episcopate, of the Sumding Committee, previously to the meeting 
of every Annual Convention, to prepare an accurate list of the CIerg3rmenof 
this Diocese, entitled to seats in the Convention, agreeably to the exisSng Con- 
stitution and Canons, to be presented and read by the Secretary, before any 
other business shall be transacted : and this shall be the list, accoiding to whicn 
the Convention shall be organizea. 

The second Canon proposed by the Committee, was taken iq>, and after soma 
discussion upon it, a motion to adjourn till 3 o'clock P. M., was made, and 
carried. 

Christ CHuacB, 3 o'clock P. M. 

The Convention met agreeably to adjournment, when leave of absence was 
granted fot the remainder of the session, to Mr. Newell Johnson, of WestviUe. 
The Canon Concerning Parochial CoUeetions, under discussion in the fore- 
noon, was again taken up, and finally passed as follows : — 

It shall be the dutv of every Parish in this Diocese, to establish Parochial 
Collections, not less than four in each year, for the aid of the benevolent insti- 
tutions of the Church, and to appropriate at least once a jekr, to the Connecti- 
cut Society for the Promotion ol Cnristian Knowledge, such portion of ^n m 
collections as the Rector and Vestry, or the Vestry, when there is no Rector, 
or a Committee appointed by such vestry, or by a vote of the Pariah, shall 
deem expedient. ' 

Canon 7, concerning collections for the Society for the Promoticm of 
Christian BCnowledge, is hereby repealed. 
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The IbUowing Canon C^neeming the tetUemnU of Clergymen, was also read 
and adopted : 

Erery cure in this Diocese, on the call of a Clergyman, shall, within one 
month after such call, apply to the Bishop, or in case of vacancy in the Epis- 
copate, to Uie Standing Committee, for permission lo settle such Clergyman, 
and no Clergyman, by rirtue of a parochial cure, shall take his seat in this 
Convention, until sucn permission shall be obtained. 

The Committee on Canons also reported the following resolution, which 
was passed: 

Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to procure a safe and convenient 
depository for the papers and documents belonging to this Convention, to be 
placed in the Library of Washington College, un&r the care of the President 
of said Institution. 

The following proposed alteration in the Constitution, was submitted for the 

consideration or the Convention, and ordered to lie over for final action at the 

next Annual Convention : 

Abticle IX., 5th line, after the word '' state," [add] amd in cam of aimf va- 
cancy ocowrring in said CommiUee, by death, removal, or resignation, the remain-' 
ing members siaU have power to smpply said vacancy, wM Me neast AnrnuU 
ConpenUon, 

The resolution offered by the Rev. Mr. Short, yesterday afternoon, was 
called up, and after some discussion, the subject was referred to a Com- 
mittee of three, with power to revise the Constitution of the Society for the 
Promotion of Christian Knowledge, and report at the next Convention. 

The Rev. Messrs. Burgess and Short, and Samuel Tudor, Esq., were ap- 
pealed this Committee. . 

The Rev. Dr. Croswell presented the resignation of Col. WiUiam Mosely, 
as a Trustee of the Connecticut Episcopal Academy, which was accepted, and 
a Committee appointed to nominate suitable persons to supply any vacancies in 
the Board. 

The Rev. Dr. CrosweU, the Rev. Mr. Beardsley, and Richard Adams, Esq., 

were appointed this Committee, who, after retiring, nominated Wm, Xiff40,Esq., 

and the Rev. R^ WaUom whereupon these gentlemen were elected Trustees 

of said Academy. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Chapin, Resolved, That it be recommended to 
all the Ministers of Parishes in this Diocese to observe as many of ihe special 
occasions of public worship, appointed by the book of Common Prayer, as the 
situation and circiunstances of tneir Parishes will allow. 

Leave of absence was granted for the remainder of the session, to Asa 
Gilson, Es^. 

On motion. Resolved, That the Secretary and the Rev. Messrs. Chapin and 
Bennett be a Committee to superintend the printing of the Journal. 
On motion. Resolved, That one thousand copies of the Journal be printed. 

The Committee appointed at the last Convention, to " examine a .series of 
books prepared by the Rector of Trinity Church, New Haven, and such other 
books as they might deem expedient for the use of Sunday Schools and Cate- 
chetical Classes," was continued to the next Convention. 

After the usual devotions, and the benediction of the Bishop, the Convention 

adjourned sine die,

ABSTRACT OP THE BISHOPS ADDRESS. 

The Bishop reports, that he has visited many Parishes during the past jrear, in 
which no duties peculiarly Episcopal were required, except those of general 
superintendence and encouragement ; that the rite of Confirmation has been 
administered to three hundred persons; that ten persons have been admitted to 
the Holy Order of Deacons, and four to that of Priests ; that three Churches 
have been consecrated, and one Clergyman instituted; that two of the Clergy 
have died during the past year ; that eight have taken letters dimissory from the 
Diocese, and six have been canonically received into it ; that five areofileiating 
in the Diocese without having presented their dimissory letters from other Dio- 
ceses; thai three have resigned their cures, and eight been transferred toother 
stations; that there are nineteen candidates for Holv Orders; and that the 
Parishes generally are in a state of temporal and h-piritual proqierity.

Families, S82; baptisms— infants, 27, adults, 5; confirmed, 9B; communi- 
cants—added, by removals, 43, anew, 66, lost, by death, 5, removals, 37, 
withdrawals, 5, present number, 403; marriages, 10; buriids, 33; Sunday 
School — teachers, 38, scholars,' 228; missionary and charitable contribatioits, 
$1801. 

In addition to the usual services on the Lord's day, a lecture has been held 
on Wednesday evenings, and, during most of the year, a B&le class for young 
men on Sunday evenings. 

Since the last Convention, the Parish have made arrangements for the com- 
pletion of the tower of their Church, after the original design, in stone, of the 
estimated cost of eight thousand dollars ; half has been raiMd by subscription. 
The work is now in progress. 

A decided aspect of^prosperity, union, and strength, is presented by this Parish, 
in every temporal view ; and the Rector would hope that this is an image of its 
spiritual peace and welfare. It has, however, the dangers of a period of ease ; 
dangers to be averted only by great watchfulness, and by active diligence in 
well-doing. 

TRINITY CHURCH, CHATHAM.

Within the past year a new and excellent organ has been procared for the 
Church, and toe Parish haye cheerfully contributed one thousand dollars, to 
meet the expense of it. They have also subscribed one hundred and ten dol- 
lars, for other purposes. 

This Parish is believed to be in a prosperous condition ; the congregation 
continues to increase. The accessions to the communion are as large as could 
reasonably be expected, and the Sunday School was never more flourishing. 

Throughout the year, frequent extra services have been held ; and dnrmg^ 
the winter season, a Bible class has been attended to each week. 

ST. LUKE'S CHURCH, GLASTENBURY. 

REV. WILUAM B. ASHLET, MINISTER. 

Families, 85; baptisms— infants, 19, adults, 4, total, 23; confirmed, 90; 
communicants — added, by removals, 6, anew, 29, lost, by death, 3, removals, 
11, whole number at present, 88 ; marriages, 5 ; burials, 6 ; Sunday School — 
teachers, 24, scholars, 90; missionary and chai'itable contributions, $63.51. 

The present incumbent assumed the charge of this Parish early in July last. 
It had then been destitute of a settled Clergyman about six months, during 
which period, the pulpit was generally supplied either by our venerated Dioce- 
san, or by the Clergy who are connected with Washington College. The Epb^ 
copal congregation in this place, has increased at least one third within the 
last year and a half; owing ostensibly to the erection of the present edifice on 
a site more convenient and central than that on which the old one stood. Da- 
ring the past year, the number of regular attendants on the services of the 
Church has been gradually increasing ; and the minister has been truly grati- 
fied of late, to find that a desire for information, with regard to the distinc- 
tive principles and practices of the Church, has been excited in the minds of 
many, who have hitherto been attached to it from mere motives of expedi- 
ency. This desire has been promptly gratified, by lectures on the catechism, 
and by the circulation of boolra ; ana these measures are resulting in the in- 
crease of conscientious and consistent Churchmen. With regard to the spirit- 
ual edification of the Church in this place, without which its numerical in- 
crease is nothing worth, the minister humbly trusts, and most gratefully ac- 
knowledges, that *' the Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are 
glad." 

TRINITY CHURCH, BRISTOL. 

REV. JOUPH 8. COVELL, RECTOR. 

The number of families belonging to this Church, that may be considered 
as UsgiU members, is only 12 ; and 14 more that purchase slips, making the 
whole number 26. Communicants — removed, 3, added. 3, present number, 42 ; 
baptisms — infants, 6 ; confirmed, 1 ; funerals, 5 ; Sunday School — teachers, 8, 
scholars, 32; Bible class, 17; subscribers for the Chronicle of the Church, 10; 
for the Children's Magazine, 16 : volumes in the Adult Library, 35, Sunday 
School, 56; missionary and charitable contributions, $15.26. Seven dollars 
and sixty-three cents have been^appropriated to the Society of Christian Know- 
ledge ; the remainder to purchase hooks. 

A few months ago, this parish was labouring under the embarrassment of a 
debt, due for building their Church, and £br services, of $950; which threaten- 
ed, if not soon paid, to hinder very much its prosperity, if not to prevent di- 
vine service entirely. And the number to whom we were obliged to look, to 
bear the principal burden of the delbt, was few, (only ten or twelve,) and they 
having paid very liberally before for building the Church, and to sustain ser- 
vices, had become somewhat discouraged. In order, therefore, to secure the 
ChM/rchy and to keep the Par^h together, it seemed necessary to obtain some as- 
sistance from abroad. I accordingly visited the following Parishes, and found 
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a Wad recapUoii, Md ■ ready fwp o iw e to my reqiKflt» from aiTbretbm la fbe 
ministry, and oihers. I obcained from St. John's Church, Watefhair, fXP; 
from Trinity PariKh, New Haven, fSS^; from St. John*^ Church, Bridgeport, 
iifiO) from individuals belonffing to Christ Church, Hartford, 941; flvm St. 
Peter's Church, Plvmouih, #3(); from the Rev. Dr. Mead, Norwalk, fH; from 
two iiiclividiislK in'Chaiham, S5; in all, $154; and about 9750 was liberally 
subscribed in the Parish. There still remains due for my services, fsr vkiak 
tktre it nofr9TUion nuide in the Parish, SdO *, and for this they are n0w locdring 
to the Christian Knowledge Society. And I think I can safely say. that no 
parish in the Diocese, according to their numbers, have done more than this: 
and none more deserving of assistance. They would express their gratdbl 
acknowledgments fur the favours ihey have received, and will feel willing, as 
the Lord shall prosper them, to bestow favours on others, in their turn. As 
it regaid.H the present prospects of the Parish, it gives me pleasure to state that 
I cun.sider them samewkai better than they have been, at any time since my 
connection with it. But situated as we are, with three other bouses of wor- 
ship near us, opened every Sunday, we suffer venr much for the want of Cler- 
ical services the whole time. During the season or Lent, this Church was open- 
ed every Friday morning, with a very good attendance. Once In two weeks, 
on Sunda3rs, at 5 o'clock, I hold a third service, in the South viUage, or in 
some other section of the town ; generally a large number attends. Grateful 
to God for bis former blessings on our humble Zion, we would cheerfollv 
wait his own good time for a larger increase in number, and a richer growtn 
in grace. 

ALL SAINTS* CHURCH, WOLCOTT. 

BKV. JOSEPH 8. COVELL, BECTOR.

Tliree doUan and faiti' 
two cents have been appropriated to the Society of Christian Knowledge ; the 
remainder, to purchase books for the Sunday School, and the Sunday School 
Library. 

The general prospects of this Parish are more and more encouraging; the 
attention of the larger portion of the people of the town, is turned to the 
Church ; and I am inclined to believe, that the time is not far distant, when 
they will be enabled to support a Clergyman the whole time. During the sea- 
son of IjerU, this Church was opened for divine service, every Wednesday, 
and generally the attendance was very good. In these services 1 endeavoured 
not only to instruct the people more fully in the ancient usages of the Church, 
by showing them their design and importance; but also to give them a practical 
tendency ; that by following the customs and the examples of the saints of old, 
here on earth, we may hope to attain to their blessedness in the Ciiurch tri- 
umphant in heaven. 

ST. MARK'S CHURCH, NEW BRITAIN. 

REV. JOHN MARSHALL OtTION, RECTOR. 

I continued in the parochial charge of St. Andrew's Church, Meriden, tm- 
til the close of October last, at which time I resigned the Rectorship. In this 
Parish, since my last^report, I have baptized four infants ; performed the mar- 
riage ceremony three times ; and attended four funerals. 

Since the first Sunday in Advent, under a temporary arrangement, I have 
regulariy officiated in St. Mark's Church, New Britain, where I have like- 
wise attended two funerals. This Parish, of recent origin, is^ as yet, feeble in 
respect to numbers and resources. Their limited abilities are therefore vary ' 
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inadeooate to die rapport of a Clenfjman ; other considerations, howerer, h»ri 

Sreriailed with me, with the ajrprobation of the Bishop, to accept the rectorshii 
which I have been canonicaUy elected. The leal and perseverance of i 
Uttie band of the friends of the Church have commended them to the patron- 
age of the almoners of the Church's bounty; the prospect of ultimate success 
promises well to repay their " nursing care." The precise number of famiiies 
and communicants strictly united to the Church, has not, as yet, been ascer- 
tained ; it is, however, in each case very small ; yet do they form a rall3rin8 
point for a numerous class, which is found in the population of a manufac 
taring town, not decidedly attached to any religious denomination, who arc 
glad to avail themselves of the opportunity of attending the services of the 
Church, while many young persons, accustomed to her worship, perhaps edu- 
cated in her principles, though called to leave the paternal roof; find them- 
selves not excluded from the privileges to which their youthful associations in- 
cline them. Hence the band of Episcopalians here, strictly form a missionarv 
family; the Church is a Missionary Church ; the ground is missionary ground. 
The general attendance on the Lord's day has been respectable, frequently nu- 
merous, so much so as to encourage the hope, that the permanent establish- 
ment of the Charch in New Britain, will be the means of much spiritual good. 
In conclusion, though the writer, aware as he is of the mutations of these 
changeful times, would not indulge in expectations too sanguine, yet would he 
not withhold the expression of bis persuasion^ that with due fostering care, 
under the divine blessing, St. Mark's Parish will, at no distant day, take its 
rank among the more flourishing in the Diocese.

Since tne last meeting of the Convention, nothing has occurred in the Parish, 
to require particular notice. The returns show a steady increase in the num- 
ber of communicants, and in the teachers and scholars of the Sunday School. 
It is not practicable to ascertain the exact number of families belonging to the 
Parish ; nor can the number of removals of communicants, to or from the 
Parish^ be stated with any precision. It is believed, however, that the above 
report is very nearly accurate. We are happy to note a considerable increase 
in the missionary and charitable contributions. This report embraces only the 
collections made in the monthly " offerings;" the private subscriptions to aid 
in building Churches, not being included. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, WATERBURY.

follows: to the Christian Knowledge Society, S75; to the Domestic and 
Foreign Missionary Society, $358.38, equally divided between the two com- 
mittees; $30.93. contributed by the children of the Sunday School, for two in- 
fkat Sunday Scnools in Bishop Kemper's Diocese; to the Church Scholarship 
Society, $308; towards erecting a Church at New Albany, Indiana, $37 ; for 
the benefit of four Parishes in this Diocese, $335. I ought here to state, that 
$10 of the appropriation to the Christian Knowledse Society, and $30 to the 
Church SchoUrsoip Society, were raised by the ladies' sewing circle.

$^3.50 for the increase of the Sunday School and Parish Libraries, and $860 
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ibr the adufeoMnt of the Ghareh, bf whkh ibrty additiflMl dips are yravi- 
ded. A legalar weekly lectare has hecn held in the Chnreh thraoghoai the 
year, and occasional other lecturer in the remote fwitsof the Pariah. 

The Rector is happy to report a constant increase in seal and deyotioD to 
the general interests of the Church, among his people. He has witnessed, 
during the past year, no maikcd religious sympatny m the Parish generally, 
iMit he has been often cheered in his labours by the earnest inquiries of the 
anxious sinner, yielding, as be trusts, to the rilent, gentle influences of the 
Holy Spirit. 

Amon^ the deceased, the Rector has to include the name of the Rev. AUe^ 
C. Morgan, his immediate predecessor, who died in New York, and was in- 
terred in Waierl>ury, October 15ih. He would be unjust to the people of his 
charge, did he fail to notice in (his place, the promptitude and more than will- 
ingness, with which they have erected, at an expense of $160, a neat and ap- 
propriate monument over the grave of our lamented brother. It stands, a 
tribute of their affection for a faithful and devoted Pastor— and may the short 
career of him whose memory it is designed to perpetuate, admonish his suc- 
cessors in labour, to use all diligence and faithfulness in building up this por- 
tion of the Redeemer's kingdom. 

ST. JAMES* CHURCH, DERBY.

In submiuing this report, it is proi>er to say, that a part of it is for two years, 
as there was no report from this Parish to the Convention last year. The tem- 
poral prospects of this Parish are now more favourable and encooraring than 
they have ever been, since my connection with it. Several worthy %»isc<toal 
Ihmllies have been added to us the present year, by removals; and othen^ wbo 
have been halting between opinions as to a place of attendance npon public 
worship, seem disposed, finally, to give their preference to our Chureh. Our 
congregations, in lavonrable weather, are regularly full. These fiicts, together 
with the recent prospect of an enlai^ment in the business operations m this 
plKce, render it safe for me to say, that this Parish, under jnoicioas manage- 
ment, will, undoubtedly, still continue to increase in numbers and in weafih, 
for several years to come.

Easter, and my c^portunity for accurate knowledge respecting the religious 
state of every umily, has been limited ; yet I am happy to state, that such is 
the temporal and spiritual condition of the Parish, the blessings of our heaven- 
ly Father attending our efforts, we may look for its future prosperity.

But notwithstanding this inconvenience and discourage- 
ment, we have the happiness to believe that its progress has been onward— 
both by bringing in those from without, and by stirring up those within, to 
greater dLiligence in the performance of all Christian duties. I am also happy 
to be able to state, that there exists a very commendable zeal and spirit among 
iQl the members of the Parish, without (as fkr as I know) a single exception, 
in regard to all the benevolent operations and institutions of the Church ; and 
thoush their means are small, and their burdens at present heavy, they take plea- 
sure In giving whatever they are able, to advance the cause of the Qofl^l abroad, 



as woU M uhame. DoriagUie put year, aott of Ihair coatril wti w for 
cbaiiuUe purpotei, have been devoted to trimmiiiff and AumlslUBf the pii^fdt 
and altar of tbeir new Chnrch, which it now finiAed. and in whick we kad 
thepleasare of meeting on Sooday last, (June 9,) for the first tune. 

The Church is a neat Gothic stractnre, bailt of brick, and finished in plain 
and simple style, bat jret with great good taste, judgment, and discretion ; and 
I cannot forbear availing myself ^ this opportunity of acknowledging, on 
behalf of this Parish, the deep sense which they ieel of their obUgationa to 
the Rey. Stephen Jewett. to whose exertions they owe it, that they haye such 
a house, and also, that tney are able to exist as a Parish. 

As yet, this Parish has been able to sustain service but half of the time; and 
I have been employed the remainder in some of the neighbouring Parishes. 
For the six months preceding Easter, I officiated one half of the ume in St. 
John's Church, North Haven, where I iMiptized two inlaDts. 

Since the first of April, I have officiated one half of the time at West Ha- 
ven ; but am only able to say, that its condition is now, as far as I leain, near- 
ly or quite the same as when last reported.

This Parish was organized in 1811, and a very handsome Church was erect- 
ed in the year following. For several years it Increased in numbers, zeal, and 
piety ; but they were unfortunate, and by death, Inr removals, and by a se- 
ries of unforeseen events, they have suffered as much, perhaps more than any 
other Parish in the Diocese. In 1829, they found themselves involved in debt, 
their Church out of repair, and their prospects becoming more and more 
ffloomy and forbidding, until the few male members left were completely dis- . 
heartened. But there were a few Phebes, of Cenchrea, and I>orca^t. who 
tnade coats and garments^ whose hearts the Lord touched ; and in 1835 they 
formed a society, under the title of the Ladies' SocUty of Chrises Ckwchf Ox- 
ford : which, by continued labour, union, economy, and good management has 
earned and saved $325. At one time they paid tor arrearages and old debts, 
$140.36 ; for painting and repairing the inside of the Church, $114.36 ; and 
they have contributed liberallv for the Bishop's fund, singing, Sunday school 
books, ftc. There is evidently an awakened and primitive zeal arising in the 
^rish, that rives encouragement to hope the time is not far distant, when they 
will be enabled to support a Clergyman the whole of the time. JMiiy ike Lord 
prosper their handy work.

In efforts for others less favoured than themselves, they have shown 
that they value the (Gospel, and would do something to obey the command of 
the Saviour, when he said, ** preach the (3ospel to every creature." 

There have been baptisms— infants, 34, adult, 1, in all, 25; marriages, 3; 
funerals, 9 ; contributions, (principally to our General Missionary S<x:iety,) 
$353.32. 

TRINITY CHURCH, FAIRFIELD.

This Parish is in a prosperous conditioxL Although there has not been, 
during the past year, any peculiar attention to religion, nor any unusual mani- 
festation of the power of the Gkispel among us, yet the Pastor humbly trusts, 
that the people of his charge are experiencing, under the continual dew of the 
Divine blessing, a growth in grace and in the knowledge of the Lord. The 
regular services of the Lord's day have been well attended, as well as the extra 
lectures in Lent, and the appointed continuous services of Passion Week and 
the Easter Festival ; the solemn observance of which the Rector has repeatedly 
found an evidently effectual means of increasing the seriousness, and deepen- 
ing the devotion of many of his people. These services have frequently been 
attended by Christians of other aenominations, who are thus brought to notice 
carefully some of our peculiarities, while they are presented in such a way as 
to disarm the candid mind of unreasonable prejudices and misapprehensions. 

The Rector of this Parish cannot do justice to his own feelings, nor to the 
character of his parishioners, without bearing testimony to the exemplary and 
unceasing punctuality and kindness with which they have more than met all 
their engagements to him, during a period of neariv nve years. He deems this 
worthy of notice here, because ne believes that tne present prosperity of the 
Parish is owing, in a good measure, to the cultivation of this spirit of ^ompt- 
ness and liberality, which will ever be essential to the prosperity of any Parish, 
80 long as Gh)d requires men " to do justly, and to love mercy." 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, RIDGEFIELD.

I took the temporary charge of this Oburrb, on the SSth of 
April, and expect to continue in the same until the arrival of the Rev. War- 
ner Hovt, the Rector elect, from Maryland. I have attended the funeral of 
one child, and have recently organized the Sunday Scbool, which now consists 
«f 10 teachers and 50 scholars. The Church offerings amount to $16.33. 

The members of this congregation have set a laudable example to many 
other and wealthier Parishes in this Diocese, in their efforts to procure a com- 
fortable and permanent residence for their Clergyman. A neat and commo- 
dious parsonage is now in progress of building, and will be completed by 
autumn. 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, HUNTINGTON. 

RET. FOSTER THAYER, RECTOR. 

The Rector assumed the charge of the Parish on the 20th of May. Owing 
to the sudden bereavement of a venerated parent, I have been absent about ten 
da^^s, and I have not been able to ascertain particulars in reference to the con- 
dition of the Parish. The attendance upon Divine service is good, and stead- 
ily increasing. The town, like many others in the State, has suffered from 
emigration, and there has been a proportionable decrease in the number of 
families of this ancient Church. Though it has been exposed to severe trials, 
the present members are ready to do what they can for the promotion of Apos- 
tolic order and parity. A vigorous effort is now making to paint the Church 
edifice, and we hope to have it accomplished in October. Th^ gleanings of 
^e vine are few, but mellow, and I trust will long beautify the garden of the 
Lord. 

ST. MATTHEW'S CHURCH, WILTON.

I officiated in this Parish from July 15th, 1838, to April 1st, 1839. The 
number of families, 40 ; baptism, 1 ; communicants, 40 ; marriages, 3 ; burials, 
4; Sunday School — teachers, 10, scholars, 50; no contribution, except for the 
defraying of Parish expenses, has been made. 

TRINITY CHURCH, NEWTOWN.

I have little to add to the above statement, except that my congregation is 
imited and prosperous in its spiritual and temporal affairs. In the course of 
the past year, in addition to my other labours, I have frequently performed 
divine service and preached in the congregation of St. James', Zoar. That 
Parish has not yet consummated its reunion with us, as intimated in the last 
report, though it is still contemplated. I greatly regret that my present indis- 
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potlHon will moH prolNibly lessen mj abilitj In fatare,to meet the demand for 
■erylces of my increasing charge. 

The Parish adopted this spring, at my saggestion, the plan of renting the 
pews, and they were accordingly disposed of on verv advantageous terms. It 
was resolved also, to put a new roof on the Church during the present season, 
and I cherish the hope that ere long the whole interior of the Church will be 
remodeled and fittea up, according to the most improved style of Ch\irch ar- 
chitecture. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, DANBURY, AND ST. THOMAS' CHAPEL, 

BETHEL.

From the time of the last Convention, up to the first Sunday after Easter, 
my services were divided between St. Paul's Church, Brookfield, and the 
Parish of St. James' Church, Danbury, and St. Thomas' Chapel, Bethel. 
Since the last Convention, I have baptized 25 persons: 17 inthnts and 8 adults; 
19 of th^se belonged to Danbury, 14 infants and 5 adults, and the remaining, 
^ infants and 3 adults, to Brookfield. Notwithstanding the opposition to infiunt 
baptism, by the sects within ray cure, the number of infants baptized the 
past year is greater than during any previous year of my ministry. This in- 
dicates a return to a more healthful state of the Church; to a belief of the 
Scripture doctrine, and to the practice of the primitive Church. Still there 
are not less than fiifly children of my congregation, under fourteen years of 
age, remaining nnbaptized. 

At Brookfield, at two visitations of the Bishop, I presented 14 candidates for 
confirmation, two of which were from Danbury. To the Holy Communion, 
I have admitted 10 persons— 6 in Brookfield and 4 in Danbary. I have solem- 
nized 6 marriages, 3 in Danbury, 1 in Brookfield, and 2 in Newtown, at the 
request of the Rector. I have attended 15 funerals, 5 in Brookfield, and 10 in 
Danbury : and 1, the funeral of a member of my own familv, was attended by 
the Rev. Mr. Slratton, of Newtown, making 11 deaths in the Parish of Dan- 
buiy. 

Since leaving Brookfield, my services have been exclusively devoted to the 
Church and the Chapel, over which I was instituted. Notwithstanding the 
serious pecuniary embarrassment, and the many extraneous difiicnlties imder 
which this Church at the last Convention was labouring, the present condition 
of the Parish is truly encouraging. The Parish is now free from debt. And 
in addition to subscribing the Rector's salary wholly in advance, a new bell 
has been purchased for the Chapel, at an expense of S180, and the Chapel, 
surrounded by a handsome yard, has been enclosed with a neat and durable 
fence. The number of communicants reported, is less than that of last year. 
This is owing to an unusually large number of removals. The removal of 
one family, that of a man who for manv years had been the Senior Warden 
of the Church, deprived the Parish of three communicants at one time. But 
the increase of attendants, both at the Church and Chapel, has of late been con- 
siderable. The report exhibits, over and above the removals, an increase of 
17 families. These, however, have not all been added during the year just 
past. Many of them have attended for a considerable time, but not having 
been educated in the Church, it was not known whether they were sufficiently 
attached to the doctrines, worship, and ministry of the Church, to be account- 
ed as belonging to the Parish. But the firm adherence of these families to the 
Church during two years of adversity, gives us confidence to believe that they 
are now so firmly attached as never to forsake it. In a word, it is thought, 
that the Parish has never been, since my connection with it, in a more health- 
ful and prosperous condition. 
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ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, BROOKFBELD.

A better state of things, in many respects, seems to exist in this Parish than 
we have been able to report for two or three years. The Parish is now en- 
gaged in erecting a new Charch edifice at Long Hill, three miles from the old 
Church, which is expected to be completed the ensuing fall. The design in 
erecting a new Church is to accommodate the part of the Parish at Long Hill. 
When occupied, services will be alternately one half of the time in each 
Church. Our Sunday School was, perhaps, never in a more flourishing con- 
dition. Thisi is encouraging, and is a promise of good. But to reverse the 
picture, we have to meet the discouragements arising from want of deep, 
growing, practical piety, in the mass of our congregation ; from the neglect 
on the part of many parents to maintain that family religion and instruction 
they ought, and from the neglect to bring their children to be baptized. We 
cannot altogether say that the ministration of the Gk)spel among us are of none 
effect. But still, a reference to the small number adae4 to the communion the 
past vear will show, that, to a large extent, the desponding language of the 
Prophet is applicable to -us: " Who hath believed our report? and to whom 
hath the arm of the Lord been revealed V* 

ST. MARK'S CHURCH, NEW CANAAN.

The charge of this Parish was committed to me in April last, since which 
time there have been added, fainilies, 2; baptisms— infants, 4; burial, 1. A 
collection was made May 26th, in favour of Collinsville and parts adjacent, in 
Illinois, $52.51. 

Previous to April there were recorded daring the past year, by my predeces- 
sor, Rev. Joseph H. Nichols, baptisms— infants 2 ; marriages, 2 ; burials, 2. 

The Sunday School has been resumed, and is well attended. 
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The Ladies' Sewing Society is still sostained with equal xeal and effieiencf . 
The Ibnds so raised are jndicioosly applied to local purposes. 

Besides the usual services on Sunday, at my own Church, I have preached 
two Sunday evenings in the remote regions of the Parish. A Methodist 
Churjh in the neighbourhood of Glenvllle has been kindly offered, where I 
expect to officiate at least every other Sunday evening during Uie season.

A number or persons were ezjpecting'to receive the 
rite of Confirmation, and after that to partake of the Communicm ; but being 
prevented from receiving the impasition of the Bishop's hands, who was unable 
to keep his late appointment, on account of sickness, they have not as yet 
become communicants. There is no unusual degree of religious sensibility 
among us, but a manifest improvement in many respects. I would especially 
express my gratitude to Almighty God for having made me the instrument of 
establishing narmony and peace in the Parish, on what appears to me to be a 
correct ana permanent basis. The congregation has very much increased, a 
spirit of encouragement and animation prevails ; and em>rts have been made 
and are now injprogress for improving and beantuying our house of worship. 
May the great Head of the Church continue to bless us in our external eondi- 
tion, and above all, visit us with spiritual blessings for his glory I 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, PLYMOUTH.

Farther, I report, that a weekly Lent lecture, made daily in Passion 
Week, was sustained throughout the season, with, it is believed, decidedly 
beneficial effects. Other special occasions, to which the Church calls atten- 
iion from time to time, have likewise been observed ; and when the Minister 
has not been occupied with these, he has held weekly lectures in remote parts 
of the Parish. 

The foregoing statistics show that we are increasing in numbers, both as a 
Parish and as a professing Church ; and that our contributions lor the up- 
building of Zion, which, in the increase of their measure indicate, I hope, 
oar growth in genuine charity, are becoming more and more abundant ; and 
to these evidences of our prosperity, I may add, that never has there been a 
fuller attendance on the ordinary services of the sanctuarv ; and never more 
of an obedient and humble seeking for grace through the divinely constituted 
channels, than at present : while those of our number who name themselves 
of Christ are, as a bodv, honouring their profession by the manifestation of 
those holy tempers, and that blameless life, which are the only sure evidences 
of Christian character. It is with devout gratitude to the Qiver of all good 
that the^ acknowledgments of his favour to us are made. 

CHRIST CHURCH, WATERTOWN. 

REV. NATHANIEL S. RICHARDSON, RECTOR. 

Families, 112; baptisms — infants, 14, adults, 4; confirmed, 19; communi- 
cants — added, by removals, 6, anew, 21, lost, by death, 3, removals, 3,* present 
number, 131 ; mariiages, 11 ; burials, 11 ; Sunday School — teachers, 24, schol- 
ars, 170; Bible class, 50; missionary and charitable contributions — for mis- 
sionary purposes, $121.41 ; by ladies, for objects within the Parish, $60 — total, 
$181.41. 

This report of the Parish comprises the entire year. The baptism of 10 in- 
fants and 1 adult, the confirmations, 2 marriages and 3 burials, are reported 
for the Rev. Dr. Holcomb, and at bis request. 

My labours in this Parish commenced the Sunday after my ordination, July 
15, the fifth Sunday after Trinity, and my connection with them as their Min- 
ister and Rector elect, on the 26th of November last, and immediately after the 
resignation of the Rev. Dr. Holcomb, a step taken by him, at the sacrifice of the 
most cordial sympathies — sympathies, strengthenea by a happy pastoral rela- 
tion, of more than twenty-four years. 

Besides the regular services of the Lord's day, a weekly lecture, with some 
interruptions, has been sustained in various parts of the Parish. A meeting 
of the Sunday School teachers is held every other Saturday evening. A Bible 
class, on Sunday evenings, promises to exert a happy influence. During the 
season of Lent, and also during Passion Week, the appointed services of the 
Church Were observed, and they evidently proved, that " it is not a vain thing 
to call on the name of the Lord." A considerable number are in readiness to 
receive the rite of.Confirmation. A Ladies' Charitable Association, mostly 
for domestic charities, is in a flourishing condition. 

The plan of monthly offerings, is in successful operation. 

On the whole, there is reason to believe, that tnrough the blessings of a 
covenant GKxl, this Parish is steadily advancing in numbers, in ability, in mor- 
al strength, and in a willingness heartily to engage in every good word and 
work.

Within the lait two 
years, apwanb of $3000 have been contributed by its members, to relieve theas- 
selves ftom former debts, to increase the amount of their elerteal services, and 
provide for the permanent residence of a Clergyman, by the erection of a par- 
sonage. Two objects of still further importance to the welfare and interests of 
the Arish are now engaging their attention ; one of which is. to sacaie the «n* 
tire services of a Clercyman, the other to preserve their noose of woiship 
ttom going lo decay, by making immediate repairs npon it. To obtain the 
former of these, vis. : the entire services of a Clergyman, $900 havebeen eon* 
tribntadby the Parishes of Newtown, Bridgeport, and Norwalk, inclndiBf some 
benev<toit individuals in Westport, the interest of which is to be apprrpriated 
annually to that purpose. Bat as this will not be sufficient to meet the increas- 
ed expenditure, some additional aid from the Societv for Promoting Christian 
Knorodge has been promised, and if obtained, will enable the Paiish to sne- 
caed in the object of their wishes. Towards defraying the lumenae of repair- 
ing the Church, much has been done by the members of the Ladim^ Sewing 
Soeietv, and by the proceeds of their fsir, which amounted to the handsnnm 
sum or $1^. A donation of $50 has also been received fitom an individual, 
formerly a member of the Parish, but now a merchant In the city of New 
York, and so soon as the remainder of the Ibnds necessary te the ncc o m pHsh - 
ment of the object can be obtained, the work will be entered npon without de- 
lay, and the project be carried into immediate execution.

The public 
services on the Lord's dav occurring out occasionally, and at fSr distant inter- 
vals, have been productive of more substantial benefit than might naturally 
have been expected, and the manifest desire on the part of the people to de- 
rive improvement fh>m these services, by their punctual and devout attoi- 
danee at the sanctuary ; the kindness and attention with which their Minister 
in the discharge of his nastoral duties has been welcomed to their habitaticms, 
and the prompmess witn which his pecuniary demands upon them have been 
met, will be long remembered and grate^Uy acknowledged.

The prospects of this Church still "Continue encouraging. The attendance 
on the ministrations of the sanctuary is increasing. The pews in our new 
Church sold at Easier for a sum sufficient to sustain the services of the Church 
uninterruptedly on every Lord's day. Twelve have been added recently to the 
number oi those who go to the Table of the Lord. I have attended 1^ to the 
grave with the last offices of religion. I have united 18 couples in holy mat- 
rimony. Our Sunday School consists of about 120 scholars. We have con- 
tributed $50 to domestic missions, through the General Missionary Society of 
the Church, and ^0 through the Diocesan Society for the Promotion of 
Christian Knowledge. 

ST. MARK'S CHURCH, BRIDGEWATER.

This Parish, up to Easter, had one third of my services for a year. I have 
now resigned the charge of it. There is a Sunday School connected with it 
of about 50 scholars. The baptisms were^ infants, 6. The prospects of the 
Parish are good. The attendance on the Lord's day is full : 2 communicants 
have been added; 6 marriages have been celebrated. A resident Clergyman 
would here find an affectionate and spirited congregation.

I have officiated in this Parish since the 11th of November last The sac- 
rifices which this people are making in order that the Gospel may be preached, 
and the services of ihe Church performed every Sabbath, are such as mani- 
fest their attachment to the Church and their desire to " grow in grace, and 
in the knowledge of our Loid and Saviour Jesus Christ.'' " The liberal soul 
shall be made fat : and he that watereth shall be watered also himself."

CHRIST CHURCH, WATERTOWN. 

REV. F. HOLCOMB, D. D., LATE RECTOR. 

For the present state of this interesting Parish, and most of the clerical 
acts performed in it during the past year, I must refer to the report of my suc- 
cessor, the Rev. Nathaniel S. Kichardson. That gentleman acted as my as- 
sistant in the Parish, and performed must of the duties, from the 15th of last 
July to the 12th of November following, when I resigned the parochial charge, 
ana he was immediately and unanimously elected to succeed me. Thus is 
terminated a long and happy connection between myself and this growing 
Parish ; a connection, which seems to have been blest of God with some tem- 
poral prosperity, and a yet more abundant measure of that grace, without 
which nothing is strong, nothing holy. May the divine blessing still attend 
the labours of him who is now over that people in the Lord. 

During that portion of the last summer in which I was assisted by my Rev. 
brother at Watertown, I visited, by request, the vacant Parishes of Roxbury 
and East Plymouth, At Roxbury I preached two Sundays, administered the 
holy Communion once, baptized three children, and called on most of the 
families at their homes. My opinion was, that with the same exertion used in 
many other small Parishes, they might secure the services of a Minister at least 
one half of the time. 

In East Plymouth I also preached two Sundays, administered the holy com- 
munion once, and baptized two children. This Parish was then destitute of 
any regular and stated ministrations, knowing not how they were to obtain 
either a Minister or the means of support. Soon after, however, a praise- wor- 
thy effort on their part, was crowned with such success, that they are now hap- 
pily in the enjoyment of both. Such examples are of much worth, and may 
this one encourage others in a similar condition, '^ to go and do likewise." 

Early in November last, I visited the town of Harwinton, where was once an 
Episcopal congregation, and a Church edifice. Adverse circumstances connect- 
ed witn their situation more than twenty years since, led to the decline, and 
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vHimiteljr, to the extinction of a once prosperous Parish in that place. It is 
DOW several years since their Chnrch was demolished, and such was the de- 
ftet in their first organization, or perhaps their fault in neglecting to preserve 
Parish records, that few or no traces either of a duly organized Parish, or 
even of their subsequent business transactions, are now to be found. It vrill 
then surely be believed, that such a Parish, if indeed it ever existed, has be- 
come extinct. Such is the fact, however, in this instance, and that in a 
place which once enjoyed the residence, and the yet remembered ministrations 
of a man who was afterwards promoted to the Episcopate, and is now no other 
than the venerable Bishop of tne Eastern Diocese, whose praise is in ail the 
Churches. 

A Parish and a people once dear to him, some of whom with their children 
still remain to tell the sad story, and to weep over their present desolations, 
have thus been lost, I had almost said in more senses than cme: lost to the 
Church in this Diocese, and lost within themselves to those blessings of a 

§ reached Gk)6pel, which might contribute alike to their temporal comfort and 
leir eternal peace. There are remaining of the former I^rish some ten or 
twelve families, with nearly as many others, more recently settled in the town, 




predict. It has been my object during the past winter, and up to the present 
time, under the direction and with the advice of the Bishop, if possible to revive 
this decayed Parish, and to build up this waste : an object for which I have not 
ceased to labour, nor to pray. And I am now happy in being able to say that 
there is some prospect of ultimate success ; although we have much in the 
practical details of this business to teach us, that *' except the Lord build the 
nouse, thev labour in vain who build it."

TRINITY CHURCH, MILTON. 

REV. H. BRYANT, OFFICIATING MINISTER. 

Families, 37 ; communicants, 54— added, the past year, from the congrega- 
tion, 4; baptisms— infants, 2; marriages, 3; burials, 3. 

I have officiated at Bradlevville half of the time. This Parish contains, fam- 
ilies, 23 ; communicants, 37^added, the past year, from the congregation, 2 ; 
baptisms — 3 adults, who will come forward to the communion the first oppor- 
tunity ; marriages, 4 ; burials, 3. There is an interesting and increasing Sun- 
day School in both Parishes — average attendance, about 40 each. I have had 
charge of these Parishes two years, and though during the time the number 
added to the communion has not been great, I have had encouraging evidence 
that my labour has not been in vain. The congregations have been gradually 
increasing, and their prospects were never better than at present. 

CHRIST CHURCH, MIDDLETOWN. 

REV. S. FARMAR JARVIS, RECTOR. 

The Rector delivered his second Annual Address at the Easter Parish meet- 
ing, in which he laid before his parishioners a brief statement of his ministra- 
tions, and of the prosperous and adverse events, which had happened to the 
Parish from Easter, I»38, to Easter, 1839. Such addresses constitute a history 
of the Parish ; and being preserved from year to year, and transmitted from 
one Rector to another, will constitute the annals of the Parish. An abstract 
of that address is now presented to the Bishop. 

With the exception of his necessary absence as a member of the Board of 
Missions, and Trustee of the General Theological Seminary, the Rector's 
ministrations in his Parish have been very constant. Through the Divine 
mercy his health has been preserved : and though suffering under severe af- 
fiietion, he has been enabled constantly to meet his beloved flock within the 
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coarts of our Almighty Lord and Master. One evening in the week baa been 
devoted to conversation on religious subjects with the younger male memben 
of his Parish ; and during Lent he gave a course of public lectures on Wed- 
nesday and Friday evenings, on St. Paul's Epistle to the Romans. These lec- 
tures were well attended j and he bad reason, like that great Apostle, to thank 
GK>d and lake courage. 

The number of families has not materially changed, being, aa last year, 
about eighty ; on the formation of a new sect in Middletown, a few of the 
families who held its tenets, but who had attended Church, left it and joined 
those whane views and feelings were more coiisonant with their own than ours 
can be. However much we may regret that anv who profess and call them- 
selves Christians, should swerve from the faith and violate the unity of the 
Church, the secession of such should occasion for ourselves neither surprise 
nor sorrow. We may say with the Apostle St. John, *' They went out from 
us, for they wore not of us ; for if they had been of us, they would no doubt 
have continued with as." In the place of these, others have come in ; so that 
the congregation has been in no wise diminished ; nor has the Parish ever 
been more united than it is at the present moment. 

The baptisms for the vcar ending at Easter have been three adults and fif- 
teen children. Two of the adults were subsequently admitted to Communion. 
One of them has since departed this life, and is now, we trust, enjoying in 
the world of spirits that communion with her God and Saviour, of*^ which 
communion on earth is only a shadow. 

On Whitsundav, 1838, fourteen persons were Confirmed; since which time 
no confirmation has been administered. Thev were already communicants, 
or soon after became so. Hitherto the Rector has not brougnt forward many 

?roiing persons to receive that holy rite. He has been anxious to buiid secure- 
y. At Easter, 1839, ten communicants had been added and two returned ; 
nine had removed and four died. The whole number remaining was there- 
fore, 75 ; one less than at Easter, 1838. 

Five marriages have been solemnized. Three of these were not of persons 
belonging to the Parish. The other two have occasioned the removal of two 
members of the Parish, one of whom was a communicant. 

The whole number of adults who have departed this life have been five, and 
no children. 

The Sunday School is very prosperous. Ten male and seventeen female cat- 
echists have been unwearied in their labours of love. The present number of 
catechumens in actual attendance is thirty-one boys and fifty-three girls. The 
public examinations during the Sundavs in Lent, exhibited to the congrega- 
tion the ardour with which their children entered into the comparison of 
the doctrines of the Church with the word of God. The Rector superintends 
the school in person, being assisted by the Junior Warden and a female com- 
municant, as superintendents under him. The children are examined by him. 




and the familiarity with which they turn from the New Testament to the Old, 
or from the Old to the New, in illustration of Christian doctrine or practice, 
has surprised and edified many adult members of our communion. 

The missionary and charitable collections from Easter, 1838, to Easter, 1839, 
in the congregation, have been as follows : 

For the Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, S47.80 ; Domestic and 
Foreign Missions, $32; Church Scholarship Society, $10; for the benefit of 
the Sunday School, 59.91— total, $149.71. 

The Sunday School has contributed during the year preceding the present 
Convention— for the Mission to Crete, $2.50 : to Africa, $2.50; missions under 
the jurisdiction of Bishop Polk, $3; Church Scholarship Societv, $3.50; So- 
ciety for Promoting Christian Knowledge, included in the sum now to be paid 
to the Treasurer at the Convention, $2--total, $13.50. 

The Parish have also paid the voluntary assessment, mentioned p. 38, of 
Journal, 1838, and the assessments for the Bishop's fund and the Conveniioa 
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ftnd, iS ; the additioiMii sum for the Society for Promotin|( Christian Knowlr 
edge, paid to the Txeasarer at this Convention, amounts to $28.07. 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH, EAST HADDAM. 

; REV. CHARLES WILLIAM BRADLEY, RECTOR. 

Families, 65 ; baptism — infant, 1 ; communicants — lost, by removal, 8, 
death, 1, present number, 55; marriages, 3; burials, 5; Sunday School- 
teachers, 16, scholars, 58 ; doctrinal class, 85. 

The Rector began his work here on the 10th February last, since which 
time the congregation has much increased. There is also a spirit of liberality 
on the |>art of the worshipers more noble than is usually found in a society of 
no greater wealth than St. Stephen's. The gross amount of funds raised 
the present year, for clerical services and other expenses, exceeds $1000. 
Witnin the last two months the Parish has procured a Church bell, (princi- 
pally by the generosity of friends in New York,) and a very beautirul and 
richly toned organ, with swell. In most respects, the condition of the society 
is uncommonly prosperous. 

ST. JOHN'S CHURCH, ESSEX.

In the 
mean time, the Church building has been much improved, fitted up within, in 
very pleasant style, and the people (I believe) considerably advanced in spirit- 
ual life — many a bud and a blossom promise fair to yield an abundant harvest. 

CHRIST CHURCH, NORWICH. 

REV. S. B. PADDOCK, RECTOR. 

Families, 140; baptisms — infants, 19, adults, 2; communicants — added, 14, 
died, or removed, 15, present number, 142; marriages, 8; funerals, 6; Son- 
day School — teachers, 30, scholars, 140; missionary and charitable contribu- 
tions, $228.56. 

Notwithstanding the constant changes in this Church, occasioned by remo- 
vals, the Rector has the happiness to report that it still continues in a prosper- 
ous state, its gains being fully equal to its losses. The pews are all taken up, 
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and ordinarily well filled with apparently deroot worshipers. Weekly lee- 
tores have been continned through the year, as usual, and a more than ordina- 
ry degree of interest appears to have existed since the Lenten season. The 
Rector is encouraged to hope, as well from the present appearances, as from 
the word of God, that the seed which has been sown will take root downward 
and bear fruit upward. Confirmation has not been administered in the Parish 
the past year, but a number are waiting to receive that holy rite.

CHRIST CHURCH, SALEM. 

REV. JOHN W. WOODWARD, RECTOR. 

Since my last report to the Convention, (1837,) I have bapdxed 6 adolu and 
4 children ; solemnized 2 marriages ; presented ^ candidates to Bishop Brow- 
nell for confirmation, and attended 9 ruaerals. 

Rev. Silas Blaisdale, my predecessor in Christ Church, Salem, resigned 
his charge there, on Easter Simdav ; he requested me to report for him the 
baptism of 2 infants in said Church last year. 

April 7th, the 1st Sunday after Easter, I commenced my clerical labours in 
said Church. May 5th, the 5th Sunday after Easter, I organized a Sunday 
School in said Parish, which has already increased to SO scholars, and 15 
teachers, 12 females and 3 males. 

Although the Parish is very small and exceeding weak, yet its worthy mem- 
bers are very anxious to have their Church opened every Lord's day, for di- 
vine service and preaching. Two influential families have moved out of the 
•Parish, and 10 families have been added — ^present number, 30. 

Although the Salem congregation is not able to defray its present expenses, 
yet we are in hopes the day is not far distant, when the great Head of the 
Church will smile upon it, in adding such numbers to its bo»3m, as to enable it 
80 to do. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, POaUETONNUCK. 

REV. DEXTER POTTOR, RECTOR. 

Communicants, 25; baptism — ^infant, 1. I commenced my services in this 
Parish, on the 7th of April last. The rarish has been for some time previous 
without a Minister, ana as a consequence, has sufiered for the want of the reg- 
ular ministrations of the sanctuary. 

Since my connection with the Parish, we have org^xaxeA a Sunday School, 
which is now flourishing ; and in addition to the regular services of the Sab- 
bath, have commenced weekly lectures, to strengthen the religiotis influence 
of the Church, and by the blessing of God, to add unto it of such as shall be 
saved. There are two other points near this Parish, where I intend to preach 
occasionally, for the purpose of making myself useful to the people generally, 
and gathering into the fold those that are dispersed abroad. 
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TRINITY CHURCH, BROOKLYN. 

REY. R. CAMP, RECTOR. 

Families, 90; baptisms— infants, 4, adult, 1 : communicants — added, 6, died, 
3, present number, 47; confirmed, 6; burials, 5; Sunday School — teachers, 
7, scholars, not known ; charitable contributions, for purposes out of the 
Parish, 8100. 

Situated in the midst of a population peculiarly imbued with the wild ex- 
travagances of the age, the Church exhibits her steady, sober piety, and her 
eonservative principles, to great advantage; yet, severed as we areihim the 
more densely settled part of our Church, iris but the struffgling light of a taper 
contesting the sway of night. To look up the scattered sheep, ana extend over 
neighbouring towns and villages the efforts required upon a single point, must 
evet dishearten the MinLster, and throw over his labours an appearance of in- 
efficiency. We regret the necessity which compels us to feel the force of the 
text, " And f^om him that hath not, shall be taken that which he hath." 

CHRIST CHURCH, POMPRET. 

REV. R. CAMP, RECTOR. 

Families, 12 ; baptism— infant, I ; communicants — added, 1, removals, 9, 
present number, 14 ; marriage, 1 ; charitable contributions, $12. 

This Church has been very much weakened by removals, though never 
^strong. It has no rival in situation, and needs but a short term of assist- 
'ance to rank among the settled Parishes of our Diocese. We deplore the re- 
inissness of our Church respecting the eastern portion of the State. Nowhere 
in Christendom can be found better specimens of true Churchmanship, than 
can be selected from scattered families on our eastern border; yet they are 
hardly permitted to say to their brethren, as Ruth said unto her mother-in-law, 
" thy people shall be my people, thy Gtod, my Grod." 

ST. PAUL'S CHURCH, WINDHAM. 

REV. HENRY BEERS SHERMAN, RECTOg ELECT. 

The care of this Parish was committed to me soon after Easter : and so far 
as I am enabled to judge of its condition, from a short connection, its prospects 
for advancement and stability are truly favourable. 

The parochial report for the past conventional year, will be furnished by 
my predecessor. 

ST. PETER'S CHURCH, HEBRON. 

REV. ALPHEUS GEER, RECTOR. 

The number of families belonging to this Parish is about 50 ; baptisms — in- 
fants, 3 ; communicants — added, 3, died, or removals, 4, present number, 41 ; 
marriages, 3 ; burials, 5 ; Sunday School— teachers, 6, scholars, 28 ; collection 
in aid of missions, $6.50. 

Nothing of special interest has occurred in this Parish the past year ; its ex- 
ternal condition remaining nearly the same as last reported. But though we 
have but few additions to our numbers, and though some few have become 
weary in well-deing, we have yet abundant cause of thankfulness to the great 
Head of the Church, that an increasing attachment to its doctrines and wor- 
ship is obseivable among its members. 

The services of the Church are generally well attended, and entire harmo- 
ny prevails. 
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RBY. STEPHEN JEW KIT. | 

In obedience to the Canon, I beg leave to report, that since the last annual 
meeting of the Convention, I have continued to officiate, as heretofore, alter- 
nately at West Haven and We^itville, until the first week in February last, 
when I was attacked with a severe cough and hoarseness, by which I was con- 
fined almost wholly to my house, UBiIl the return of warm weather; lam 
now nearly recovered, and shall feel great pleasure in returning to my ca9- 
tomary labours, as soon as, in the opinion of my medical adviser, I can do it 
with nfety. 

During the past vear I have been called to attend but two boriala, both of 
them in the adjoining town of Woodbridge. 

In relation to the Churches at West ILiven and Westville, I make no re- 
turn, as that is the more especial duty of the Rev. Messrs. Stocking and Cha- 
pin, who have held the Kectorship of those Parishes. With regard to the 
Utter, however, I cannot do justice to my own feelings without saving, this 
spirited little congregation is doing well, better than I had dated to nope, and 
last Sundav I spent one of the happiest days of my life in uniting in social 
worship with my brethren of that Farish ; not as heretofore, in a hired house, 
or a private dwelling, but in a neat and appropriate edifice, erected for the 
sole purpose, and soon to be consecrated to the service only, of the living God. 

I again commend these two Parishes to the fostering care of the Society for 
the Promotion of Christian Knowledge. 

REV. 8. TOTTBN, D. D., PRESIDENT OF WASRINOTON COLLEGE. 

In compliance with the Canon requiring a report from e?«ry Clergyman, 
in ccmnection with the Diocese, I would state, that my time has been mostlv 
occupied with the care of the literary institution over which I preside*, though 
I have frequently officiated in the neighbouring Parishes, either to relieve my 
clerical brethren, or to supply temporary vacancies. I have kept no account 
of these labours, but should think that I had officiated from one tliird to one 
half of the Sundajrs since the last Convention. 

I have the satisfaction of. stating, that the number of students in Washing- 
ton College continues to increase. At the date of the catalopie for 1836^-9, 
there were belonging to the College, 82 students. Of these, & were commu- 
nicants in the Protestant Episcopal Church; and three professors of religion in 
other denominations. Thirty-seven at least are pursumg their studies with a 
view to the ministry of the Church ; and of these I can say that their general 
good conduct. Christian deportment, and deep sense of religious obligation, 
give promise of great usefulness in the cause of their divine Mai^r. The 
tone of religious feeling among the students in general, is decidedly better than 
it was one year ago, and I have reason to hope is still improving.

CONSTITUTION 

OP THE 

SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF CHRISTIAN 

KNOWLEDGE, 1839. 

Aet. 1. This Society shall be called " THE CONNECTICUT PROT- 
ESTANT EPISCOPAL SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF 

CHRisTUN knowledge:' 

Art. 2. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be, ex officio^ President of the So- 
ciety; and the Bishop and the Standing Committee shall constitnte ike Board 
of Directors. The Secretary of the Standing Committee shall he the Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Society. 

Art. 3. The Board shall meet as often as the interests of the Society may 
require ; and may take such measures as they may think expedient, to obtain 
funds. They shall employ Missionaries within the Diocese ; and may cause 
to be procured and distributed or sold, Bibles, Prayer Books, and Religious 
Tracts, in such manner as they may think proper. 

Art. 4. The Secretary shall keep a register of the names of the members 
and donors, with the amount of their contributions ; and a record of the col- 
lections made in congregations, or by Auxiliary Societies. 

Art. 5. All moneys received for the benefit of the Society, shall be subject 
to the order of the Board, and shall be by them appropriate to the purposes 
specified in Article 3. 

Art. 6. Persons contributing one dollar annually shall be members of the 
Society; those who contribute five dollars at one time shall be members for 
life, and those who contribute twenty dollars, shall be patrons. 

Art. 7. There shall be divine service, and a sermon, or addresses, deliver- 
ed at every annual session of the Convention, and a collection made for the 
benefit of the Society. ' 

Art. 8. The Board shall make an annual report of their proceedings to the 
Convention ; and the Treasurer shall also make a report of the state of the 
funds; which reports, or so much of them as the Convention may direct, shall 
be entered on the Journals. 

Art. 9. No alteration shall be made in this Constitution, without having 
beenproposed to the Convention, at least one day before it is acted upon ; and 
the Convention alone shall have power to make alterations.

Eesolved, That, in the opinion of this Society, the provision of a permanent 
supply oS suitable candidates for the Ministry must very much depend, under 
the divine blessing, on the preparation of the young, through efficient religious 
instructioQ^ to devote themselves early to the service of God and His Church. 

Besolvedj That, in the opinion of this Society, the wants of the Church are 
such as to require every exertion for the increase of the Ministry, both through 
the support of necessitous students, and through the encouragement of others 
who may possess the essential qualifications for its sacred duties.

The Board of Education, appointed at the Convention of 1838, to superin- 
tend the concerns of the Church Scholarship Society, respectfully present their 
Report. 

At the period of the last Convention, the beneficiaries of the Society were 
eight. Four have since left college, three of them having completed the usual 
course, and one having relinquished, from considerations connected with the 
situation of his family, the purpose of obtaining a classical education. The 
last had been a beneficiary little more than a year, and will undoubtedly make> 
an early remuneration. Eight have been added: and the present number is 
therefore twelve. Of these, only two will be graduated at the next Commence- 
ment : and the Board have already several applications in prospect. Tkey, 
therefore, appeal with earnestness to the several congregations which are re- 
presented here, for such support as their respective ability may allow, and the 
evident necessity must demand. 

The thanks of the Society are due, indeed, for the very generous aid which 
it has received during the past year. A greater number of Parishes than 
usual have made their contributions ; and amongst these it is but just to notice 
with particular honour the large donations of £e congregation of St. John^ '] 
Church, in Waterbury. Through the timely assistance, also, which was a£* 
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forded by the beauest of a pious member of our Church, whose benefiomee 
was shared by ibis institution with the Society for Promoting Christian Knowl- 
edge, and the Board of Missions, the danger of embarrassment has been ayert^ 
cd, and the treasury remains free (Vom debt. The Board would here express 
their gratitude for the liberality, and their respect for the memory, of that 
deceased benefactress of the Society. 

Admonished as we are by the bereavements sustained by this Diocese, in the 
loss of two excellent and beloved Clergymen, that the time is short, and that 
the labourers arc few, it is impossible fur us to contemplate the condition of 
the Ministry witboat some solicitude. Nothing except tne smallness of their 
numbers prevents exertions, not only in the distant parts of our country, but 
here at home, which could not but be successful in rearing new congregations 
of this Church, and in seeking out many souls, which now, whether necessa- 
rily or wilfully, are as sheep without a shepherd. Every Clermnan who re- 
ceives orders, receives at once an invitation to some establish^ Parish; and 
still, almost at all times, a few are vacant. While this want of Pastors con- 
tinues, it is unreasonable to expect a very great increase of the number of 
missionaries ; and one part of this great vineyard can only be cultivated 
through the injury of another. 

On the other hand, although we most eagerly desire that the funds provided 
for the education of necessitous candidates for the Ministry may be largely 
augmente<L yet the evil cannot receive its remedy from this source alone. The 
time is witnin the remembrance of men, when no such aid was given by or- 
ganized societies, and when the ranks of the Ministry were certainly as full, 
in proportion to the need, as now. If every allowance be made for the redun- 
dant population that has flowed in from abroad, and for the peculiar destitih 
tion of thousands of scattered emigrants, it is still surprising that these in- 
creased necessities have not been more than met by the increased efforts of 
Christian zeal. It is still surprising that when little or no assistance was ren- 
dered, the supply was nearer the need, than when, of the number of students 
who are in preparation for the Ministry, more than one half, if not more than 
two thirds, are partially sustained by scholarships or stipends. 

The congregations of our own Church are, in most of the States, much 
more numerous than at any earlier period. But there can be no just cause 
why the accessions to the number of Clergymen should not equal the acces- 
sions to the number of Parishes. Nor can it be said with any air of reason 
that the piety of the Church has become more languid, or that in its outward 
prosperity its faithful and spiritual members have not been proportionally mul- 
tiplied. All other signs, on the contrary, except this, would seem to betoken 
increase; and the very fact that the cause of clerical education has received 
so much support, must indicate real interest in the Gospel and its propagation. 
Yet those wno through their own efforts, or with only the assistance of their 
friends, accomplish their course of theological study, are becoming the excep- 
tions to the general rule. Of the members of Washington.College, who are an- 
ticipating those studies, a very large majority are beneficiaries of some society 
or Parish. 

Are we approaching a time, then, when the sacred office is to be held below 
the attention of those who have prospects in the world 1 Or shall the Church 
be compelled to rely chiefly upon the limited supply which it can receive 
through its Education Societies, and its Parochial Scholarships t It is surely 
the duty, both of the Clergy and laity, to anticipate such an issue, and, by the 
blessing of Gk>d, to prevent it. 

The most important cause for the deficiency in the number of theological 
students, is found in the want of efficient religious instruction from early youth. 
Piety is too seldom nourished in childhood: the very period at which the 
choice of an occupation for life is made, passes without its influence ; and 
very often, when, a little later, it takes root, the habits are formed, the paths 
are fixed, and not without much inconvenience, expense, and anxiety can a 
change be made in their direction. Many a young man who, at eighteen or 
twen^-one years of age, can hardly be advised to prepare himself for the Minis- 
try, or, if advised, must be almost entirely sustained by others, might, had he 
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Imt felt tke same religions convictions at fourteen or sixteen, have porsned 
his studies with ease, and with little or no need of assistance, except from his 
own family. The time and the cost which it would have required have been 
already bestowed on other occnpations. A profound wisdom may be discerned 
in that usage of the Church, under which the young should be, through the 
grace of God, prepared for confirmation and the Lord's Supper, ?t the time 
when they choose their future pursuits ; and if a systematic course of prepa- 
ration were faithfully established by the Clergy, and supported by previous 
ifistraction in the Sunday School and at home, it is believed that the Ministry 
would often be the first choice of the youthful mind, and be thus attained with- 
out any special sacrifice. 

Another cause for this .evil, the Board do not hesitate to sav, is the absence 
of sufficient encouragement on the part of many Parishes to that exertion and 
expenditure which are needed in a preparation for the Ministry. We would 
shrink from the suggestion of worldly motives to seek that holy station. We 
would require from every candidate the strictest examination of his own 
heart, and a reasonable persuasion that he is indeed moved l^ the Holy Ghost. 
But it is very frequent that a young man, possessing the seed of every inward 
qualification, has parents or friends, who could afibrd him, at least with some ex- 
ertion and sacrifice, every necessary aid, but who are governed by no deci- 
ded and warm principle of piety in their wishes for his establishment in life. 
If tEe prospect of comfortable and honourable settlement be before him, they will 
lend that aid sometimes even in the hope of remuneration. If the probability 
be strong, that he will receive but a bare and painful support, they will dis- 
courage his desire, and withhold their co-operation. Many young men, with- 
out any assistance, would make their way to a liberal education, by extraor- 
dinary efforts on their own part, if they were cheered by the expectation of as 
large a compensation as a diligent mechanic earns and deserves. The Board 
of Education, composed of persons who have no immediate interest in the sub- 
ject, would request the representatives of the country Parishes to consider 
whether the Church must not eventually suffer much in its best welfare, and 
the Ministry be unspeakably weakened, if the standard of clerical compensa- 
tion in those Parishes be not so raised as really to equal what it was ten, twen- 
ty, or thirty years since. In such a course the Church Scholarship Society 
has an obvioas interest. Its grants are loans ; and it is unreasonable to sup- 
pose that they will be repaid, if the remuneration of those whom it has assist- 
ed be hardly sufficient for their own urgent necessities. 

On these topics it would at least be gratifying to receive some expressions of 
the judgment of the Society. In the mean time, the Board trust that no ex- 
ertion will be relaxed, on behalf of those who are ready, under whatever 
disoouragement, to give themselves to the service of Christ, in the Ministry 
of His Church. Every one of them is needed, and would be needed, though 
accessions which should require no aid were multiplied beyond all our hopes 
or imaginations. To consider with seriousness the actual sin and misery 
which are in the world, and which can never be removed except through the 
preaching of the Gospel, is enough to make every Christian heart bum with the 
desire to labour in that harvest, or to send forth labourers. It is the preroga- 
tive of the Lord of the harvest to send them ; we are commanded to ask it 
from His mercy; but we shall not dare to utter the prayer, except we also aid, 
encourage, and strengthen those whom he sends, or through our instrumental- 
ity, prepares to receive his commission.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 

IN THE 

DIOCESE OP CONNECTICUT, 
AS AMENDED IS CONVENTION, OCTOBER, 1836. 



Article 1. The Protestant Episcopal Church in Connecticut, as a constit- 
uent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
accedes to, recognizes, and adopts the General Constitution of that Church, ana 
acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

Art. 2. There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, in 
this Diocese, on the second Tuesday of Juue, in each year, at such place as 
shall have been determined upon by the Bishop ; and in case of vacancy in the 
Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 

Art. 3. Eivery Convention shall be opened with prayer, and the celebration 
of the Lord's Supper. And it shall be the duty of the Bishop, either to deliver 
a ebarge, or sermon, or to appoint one of his Clergy to preach at the opening 
of each Convention ; — and in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Stand- 
ing Committee shall appoint. 

Art. 4. The Bishop shall preside in Convention ; but in case of absence or 
of vacancy in the Episcopate, the Convention shall elect a President pro tern. 

Art. 5. The Bishop shall have power to call a special Convention when he 
may judge it conducive to the good of the Church ; or when applied to for that 
purpose by the Standing Committee, or five Presbyters. And in case of vacan- 
cy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shall have power to call a special 
C5onvention. 

Art. 6. The Convention shall be composed of both Clergymen and Lay- 
men. Every ofiiciating minister of this Church, regularly appointed to the 
charge of a congregation, in union with this Convention ; ministers employed 
as missionaries, under the appointment of the ecclesiastical authority ; clerical 
instructors of youth in any seminary of learning in this State, constituted by 
civil or ecclesiastical authority ; and ministers whose age and infirmities pre- 
vent from exercising the clerical functions ; shall be members of this Conven- 
tionr Each Parish in this State which shall have been received into union 
with the Convention, shall be entitled to a representation in Convention, by 
one delegate j and if it shall consist of more than fifty families, by two ; to be 
chosen by the Parish. And if any Parish be composed of two or more con- 
gregations, having a corresponding number of Church edifices, such Parish 
shall be entitled to a representation from each of such congregations, as from 
so many distinct Parishes. But before any delegate shall take his seat, he 
shall produce a certificate of his appointment, signed by the Wardens, or rar- 
ish Clerk. And one third of the members of the Clerical Order, and twenty 
members of the Lay order, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business ; but a smaller number may adjourn. 

Art. 7. The Clergy and Laity in the Convention shall deliberate in one 
body; and on every question, a majority of votes of those present shall decide: 
but if upon any question it be required by five members, the two orders shall 
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vote thereon separately, and a concurrence of a majority of each order shall 
be necessary tu give validity to any measure. 

Art. 8. A Secretary shall be cho&en bv ballot, immediatelv upon the ooening 
of the Annual Convention, from the Clerical members thereof. It snail be 
his duty to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their journals and 
records, to attest the public acts of the body, and faithfully deliver into the 
hands of his success«>r, all books and proceedings relative to the concerns of 
the Church, which may be in hlsipo^session. And it also shall be his duty to 
notify, through the chaimel of such public prints as may be designated by the 
ecclesiastical authority, the time and place appointed for the meeting of the 
succeeding, or special Convention. 

Art. 9. The Standing Committee shall be elected at the Annual Conven- 
tion : and shall be composed of five Clerical members, who shall be Rectors of 
Panshes, or instructors in some seminary instituiea by the ecclesiastical or 
civil authority of this State. At their first meeting, which shall always be on 
the day of their election, they shall app'Oint from their own body a President 
and a Secretary, who shall keep a jo^jrnal of the proceedings, snlnect to the 
inspection of the Convention. Any three of the Committee, (the whole 
having been summoned by the President,) shall be a quorum, except for such 
purposes, as agreeably to their own rules, or the Canons of the General Con- 
vention, may require a larger number. 

Art. 10. The Secretary and Standing Committee of this ConventioD shall 
continue In office until their successors shall have been appointed. 

Art. 11. A Treasurer shall be appointed by the Convention, to continue in 
office during their pleasure ; and it shall be his duty to receive and manage all 
funds which may at any time belong to the Convention -, and to lay before the 
Convention an annufd statement of all such funds. 

Art. 13. When the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become vacant by death 
or otherwise, the Standing Cfommittee shall call a special Convention, within 
three months from the time when such vacancy shall happen, at Hartford or 
New Haven. And the time and place shall be notified in three or more 
respectable newspapers in this State, at least four weeks previons to said meet- 
ing ; when the Convention may proceed to an election, or adjourn to such 
time and place as may be deemed expedient. 

Art. 1j. The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be in the following 
manner: — The two orders shall separate, and the order of the Clergy shall 
choose by ballot, some fit and qualified Presbyter for Uiat office ; and therenpon 
such choice shall be communicated to the order of Lav Delegates : and if; on 
ballot, the person so chosen is approved by the Lay order, he shall oe declared 
to be duly elected. In the above mentioned election, a majority of each order 
shall determine a choice ; provided, that two thirds of all the clergy entitled to 
vote be present ; otherwise, two thirds of the votes of each order present shall 
be necessary to determine a choice. 

Art. 14. Each order in Convention shall appoint delegates to the (General 
Convention by ballot ; and the delegates thus appointed, and confirmed by the 
concurrent vote of both orders in Convention, shall continue in office three 
years, or the time that may intervene between the stated meetings of the Gene> 
ral Convention. And in case any delegate so appointed shall decline snch 
appointment, it shall be his duty to inform the Bishop, or in case of vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the President of the Standing Committee, at least two 
months before the meeting of the Greneral Convention ; and the Bishop, or the 
Standing Conunittee, if the Episcopate be vacant, may appoint a sobstitnte for 
any delegate so declining. 

Art. 15. No Clergyman shall be suspended, or receive any public censure 
from the Bishop or Standing Committee of this Diocese, without having been 
adjudged thereto, in the way to be provided for by Canon. 

Art. 16. This Constitution shall not be subject to alteration in any article 
except at an annual meeting of the Convention, by a vote of two thirds of the 
members present ; nor unless such alteration shall have been proposed and 
approved at the annual meeting previous to its adoption, and pablishedat 
large in the journals of the Convention.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

CONNECTICUT EPISCOPAL ACADEMY, 

(AT CEIESHIRE.) ' . 



Artici.r 1. The Academy established at Cheshire by the Conventioa of the 
Pioufitant Episcopal Church, shall be known by the name of Uie EpiscofMl 
Academy uf Connecticut. 

Art. 2. The Qovemment of the Academy shall be vested in twenty-one 
Trustees, of which number shall be the Bishop of Connecticut, and the i^rin- 
cipal of the Academy, ex ofKcio. The other Trustees shall be chosten by the 
Convention, seven of whom shall be Presbyters of the Church, and the re- 
mainder LaV'men, residing in the Slate of Connecticut. 

Art. 3. whenever a Trustee shall remove out of the State, he shall cease 
to be a member of the Board ; and the seat of any Trastee maj be declared 
vacant by the Convention, on bis absenting himself from three snccessiTe 
meetings, or for any other cause satisfactory to the Convention. 

Art. 4. Five of the Trustees shall form a Board, who shall meet annnaUy 
at the Academy. The President, or Vice-President, may call a meeting of 
the Trustees, at any other time when they shall deem it necessary, or when a 
majority of the Trustees shall require it; public notice thereof being given 
in one or more newspapers in this State, at least two week.^ previous to said 
meeting, by an advertisement signed by the Bishop, who shall be President, or 
by the Principal of the Academy, who shall be Vice-President of the Boara. 

Art. 5. Every vacancy among the Trustees shall be filled by the Convention. 

Art. 6. The Principal of the Academy, who shall be a commnnicant in 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, shall be elected by the Board of Trustees, a 
majority of the Trustees for the time being concurring, and shall continue in 
office during their pleasure. But in all ca.ses where a dissolution of the con- 
nection is contemptaied, three months' notice of such design shall be given by 
the party desiring it. 

Art. 7. The branches taught in the Academy, shall be the Classics and 
the higher branches of English education, and the Academy shall be designed 
exclusively for boys. 

Art. 8. The Government of the Academy, and the appointment of Assist- 
ants, shall be solely in the hands of the Principal ; provided no Assistant shall 
be continued in office after the expression of a request on the part of the Trus- 
tees for his removal. 

Art. 9. No By-law of the Academy shall compel the Students to attend pub- 
lic worship, but at such place or places as their respective parents or gtiar- 
dians shall direct. 

Art. 10. Whenever the foregoing articles shall be adopted by a vote of the 
Convention, they shall become the Constitution of the Episcopal Academy of 
Connecticut, and be subject to no revision or alteration but oy a vote of'^tfae 
Convention.

ADDRESS. 



Mr Brethren of the Cuergt, and of the Laitt: 

Throueh the abundance of that divine goodness, which will rest upon the 
Church till the end of the woiid, we are once more permitted to meet togeth- 
er in onr Annual GoDTentlon. These marked periods in our ecclesiastical 
progriw, are like landmarks on the current of time. Tbey admonish us to 
reflect on the advancement we have made ; they incite us to self-examina- 
tion ; they call our attention to our future course, and they demand the tribute 
of our grateful acknowledgments to that divine Being, whose gpod provi- 
dence has conducted us on our way. 

During the past year, the Church in this Diocese has been blessed with a 
good degree of prosperity. None of its Clergy have been removed by death. 
A remarkable degree of peace and union exists, throughout the several Par- 
ishes, and pervades the great body of the Clergy and Laity. There are no 
such diversities in regard to doctrine as should cause uneasiness, and no such 
difierences of sentiment and feeling as should create alarm. In many of 
the Parishes a very encouraging degree of amination and interest has been 
evinced, in regard to spiritual things ; and in all of them we may trust, that 
the deep and silent influences of the Holy Spirit have concurred with the 
faithful ministration of the Word and Sacraments ; — sustaining and comfort- 
ing the humble believer, and inciting the cold and the careless to the neces- 
sity of repentance, and the duty of a truly Christian life. 

For a more detailed statement of the condition of the Diocese, I refer you 
to the Parochial Reports, which will presently be laid before you, and to 
the following brief summary of my official acts for the past year.

On the 27th day of August last, the Rev. William B. Ashley was duly 
inducted into the Rectorship of St. Luke's Church, Glastenbury, by the 
Rev. George Burgess, appointed as the Institutor ; and on the Ist day of Oc- 
tober, the Rev. Nathaniel S. Richardson was inducted into the Rectorship 
of Christ Church, Watertown — the Rev. Frederick Holcomb, D. D., former 
Rector of the Parish, being the Institutor* 

Only one new Cburch has been Consecrated by me since our last meet- 
ing—St. James* Church, Westville. This is a neat and well arranged ed- 
ifice — highly creditable to the zeal of the Parish, which has been recently 
organized in that place, under the auspices of the Rev. Stephen Jewett. A 
new Church in the south-east part of the Parish of Trumbull will be Con- 
secrated within a few days ; and it is understood that the new brick Church, 
in the Parish of Cheshire^ is nearly ready for Consecration* In the Par- 
ish of Harwinton, which had been supposed to be nearly extinct, a new 
Church edifice is in progress, under the zealous ministrations of the Rev. Dr. 
Holcomb. A spacious and elegant new Church has also been commenced 
in the prosperous Parish of Norwalk. 

The Diocese of Connecticut has long been distinguished for the number of 
her faithful Clergy and zealous Laymen, who have removed to other States, 
and have there been eminently instrumental in building up the institutions of 
the Church. We have no means of ascertaining the number of the Laity, 
who are thus emigrating every year; but I have now to record the names of 
thirteen Clergymen who have received dimissory letters since our last Con- 
vention, viz : — The Rev. Lucius M. Purdy, the Rev, Daniel Shepherd, the 
Rev. Edward Ingersoll, and the Rev. Sheldon Davis, to the Diocese of New 
York ; the Rev. Joseph D. Tyler, to the Diocese of Virginia ; the Rev. 
Melancthon Hoyt, and the Rev. Charles Fox, to the Diocese of Michigan ; 
the Rev. Lemuel B. Hull, the Rev* Charles Prindle, the Rev. Thomas C. 
Pitkin, and the Rev. James Mead, to the Missionary Diocese of the Rt. Rev. 
Dr. Kemper ; the Rev. John H. Rouse, and the Rev. Thomas G. Salter, to 
the Eastern Diocese : ten of the thirteen being natives of the State of Con- 
necticut. 

Notwithstandine these removals, the list of our Clergy is somewhat larger 
than at the last Convention ; owing to the ordinations which have taken 
place in the mean time, and the accession of five Clergymen from other

By reciirrini; to the Journals of the Convention, you will perceive that in 
the years IS:i7and IK)^, the number of candidates for Holy Orders was 
21. In ld*£), the nnniher was reduced to 18, and at present it has fallen to 
l*{. I ascribe this diminution, in part, to the excitements of trade and specu- 
lation, during past yeais, which tended to give a more worldly bias to the 
minds of young men ; partly to the reverses of fortune which have followed 
that i>eriod ; and partly to the small compensation which tbe Clergy bave 
received for their labours, in comparison with the other professions and oc- 
cupations of men. 

The Parochial Reports, which will shortly be laid before you, will present 
other interesting subjects for your consideration. 1 regret, however, that these 
reports, as we usually receive them, afford us so imperfect a view of tbe 
statistics of the Diocese. Parishes remote from the place of holdinff the 
Convention, especially the weaker Parishes, frequently omit to send either 
delegations or parochial reports, and many of the returns which are presented 
to us are found to be deficient in important particulars. It is obvious, there* 
fore, that no very accurate estimate can be fbrmed of the present condition 
of the Diocese, from tliese reports ; nor of its comparative progress from 
year to year. These data, however, in connection with my personal observa- 
tion, arc suflicicul to an()rd inc satisfactory evidence that its iucrease is con- 
stant, aud steady ; and 1 trust that its spiritual advancement is not less cer- 
tain than its outward prosperity. 

Brethren, so long as we ourselves arc faithful lo our duties, we may rely 
on the promises of God for the welfare of tbe portion of his Church which 
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be bas-conimitted our care. Kor.ils doctriDes, its iiiiiiistry» and iu sacra- 
ments, we are to rely on the Holy Scriptures alone ; explained by enlighten- 
ed reason, and by the assent of the universal Church ih its earliest and purest 
ages. Its worship, discipline and usages, we are to preserve without itiflo- 
vation or change, as they were Mttled by the great flnglish Reformers, and 
have been established by the wise Slathers pf our own branch of the Church. 
By adhering to these principles, we shall (larsue a course equally free 
from the errors of the Etomish superstitionsf on the one hand, and from the 
novelties and devices of sectarian dissent on the other. 

With these principles steadily in view, I jbayfsbeen much less interested 
than many of my brethren, in the writings 6t]certain distinguished Divines 
in England, which have become the thenie bf;«p much controversy, both in 
that country and in this. I have no belief that these writings will produce 
such effects, either for good or for evil, as are apprehended by those who are 
engaged in these controversies. In England, the CHuitibf from its earliest 
organization, has been intimately connected with the State. Under such 
circumstances, it is not wonderful that many men should have become some- 
what unmindful of its divine origin, and of the permanent obligation of di- 
vine instittttioDS. The writings in question may have a salutary tendency 
in directing the public mind to the nature of the Christian JPhurch, as it was 
founded by the Saviour and his Apostle, and to the sense in which its doc- 
trines and usages were understood by its first defenders and martyrs. If the 
learned authors have sometimes manifested an undue veneration for the 
writings of the early Fathers of the Church, and an undue admiration for 
some ceremonies which were dropped at the Keformation, there can be little 
danger from their enthusiasm on these subjects, in a country of free discussion ; 
and a nearer approximation to the truth will be the probable result in Eng- 
land, of the present controversy. I can not help thinking, however, that in 
that country, much of the heat of this controversy, and much of the interest 
which it has excited, have been occasioned by its connection with those party 
politics, and sectarian prejudices whichjpre^l there. In our own country, 
the first of these causes can have no innuence, and the latter must Ve much 
less strongly felt ; and we should be unable to account for the sensation whic^ 
the discussion has excited among us, were it ^t for the in&uence of those 
sympathies and antipathies, which, in thd present state oi intercoui^, are 
so easily propagated across the Atlantic. 

The circumstances under which our Church has grown up in this coiintry, 
have led us to regard it in its true bharacter ;^not as a state establishmeoti 
but as a divine instiiution. As a minor denomination of Christians, too, we 
have been constantly compelled to acton the defensive ; ^nd have bieen more 
generally accustomed, than our English brethren, to refer its constitution to 
the appropriate scriptural authority, and its usages to those early Christian 
writings, by which they can be successfully defended. 

Though 1 do not imagine that the Tracts referred to, or the discussions whicH 
have grown out of them, will lead to any material change of sentitnent, id 
regard to the doctrines, discipline, or usages of the Churchi as they aire now 
leceived and practised hy us, yet the writers will not fail to command oor 
respect for their learning, their talents, and their piety. And if the contro* 
versies which they have aroused, both in England and in this coahtry, are 
attended with some violations of Christian charity, it is to be hoped that the 
evU will be counter-balanced, in the ultimate elucidation and establishment 
of truth. 

For ourselves, Brethren, we are much less concerned about new discove- 
ries in religion, than we are to preserve, in their integrity and purity, the faith 
and worship which now pertain td our Church ;^founded as they are in the 
Scriptures of truth, freed from the errors and incuilibrances of suflbrstition

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W the rcformatioD, and detached from all embarrassiog alliance with the 
S^tate, by the civil coostitutioo of our country. We love the Church as it is: 
** Nolumus mutari." 

At the last Convention, I intimated my desire to address you in regard to 
the education of our youth, in connection ¥dth the institutions of the Church ; 
but the subject has, in the meantime, been so fglly discussed in our religious 
periodicals, that I need only present to you a few cursory remarks. 

It may be the duty of the Church to provide suitable institutions, and 
means of instruction for the nurture of her youth, but it is obvious that the 
chief responsibility, in this matter* rests upon parents. Acting under this 
responsibility, it will be their pnmary duty to commend their infant ofispring 
to Gh)d, In prayer, and to caase them to be incorporated into his family and 
hooiehold, by the Sacrament of Baptism. In this new relation they be- 
come ** members .of Christ,*' ** children of God,'* and '* inheritors of the 
kinjgdom of heaveB.*' In this relation they ought steadily to be regarded by 
thefr parents ; whose duty it is to see that they are brought up ** in the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord." The children themselves, too, should be 
instructed in the nature of this covenant relationship, as soon as they are 
able to comprehend its import, and should be thoroughly grounded in all the 
duties and benefits which result from it. I fear. Brethren, that parents are 
often sadly deficient in this matter. I fear that the positive institutions of 
the Gospel, are too often but lightly esteemed, and that the Sacrament of 
Baptism, especially when administered to infants, is regarded as little better 
than an unmeaning ceremony. Hence we sometimes see parents, who are 
themselves professors of religion, who appear to entertain no just conception 
of the Christian character of their children ; who regard them much as though 
they had never been baptized, and in a condition but little difierent from that 
of the heathen, till they shall become the subjects of some special religious 
(excitement. These sentiments were not learned in the Church, to which 
we belong ; and they are very different from the course of discipline and nur- 
ture which she has provided for her children. 

There are parents who entertain juster views on this subject, but who are, 
nevertheless, too much disposed to delegate to others, a duty in which they 
ought to take a primary part themselves. Since the general establishment 
of Sunday S(ihools in our country, I fear it has become a growing fault 
with parents, to transfer to the Sunday School teachers, the entire religious 
instruction of their children, and feel themselves exonerated from the duty. 
But this is not in conformity with the injunctions of Scripture i •* Thou shalt 
teach my commandments diligently unto thy children ; and shall talk of 
them when thou sittest in thy house, and when thou walkest by the way, 
and when thou liest down, and. when thou risest up." Besides, he who neg- 
lects this duty, foregoes one of the most interesting bonds which can secure 
to him the affections and the respect of his children. In confirmation of this 
sentiment, I may appeal to every person present, who has ever been taught 
the Catechism from the lips of an affectionate mother, or whose childhood 
was disciplined to the readiag of the Scriptures, in expectation of the paren- 
tal commentary. 1 regard ounday Schools as a most valuable auxiliary, in 
carrying forward the religious instruction of youth ; — no less salutary, in- 
deed, to the teachers than to the children ; but neither the parent, nor the 
Pastor, should relinquish the proper portion of the duty, which Divine Pro- 
vidence and the Church have specially confided to their charge. 

But. there are some practical questions, concerning the general education 
of youth, which deserve a particular consideration. The State of Connecti- 
cut has a munificent fund, devoted to the purposes of primary education. 
Nothing seems wantuig, to give to this fund its fullest eflSciency, but teach- 
ers properly qualified fer ibeii wotVl;— and i\iese can be secured only by 
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itricter supervision, and by greater liberality on the part of the people. But 
as Episcopalians constitute but a small minori^.of tfae people of the State, 
it will generally happen, (and without the influence of sectarian predilec- 
tions,) that tfae teachers will belong to other denonainations of Christians. 
Under these circumstances it hai sometimes been made a question whether 
Episcopalians ought not to make special efibrts for the education of their 
children, under auspices more faTOurable to the Chufch ? So far as prima- 
ry, or district schools are concerned, my judgment is decidedly opposed ta 
any separation. In point of fact, little religious instruction is attempted ta 
be given in these schools, but such as is a^uired from reading the Scriptures ; 
a matter in wbicb all denominations of Ciiristians are agreed. The princi- 
ples of religious toleration, too, have become to generidly difiused through 
the community, that I believe it is a rare thing for a teacher to use any di-« 
rect efibrts of a sectarian character ; and anjr indirect influence may be 
easily counteracted by proper Christian instruction athoifpe. Though coild- 
hood is a time in which religious impressions are easily made»al is not the^ 
period in which denominational partialities are usually formed. ^ 

Besides, the strength of a nation depends mainly on the union and har-^"*" 
mony of the different classes of which it is composed. Every consideration: 
of patrotism, therefore, as well as the higher principles of Clmstian charity,, 
requires that all the religious denominations of which our Republic is com* 
posed, should act cordially together in all matters ;^those only excepted,, 
which are especially of a religious character. The association of the youth 
of the country, during the period of their primary education, as well as the 
free consent of their parents in superintending this business, and in conduct- 
ing all the secular aflairs of the community, must exercise a salutary influ- 
ence in destroying sectarian and party prejudices, and in promoting the> 
general union and common welfare. 

Tn a very large portion of our community, the business of education is 
concluded at the District School. But the comparatively few who proceed 
from these primary Schools to the Academies and Colleges, are destined 
to fill the learned professions, and most of the other influential stations ia 
society. With regard to this portion of our youth, the question now before 
us recurs, under a very different aspect. Tne time usually spent in these 
institutions — say from thirteen years of age to twenty, constitutes the most 
interesting and critical period of their life. Tt is during this period, that the 
characters of men, and especially their religious opinions, generally take 
their bias and direction. It is during this period, too, that external influences 
are most potent in their operation. And these institutions are, of all others, 
the places where such influences are the most powerfully concentrated. The 
young man's Academy, or his College/ ts his oracle. The public senti- 
ment which prevails in it, is almost irresistible in its influence. I ascribe na 
proselyting spirit to professors and instructors. In general, they are far re- 
moved from any such imputation. B ut if their characters are such as to com- 
mand the aflection and respect of their pupils, their Opinions, on all questions 
concerning morals and religion, are attended with an indirect influence, far 
more effective than any of the arts* of presfl^ftism. There are generally 
youthful zealots, too, connected with sudh institutions, who are not backward 
in making these opinions known, and in fostering their effects. The result 
generally is, that the young man embraces the religious views of the instity- 
tion in which he is educated. In any event, he will not think any opinions 
decidedly erroneous, which are held by instructors, whose judgment he so 
highly respects, and whose characters he so greatly admires. In this view 
of the case, I hesitate not to recommend to every Episcopalian, who wishes 
to give his son a liberal education, and desires him to abide by the faith in 
which he was reared, that he fail not to send him to im institutioA under aus-*. 
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piciet favorable to his own religbui seDtiments. This, iDdeed, is the prac- 
tical coocltisioo to which all the denomlDatbDa in our country have already 
arrived. 

It is only within the last few years that Episcopalians have established 
any of these institutions of the higher grade. Their weakness for a long 
time prevented this consummation, and it was subsequently retarded by a 
mistaken liberality. But we liave now well established Cdileges, in several 
of the Dioceses. In this Diocese, a oew Episcopal Acadeipy has been 
erected in Newtown, with very favorable prospects of success ; and the well 
established Academy at Cheshire is conducted in such a way as to ensure 
the general confidence. WajBhlbgton College, at Hartford, is Already re* 
muneratlng the Church for the liberality which was put forth for its endow- 
ment. Every year its graduates are now coming forward to minister at the 
altar* or to fill the other |NX>res8lonsof life, with usefulness and honor. * With 
a beautiful Iqc^^aon and eligible buildings; with all the essential means of 
intmietioii; i|nd with an able and devoted Faculty, it is well desetyingof 
the entire confidence and support of the Church. 

The Ooneral Theological Seiriinary, the General Missionary Society, and 
the Society fbr the Promotion' of Chrisdan Knowledge in this Diocese, 
have been brought fully under your consideration, on fojmer occasions. 
At present, I have only time to commend them to your continued support. 

In concludon, I have to inform the Convention that, at my own request, 
I have been released from the Episcopal charge of the Diocese of Alabama.

The Rev. Dr. Jarvis, Secretary of (he Standing Committee read an ab- 
stract of their proceedings, which is entered on the Journal of the Conven- 
tion according to the provisions of the 6th Canon. 

Abstract of ike jtroeeedings of the Standing Committee, from the Convention 

of 1839, to the Convention of 1840. 

]« The first meeting according to the 9th article of the Constir»ition, was 
held on the day in which the Standing Committee was chosen, June 11th 
1839. The Rev. Dr. Croswell was elected President, and the Rev. Dr. 
Jarvis, Secretary. 

2. The second meeting was held on the 12tti at Hartford, but adjourned to 
meet at New Haven, on the 19th of June. Canonical testimonials having 
been presented at the former in favour of John Pvffves, as a candidate for 
Holy Orders, were acted upqn at the latter^ and l^e was acconiingly recom- 
mended to the Bishop. 

3. The third meetmg was appointed for July, 31st 1839, the day before 
the Commencement of Washington College ; but a quorum not being formed, 
the meetiqg was adjourned tp August 1st; presfsptthe Rey. Dr. Croswell, the 
Rev. Mr. Burgess and the Secretary. 

Sabura S. Stocking, of the Wesleyan University, and George H. Nichols, 
of Washington College, were recommended to the Bishop, as candidates for 
Holy Orders. Daniel Shepherd, was recommended for Deacons', and the 
Rev. William B. Ashley, Deacon, for Priests' Orders. 

4. The fourth meeting was held at New Haven, October 3, 1839 : present 
the Rev. Dr. Croswell, the Rev. Mr. Burgess, and the Secretary. James 
Roosevelt Bayley, and Henry Townsend, received testimonials for Deacons' 
Orders, and John |I^milton Cornish, yas recommended as a candidate for 
Holy Orders. 

5. The fifth meeting was held at Meriden, December 20th 1889 ; present 
the Rev. Dr. Croswell, the Rev. Mr. Burgess, and the Secretary. Isaac G'. 
Hubbard was recommended as a candidate for Holy Orders, Sabura S. 
Stocking, for the Holy Order of Deacons, and the Rev. Messrs. Robert M. 
Chapman, Zebadiah Hyde Mansfield, and Samuel T. Carpenter, Deacons, 
for that of Priests. Mr. Geo. Isbell, son of Mr. Isbell, of Westville, New 
Haven, was recommended to the Principal pf the Episcopal Academy at 
Cheshire, as a beneficiary of that institution. 
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The Committee on the admission of new Parisfaesi made the following 

Report which was accepted, and the Parish therein'* named, admitted into 

union with this Convention. 

The Committee on the admisnon of new Parishes into union with the 
Church of this Diocese, heg leave to Report, that they have examined the 
documents presented in reference to the organization of the new or revived 
Parish in the town of Harwioton, and find the same to he full and satisfacto- 
rvt and recommend this Parish for admission into unionwith this Convention.

Rev. Dr. Croswell, Rev. Mt, Chafin, and Judge Bassett, were appointed 
this Committee. 

Adjourned to meet to-morrow morning, at 8 o'clock.

The Convention having been called to order by the Rt. Rev. Bii^bp 
Brownell, Morning Prayers were read by the Secretary. The roll was 
then called, the minutes of the preteediug day read and accepted, and the 
Convention proceeded to the reading of the Parochial Reports. 

Mr. D. K» Crofut appeared and took his seat as a Lay Delegate from 
Christ Church Reading. 

The Parochial Reports being finished, the Secretary presented a Com- 
munication from the New York State Temperance Society, which was or- 
dered to be laid on the table. 

The Committee on Canons made a Report which was read, and the first 
Canon recommended by them was taken up, and after considerable discus- 
sion, a motion prevailed to lay the Report on the table. 

Resolved; That when this Convention adjourOf it adjourn to meet in this 
place at 3 o'clock, Pi M. 
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6. The tixth meatiog was held at Hartfordt March 24th 1840 ; present 
the Rer. Dr. CroeweUt the Rev. Mr. Bargess, and the Secretary. The 
President of the Staodiog Committee of the IHocese of Soath Carolina, 
having annonnced to this Committee the election of the Rev. Dr. C. £. 
Gadflden, at Bishop of South Carolina, the requisite tesdroonials were sign- 
ed. The Rev. Henry Beers Sherman and Bei^amin M. Yarrington, Dea- 
cons, were severally recommended for Priests' Orders. Pascal Jr. Kidder, 
and Sheldon Davis, received testimonials for Deacons* Orders. 

7. The seventh meeting was held at New Haven, June 8th 1840 ; present 
the Rev. Dr. Croswell, the Rev. Mr. Burgess, and the Secretary. The 
Standing Committee in conferebeerwith the Bishop, performed the duty re- 
quired of them by Canon A (1899) in preparing an aocarate list of Cler- 
gymea entitled to seats in die Convention. They then adjourned till 8 
o'cloek« P. M., of the flame day, when they signed the testimonials of Greo. 
L. Feote« A. B.« Washington College, recommending him to the Bishop for 
Deaeeoi* Orders, and those of the Rev. Abel Nichols, Deacon, recommedd- 
ing him for Priests' Ordeis. 

Adjourned sine die.

Adjourned to meet to-morrow morning, at 8 o'clock.

The Rev. Mr. Chapin offered the following Resolutions which after a 
brief ditCDstioa were severally passed.

The Report of the Committee for revising the Constitution of the Society 

for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, was called up, and being accept* 

ed, the following Cdnstitutio'n was adopted. 

CONSTiTQTION 

OF THE 

SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF CHRISTIAN KNOWLEDGE, 
ADOPtED 1818, AND AMENDED 1822, 1825, 1830, 1831 AND 1840. 

Auticlt: 1. This Society shall be called. '* The Connecticut Protestant 
Episcopal Society for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge.*' 

Art. 2. The Society shall be considered as comprehending all the mem- 
bers of the Church in this Diocese, abd shall be represented fir all purposes 
by the members of the Convention. 

Art. 3. The Bishop of the Diocese shall be ex-offich. President of the 
Society ; and the Bishop and the Standing Committee shall constitute the 
Board of Directors. Thc> Secretary arid Treasurer of the Society shall be 
appointed by the Board. 

Art. 4. The Board shall meet as often as the interests of the Society 
njay require ; and may take such measures as they may think expedient to 
obtain funds. They shall employ Missionaries within the Diocese ; and' 
"^y-P^use to be procdt-^ and distributed, or sold, Bibles, Prayer Books, 
and Keligious Tracts, in such manner as they may think proper. 

Art. d. All monies received for the benefit of tiie Society, shall be sab- 
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jtet to the onder of the Board, and shall he appropriated to the purpotee spe- 
cified in Articled. But any coDgregation or individual shall he allowed 
ihe privilege of designating tne .Church, station, or object to which one half 
of their contribution shall be applied ; and it shall be appropriated by the 
Board accordingly. 

Art. 6. The board shall toiafce' an annual report of their appropriations 
and other proceedings to iVf Convention; and the Treasurer shall also 
make a report of the state of the funds, including the names of the several 
Parishes, which annually contribute, with the amount of their contributions ; 
and also a statement of any donations racaived from individuals; which re- 
ports, or so much of them as the Convention; may direct, shall be entered 
on the Journals. 

Art. 7. At every An nuar Session of the CoQyeniion, a Sermon shall be 
preached before the Society. '" " 

Art. 8. No alteration shall be made in this Constitutlont without haying 
been proposed to the Convention, at least one day before it is acted upon : 
and the Convention alone shall have power to make alterations. 

On motion, Resolved ; as the opinion of this Convention, that it is highly 
improper and inexpedient, to encourage the introduction into Schools or pri- 
vate families, any edition of the Holy Scriptures varying from the author- 
ized £nglish version, received and acknowledged in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Jarvis from the Committee on that part of the Bishop*s 

Address, which relates to the subject of Education, presented the following 

Keport which was accepted, and the accompanying resolutions passed. 

The Committee to whom wai referrecT so much of the Bishop's Address 
as relates to the subject of education, beg leave respectfully to report, that 
their deliberations on the subject have resulted in the following views and 
resolutions. 

There can be, they apprehend, but one opinion in the Church as to the 
general principles of its educational system. INo intellectual cultivation can 
be safe, either for the welfare of the individual, or of civil society, unless it 
be accompanied by, and indeed based upon, relisrious cultivation. If our na- 
tion were united in those great principles of Apostolic faith and order which 
we hold as Churchmen, the education of all the children of the American 
republic, would assume a more exalted and perfect character, than any to 
which it can attain in the present divided state of religious opinion and prac- 
tice. But unhappily, there is no prospect of religious union ; and the ques- 
tion as regards our children is, shall they be deprived of the intellectual ad- 
vantages ofiered by the Connecticut Public Schools, improved as they are 
likely to be by the untiring exertions of intelligent and experienced men, be- 
cause they will there have no religious instruction, and be exposed to the dan- 
ger of influences hostile to sound and primitive Christianity. The Committee 
deliberately answer. No. They do not indeed disguise from themselves the 
magnitude of this danger. It is confessedly great ; but like all the other evils 
which intercourse with the world produces, it is to be met by correctives, and 
increased exertions on the part of parents, guardians, masters, sponsors and 
pastors. While the children attend the public schools, let the parents or 
other guardians, redouble their diligence to fortify the roind&of their children 
against these extraneous impulses. Let mothers especially devote a portion 
of every day to religious instruction, in hearing their children repeat '* the 
Creed, the Lord's prayer and the ten Commandments, and all other things 
which a Christian ought to know and believe, to his soul's health*" Where 
the mothers are incapable of this, let it he done by those pious persons who

SMoaort. Let matters iiMtnict their apprentices , and above all, let tfa« 
lergY be active. Let the S|ioda;|^ Schools be conducted entirely under tbe 
direction of the Parish Clergy, assist^ by such persons as they may appoint 
for that purpose. Let thera be careful to exhort parents to co-operate with 
them, and see that all the children of their pari»bioners attend punctually 
and steadily. Let it be understood that tbe lessons for tbe Sunday School 
are to be learned at bomeduringtheweek,andthatif they are not learned tbe 
parents or other gaatdians are responsible. In this manner yre may dimin- 
ish an evil which we cannot entirely remedy. Let the Clergy of each Par- 
ish visit the public schools; andlibt it be known that they feel it to be their 
right and their duty to inquliv if any measures are taken in them, by secta- 
rian teachers, or by other children to lead astray the tender lambs of their 
folds. We have a right as Churchmen to guard our children ; a right com- 
moa to all, and generally recognized. Let us not from timidity, or from any 
other cause, refrain from exercising it. 

Afler children have passed beyond the common schools, the whole sub- 
ject assumes a differenl aspect. Such of tbem as are designed for Class- 
ical education, go next to Academies and Colleges. Let Chorchmen pat- 
ronize their own institutions. All similar institutions are now by tacit and 
common consent, under the influence of particular denominations. If we 
send our children, where their religious faith is in danger of being perverted, 
we have no one to blame for it but ourselves. Let the Clergy exert them- 
selves by persuasion and remonstrance, to induce the laity in their respective 
cures, not to sacrifice to convenience or to fancied intellectual advantages, 
the spiritual \^elfare of their children. Let there be if possible in each 
County, an Episcopal Academy or. other school established ; and let thftse 
serve as preparatory schools to Washington College. Let the College obtain 
that place in the hearts of Connecticut Churchmen, which it deserves to 
have. Let it be made the center from which sound Church principles shall 
emanate through the whole Diocese. Let us by united efforts make it what 
it ought to be ; and we shall soon perceive by its reflex action, tbe vigour 
which under God*s blessing it will diffuse through the Diocese. Nay fur- 
ther ; from the influence of a Connecticut population flowing constantly in- 
to the new States of our union, the Church at large is interested in support- 
ing our institutions. The Episcopal Academies and Schools, and Washing- 
ton College are situated at the very springs of emigration. In proportion as 
sound Church principles are extended in Connecticut, a healthier stream 
will flow, and flow more abundantly so as to make glad the city of our God. 
In conclusion, the Committee recommend to the Convention to adopt tbe 
following resolutions : 

1. Resolved; That it be recommended to all parents, guardians, and mas- 
ters who have apprentices entrusted to their care, and sponsors who by the con- 
sent of parents have presented their children for Holy Baptism that they re- 
double their care and diligence in teaching their children themselves tbe 
first principles of the doctrine of Christ ; and that they use like care and dil- 
igeuce in seeing that their children attend punctually and steadily the Sun- 
day Schools of their respective Parishes. 

2. Resolved ; That it be recommended to the Clergy to take the entire 
oversight and charge of their Sunday Schools, appointing such persons only 
to be teachers in the same, as by examination or otherwise, they may know 
to be pious and competent to instruct. 

3. Resolved ; That it is the duty of every member of the Church in this 
Diocese to unite in establishing or improving if already established Episco- 
pal Academies or other schools, for the higher instruction of youth, and not 
to expose the childiea of the Church to be perverted by sectarian infloencas. 
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.. 4. i^8olv$4 ; As th9 sens^ of tkis CQav^ntlpQ, that it i» the (July of •Tury 
membetr of the Church in this Diocese, nod the interest of all other Churcti- 
uien to promote the welfare of Washington College.. 
All which is respectfully submitted.

During the 
latter part of the winter, an unusual degree of seriousness seeaied to pervade 
the congregatioD, from which the Rector was led to anticipate a mQcli larger 
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accettioQ to the Church than was actually made; whether this were owio^ 
to his own unfaithfulness in lahours, or to m want of prayerful co-operatioo 
on the part of professing ChriitiaDS, the last great day will determine. It 
will be seen from the precediof* statistics, that the number of communicanta 
has increased ; and it is humbly trusted that the spiritual keeps pace witb 
the numerical growth of the Parish.

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nod prectpitoQS b&nkt of the Fmrmuigton river. And, when he is apprited 
that this goodly edifice was erected :by the sacrifice of the careful and labor- 
rious earnings of a few individuals, in the yicinity, aided by the contributions 
of the members of the Episcopal Church throi>ghout the Diocese, his feelings 
of approbation are not diminished, nor his desire jbr the spread of the gospel 
in this almost heathen land, less ardent. 

But here ends all, that is pleasing or grateful to the Christian, in reference 
to this place. It is a superficial view only, that is attended with agreeable 
^nd animating associations, in connection with the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in Hitchcocksville. r'-. "• 

The population residing within a mile of the Church, is supposed to be 
between four and five hundred. The constant, attendants at Church, are 
from twenty to fifly persons. The other means of grace besides what the 
Church afibrdsto this community, are Methodist and Baptist services on 
fevery other Sunday. The first is held in the village; the other, two miles 
tdistant in Colebrook. 

The number of actual communicants at present, is 6; baptisms— infants; 
1 )' rharriages, 1 ; burials, 1 ; Sunday School— teachers, 4, scholars, 20 ; 
monthly ofibrings, $6,63 ; contributions to the support of a minister last year,

I took charge of this Parish at Easter last, since which time I have oflSci- 
ated regnlarly on Sunday, but have performed no other clerical duties. The 
Parish contains, families, 60; cEommunicants, 57 ; Sunday School— teach- 
ers, 15, scholars, 70.

39, scholars, 22iS ; missionary and charitable contributions, $14,79. 

The services which have been habitually held in the Parish during the 
year, besides the morning and evening services on Sunday, have been a Bi- 
ble class for young men on the same evening, and evening prayers and a 
lecture on Wednesdays. Both of these have been well attended, especially 
by the younger portion of the Parishioners. During the season of Lent, the 
Church was opened every Wednesday for morning prayer, and every Friday 
for evening prayer and a sermon. 

Within the year, the noble tower of the Church has been completed, and 
furnished with a large and melodious bell. The Parish is indebted to private 
munificence for a beautiful baptismal font and Episcopal chair. 

Notwithstanding the large dimensions of the Church, it is insufficient to 
afford accommodation for any material increase of the present congregation. 
There has been no striking change in the spiritual condition of the F«risb. 
The Rector is happy io the belief that it has enjoyed, iasocne measare, the 
continual dew of heavenly blessing; while Jie is deeply tensibte ' 
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the retain of grataful zeal, on the part of hit people, or of himtelf, is propor- 
tiooate to the extent of that bleMing.

I have officiated in this Parish 18 months. For the year past, my increas- 
ing infirmities have prevented me from the discharge of any duties farther 
than preaching about three Sundays out of five. On Easter Sunday last, 
convinced of my inability longer to discharge the duties of my office, I closed 
ray ministerial labors, having performed them, in the strength of the Lord, 
48 years. On reviewing the past, and the present, and anticipating the fu- 
ture prosperity of the Church, I can not but repeat the language of good old 
Simeon, ** Now Lord let thou thy servant depart in peace, for mine eyes 
have seen thy salvation.'*

In addhion, it may be proper to state, that it is less than a year, since my 
connection with this charge took place, and of course my work is scarcely 
begun. 

1 found the Church in Salisbury, very much depressed. They hpdenjoy- 
ed divine service but a few times, for more than two years ; while difficul- 
ties arose from old debts, which seemed to be in the way of further exertion, 
and the flock had become scattered, as sheep without a shepherd. My first 
service was but a poor specimen of my ability to serve them, as I fainted 
from indisposition, in the midst of the Litany, and preached my sermon, 
while shaking with the ague ; but with renewed strength, by the blessing 
of God, in the brightening prospects before us, I have been much encour- 
aged, from a good attendance, and general disposition to support the services 
of the Church, with patience to labor in faith and hope. 

In Sharon, the Church had been regularly opened for lay service, but they 
had been without a minister nearly a year, and with no one to care for their 
souls, the congregation no longer held together, but some became indifferent to 
the holy services of the Church, and others joined the Methodists. Such 
effi)rts have been made, it is believed, as will, by the blessing of God, be 
goccessfal in the resusitalion oC his ChuicK. 
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I have preached from house to house, especially for the henefit of old peo- 
ple, who are UDable to get to the house of God. These services have been 
desired by the people, aad the Church has given promise of renewed vigor. 
Bible classes have been conducted between services, and Sunday Schools 
have been started, in both Churches.; but with these imperfect reports, the 
most we can say, is, we live in hope that we shall be renewed by the Holy 
Ghost,— that God will pour upon us a spirit of grace and supplication,— and 
that the great Head of the Church will graciously bless his praying people. 

This charge is remote, and with no Clergyman near, and I have occasional 
calls for services, of a missionary character, in the adjoining towns. 

Tt should be added, that the ladies of these Parishes have recently organi- 
sed themselves into working societies for purposes ot benevolence and piety, 
and their prospects of usefulness, are very encouraging. 

ST. JAMES' CHURCH, WESTVILLE. 

REV. A. B. CHAPIN, BECTOR. 

Families, 29 ; baptisms— infants 12, adults, 3, total 15 ; confirmed, 6 ; com' 
municants — ^added by removals, 5, anew, 6; present number, 25^ marriages, 
1 ; burials, 3 ; Sunday School— teachers, 8, scholars 35 ; missionary and 
charitable contributions, $21,25. 

This Parish was organized and admitted into union with this Convention, 
in 1835, with a very small number of families. From that time, until July 
1838, the only clerical services performed there on Sundays, was rendered 
gratuitously by the Rev. S. Jewett, who continued to officiate one half the 
time, until Feb. 1839, when he was prevented by ill health, and has not 
since been able to resume his labors. The present number of families is 
twenty nine, but would in all probability have been more, had not the diffi- 
culties in the commercial world crippled the energies of many individuals 
in the place, and by throwing men out of business, compelled them to leave. 
There are, however, several other families who are in the habit of occasional 
attendance at Church, but who cannot be properly counted as belonging 
there. Our house of worship, which was completed in May, 1839, was 
Consecrated on the 17th of September. The expense of the house and 
land, was something over $4,000, of which about $800, is now due. This 
sum has all been subscribed once, but has been lost through the same com- 
mercial difHculties above spoken of. In this particular they stand in gteat 
need of aid and assistance, from their more favored brethren. 

If we may judge from the fruit, there is in many respects, an encourag- 
ing state of things, in a spirittuil point of view. Public service on Sunday 
is well attended, by a congregation, whose devout and serious attention to tha 
institutions of religion, and the services of the Church, give good hope, that 
there is an inward and corresponding preparation of heart and engaged ness 
of soul. Occasional services, have also been well attended. A Lecture 
was delivered every Wednesday evening by the Rector, and a Lecture 
read by a Layman, every Friday evening, during the season of Lent, and a 
daily service held through Passion Week. With the exception of Good Fri-* 
day, these services were held in the evening, and all were well attended, 
by a devout and serious congregation. All the special occasions of public 
worship, appointed by the Book of Common Prayer, since that time have 
been observed ; and as far as we can judge, with decidedly beneficial re- 
sults. 

In the observance of the Saints* days, a great variety of facts, relating to 
the Scripture history, and the history of the Church, not especially appior 
priate for other seasons, were brought before the congregation.

The cause of this Pkriib lias been presented to the public, in a centen- 
nial Sermon, and the clfums which it has upon the sympatliies and support 
of their brethren in other places, 'lias interested many m its favor. It is 
hoped that they will succMd in completing their house in the course of the 
present year, if the times will allow. . 

Since the first of January, I have preached in several other Parishes, dur- 
ing the time I have not been occupied. I have preached three times in Bran- 
find, baptising one child, and administered the lUly- Communion once.

Having previously ascertained 
the probable result of another attempt to establish a Church permanently 
in that place, and as I thought, ** counted the cost," I made to the people, 
wjxh a full knowledge of their wishes and feelings on the subject, a proposi- 
tion to preach to them, all the Sundays till Easter, provided, that in the 
meantime, a society might be organized anew in the place, and the neces- 
sary arrangements made for erecting a Church for the worship of Almighty 
God. This proposition was acceded to, and very laudable and praiseworthy 
exertions made on their part, to fulfill its conditions. Accordingly, on the 
22d of July, 1839, they met, and afler organizing themselves into a Parish, 
took a vote to build a Church edifice in tluu place, and as far as possible, at 
their own expense. This was for them a great work ; and in the execution 
of it thus far it has laid their united strength and resources under a heavy 
contribution. The work, however, goes on, and I trust, will, to its com pie* 
tition,.ciif er/u//^, unitedly and zealously. They are deserving of a Church, 
and I venture, without the spirit of prophecy, to predict, that by the blessing 
of God on their endeavors, they will have a Church. 

The frame work of a Church, was raised in the month of April last, and 
is now in progress towards its final completion, with an expectation that it 
will be ready for consecration early in the month of September next* 

Thus, it will be perceived, that a Parish has been organized in Harwin- 
Umb»- and ^bat its men^bers have a reasonable prospect of ftoQH baving a 
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Church of their own. The Parish consists of about 20 families, who, to- 
gether with other occasional attendants on the service, make up a congrega- 
tion of from 75 to 100 attentive, and apf>arently, devotional hearers. Com- 
municants, 25 ; burials, 2 ; marriages, 2. I now commend this little Par- 
ish to the Christian fellowship of toe Church in this Diocese, and for their 
continued peace and prosperity, they have my most earnest prayers to God.

At no period, perhaps, have the prospects of this Parish been more en- 
couraging than they are at present. At our last annual meeting, held on 
Easter Monday, efl(orts were made to extinguish the Parish debt, amounting 
to about $450,-*a debt which was contracted in building and repairing the 
Church ; and the efibits then made, and those which are still making, will 
soon, there is every reason to believe, be crowned with entire success. It is 
also, vrith much satisfaction, and gratitude to the Giver of all Good, that the 
minister is able to report an apparently increasing interest in the Parish, in 
the cause of the re/tg-tous education of the young. Parents are beginning to 
feel more deeply the importance of bringing their children into a covenant 
relation with God by the rite of baptism, and instructing them in the obliga- 
tions of that covenant rite, and in accordance with the doctrines and disci- 
pline of the Church. These evidences of the prospects of the Parish, to- 
gether with the increasing attendance upon the regular and occasional ser- 
vices of the Church, the flourishing state of the Sunday School, and the ad- 
ditions which have from time to time been made to the communion, which 
have been sufficient to more than double the number of communicants dur- 
ing the space of the last four years, notwithstanding several deaths, and 
many removals ; while they aflbrd reason for believing that our ** labors in 
the Lord" have not been hitherto entirely in vaiu, afibrd also ample motives 
for continued and still more vigorous exertions. 

It ought not to be concealed, however, that another and less encouraging 
▼iew of the state of this Parish might be given. There are those— -mai^ 
such— •belonging to this Parish, who exhibit a growing indifference to every 
thing of a religious nature, whom the most trival excuses are sufficient to 
keep from the house of God, and who, as they appear to have little 
regard for their own spiritual welfare, exhibit no less indifference respecting 
the spirirual and eternal interests of their children. May the merciful God 
eaavert the sinner, awaken the careless, and make all our waaU and deso^ 
late places like the garden of the liOid.

An association of individuals composed for the most part of communicants 
of the Church, completed last fall a very neat and commodious Parsonage 
at an expense of about $2,250. 

The spirit manifested by the Parish, in this, as in many other matters, is 
the more commendable, as there are connected with it, but few individuals 
fkvored to much extent, with the possession of wealth.

This Parish, by the blessing of God, may now be considercci las one of 
those where permanent services may be maintained during the whole year 
without any very burdensome tax being levied on the meoibers which now 
attend the services of the Church. At Easter the demand for pews was be- 
yond the present amount of the accommodation in pew room. The Sunday 
School numbers about 100 scholars, 'the number of families who may bo 
considered Episcopalians, in connection with the Parish, is about 100. This 
however, would not be a correct criterion by which to judge of the amount 
of Parish duty required of the Clergyman, or Church induence which exists 
in the town. I think that two thirds of the population are in the habit of 
calling for Episcopal services more or less. The number of communicants 
on the Church record is 126. The number of communicants, who have 
eome to the table of the Lord with us for the first time during the past year, 
is 10; baptisms, 5; 1 adult, and 4 children; burials, 17,. marriages, 12;

Un tbe whole, the Rector consideis the situation of his Pariirii as prosper- 
ous. There haroi it is true, been secessions fiom it, bot in svttgp inetaaoa it 
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has been of persons who felt do affectioo for the outward order, or inward 
spirituality of the Church. This is evident from the simple fact that with 
scarcely an exception, the persons so seceding and their children, were un- 
baptized. 

The Church, in her Apostolic and Catholic character, is the only barrier 
against the growing spirit of sectarianism. But unless we ourselves uphold 
the institutions of our Lord and his Apostles, in their purity, that barrieir will 
be greatly weakened. It is not the numbers, but the spiritual mindedness, 
the holy zeal, the ardent charity of those who profess and call themselvea 
Churchmen, a name synomymous with Catholic Christians, which can 
build up the waste places and; cause the moral desert of the world to blossom 
as the rose. In this respect we have in our Parish much to amend. Among 
our male members especially, there is too much worldly-mindedness, too 
much indifference to the one thing needful. But we take courage in the 
hope that a change is going on ; that there is more seriousness and a deeper 
conviction of the inestimable value of Divine Institutions. 

There has been an increased attendance upon public worship. During 
the past year, agreeably to the resolutions of the convention of 1839, th6 
Church has been opened for divine services on all festivals and Saints* dayp^ 
and every day in Passion week. During Lent, the evenings of San^Vt 
Wednesday and Friday, were devoted to a course- of lectures on the right 
method of interpreting the Scriptures, and expositions of the Apostolieal 
Epistles. The attendance has been greater than in any preceding year; 
aind in proportion as the habit has increased of attending where ** prayer is 
wont to be made,*' an increase has taken place in the spirit of devotion. 
The strict observance of the institutbns of the Church, has received that 
blessing which is its usual accompaniment. A deeper and more extended con- 
viction is felt, that men should go to Church, not from fashion, or to gratify 
their fancy or their taste, but to partake of the means of grace, and thereby 
to increase and excite the hopes of glory.

The statistical table here given, shows a considerable increase within the 
year past. A far larger number of baptisms has taken place than is usual 
in a Parish of this size, and more perhaps than can be expected in any one 
year for some time to*come. Many families, owing probably to the want 
heretofore of stated services, and the ministratio^ of a settled Clergyman, 
had entirely neglected this holy ordinance. Tfaii^ subject, hd we ver, being 
presented to their minds, and its importance urged, .their preijidices and dis- 
inclination here readily yielded to their sense of da^. Throughout the 
winter, there has been held a weekly Bible lecture, 'il[verage attendance at 
which has been about 30, consisting chiefly of the young. More than ever 
am I persuaded, even from my own little experience, that the Clergy should 
more generally look to the religious education of the youth within their Par- 
ishes, to seeing them well grouDded in the doctrines, discipline, and usages 
of the Church. It is doubtless from want of it, that so many, under the 
adverse circumstances of their Parish Cbureh, or from other trivial causes, 
forsake the faith, and the old paths of their fathers. It has been said, and I 
am ready to jexpress my belief in its truth, that no one thoroughly indoctrin-' 
aied in the principles and practices of the Church ever left it, for what is 
called, a more congenial and spiritual mfide of worship. During the sea- 
son of Lent, I held a regular WednM^iiy evening service in Church, 
which was well attended ; as also every day in Passion Week, the result of 
which I cannot but believe wi^^jirove someil^hftt beneficial to the Parish at 
large. May God in his mercy, pour down upon us the dew of his heavenly 
blessing. - .

Some difficulty has been found in reporting the precise nunfbarof Utikk* 
ilies belonging to the Parish, from the want of any specific test df ioifanber- 
ship. The number of families reported is believed to be rather' oodbr thml 
over a correct list. 
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Within the past year, the subject of infant baptism has received special 
attention. It has been ascertained, that the sentitDents so prevalent at the 
present day, without the bounds of the Episcopal Church, respecting this 
sacrament, are not without their influence within the limits of this Parish.. 
A very large number of children are as yet unbaptized. The Sunday 
School is in a flourishing condition under the superintendence of the senior 
warden. In connection with the Sunday School, a class has been formed 
for the purpose of studying the evidencies of Christianity— which class is 
proceeding prosperously under the supervision of a thoroughly educated 
professional gentleman. Blake*s Conversations on the evidences of Christian- 
ity has been adopted as the text book. One object aimed at in the formation 
of this class was to interest in serious things, a portion of the congregation 
at that period of life, when the Sunday School is usually deserted. It is at- 
tended by between thirty and forty persons, married and unmarried, a ma- 
jority of whom are young men. The number belonging to this class, i^ 
included in the above report of the Sunday School. 

For the building up of this people in the faith and order of the Gospel 
most reliance has been placed up«n.tbe. ordinary appointed means of grace. 
During the season of Lent, the Church was open fo^ prayers on Wednesday 
morning and Friday evenings, with preaching at the evening services. loi 
iPassion Week, these services were more frequent. ' Occasional evening ser- 
vices have been held in the outskirts of the Parish. 

Within the past year there has been no unusual interest in this communi- 
ty on the subject of religion. The plain truths of the Gospel however, have 
been listened to with attention, and in a few instances, the delightful priv- 
ilege has been enjoyed of pointing the enouiring soul to the Lamb of God 
who taketh away the sins of the world. For each of these marks of God's 
infinite love, as well as for every other blessing, with which an unworthy 
ministry has been crowned, God*t holy name be praised, through Jesus 
Christ our Lotd.

Concerning the present state of the Parish, I am happy to report a good 
degree of improvement during the past year. This is manifefiited in a 
gro^fing attention to the institutions of the Gk>8pel, and an increasing at- 
tachment to tbe distinctive features of the Church. The special occasions 
for public worship, appointed by the Liturgy, have been uniformly observed, 
and the services well attended. No Sunday Sdhool has yet been organized 
in the Parish ; as the children are catechized by the minister on each Lord's 
day during the summer. 

On the whole, the stale of the Parish is prosperous; and though in a 
Christian sense, for the most part, fallow ground,— indicative of a steady 
growth. We think it may be safely said of the condition of the Parish 
generally, that at no period of its history, have its prospects appeared more 
favorable.

Since the last Annual Convention, little has occurred in this Parish which 
requires particular notice. As heretofore, the number of communicants has 
been steadily increasing. And when we look back and compare the pres* 
ent state of the Church with its former condition, our heart swells with grat- 
itude to Almighty God, for the degree of prosperity which he has seen fit to 
bestow upon this once humble Parish^ Four years have not elapsed since 
the present incumbent entered upon the duties df tbe Parish, yet the num- 
ber of communicants has been more than doubled. This however affords 
no ground for self dongratulation. The Great Bishop and Shepherd ofaouK 
once said to his Apostles, ** One soweth and another reapeth. I sent you to 
reap that whereon ye bestowed no labors; other men labored and ye 
are entered into their labors^" **And he that reapeth receiveth wages* 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal ; that both he that sowetb, and 
he that reapeth may rejoice together.*' Neither is this ground of rejoicing 
ftny just occasion for human exultation. '* Paul may plant, and ApdUot 
water, but God giveth the increase.*' ** So then neither is he that planted 
any thing, neither he that watereth ; but Grod that giVelh the increase.** 

Although two families have removed, and one which last year was re^* 
oned as belonging to the Parish, has ceased to attend ; yet the number of 
families is not diminished. Of the six additional families eouoierated, two 
are from other denominations, two are by the formation of matrimonial coo« 
nexioQt and two by removal. This statement however, if it were not quali- 
ified. Would convey an erroneous impression respecting the real co^ditioii of 
the Parish. This includes many families not baptized, and wiip do not 
prafesa SLoy strong and decided attachment for the peculiar diettines of thfl 
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tfiiurch ; and I am sorry to be compelled to Addi for any particular foritl of 
Christianity ; yet as they give the Church their preference on account of 
her uniform character, and the regular order and comeliness of her worship, 
and contribute to her support^ attend her worship, when they attend 
any where, and call upon the miniMer of the Church for any services 
which they deem necessary ; it "ivas thought proper to include them in this 
report; The number of male t>er8ons legally connected with the Parish is 
only 40; 

Since the beginning of the last seasbn of Advent, there has been a minute 
dbservdnce, as far as circumstances would permit, of the special seasons 
and days of the Church, and it is thought with decidedly beneficial results; 
Since the deeply interesting services of Lent, Passion Week, Good Friday^ 
and Easter Day, there has been manifested a much more lively interest in 
the services of the Church ; the congregation has been unusually full, and 
there has also been an increased attendance of the young people. ' This lat- 
ter effect, however, may in some nieasure be asciibed to the improvement 
which has recently been made in the style and execution of Church music, 
and the effort to adapt, as much as possible^ this music to the various seasons 
of the Church. One effect of the observance of the days and seasons of the 
Church has been, instead of exciting the prejudices, and arousing the oppo- 
sition of Christians of other denominations, to increase their respect, and to 
win their admiration for the system of wbrship adopted by the Church for 
the inljprovement of her members in Christian knowleidg^ lUid their growtli 
in erace. 

As an evidence of the zeal of this Patish for the dUe celebration of divine 
Worship we ciln not omit to mention the purchase of aU entire new set of 
communion service for the Chapel, at an eitpense of not much less than fifty 
dollars. May the Great head of the Church continue to increase the zeal of 
the members of this portion of the Church militant, not for external things 
oiily, but also for thdt inward holiness of heart without which no on($ cati 
be fitted to enjoy the happiness and glory of the Church triumphant.

In temporal matters, the Parish is, perhaps, more prosperous than at any 
former period. Services are now held alternately in the old Church, at 
Tashya, and the Church recently elected by the Barish at Long Hill ; this 
latter building, it is expected, will be consecrated the ensuing week. 

It would seem now that by the blessing of God, what only is wanted to 
establish the Parish on a good foundation, to sustain, services, and increase 
in prosperity, is a patient, persevering, animated zeal, which wearies not in 
well-doing, on the part of the members. To them we would say, Brethi^en, 
this rests with us. L^et us not be wanting to our duty and privilege, and Ood 
will not be wanting to us. We must loo^ for trials ; but let us hold fast fo 
our duty and we shall he carried through in safely. Parishes often fear in 
respect to pecuniary matters ; bii^t let Mfl remenabjer what we have mpst to 
fear, and this we are apt to. overlook, is a decline in piety, ia devotion to the 
cause of Christ and his Church. These let us fear, and whil^ God remains 
we shall have nothing else that we need greatly fear. 

The principalspecialoccasionsef public worship appointed l^y the Cl|urch, 
have been observed, and with i^ toler^b)e. good attendance. 

WASHINGT0;N COLLEGE. 

REV. S. TOTTBN, D» D^ TRBSIDENT. 

Since the meeting of the last Couveatioi;^ in ihis Diooeae, my tiape haa 
been mostly employed in the duties of my aalUng as President of Wash^. 
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ington ColUitt. I have, however, officiated occasionally ia the aeichborio j^ 
Parithee. With the awiatance of the Rev. John Williams, I have held ser-i 
vices in the College Chapel on the afternoon of each Sunday, with the ex-< 
oepdon of the present College session. 

The nnmher of students, undergraduates, now merohers of Washington 
College, is 80, of those 35 are communicants in the Protestant Episcopal 
Church. And of these 35 comrouniquits, only 15 belong to the Diocese of 
Connecticut. Of the- whole number of students 37 only are from the state 
of Connecticut. 

Though perhaps not particularly connected with the business of this Con- 
vention, it may not be amiss to give some account of the general condition 
qf the College, as it most depend (or patronage and support almost entirely . 
upon the Episcopal Church* . There are now but 3 students beloDgiijig to it 
who i|re ipembers of otjuter depomi nations. It must be therefore, to the 
Church and the ministers of Che Church, that we are to look for the patron- 
age and influence that will continue the College in successful operation. 
During the Presidency of the Rev. Dr^, Wheaton, large subscriptions were 
made to the funds of the College. Its debts were paid, and two Professor- 
ships one of $20,000, aiid the other of $14,000, were established. The 
Cprppn^tion has also, other ^property. The net income from the whole pernia- 
nent fund of the College, amounts to about $2,200. The income from tui- 
tion and other College charges, if punctually paid, would amount to about 
$4,000, which added to the income of the fund, would be quite sufficient to 
meet the current expenses of the College. 

The amount actually realized from tuition &c., falls short of $3,000, say 
$2,800. This arises from the fact that the Trustees of the College have au- 
thorized the President to remit the tuition of indigent students designed for 
the ministry.^ Nearly $1,000 is thus annually given away by the institi^tion 
for the benefit of the Church. There are also, losses occasioned by tbe 
inability of graduates who have been credited with the amount of tbe Col- 
lege charges, to meet their engagements. Some are missionaries in foreiga 
lands, some are settled over feeble Parishes, and some deceased. The losses 
from these causes alone, amount to more than $4,000 since the establbhment 
of the CoUece. I am thus particular in giving an account of the pecuniary 
concerns of £e Institution, lest the fact that the presentincomeof the College 
is not equal to its necessary expenditures should excite surprise, and espe- 
cially when the large subscriptions made to its funds within a few years, 
are taken into the account It will probably be necessary to call upon the 
friends qf the Church and the College, for farther subscriptions in the course 
of a few years. The Trustees have in their possession unproductive property 
lyhich they hope to dispose of to meet tbe present annual deficit. 

The Cqllege is l^owever, in want of funds for other purposes than to meet 
its current expenses. The library needs to be renewed. The Pbilosophici^l 
apparatus needs some additions. The mineralogical cabinet is far from be- 
ing extensive. It has occurred to me, that with very little exertion, the Cler-r 
gy might do something for the library. There are, in many families, bpoka 
of very little value to them, and on which they set but little value, that 
would be of great use in a public library, and which would, no doubt, be cheerr ' 
fully given to the College on the solicitation of the Clergyman. I would 
also request such of my brethren as have any knowledge of mineralogy or • 
the natural sciences* in general, to bear in mind the wants of the College, and 
as they have opportunity to collect specimens for the cabinet. I can not but

years, both to the cabinet and the library, which purchased directJy would 
taimt seveirai thousand dollars.

The above Report embraces a period of about eight months. My of- 
ficial labors commenced in this Parish, October 13th, 1839, since which 
time to the present, I have been regularly occupied on Sundays one half of 
the time. Ilesiding out of the village, I have not' been able to gife public 
services other than Sunday, except on tunt occasions. * ' 

This Parish, though small and feeble, is remfirkably united and harmoni- 
orus inaction, many of its members evincing an'ardtfnt desire to sustain the 
ministration of the word and sacraments, to the extent of their ability ; 
which circumstances together with a gradually increasing congregation of 
late, are amons the encouraging prospects for the fbture. Seven persons 
are purposing the present week to assume their baptismal engagements in the 
Holy rite of Confirmation. No contributions haVd^been made for objects 
out of the Parish, except for the Society for the '-Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge, as noted above. 

This Church being unable to sustain ministerial services, but half of the 
lime, the moiety has been occupied in the several Churches in the vicinity 
which are but partially supplied. 

Sunday, April 5th, (5th Sunday in Lent,) I officiated in Grace Church, 
^amden, at the request of the Rector, the Rev. Henry Fitch, and baptized 
an infant, a member of his family. On Whitsunday the 7th inst., at Christ 
jp^qrchf Quaker's Farms, (Oxford,) I baptized an infant.

I entered on the duties of this Parish, and that of Trinity Chuch, North* 
field, towards the close of last Juiy^ — my services being equally divided be- 
tween them. Since Easter I have officiated the whole time in Bethlem. 
It is encouraging to see this little Parish, of 38 families, efiecting the noble 
efibrt to sustain the entire services of a Clergyman. Notwithstanding the 
heavy tax which this necessarily lays upon the society, they have manifested 
a readiness to do more, by painting and repairing their Church, an expense 
of about $150, (between 30 and $40 of which were raised by the sewing 
society, years past.) About $65 have heen expended for other objects within 
the Parish, and $10,56 appropriated to Domestic and Foreign Missions ; to- 
tal expended, exclusive of the salary, $225,56. 

The Parish in Northfield was united at Easter with Hafwinton, and hap- 
pily enjoys the services of the Rev. Dr. Holcomb, to whose report I have 
nothing particularly to add, except that this Church has raised for Missionary 
purposes— Domestic and Foreign, $36,50. Deaths, 2; marriagCi 1.

I^ 
is but just that I should here state, in reference to the small number or infant 
baptisms administered during the past year, and which might seem to ipdi- 
cate a neglect of this ordinance among us, that a much larger number might 
have been reported but for the inclemency of the weather on the last XfO^*a 
day, at which time, being the Whitsunday baptism, a number, were to have 
been presented. 

By comparing the present report with those which have l?ecn made for 
this Parish in years past, it will be seen, that for the last twelve mppths we 
have had a hn number of additions to our communion, xhhXi, formerly , dur- 
ing the same period. Still we do not despond ; but feel encourage4 in vie^f. 
of the past. Constantly, if not daily, has the Lord added to us si^ch as, 
we trust, shall be saved ; and (what is no less a matter of rejoicing, because 
it is no le89 an evidence of teal ptQa\>et\i^f,^ steadily, as we believe, have 
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those among us, who name themseives of Christ,, beea growing io grace, 
and becoming built op in our most Holy Faith. >» . 

And, here, while speaking of the spiritual cbbdittbn of this Parish, its 
Parson records it as his settlaJ conviction, that these, its vital interests, have 
been greatly promoted, by observing . those seasons, (especially the Lenten 
and Easter,) to which the Church, m her prescribed course of yearly ser- 
vices invites our attention. 

I may not close this report, without saying, that though favored with much 
spiritual blessing, this Parish has suiSered not a little during the past season, 
as it has done, to an uncommon degree, in years past, in loss, by death, from 
that class on whom it is dependant for support. More than an ordinary pro- 
portion of heads of families have been taken from us. But even in view of 
this adverse circumstance, we see blessings connected with it, and growing 
out of it if hich demand our most devout acknowledgments. For, while we 
have good reason to believe, that those taken frofn lis, have but been trans- 
ferred from the militant to the triumphant branch of the Church; we are 
happy to be able to say, that the Lord is putting it into the hearts of other 
and younger members of our flock, to come forwarcf, and fill, so far as they 
may, the place of the dead. Upon the whole, we may declare, what grati- 
tude requires us to confess, that we are at present, under the blessing of Ood, 
a prosperous and happy people. 

WASHINGTON COLLEGE. 

REV. JOHN WILLIAMS, TUTOR. 

In accordance with the Canon I would report, that since the last Con- 
vention, in addition to my duties in College, I have officiated in this, and the 
neighboring Diocese of Massachusetts, somewhat more than two thirds of 
the time ; a portion of my services being in the College Chapel. I have 
also administered the rite of Holy Baptism to one infant. 

CHRIST CHURCH, STRATFORD. 

REV. EDWIN W. WILTBANK, RECTOR. 

Families, 105 ; baptisms — infants, 5 ; confirmed^ 15 ; communicants- 
added, by removals, 7; anew, 10; lost, by death, 1; removals, 3; present 
number, 123; marriages, 4; burials, 6; Sunday School — teachers, 10;

In addition to our usual Sunday. services, the Church has been opened for 
Weekly services during the month preceding confirmation, and during Lent ; 
pn the firdt Monday evening of every month ; five days in Passion week, and 
on all the leading festivals and fasts of Holy Church. The Rector is pleased 
to record that these services were all remarkably well attended. 

By reference to the number of baptisms recorded, it will be seen to be 
unusually small, when compared with the generality of Parishes of the 
same extent. This is mainly to be attributed to the fearfully loose notions 
which' have been prevalent in respect to that holy saorament. 

In a spiritual light, the Parish is, we believe, decidedly prosperous. If 
we have no feverish excitements to record, we have, what we deem valua- 
ble, a steady growth in grace on the part of the communicants ; and an in- 
creasing interest in the things which make for their peace, on the part of 
those, who have heretofore been backward in making a full professioa of 
Christ and his Holy Religion. 
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CHRIST CtiURCH. SALEM. 

RBV* JOHN W. WOODWARD, RBCTOR. 

Since my last report to- the Conyention, there has been no material 
change in the coudition andl ptbeptets of this Parish, of a very interesting 
naturet except I have sdemnixed seven baptisms— two adults and five chil- 
dren ; celebrate)] one raarriaige ; officiated ait otfe funeral ; two faoiiUea have 
removed from my Parish the spring past ; three families in the mean time 
have united with us; two commonicants have been added this season, antf 
in all probability several more wil( be addeid to our Communion after confir- 
mation. 

Notwithstanding the inclemency of the weather, and my indisposition, I 
have been very regular in performing diving service on Sunday, and occa- 
sionally through the week. The Pansh, although very weak, contemplates 
the immediate erection of a lectorV, whi6h is vei'y much needed here, as 
well as in many other Parishes for the tomCcfrt and coDTenience of th^ 
Clergy. ''

The condition of this Parish, by the blessing of Gkxl, has heeH improved 
within the past year. The strenuous efibrts of the people, for the support of 
the Grospel here, have not apparently diminished their temporal prosperity. 
And the number whose practice accords with their helUft that ** Godliness is 
profitable unto all things, having the promise of the life that now is, and that 
which is to come ;" is considerably increased. There has been but little 
sickness, and but a single death within the limits of th^ Pdrish the past 
year. 

Through the kindness of the Clergy both in and out of the County, in ac- 
comodating the present incumbent with occasional exchanges, suitable oppor- 
tunities have been afforded the people for the reception of the holy Sacra- 
ment ; and thereby brought that relief to the Rector, so much needed to a 
persou of sickly temperament, and unaccustomed to that close confinmunU 
which unavoidably falls to the lot of a//, whose labors are confined to a 
single Parish, llius aided, the Pirish have been supplied with servicer 
and preaching every Sabbath, and some extra services through the season of 
Lent tfnd other favorable opportunities. 

I have only to say, that God has given us His blessirtg. And that we 
have the helping hand, and I trust the fervent prayer of some, who a little 
time since, were perhaps fdr from expecting, that the grace of God would 
bring them with a willing mind, and renewed heart, to offer the sacrifice of 
praise and prayer in the Church of Christ; responding in th6 beauty of 
holiness ; " Praise the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his beiiefits.'* 

As a people, we have reason to thank God and take courage ;— believxog 

that the Church in East Plymouth may not immediately be given **to the 

moles and to the bats ;" but be long known as a consecrated place, where 

the way of God is in the sanctuary, and where devout worshippers may 

coDtJDue to offer the praises and pia^ws of the Church of the living God, 
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until they shall be called by Him, who redeemed us to God by His blood, 
to join tne Church triumphant, where all the ransomed of the Loid, shall 
receive a crown of unfading gbry. ^ -;

TREASURER OF THE SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF CHRIS* 

TMN KNOWLEDGE. 

The Treasurer, in presenting his Account of receipts and expenditures for 
the past year, begs leave once more to ask the attention of the Church to 
some of the facts stated in the Report which he had the honor to submit to 
the Convention of 1837. 

Of the four classes of Parishes which require aid from the whole Diocesei 
in order to make up the sum of $500 per annum, as therein specified, eight 
only out of twenty-one of the first class, requiring from $50 to $100, seven 
out of twenty-two of the second class, requiring from $150 to $200, six 
out of thirteen of the third class, which can pay only $200 or $250, and one 
only of the fourth class, which are too small to pay even that sum, have re- 
ceived assistance. Some of these Parishes in the course of three yearay 
have doubtless, become strouffer, and possibly may need no further aid ; but 
the greater part of them it is believed, still require our fostering care. Un- 
less, therefore, something can be done to increase the income of the Society^ 
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tb«M Parisact muM contiauein their present wedk cofiditiun, tupyinetL very 
•canty portion of the meaosof grace, and destitute of the benent of a resi- 
dent ministry. Nothing but perseverance and system in making collections« 
;est»nded to every Parish in the Diocese, great or small, will accomplish 
the object which all who truly lov&ibe Church, must have at heart. 

By reference to the report made at the last Convention, (p. 45, Journal 
1839,) it will be seen that the balance of $583,28, then in the Treasurer's 
hands, included the legacy of Miss Vashti SherpsaOt $366,46, intended by 
the benevolent donor, to be added;to the perm^beiit fund. It remained 
with the Board of Directors to instriict the Treastim-how to dispose of this 
sum ; but no direction having been given, and tbft present state of the money 
market being uncertain and.precaripus, he .Witft iinwilling to make any per- 
manent investment on his own responsibility /it is desirable that such invest- 
ment should be made ; but in order that the*Society should sustain no loss, he 
has charged himself with interest from the 12^ of June, 1839. On the 12th 
of June, 1840, there will, therefor^ be in' his hands the amount $389,02, 
being the principal and one year's interest on- Miss Sherman's legacy to be 
paid over to his successor in office, Jud subject to the direction' of the future 
board. Deducting Miss Sherman'8;l)|acy th^re remained last year a bal- 
ance of $216,28, to be applied to theaiprearages then due on the appropria- 
tions of the preceeding year. It will ^be seen by the account which he has 
now the honor of submitting to the Convention, that on these arrearages he 
paid the sum of $213,85, leaving Qnly92,43, to be applied to the appropria- 
tions of the year ending at Easteh 1840« The sum received at the last 
Convention, was $617,71 , and the whole amount subsequently received has 
been only $203, making a total of $823,l4, to meet the appropriations of 
the year ending at £ aster 1840. At a meeting of the Board which took place 
on the 12th of June, 1839, during the pecessary absence of the Treasurer^ 
the appropriations for the then ensuing year were made as follows : 

To seven Parishes of the first class, viz. Bristol, Hebron, East Haddam, 
Warehouse Point, Danbury, New Canaan, arid Greenwich, each $50, and 
to Woodbury, $100; to two ^Parishes ef the second class, Hamden and 
Hitchcocksville, $75 each ; to four Parishes of the same class, viz : New 
Britian, Essexborough, Branford, 'and Salisbury, $50 each, and to Poque- 
tonnuck, $25 ; to four Parishes of the third class viz. Middlebury, Weston, 
Bradleyville and Washington, $50 each ; to Westville, $100, and to Salem, 
$25 ; of the fourth class, only West Haven received an appropriation 
amounting to $50. The total amount of these appropriations was $1,200 ; 
and the Board was sanguine enough to believe that the subsequent contribu- 
tions of the several Parishes of the Diocese, wwild enable the Treasurer to 
meet the whole. In this they have been disappointed. One half of 
each appropriation has been paid, and Poquetonnuck, Salem and Hebron, 
have received both payments. There remains to be paid the sum of 
$550, and to meet this, the Treasurer has now ouly $170,64, leaving a deficit 
of $379,.36. 

It will be seen at once, that unless more vigorous measures are taken to 
increase the annual amount of the Society's receipts, the Board will not be 
justified in making such an appropriation again, inadequate as it confessedly 
is to the wants of the weaker Parishes. To draw upon the coming year to 
pay the deficiencies of the past is a fallacious mode of proceeding. It holds 
out a promise to the weaker Parishes which it fails to keep. It operates un- 
favourably upon the Clergy ; and it embarrasses and increases the trouble of 
the Board. It is to be hoped therefore, that some measures will be taken 
to remedy the present disorder. The Treasurer can not think of any better 
plan. than that which he proposed in 1837. But to effect that plan, energy

The Board of Education, of tbe Church Scholarship Society, respectful- 
ly present their annual Report. 

As usual, the history of tbe operations of the Society during the year, 
may be related in very few words. It has lent its assistance to fourteen 
young men, who have been pursuing their studies at Washington College, 
in prepiartion for the ministry. It has at present ten beneficiaries. Since 
its origin, it has afibrded aid to fifty, and of wbomtwen^ six, it is believed, 
are now engaged as parochial clergymen or as missionanes. 

The Society has been sustained, through the year, by the liberal contri- 
butions of a few Parishes, and by re-payments from former beneficiaries. 
It remains free from debt, and has met without difficulty all the applications 
for its assistance. • Were those applications somewhdt more numerous, it is 
scarcely to be doubted, that increased contributions would afibfd the means 
of still maintaining the pledge of the Society, that no proper applicant 
should be rejected. 

In this connexion, the Board would beg leave to call the attention of the 
Society to the deficiency which is understood to exist, in the present number 
of candidates for orders, both in tbe Church generally, and especially in this 
Diocese. They are not disposed, indeed, to deduce any broad conclusions 
from the slight fi.uctuations in this number, by which, from time to time, it 
m^y be swelled or diminished. But the faintest prospect of any considerable 
deficiency would suggest very serious and alarming reflections. The wants 
of the Church and of tbe country require an uninterrupted and a rapid in- 
crease. There must be, also, a constant proportion between the prevalence 
of piety and zeal, and the supplies by which tbe ranks of the ministry are 
filled and extended. Tbe Clergy are admonished by every view, not to 
relax their care in seeking and encouraging proper candidates for the sacred 
office; and devout parents) and pious young men are equally reminded to 
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weisb, firtt of all, io their private arraDgemeots* the claims of the Lord oT 
the harvest. 

The Board by no means apprehend, that the Church Scholarship Society, 
or any similar institutions, can ever render more than a very partial assis- 
tance to the Church, for the supply of this continual necessity. It is highly 
important that it should be understood by the community that no more is 
undertaken by these institutions, than to afibrd a limited aid to a limited 
class of candidates ; an aid, which, under the ordinary blessing of Provi- 
dence, with economy on the part of the recipient* and a fair maintenance 
on the part of Parishes, may commonly, in a few years, be repaid. The 
Clergy are neither to be educated nor supported by charity. This Society 
extends to its beneficiaries« in the acquisition of their education, a kindness of 
the same nature with that which is often extended, by relatives or friends, to 
younff men who are preparing themselves for other professions. The bene- 
ncianes are as independent as other persons who contract such a debt with 
the design that it shall be faithfully reimbursed. When they are called to 
pastoral duties, they have a right to ekpect a compensation which will en- 
able them, with some self-denialf to discharge their previous obligations, 
incurred in acquiring those very qualificatioDS, which aie now in exercise for 
the benefit of their parishioners. But it is evident, that the Christian com- 
muDity ought not for a moment to entertain the idea, that to an aid of this 
kind, tne Unurch can ever be chiefly indebted for its Clergy. Religious par- 
ents must be prepared for exertions ; education must, if possible, be cheap- 
ened ; young men must hold themselves ready for labour ; Parishes must 
aflford an encouraging remuneration. All must be filled with the conviction 
of the dignity, the importance, the necessity of that office to which, in some 
manner, ail must so much owe the means ot grace, and the hope of glory. 
Then will the ministry be strengthened by large accessions ; and then, too, 
will this Society be strong for its peculiar duty. 

The Board cannot conclude, without adverting to a su^ect of some deli- 
cacy, but of great importance. It is required by the Constitmion of the 
Society, that unless in some very extraordinary cases, unequivocal testimo^ 
nials should be presented on behalf of the candidate ; testimonials of his 
piety, promising talents and necessitous circumstances. Acting only as 
agents of the benificence of the Church, the Board must believe themselves 
bound to a degree of strictness in the execution of such a charge. They 
must, however, in the first instance, rely upon testimonials ; and a benefi- 
ciary, once admitted, could not afterwards, without an appearance of harsh- 
ness, be dismissed for want of talents sufficiently promising. It would be 
gratifiying to them, if, in this respect, it were possible that they should know 
the standard which would accord with the opinion of the Society. In the 
mean time, they cannot but beg that those Clergymen by whom any appli- 
cant may be recommended, would relieve them, as far as may be, fVom a 
painful responsibility, by the faithful and impartial exercise of their own 
judgment, concerning the qualifications, which, however separable from 
a Christian character, are yet almost indispensable to pastoral usefulness. 

With humble praises to Almighty God for his goodness towards even so 
weak an instrument in the establishment of the kingdom of His dear Son, 
and with thanks to the steadfast supporters of that instrument, the Board would 
close their Report ; soliciting also from the Giver of all good desires, a con- 
tinuance of the same blessing from Himself, and the same favour from Hi» 
people.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH, 

IN THE 

DIOCESE OF CONNECTICUT, 

AS AMENDED IN CONVENTION, OCTOBER, 1836, AND JUNE, 1840. 



Article I. The Protestant Episcopal Church in Connecticut, as a con- 
stituent part of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of 
America^ acceeds to, recognizes, and adopts the General Constitution of that 
Church, and acknowledges its authority accordingly. 

Art. 2. There shall be a Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in this Diocese, on the second Tuesday of June in each year, at such place 
as shall have been determined upon by the Bishop ; and in case of vacancy 
in the Episcopate, by the Standing Committee. 

Art. 3. Every Convention shall be opened with prayer, and the eelebra- 
tion of the Lord*s Supper. And it shall be the duty of the Bishop, either to 
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deliver a charge, or sermon, or to appoint one of hit Clergy to preach at the 
opening of each Convention ;— «nd in case of a Vacancy in the Episcopate, 
the Standing Committee shall appoint. 

Akzt. 4. The Bishop shall preside in Convention ; hut in case of ahsence 
or of vacancy in the Episcopate, the Convention shall elect a President 
pro tern. 

Art. 5. The Bishop shall have power to call a special Convention when 
he may jadge it conducive to the good of the Church ; or when applied to for 
that purpose by the Standing Committee, or five Presbyters. And in case 
of vacancy in the Episcopate, the Standing Committee shall have power to 
oall a special Convention. 

Art. 6. The Convention shall be composed of both Clergymen and Lay- 
men. Every officiating minister of this Church, regularly appointed to the 
charge of a congregation, in union with this Convention ; ministers employed 
as missionaries, under the appointment of the ecclesiastical authority; cler- 
ical instructors of youth in any seminary of learning in this Diocese, consti- 
tuted by civil or ecclesiastical authority ;. and ministers whose age and in- 
firmities prevent from exercising the clerical functions ; shall be members of 
this Convention. Each Parish in this Diocese which sball have been receiv- 
ed into union with the Convention, shall be entitled to a representation in 
Convention, by one delegate : and if it shall consist of more than fifty fam- 
ilies, by two ; to be chosen by the Parish. And if any Parish be composed 
of two or more congregations, having- a corresponding number of Church 
edifices, such Parish shall be entitled to a representation from each of such 
congregations, as from so many distinct Parishes. But before any delegate 
shall take his seat, he shall produce a certificate of his appointment, signed 
by the Wardens, or Parish Clerk. And one third of the members of the 
Clerical order, and twenty members of the Lay order, shall constitute a quo- 
rum for the transaction of business ; but a smaller number may adjourn. 

Art. 7. The Clergy and Laity in the Convention shall deliberate in one 
body ; and on every question a majority of votes of those present shall de- 
cide : but if upon any question it be required by five members, the two ori 
ders shall vote thereon separately, and a concurrence of a majoiity of each 
order shall be necessary to give validity to any measure. 

Art. 8. A Secretary shall be chosen by ballot, immediately npon the 
opening of the Annual Convention, from the Clerical members thereof. It 
shall be his duty to take minutes of their proceedings, to preserve their jour- 
nals and records, to attest the public acts of the body* and faithfully deliver 
into the hands of his successor, all books and proceedings relative to the con- 
cerns of the Church, which may be in his possession. And it shall also be 
his duty to notify, through the channel of such public prints as may be 
designated by the ecclesiastical authority, the time and place appointed for 
the meeting of the succeeding, or special Convention. 

Art. 9. The Standing Committee shall be elected at the Annual Conven- 
tion ; and shall be composed of five Clerical members, who shall be Rectors 
of Parishes, or instructors in some seminary instituted by the ecclesiastical 
or civil authority of this Diocese ; and in case of any vacancy occurring in 
said Committee, by death, removal, or resignation, the remaining members 
shall have power to supply said vacancy, until the next annual Convention. 
At their first meeting, which shall always be on the day of their election, they 
sball appoint from their own body a President and a Secretary, who shall 
keep a journal of the proceedings, subject to the inspection of the Conven- 
tion. Any thiee of the Committee, (the whole having been summoned by 
the President,) shall be a quorum, except for such purposes, as agreeably 
to their own rules, or the canons of the General Convention, may require a 
larger number. 
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Aet. 10. The Secretary aod ■ Standing Committee of this CoDvention 
shall continue in office until iheir successors shall have been appointed. 

Aht. 11. a Treasurer shall be appointed by the Convention, to continue 
in office during their pleasuie ; and it shall be his duty to receive and man- 
age all funds which may at any time belong to the Convention ; and to lay 
before the Convention an annual statement of all such funds. 

Aht. 12. When the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become vacant by 
death or otherwise, the Standing Committee shall call a special Convention, 
within three months from the time when such vacancy shall happen, at 
Hartford or New Haven. And the time and place shall be notified in three 
or more respectable newspapers in this Diocese, at least four weeks previous 
fo said meetine ; when the Conventbn may proceed to an election, or ad- 
journ to such time and place as may be deemed expedient. 

Aet. 13. The election of a Bishop of this Diocese shall be in the follow- 
ing manner : — The two orders shall separate, and the order of the Clergy 
shall choose by ballot, some fit and qualified Presbyter for that office ; and 
thereupon such choice shall be cpmoiunicated to the order of Lay Delegates; 
and if, on ballot, the person so chosen a approved by the Lay order, he 
shall be declared to be duly elected, tn the above mentioned election, a 
majority of eacli order shall detertpine a choice ; provided, that two thirds of 
all the Clergy entitled to vote be present ; otherwise, two thirds of the votes 
of each order present shall be necessary to determine a choice. 

Aht. 14. Each order in Convention shall appoint delegates to the General 
Convention by ballot ; and the delegates thus appointed, and confirmed by 
the concurrent vote of both orders ia Convention, shall continue in office 
three years, or the time that may intervene between the stated meetings of 
the General Convention. And in case any delegate so appointed shall de- 
cline such appointment, it shall be his duty to inform the Bishop, or in case 
of vacancy in the Episcopate, the President of the Standing Committee, at 
least two months before the meeting of the General Convention ; and the 
Bishop, or the Standing Committee, if the Episcopate be vacant, may ap- 
point a substitute for any delegate so decUniog. 

Art. 15. No Clergyman shall be suspended, or receive any public cen- 
sure from the Bishop or Standing Committee of this Diocese, without hav- 
ing been adjudged thereto, in the way to be provided for by canon. 

Art. 16. This Constitution shall not be subject to alteration in any arti- 
cle except at an annual meeting of the Convention, by vote of two thirds of 
the members present ; nor unless such alteration shall have been proposed 
and approved at the annual meeting previous to its adoption, and published 
at large in the journals of the Convention.

CiNON L^Coneermng Parochial RegitiendnSJi^Ms, (Passed 1826, amended 1830 

Mufl834^)> 

Id order to give effect to the 40th C«n^ of the General Oonyention, it is 
hereby required, that every Minister of this Church shall keep a recprd of 
all the Baptisms, Marriages, and Funerals, solemnized by him, specifying 
the names of the parties married, the na*mes of the persons baptized, and of 
the persons buried, and the time when each rite was performed. He shall 
also keep a register of the names of the persons confirmed, of the communi- 
cants, and of the families belonging to his Parish, which documents shall be 
deposited with the Clerk, in case of his removal from the Parish. And it 
shall be the duty of every Minister to report to the Annual Convention, an 
abstract of said registers, together with a written account of the state of each 
Parish. And at every visitation, the Minister of the Parish, or the Wardens, 
if the Parish be vacant, shall submit to the Bishop, fot his inspection, the 
Parish Register.

Canon II. — Providing for the Convention Fund. (1838.) 

The several Parishes in this Diocese shall annually pay to the Conven- 
tion Fund, at the rate of seventy- five cents on every one hundred dollars paid 
to their respective Clergymen, as their annual salary. 

Canon III. — Declaring the Offenses for tohich a Clergyman shall he brought to trial. 

(1825.) 

Disorderly and immoral conduct, vicious or unseemly diversions, neglect 
of duty« disregard of the Constitution and Canons of the General or State 
Convention, a deviation from the Rubrics, and disseminating or countenanc- 
ing opinions which are contrary to the doctrines of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States, are ofienses for which a Clergyman may be 
brought to trial. 

Canon IV. — Of the Manner in tohich a Clergyman shaU be brought to trial. (1825.) 

In order to bring a Clergyman to trial before an ecclesiastical court, a 
charge shall be made in the nrst place to the Standing Committee, in writing, 
under the proper signature of at least two persons, one of whom shall be a 
Presbyter of this Diocese. And if the Standing Committee shall deem the 
offense charged, as coming within the offenses enumerated in the Canons of 
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
